Chapter 1: The archaeological evidence 
of early Islam 


Introduction 


The historical evidence of early Islam. If you haven't yet researched the true 
history of the Quran, this chapter will definitely amaze you, some which only in 
recent years have emerged. 


Qibla (archaeological evidence) 


Creswell and Fehervari went to middle-east in 1905 to look for evidence for the 
earliest mosques from 600th AD - early 800th AD and where their gibla pointed 
at. They found out the following: 


e Wassit mosque (706 AD, Iraq) — Qibla facing Jerusalem (But in truth facing 
between Petra and Mecca) 
It does not face Mecca 
¢ Kufa mosque (Iraq) - Qibla facing to Jerusalem (in truth west to PETRA) 
It does not face south to Mecca 
¢ Fustat mosque (641 AD, Cairo) - Qibla facing Jerusalem (in truth PETRA) 
It does not face south to Mecca 


They concluded they all face to Jerusalem, but in reality they faced to Petra, and 
Wassit mosque faced between Petra and Mecca, but closer to Petra. 

Dan Gibson used satellite images to determine the direction of earliest mosques 
because it became forbidden to visit them. The conclusion is as follows: 


e Masjid al-Qiblatayn (623 AD, Saudi Arabia) - Original qibla faced PETRA 
It was rebuilt to face Mecca 
e Great Mosque of Guangzhou (627 AD, China) - Qibla facing PETRA 
It does not face Mecca

There are even additional examples which are neither facing Mecca 
or Petra but in between, for example the Yamana mosque in Saudi Arabia. 


All Qiblas which were newly built were facing Petra until 706 AD. The first one 

to be built which faced Mecca was in Banbhore, Pakistan on 727 AD, finally 105 
years after it was revealed in Surah 2:143-145. Later in this chapter, it is mentioned 
that Mecca was not even referenced until 741 AD in historical documents. 

That is 109 years after Muhammad died. Patricia Crone, who could speak 15 
languages, went throughout the entire arabian peninsula and could not find 
Mecca being mentioned anywhere in the 7th century, but first found it mentioned 
in Continuatio Byzantia Arabica in 741 AD. She went throughout all the trading 
documents and concluded that Mecca was not even in the caravan trade route, 
but Petra was the center of that. Furthermore there are no maps where Mecca 

was mapped in until much later in 900 AD, that means you cannot find any map 
with Mecca on it until about 300 years after Muhammad's death. Even the first 
reference for Islam is from 691 AD. 


The sanctuary in Petra was destroyed by an earthquake in 713 AD, and this might 
be a reason by they changed the center of Islam to Mecca, because God wouldn't 
create an earthquake in the center of Islam. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 23:432 - The Prophet said, "Allah has made Mecca a sanctuary 
(sacred place) and it was a sanctuary before me and will be so after me. 


The problem is that to date there are no ancient trees that have ever existed 

in Mecca. In the construction industry, you have to have archaeologists when 
you have to dig up a foundation for new buildings, and very often there are 
archaeological evidence. However in Mecca no ruins of ancient cities was ever 
found. 





The accuracy of the direction of the Qiblas 

Before Dan Gibson determined over 100 of the earliest mosques, it was believed 
that those few known Qiblas actually showed that they are just inaccurate 
directions made during the beginning of the Islamic era. Thus it would seem that 
there should be many mosque which pointed in many directions, possibly 20 or 
more different directions. However, this is not the case, as all those early mosques 
only pointed at 4 different Qiblas: Petra, between Petra and Mecca, parallel and 
finally Mecca. The timeline can be seen below

What is interesting is that the accuracy of the Qiblas for the first three are more 
accurate than for Mecca, as shown below:

If one takes out two of the worst Mosques from Petra, leaving 18 behind, the 
accuracy goes to 1,9 degrees. With only 4 Qiblas total, and all the other cities 
(Petra, between, parallel) are more accurate than Mecca, proves that people 
during 7th, 8th and 9th century were sophisticated enough to know how to 
calculate the direction, thus proving it was intentional. Furthermore, there is 
Humeima and Aqaba mosque, which are so close to Petra that calculating the 
direction with the help of the sun and stars are not needed. If it points to Petra, it 
is because it was intentional 
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Rahat Mosque found in july 2019 

In july 2019 a new small mosque was found in the city of Rahat dated to be built 
in 636 CE. The position of the mosque is directly in line with Petra and Mecca, so 
it's qibla faces both of them directly in a line. However, considering all the other 
mosque's mentioned, also in Israel, they all point to Petra from other parts of the 
lands which confirms that the intention of the Qibla of the Rahat mosque was not 
to face Mecca but Petra. 


For further study, read Early Islamic Qiblas: A survey of mosques built between 
1AH/622 CE. and 263 AH/876 C.E. by Dan Gibson (2017) and When Did the 
Qibla Change by Dan Gibson (2017). 


Dan Gibson used ASTER to determine the qibla 

It is often claimed that Dan Gibson used Google Maps or Google Earth to 
determine the qiblas of the early mosques from 7th-9th century. This is however 
not true, he used Advanced Thermal Emission and Reflection Radiometer 
(ASTER) sattelites, which is described on pages 115-120 in his book Early Islamic 
Qiblas, published in 2017. The ASTER data itself has been validated by NASA, 
METI, Japan's Earth Remote Sensing Data Analysis Center (ERSDAC), and the 
US. Geological Survey, and the U.S. National Geospatial-Intelligence Agency. 


Difference between planar and spherical 

Even though Dan Gibson would have used two-dimensional maps instead of 
ASTER satellites which takes the curvature of the earth into account, the spherical 
qibla and planar qibla would still almost be the same. This means spherical 
geometry is not necessary to come to the same conclusion that they still point at 
Petra. Taking the example with 600 km horizontal and 1000 km vertical. This can 
be achieved by first using the coordinates of Petra: 


e Latitude: 30.328960 
e Longitude: 35.444832 


In spherical geometry, 1 degree corresponds to 111,699 km. This means that 600 
km to the east of Petra corresponds to 5,371 degrees, and 1000 km south from 
Petra corresponds to 8,9526 degrees. Adding those degrees to Petra, the new point 
becomes: 


e City longitude 35,444832 + 5,371 = 40,815832 E 
e City latitude 30,328960 - 8,9526 = 21,37632 N

Now the azimuth, which is the angle in a sphere, can be calculated by inserting 
two different coordinates, in this case Petra and the new city. Doing so will result 
in an azimuth of 332,8 degrees which is a difference of 27,2 degrees compared 

to the planar example of 30,9 degrees. The difference between the 30,9 degrees 
planar and 27,2 degrees spherical is 3,7 degrees. 


This means that the difference in spherical and planar is small due to the fact 
that 1000 km is only 2,5% of a sphere and it would not have a huge impact. 
Furthermore, the majority of mosques actually are less than 500 km away from 
Petra, so the difference would be less than 1,85 degrees between the spherical 
and planar, if not down to 0,2 degree. In short, even if Dan Gibson used two- 
dimensional maps, it would not change the conclusion. 


The criticism by David King 

After Dan Gibson published his book about the early qiblas in 2017, David King, 
an astronomer who studied the mathematical history of the qiblas based on books 
written in the 8th, 9th, 10th, and even up to 11th century, criticised his qibla 
findings. However, much of his comments to Dan Gibson are wrong, because 
when it comes to the earliest mosques which points to Petra, three things needs to 
be done in order for it to be analysed fully: 


1. Precisely determining the actual direction from the specific location of the 
mosque in one city to the center of Petra. This is called azimuth and can be 
calculated easily through different websites. This means mosques are not 
included in this calculation, only the location where the mosques has been 
built. This way the correct spherical angle from a specific location in a city to 
Petra is determined. This gives angle A, and is specifically the 100% correct 
angle and direction from one city to another. 

2. Determining the qibla of the mosques by using its walls, and comparing it 
to the actual one. This is angle B. This angle is determined from only one 
location, the location of the mosques, specifically by using its walls. Dan 
Gibson used satellite images and GPS to precisely determine the Qibla and 
compared it to the actual ones. 


Note: It is important to note that all Dan Gibson did, was to measure how 
accurate the mosques were in the 7th, 8th and 9th century, which is angle B, by 
measuring the precise angle of the mosques walls and see where they were facing. 
This means that Dan Gibson didn't chose Petra - it chose him. Since all mosques 
until 706 AD faced around Petra, he then calculated the actual direction, by using 
the location of the mosques in question and the center of Petra. This way he 
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calculated the deviation of how accurate the walls of the mosques were compared 
to the correct azimuth, which is the location of the city to Petra. So step 1 and 
step 2 above are only meant to to use modern techniques to accurately test how 
knowledgeable and precise the measurement and calculation of the Nabateans 
were. This is called presentism. 


3. Determining the Qibla through ancient methods. This can be done by 
separating the vector direction into an X-component and Y-component. 
The Y-component is the latitude and the X-component is the longitude. This 
means that reproducing the qibla direction using ancient method, to test if it 
is possible to reproduce the same results - and if it is actually possible to built 
mosques with the knowledge of 7th century as precise as the actual azimuth. It 
requires an astrolabe, which measures the angle to the north star, and thereby 
the latitude. The astrolabe existed already in the Ancient Greece. Furthermore 
it requires a 100 meter rope and two persons. They will need to have a starting 
point where the mosque would be built. Person A extends the rope 100 meter 
fully to the north. Then person B takes the other end and extends it 100 
meter in front of person A, again North. Then person A again goes in front 
of person B and extend it 100 meter again. By now they have measured it 300 
meters north, which is the y-component, the latitude. They have to do it until 
they reach to the same angle as Petra, which is by using the astrolabe and 
measuring the altitude of the north star. When they reach to the same latitude 
as Petra, they just have to go straight east or straight west through a constant 
longitudinal direction, which is the X-component. This is called "running 
down the easting" or "running down the westing" and follow a line of constant 
latitude where the angle to the north star is constant. 


So what exactly is King's criticism? He is angry because he thinks that Dan 
Gibson wanted to compare point 2 with point 3 above, in which he thinks that 
Dan Gibson tried to reproduce the qibla direction by using modern techniques, 
satellite images and GPS. This is however not true. Dan Gibson wanted to 
measure and compare how accurate the Nabateans were in building the direction 
of the mosques to the actual direction to Petra, which is point 1 and point 2. 
David King doesn't believe the Arabs were sophisticated enough in the 7th 
century to built qiblas, so this is the reason why point 3 is important. Someone 
needs to finance people in order to reproduce point 3 manually, which is actually 
very easy to do be done very precisely. There is no doubt that anyone, even high 
school students, can reproduce the qibla direction with a high accuracy to Petra 
from any location in the Midde-East using ancient method, by only using an 
astrolabe or a quadrant, and some kind of a measurement or a rope. This would 
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debunk any criticism that determining the qibla in the 7th century is actually 
possible with an high accuracy. This is basically what David Kings criticism is 
all about; Dan Gibson shouldn't reproduce the qibla using modern technology, 
but should go into the field and use only what was available at the time, namely 
the astrolabe or quadrant, and some kind of a rope measurement. When this 
gets done, whether by Dan Gibson or by anyone else, nobody cannot refute that 
the qibla was actually intended to be Petra until 706 AD, because the result will 
be very obvious for any person who has basic knowledge of mathematics and 
astronomy, that anyone can reproduce the qibla easily with high accuracy as the 
Nabateans in the 7th century. This is easily demonstrated when there are only 

4 qiblas with an high accuracy, where the earlier qiblas in the 7th century were 
more accurate than the later qiblas in the 8th and 9th century. The Meccan qiblas 
from the 8th and 9th century are the least accurate. 


Building the Qibla mosque 

Let's say you have you go 1000 km north and then 600 km east "running down the 
westing" in order for reaching Petra, then you can scale down this perpendicular 
triangle to 10 meters north and 3 meters west. This means, you chose a point in 
your city, take a rope and extend it 10 meter north. Then take another rope and 
extend it meters to the left/west. This triangle has exactly the same direction/angle 
as the 1000km/600km, and it will face Petra correctly. You can also double it to 20 
meter and 6 meters, because the further two points are the more precise it would 
become. This means you don't even need trigonometry or calculations, but by just 
using the logic of straight-angled triangles. This is why it is important to finance 
people to do it manually. 


If one goes 600 km east from Petra, and then 1000 km south, you'll end up in Ta'if, 
which is very close to Mecca (maybe 50 km or so). The azimuth from Ta'if to Petra 
is 332°45'36", which is around 28 degrees, compared to the triangle which became 
30,9 degrees. A 3,9 degrees difference. On the next page it has been illustrated. 


It was Eratosthenes (276-194 BC) who proposed the system of latitude and 
longitude for a map of the world, which is 800 years before Islam. Then 
Hipparchus (190-120 BC) was the first person to use this system and specify 
specific places on Earth. He furthermore was the first person to use time to 
determine the longitude. 


How ancient Nabateans navigated in pre-Islamic era 
Pliny the Elder (24-79 AD) wrote about how the Nabateans, who were the ancient 
Arabs, navigated 600 years before Islam in his Natural History, Vol 12, Chapter 32. 
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Petra 


Confirming the accuracy of the Qiblas 


Point 1: Determine the actual direction from the

D. King mistakes 


Mistake 1: He claims that Dan Gibson compared point 
2 with point 3. This is not true, he compared point 2 
with point 1. 

Mistake 2: He criticizes Gibson for using technology 
that did not exist in 8th c., but he does it himself by 
applying knowledge from 11th c. 

Mistake 3: He repeatedly uses the word calculate, but 
this is not neccessary in straight-angled triangles 
Mistake 4: He only takes few examples of the Qiblas, 
and even determined that they do face Petra, but 
claims that they were just a mistake because they 
were not sophisticated enough before 9th. c. Ptolemy 
(150 AD) was less than 1° difference in latitude.

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Determining giblas accurately without satellite 


According to the astronomer David King, the early Arabs were not sophisticated 
enough to calculate the gibla, and uses the word calculate repeatedly. However, You 
do not need to calculate. You divide the vector-direction into an X-component 
(horizontal) and Y-component (vertical). You measure them using a rope and a 
quadrant, and then you scale down the perpendicular triangle into meters. The 
example above is 1000 km north (vertical), and 600 km west (horizontal), which is 
scaled down to 10 meter (vertical) and 6 meter (horizontal) in the point of the 
construction site. Angle A is the same in both cases (30,9 degrees), thus they both 
point Petra. 


They measured the steps in order to know how to travel from one destination to 
another. He recorded from the Arabs that from Timna in Yemen to Gaza, it would 
take 2.437.500 steps to reach, which would take 62 days.

Date of construction 

They used many different means to find out the dates of the mosques. Mosques 
are usually the most important buildings in any given town or city, so they are 
well known and well documented. Therefore, some have inscriptions of their dates 
on them, as many important buildings even today do, others are written about in 
peoples annals, or are referred to in government documents. The dates they used, 
however, are not the dates we would use, as they commonly referred to the dates 
taken from the time the current ruler came to power. 


Two mosques at the Amman Citadal 

One of the most important mosques to confirm that the Qibla to Mecca was 
changed around 727 AD is the Amman Umayyad Mosque and Amman Umayyad 
Palace, which are located in Jordan, right beside each other. The first mosque 
mentioned was built in 701 AD and point towards Petra, and the second mosque 
mentioned was built in 730 AD which points towards Mecca. This confirms the 
previous that mosques started to point at Mecca between 701-730 AD. 


The latitude line 

The latitude line or the horizontal line is one of the most important evidence that 
the direction of the mosques were not wrongly placed. This is because the latitude 
line is a constant directional line through west and east and is perpendicular 

to the north star, which means it is 90 degrees. Pointing horizontal to the east 
eliminates the need for focusing unsystematically. If a mosque points straight to 
west or east, then it was intentional. This is the case with the Fustat mosque from 
Egypt which points almost directly to east to Petra, and not south to Mecca. 


This latitude line plays also a major role with the Sahi mosque, Qiblatain mosque, 
Al Mudhmar mosque, and Siraf Early Mosque which points above the horizontal 
line directly to Petra, and not below the horizontal line to Mecca. 


The longitude line 
The longitude line or vertical line is also an important evidence that demonstrates 
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that the mosques intentionally faced Petra and not Mecca. Unlike the latitude line, 
the longitude line is only dependent straight of the north star. If a mosque points 
right of the north star, then it was intentional because it is very easy to build a 
qibla towards the right side of the north star - and the same can be applied to the 
left of the north star. This is very important because Massawa Mosque in Eritrea 
should be pointing to the right of the north star to Mecca, but it points to the left 
side, which is to Petra. 


Jacob of Odessa 

Jacob of Odessa was a Christian traveller and wrote traditional narrative of the 
Arabs, in which he calls them for Mahgraye, a Greek term used by the northern 
part of Arabia. He is an important part of confirming the date of construction 

of the mosques, because this confirms that the evolution of the mosques as 
illustrated earlier indeed gets confirmed by an eyewitness account in his writings 
in the 680s-705 AD. These letters are held in the British Museum today. While 

he was serving as a bishop in Odessa he accounts that the Jews prayed to the 
south from Fustat, Egypt, and the Arabs prayed to the east towards the Kaaba. As 
written earlier, Petra is almost directly east from Fustat. He also mentions that the 
Arabs living in the lands of Babel, Hillah and Basrah prayed to the west towards 
the Kaaba. Those places are all situated in Iraq. Interestingly enough, Basrah 
points directly west to Petra. If the Arabs had to pray to Mecca from those three 
places, they had to turn towards south-south-west, which is much closer to the 
south than to the west. 


For further study, read Hagarism: The Making of the Islamic World by Patricia 
Crone and Michael Cook (1977). 


The four cardinal points 

The four cardinal directions, also called the cardinal points, are the directions 
north, east, south and west. Every ancient civilization on Earth has independently 
used these four points, from Egyptian and Chinese cultures to the ancient Indians, 
from the Native Americans to European and Arabic cultures, to Aboriginal 
Australia. 


The Ancient Egyptians built the pyramids in Giza around 3000 years before Islam, 
and they had directed the pyramids to the north star with only a deviation of 
0,067 degrees off. The Gate of the Sun, which is located in the city of Tiwanaku 

in western Bolivia, America is around 1500 years old, and its directions points 
straight to the cardinal points. Harappa, which is a archaeological site from 2600 
BC in modern day Pakistan has its directions faced exactly to the four cardinal 
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points. 


The Nabateans carved detailed architecture from the sandstone cliffs of 
mountains, with a very high precision of geometrical structures, thus they would 
have easily known the four cardinal directions, which is based on the location 

of the primary cardinal point, the north star. The latitude line or parallel north 
line contains two of the cardinal points, east and west. This is the reason why 
qiblas, for example Siraf Early Mosque in Iran, were not mistakes, because they 
point above the latitude line to Petra, closer to north-west, rather than below 

the latitude line to Mecca, which is in the south-western direction. Furthermore 
the architecture of the Petra rock buildings were borrowed by the Greeks and 
Romans, thus proving that they did had communication and therefore the 
possibility of the Nabateans to also borrow the knowledge of the quadrant to 
measure the altitude of the north star was definitely possible. One of the earliest 
evidences of a quadrant comes from the book Almagest, written by Ptolemy (100- 
170 AD), in which he described measuring how he could measure the altitude 
of the noon sun on a 90 degree arc. The astrolabe, which is a more advanced tool 
than the quadrant, was invented by Hipparchus (190-120 BC). Both Theon of 
Alexandra (335-405 AD) and John Philoponus (490-570 AD) wrote a detailed 
treatise on it before Islam. The mesopotamian bshiop Severus Sebokht (575-667 
AD) wrote a treatise on it in the Syriac language in the mid-7th century, which 
can be an indication that it was known in the northern part of the Arabian 
peninsula. 


The mosques point to Petra and not Jerusalem 

It is often claimed that the original qibla was Jerusalem, but this is certainly not 
true. The mosques which are right east of Jerusalem points south to Petra and 
not to the west to Jerusalem. Aqaba and Humeima are so close to Petra that you 
cannot be mistaken constructing the Qibla to Petra, and definitely not Mecca. 
Furthermore Fustat Mosque points straight to east to Petra, which is called 
running down the easting, and not to north-east to Jerusalem. 


All those three locations together prove that the original qibla was not Jerusalem. 
The evolution of the qiblas fits the timeline of the rulings 
The political tension between the Umayyad Caliphate, Abassid Caliphate and Al- 


Hajjaj fits perfectly in regards to the evolution of the qiblas. 


The Umayyad Caliphate ruled between 661-750, and their qibla was the same as 
the ancestors, which was towards Petra. Notice that the last known qibla for Petra 
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was in 747 AD. 


Al-Hajjaj (reigned 705-714 AD) rebelled from the Ummayad Caliphate and 
the mosque between Petra and Mecca began pointing from 706-750 AD, which 
indicates that the gibla died with him. 


The Abbasid Caliphate began overpowering the ruling from 750-1258 AD, and 
the first known qibla towards Mecca was in 727 AD. 


All the three qiblas fits in the timeline of the political rulings of the different 
Caliphates and Al-Hajjaj. This is a clear indication that the qibla is a political 
direction and not a religious one. This is why the statement below sounds more of 
a political qibla: 


"When the armies of Kufa met ibn Zubayr, Bujayr ibn ‘Abdallah al Musli spoke: 
Praise be to God who has tested us with shackles and has tested you by your 
forgiving us. Ibn Zubayr, we are people who turn to the same Qibla as you." - 
Tabari 21:112 


Qibla pointing to other places than Mecca 

All mosques pointed to Petra until 701 AD according to Advanced Thermal 
Emission and Reflection Radiometer (ASTER), and the two mosques in Amman. 
You only need mosques till 700 AD to disprove Meccas existence in 7th century. 
You do not need 8th century and 9th century mosques, because they represent 8th 
century and 9th century. 


The qibla is mentioned in the Quran 

"We have certainly seen the turning of your face, [O Muhammad], toward the 
heaven, and We will surely turn you to a qiblah with which you will be pleased. So 
turn your face toward al-Masjid al-haram. And wherever you [believers] are, turn 
your faces toward it [in prayer]. Indeed, those who have been given the Scripture 
well know that it is the truth from their Lord. And Allah is not unaware of what 
they do." - Quran 2:144 


But the Quran doesn't mention from where to where the Qibla had changed in 
chapter 2. There are however some points to consider: 


e ‘There are only 4 directions, and the accuracy of Petra, between and parallel 
are more accurate than for Mecca 
e There are Humeima mosque and Aqaba mosques which are so close to Petra 
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that you don't even need astronomy to understand where to have its Qibla 
towards to. 

e The most important mosque of all of them is the Fustat mosque, because it has 
always been a known fact that if two cities had the same angle of the North 
Star then all they need to do is something called "running down the easting" 
or "running down the westing", either straight east or straight west. This 
means the direction is horizontal and eliminates the vertical axis (the y-axis). 
This is the clearest evidence that Petra was really the original city. Dan Gibson 
has however not included this point. 

e Regarding "running down the easting" and "running down the westing", when 
two cities are in the same angle, the qibla should point horizontally. Qibatain 
is a city that has almost the same angle as Mecca, and yet it doesn't point 
straight west, but north-west directly to Petra. In fact, Qibatains latitude is 
higher than Meccas and therefore it should point south-west. This means it 
should project below the horizontal line, and not north west as it does. 


Description of Mecca 


In this section it will be discussed the problems with the description of Mecca 
which doesn't fit to the actual Mecca in history or today. There are many topics to 
cover, so is therefore important to separate them in parts. 


The Qibla was changed from unknown to Mecca 

Muhammad changed the Qibla in 624 AD, according to Quran 2:143-144 and 
Quran 2:149-150. It was at this ttme Muhammad waged war on the Jews and 
Christians, because they couldn't get along. 


"And thus we have made you a just community that you will be witnesses over 
the people and the Messenger will be a witness over you. And We did not make 
the qiblah which you used to face except that We might make evident who would 
follow the Messenger from who would turn back on his heels. And indeed, it is 
difficult except for those whom Allah has guided. And never would Allah have 
caused you to lose your faith. Indeed Allah is, to the people, Kind and Merciful." - 
Quran 2:143 


"We have certainly seen the turning of your face, [O Muhammad], toward the 
heaven, and We will surely turn you to a giblah with which you will be pleased. So 
turn your face toward al-Masjid al-Haram. And wherever you [believers] are, turn 
your faces toward it [in prayer]. Indeed, those who have been given the Scripture 
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well know that it is the truth from their Lord. And Allah is not unaware of what 
they do." - Quran 2:144 


"So from wherever you go out [for prayer, O Muhammad] turn your face toward 
al- Masjid al-Haram, and indeed, it is the truth from your Lord. And Allah is not 
unaware of what you do." - Quran 2:149 


"And from wherever you go out [for prayer], turn your face toward al-Masjid al- 
Haram. And wherever you [believers] may be, turn your faces toward it in order 
that the people will not have any argument against you, except for those of them 
who commit wrong; so fear them not but fear Me. And [it is] so I may complete 
My favor upon you and that you may be guided." - Quran 2:150 


"While some people were offering morning prayer at Quba' a man came to them 
and said, "A Quranic Order has been revealed to Allah's Apostle tonight that he 
should face the Ka'ba at Mecca (in prayer), so you too should turn your faces 
towards it." At that moment their faces were towards Sham (i.e. Jerusalem) (and 
on hearing that) they turned towards the Ka'ba (at Mecca)." - Sahih Bukhari 6:17 


However, the non-muslim sources, Doctrina Iacobi (written between 634-640 
AD) and the Armenian Chronicle, also called the Armenian History (written in 
660 AD) states otherwise. The arabs and Jews had a good relationship with each 
other until years after Muhammad died. 


Adam was the first to place the black stone 

According to the Islamic traditions Adam placed the black stone in the original 
Kaaba, while Abraham and Ishmael rebuilt the Meccan Kaaba centuries later. 
Adam and Eve had their first glance on the Black Stone when it fell from Jannah, 
showing where to built an altar. According to Islamic tradition, this is the world's 
first temple. The muslims also believe that the stone has turned black because of 
people's sins, of those who touched it. It was originally pure and dazzling white, 
according to them. 


"And [mention] when We made the House a place of return for the people and [a 
place of] security. And take, [O believers], from the standing place of Abraham 

a place of prayer. And We charged Abraham and Ishmael, [saying], "Purify 

My House for those who perform Tawaf and those who are staying [there] for 
worship and those who bow and prostrate [in prayer]." And [mention] when 
Abraham said, "My Lord, make this a secure city and provide its people with 
fruits - whoever of them believes in Allah and the Last Day." [ Allah ] said. "And 
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whoever disbelieves - I will grant him enjoyment for a little; then I will force him 
to the punishment of the Fire, and wretched is the destination." And [mention] 
when Abraham was raising the foundations of the House and [with him] Ishmael, 
[saying], "Our Lord, accept [this] from us. Indeed You are the Hearing, the 
Knowing." - Quran 2:125-127 


Since Adam and Eve were the first people on Earth, that means that Mecca is the 
oldest city on the planet, according to the Quran and Islamic traditions. However 
no archaeological findings have been found before the 9th century in Mecca. In 
the construction industry, when a new building has to be built, archaeologists first 
have to check for any archaeological finds before constructing the foundation of 
a building - and this happens often in the Middle-East when new buildings have 
to be build, where something new has been recovered from the ground. This also 
happens in Saudi Arabia where developers are digging over all putting up great 
buildings. In Mecca, of all the buildings which were built there, none has come 
up with an archaeological find. No evidence for ruins of a great ancient city. This 
would make it very strange because any other city - older according to Islamic 
tradition - has artefacts and buildings dug up. The older a city is, the more likely 
there are many things to uncover. And yet, nothing has come up from the city's 
ground. 


Mecca is described as the “mother of cities” 
According to the Quran, and the Islamic traditions, Mecca (or Bakkah) is called 
the mother of cities. 


"And thus We have revealed to you an Arabic Qur'an that you may warn the 
Mother of Cities [Makkah] and those around it and warn of the Day of Assembly, 
about which there is no doubt. A party will be in Paradise and a party in the 
Blaze,” - Quran 42:7 


"And this is a Book which We have sent down, blessed and confirming what was 
before it, that you may warn the Mother of Cities and those around it. Those who 
believe in the Hereafter believe in it, and they are maintaining their prayers." - 
Quran 6:92 


"In his hands lay all the dignities of Mecca; he divided the town into quarters 
among his people and he settled all the Quraysh into their houses in Mecca which 
they held" - The Life of Muhammad - A Translation of Ishaq's Sirat Rasul Allah 
(A. Guillaume), page 53 
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If Mecca was the mother of cities, there should be archaeological evidence to 
support this, or any reference from sources about Mecca's importance about being 
an important city. However, there are no evidence that Mecca existed or was an 
important city in the Arabian peninsula before 700 AD, except inscriptions. 


Mecca is described as the center of the trade route 

Since Adam and Eve were the first people, and it is called the mother of all cities, 
and now the center of trade center of the trade route, it is puzzling why there is no 
evidence for that. 


"The Prophet said, "Allah has made Mecca a sanctuary (sacred place) and it was a 
sanctuary before me and will be so after me." - Sahih al-Bukhari 23:432 


In Ishaq, page 79, caravans are mentioned going in and out of the Holy City, and 
same with Muhammad's uncle Abu Talib ibn Abd al-Muttalib, who regularly sent 
caravans on trading missions. In Ishaq, page 82, Muhammad married Khadija 
bint Khuwaylid who managed caravans of camels. However, no trade route 
documents from the 2th-7th century mentions Mecca as being in the trade route, 
therefore it couldn't either be the center of trade route either. 


According to Dr. Patricia Crone, Mecca was a barren place, and barren places do 
not make natural halts. She had written the book Meccan Trade: ‘The Rise of Islam, 
in which she researched the trade route documents from the 2th-7th century, and 
no trade routes ever went through Mecca. Many academics agree that the "center 
of the trade route" was further north in North Africa or close to Jerusalem, and 
not at Mecca which was not even a stopping place on the caravan routes. 


Mecca missing on early maps 

What is fascinating about it, is that if Mecca was such an important city, the 
mother of cities and the center of trading routes, then it is problematic because it 
does not appear on maps in the 6th, 7th, 8th or 9th century AD. It only began to 
appear at around 900 AD in on maps, which is about 270 years after Muhammad 
had died. 


Dan Gibson had gathered many different ancient maps of Arabia, but not even 
once did he find Mecca on the maps. It doesn't even appear on Ptolomy's maps of 
Arabia. The mention of Mecca first appears in literature 741 AD (122 years after 
the Hijra) in the Continuatio Byzantia Arabica. 


The Meccan valley

The Quran and the hadiths described Mecca as being in a valley 


"While they were in this state Abu- Jandal bin Suhail bin 'Amr came from the 
valley of Mecca staggering with his fetters and fell down amongst the Muslims" - 
Sahih al-Bukhari 3:891 


"And He it is Who hath withheld men's hands from you, and hath withheld your 
hands from them, in the valley of Mecca, after He had made you victors over 
them. Allah is Seer of what ye do." - Quran 48:24 (Pickthall) 


"O Abraham! Where are you going, leaving us in this valley where there is no 
person whose company we may enjoy, nor is there anything (to enjoy)?" She 
repeated that to him many times, but he did not look back at her Then she asked 
him, "Has Allah ordered you to do so@" He said, "Yes." She said, "Then He will not 
neglect us," and returned while Abraham proceeded onwards, and on reaching 
the Thaniya where they could not see him, he faced the Ka'ba, and raising both 
hands, invoked Allah saying the following prayers: 'O our Lord! I have made 
some of my offspring dwell in a valley without cultivation, by Your Sacred House 
(Kaba at Mecca) in order, O our Lord, that they may offer prayer perfectly." - 
Sahih al-Bukhari 4:583 (part 1) 


"Then she descended from Safa and when she reached the valley, she tucked up 
her robe and ran in the valley like a person in distress and trouble, till she crossed 
the valley and reached the Marwa mountain where she stood and started looking, 
expecting to see somebody, but she could not see anybody." - Sahih al-Bukhari 
4:583 (part 2) 


"When the Prophet performed the Tawaf of the Ka‘ba, he did Ramal during the 
first three rounds and in the last four rounds he used to walk and while doing 
Tawaf between Safa and Marwa, he used to run in the midst of the rain water 
passage." - Sahih al-Bukhari 2:26:685 (See also Sahih al-Bukhari 2:645, 2:815, 
2:820 and 4:227) 


The problem is that there are no valleys in Mecca, but there are in Petra. In the 
complete Sahih al-Bukhari 4:583 hadith above and 26:685, they further mentions 
the Zam-zam water and rainwater passage, but according to the archaeological 
evidence, there was no natural flow of water at the time in Mecca, and neither 
today, except that artifical one that has been built. Normally and naturally a water 
passage runs between two mountains, but according to the hadith above a water 
passage runs between two mountains - from one mountain to the other mountain, 
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which is a rare phenomenon. However, even thought it is a rare phenomenon, 
there is actually a rain water passage in Petra that runs from one mountain to the 
other. 


The Nabateans built a colonnaded street from one side of the mountain to the 
other side, which people can visit, for following the course of the water to follow 
a straight line.In Islam, a Muslims duty is to walk between the two mountains 
called Marwah and Safa alongside the water passage. The problem with Marwah 
and Safa is that they are not mountains in Mecca, but only two small rocks, 
which are so small that they are inside a building. In one of the earliest drawings 
of Mecca and the Kaaba in the 19th century, one can see that there are no water 
passage between Marwah and Safa rocks. 


There is scarce rainfall in Mecca 

"And [mention] when Abraham said, "My Lord, make this a secure city and 
provide its people with fruits - whoever of them believes in Allah and the Last 
Day." [ Allah ] said. "And whoever disbelieves - I will grant him enjoyment for 
a little; then I will force him to the punishment of the Fire, and wretched is the 
destination." - Quran 2:126 


Today the city of Mecca, with high desert temperatures, only averages about 10 
cm of rain per year. This is almost nothing to be able to grow any vegetation. 


The original Holy City had trees and bushes 

"Once when I was with the Prophet in Mecca and we went out into one of its 
districts in the neighbourhood, not a mountain or tree which confronted him 
failed to say, "Peace be upon you, Messenger of Allah." Tirmidhi and Darimi 
transmitted it." - Al-Tirmidhi hadith 1535 


"When they came to Mecca they saw a town blessed with water and trees and, 
delighted with it, they settled there" - The Life of Muhammad - A Translation of 
Ishaq's Sirat Rasul Allah (A. Guillaume), page 46 


"People assert that the Quraysh were afraid to cut down the trees of the sanctuary 
in their quarters" - The Life of Muhammad - A Translation of Ishaq's Sirat Rasul 
Allah (A. Guillaume), page 53 


"On the Day of the Conquest of Mecca, Allah's Apostle said, "Allah has made this 
town a sanctuary. Its thorny bushes should not be cut, its game should not be 
chased, and its fallen things should not be picked up except by one who would 
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announce it publicly." - Sahih al-Bukhari 2:657 


These are important references of trees and thorny bushes in Mecca. Dan Gibson 
has researched and tried to find ancient trees in Mecca in decades, by testing the 
presence of spores and pollens in undisturbed ancient soil. So far he has found no 
evidence that trees ever existed in ancient times in the city of Mecca. However in 
Petra there were and are plenty of trees. 


The original Holy City had grapes and fruits growing in it 

"By Allah, I never saw a prisoner better than Khubaib. By Allah, one day I saw 
him eating of a bunch of grapes in his hand while he was chained in irons, and 
there was no fruit at that time in Mecca." - Sahih al-Bukhari 4:281 


"And [mention] when Abraham said, "My Lord, make this a secure city and 
provide its people with fruits - whoever of them believes in Allah and the Last 
Day." [ Allah ] said. "And whoever disbelieves - I will grant him enjoyment for 
a little; then I will force him to the punishment of the Fire, and wretched is the 
destination." - Quran 2:126 


According to the above, in Mecca there should be grapes and fruits, however 
without trees as previously stated, there can be no grapes. However, in Petra it is 
possible. 


Grass grew in the original Holy City valley 

"_.His grace upon him and endow him with prophethood would go forth for his 
affair and journey far afield until he reached the glens of Mecca and beds of its 
valleys where no house was in sight" - The Life of Muhammad - A Translation of 
Ishaq's Sirat Rasul Allah (A. Guillaume), page 105 


"One night the Prophet was unable to sleep and said, "Would that a righteous 
man from my companions guarded me tonight." Suddenly we heard the clatter of 
arms, whereupon the Prophet said, "Who is it?" It was said, "I am Sa'd, O Allah's 
Apostle! I have come to guard you." The Prophet then slept so soundly that we 
heard him snoring. Abu ‘Abdullah said: ‘Aisha said: Bilal said, "Would that I but 
stayed overnight in a valley with Idhkhir and Jalil (two kinds of grass) around me 
(i.e., in Mecca)." Then I told that to the Prophet" - Sahih al-Bukhari 9:337 


"when the Jurhum came to Mecca “they saw a town blessed with water and trees 
and, delighted with it, they settled there." - Ibn Hashim, page 23 
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The area around Mecca is completely sand and desert, and no natural grass grows. 
Furthermore there is no evidence to support that the area could have supported 
grass before. 


The cave of Hira 
Now al-Khattab had so harassed Zayd that he forced him to withdraw to the 


upper part of Mecca, and he stopped in the mountain of Hira, facing the town - 
Ibn Hisham 49 


In reality mount Hira is not facing the town of Mecca, but is on the opposite side 
of Mecca, facing towards the horizon and other cities. But one special holy cave 
in Petra exists, where the entrance faces the center of Petra. Inside the cave, wall 
statues with the crescent moon symbol exists. 


The original Holy City had clay and loam 

"My father Ishaq b. Yasar told me that he was told that ‘Abdullah went in to a 
woman that he had beside Amina d. Wahb when he had been working in and the 
marks of the were on him" - The Life of Muhammad - A Translation of Ishaq's 
Sirat Rasul Allah (A. Guillaume), page 69. See also Al-Tabari VI 1079, page 6. 


From Al-labar's The History of Al-labar, Volume VI, 1079, page 6, he relates how 
Abdullah, the father of Muhammad, had been working in the soil, and then traces 
of soil were still on his hands when he wanted to lie with his second wife in the 
bed. The second wife made him wait for this, so he went out and washed off the 
clay and then went to Aminah instead in which Muhammad was born this way. 
All biographies of Muhammad mentions this story of how Muhammed was born. 


In Bulletin of the School of Oriental and African Studies, xxi, 1958, pages 1-14, R. 
B. Serjeant commented on the translation of Alfred Guillaume’s of the same story 
in the Sirah (which can be read above), and is confused by the Arabic word. The 
Arabic word is translated to cultivated plot or field, and refers to clay, heavy soil, 
and loam. ‘The problem is that there is no cultivable land near Mecca, but in Petra 
there is. He writes that there are no cultivable land in Mecca or near Mecca. This 
is not the description of what archaeologists have found. 


Mecca’s mountains does not fit with the descriptions 

In The Life of Muhammad - A Translation of Ishaq's Sirat Rasul Allah (A. 
Guillaume), page 25-26, it describes that people could look down from mountains 
surrounding the Holy City, seeing Yemeni elephant attacking the Kaaba. This 
indicates that mountains were close enough to the Kaaba to see the details. In 
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Mecca there are small outcropping of rocks about 500 meter away. These are 

the closest, and the second closest are 3 km or further away. It is hard to see an 
elephant that far. The two mountains called Marwar and Bafa are so small, that 
they are enclosed inside a mosque. In the mosque there is a long hallway to leads 
directly between those two rocks. 


"The Apostle of Allah (peace be upon him) came and entered Mecca, and after the 
Apostle of Allah (peace be upon him) had gone forward to the stone, and touched 
it, he went round the house (the Ka'ba). He then went to as-Safa and climbed it 

so that he could look down at the house. Then he raised his hands began to make 
mention of Allah as much as he wished and make supplication. The narrator 
said: The Ansarwere beneath him. The narrator Hashim said: He prayed and 
praised Allah and asked him for what he wished to ask." - Sunan of Aba Dawood 
750 


"Ar-Rabiibn Saburah said on the authority of his father (Saburah): We went 
out along with the Apostle of Allah (peace be upon him) till we reached Usfan, 
Suragah ibn Malik al-Mudlaji said to him: Apostle of Allah, explain to us like the 
people as if they were born today. He said: Allah, the exalted, hasincluded this 
umrah in your Hajj. When you come (to Mecca), and he who goes round the 
house (the Ka'ba), and runs between as-Safa and al-Marwah, is allowed to take 
off Ihram except he who has brought the sacrificial animals with him." - Sunan of 
Abt Dawood 727 


"And when he (Muhammad) reached Mecca on the 4th of Dhual-Hijja he 
performed the tawaf round the Ka'ba and performed a'awaf between Safa and 
Marwa." - Sahih al-Bukhari 2:617 


According to the Islamic traditions, Bafa and Marwa are not described as two 
little hllocks within a shallow valley, but rather mountains on both sides of a large 
valley. This is however not a decription of Mecca, since but fits the description of 
Petra. Interestingly enough in the next hadith, it mentions that Hagar struggled to 
cross the valley between the two mountains: 


"Hagar sat under the tree with her baby next to her. She drank from her water 
container hanging nearby, and nursed her baby, until all the water she had was 
gone, her milk dried out. Her son grew hungrier and hungrier. She could hardly 
bear to look at him. She went and stood at bafa - the mountain nearest to her. She 
looked down the valley to see if there was someone around to help. She could 

see no one. So, she climbed down bafa and reached the valley. She struggled 
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hard, crossed the valley and reached Marwah. She stood on Marwah, and looked 
around. Still she could see no one around. She repeated this seven times. Ibn Abbs 
added, “The Prophet (peace be upon him) said: "It is (to commemorate this walk) 
that pilgrims walk between bafa and Marwah.”" - Fiqh us-Sunnah 5:85 


In the description above it sounds like the description of the two mountains are 
large, but in reality, Bafa and Marwah are two small rocks in Mecca. In the next 
hadith, it described that the Bafa mountain is used as a defence lockout position. 


“When the Verse: ‘And warn your tribe of near kindred.’ (26:214) was revealed. 
Allah's Apostle went out, and when he had ascended As-Safa mountain, he 
shouted, "O Sabahah!" The people said, "Who is that?" "Then they gathered 
around him, whereupon he said, "Do you see? If I inform you that cavalrymen 

are proceeding up the side of this mountain, will you believe me?" They said, "We 
have never heard you telling a lie." Then he said, "I am a plain warner to you of a 
coming severe punishment." Abu Lahab said, "May you perish! You gathered us 
only for this reason? " Then Abu Lahab went away. So the "Surat: ul-Lahab" 'Perish 
the hands of Abu Lahab!' (111:1) was revealed." - Sahih al-Bukhari 6:495 


In the next hadith, it is written that there were idols on Bafa and Marwah. 


"bafa and Marwah as they used to do in the days of Jahiliyya while two idols were 
set on top of bafa and Marwah." - Fiqh us-Sunnah 5:86 


"Amr set up an image on al-bafa called Nahlik Mujawid al-Rih and one on al- 
Marwa called Mut’im al-Tayr." - Isaq 56, page 30 


There are no evidence to support that this. In the next hadith, the walk between 
the two mountains was hard, that they could not do that in one day: 


"Ahmad says there is no harm in delaying the Sai after performing tawaf until 
one is rested, or postponing it until evening. ‘Ataand al-Hasan also see no harm 
in someone making tawaf early in the day and postponing the Sa’i between Safa 
and Marwah until evening. Al-Qasim and Sa'id bin Jubair followed this, because 
the continuity of Sa’i is, as such, nota condition, much less the continuity of tawaf 
and Sai. Sa'id bin Manstr reported that Saudah, the wife of “Urwah bin al-Zubair 
performed Saiin between Safa and Marwah and because she was a big and heavy 
woman, she completed it in three days." - Fiqh us-Sunnah 5:88a 


"Climbing bafa and Marwah and making supplications for one’s material and 
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spiritual well being and welfare is encouraged. During the supplications one 
should face the Ka’ba. It is well known that the Prophet (peace be upon him) 
went through the bafa Gate, and on approaching bafa he recited the Qur'nic verse 
2.158 “Verily, bafa and Marwah are among the symbols of Allh” and then saying 
“I begin with what Allh himself began” he climbed bafa until he could see the 
Ka’ba from where he stood. He faced the Kaba, thrice proclaimed Allh’s oneness, 
glorified him, praised him, and then said, “There is no deity worthy of worship 
except Allh. He has no partners. To him belongs the kingdom and all praise. He 
alone grants life and causes death, he has power over all things. There is no God 
but he. He has fulfilled his promise, given victory to his servant, and he alone 
defeated the confederates.” Thrice he made similar supplications. Then he walked 
toward Marwah and climbed it, until he could see the Ka’ba. There he made 
supplications as he had at bafa." - Fiqh us-Sannah 5:90 


What is interesting with 5:90 above is that it tells that there is a Bafa gate. Now this 
is very strange, because there are no gates in the two small rocks in Mecca. 


Mecca has a high and low side, together with a road from either side 
"During the year of the Conquest (of Mecca), the Prophet entered Mecca through 
its upper part through Kada." - Sahih al-Bukhari 5:586 


"Allah's Apostle used to enter Mecca from the high Thaniya and used to leave 
Mecca from the low Thaniya." - Sahih al-Bukhari 2:645 


"The Prophet went on advancing till he reached the Thaniyya (i.e. a mountainous 
way) through which one would go to them (i.e. people of Quraish)." - Sahih al- 
Bukhari 3:891 


A thaniya is a narrow mountain pass. 


"When the Prophet came to Mecca he entered from its higher side and left from 
its lower side." - Sahih al-Bukhari 2:647 


"We set out with the Prophet with the intention of performing Hajj only. The 
Prophet reached Mecca and performed Tawaf of the Ka'ba and between Safa 
and Marwa and did not finish the Ihram, because he had the Hadi with him. His 
companions and his wives performed Tawaf (of the Ka'ba and between Safa and 
Marwa), and those who had no Hadi with them finished their Ihram. I got the 
menses and performed all the ceremonies of Hajj. So, when the Night of Hasba 
(night of departure) came, I said, "O Allah's Apostle! All your companions are

returning with Hajj and 'Umra except me." He asked me, "Didn't you perform 
Tawaf of the Ka'ba (Umra) when you reached Mecca?" I said, "No." He said, "Go to 
Tan'im with your brother 'Abdur-Rahman, and assume Ihram for 'Umra and I will 
wait for you at such and such a place." So I went with 'Abdur-Rahman to Tan'im 
and assumed Ihram for 'Umra. Then Safiya bint Huyay got menses. The Prophet 
said, "'Aqra Halqa! You will detain us! Didn't you perform Tawaf-al-Ifada on 

the Day of Nahr (slaughtering)?" She said, "Yes, I did." He said, "Then there is no 
harm, depart." So I met the Prophet when he was ascending the heights towards 
Mecca and I was descending, or vice-versa." - Sahih al-Bukhari 2:815 


"Ibn Umar used to spend the night at Dhi-Tuwa in between the two Thaniyas and 
then he would enter Mecca through the Thaniya which is at the higher region 

of Mecca, and whenever he came to Mecca for Hajj or Umra, he never made his 
she camel kneel down except near the gate of the Masjid (Sacred Mosque) and 
then he would enter (it) and go to the Black (stone) Corner and start from there 
circumambulating the Kaaba seven times: hastening in the first three rounds 
(Ramal) and walking in the last four. On finishing, he would offer two Rakat 
prayer and set out to perform Tawaf between Safa and Marwa before returning to 
his dwelling place. On returning (to Medina) from Hajj or Umra, he used to make 
his camel kneel down at Al-Batha which is at Dhu-l-Hulaifa, the place where the 
Prophet used to make his camel kneel down." - Sahih al-Bukhari 2:820 


"During the year of the Conquest (of Mecca), the Prophet entered Mecca through 
its upper part through Kada." - Sahih al-Bukhari 5:586 


"Ibn ‘Umar used to spend the night at Dhi-Tuwa in between the two Thaniyas 
and then he would enter Mecca through the Thaniya which is at the higher region 
of Mecca" - Sahih al-Bukhari 1767 


Allah’s Apostle came to Mecca through its higher region on the day of the 
conquest (of Mecca) riding his she-camel on which Usma was riding behind him. 
Sahih al-Bukhari 4:231 


The city of Mecca is located in a large area. It has only low rocky mountains rising 
from the sand. All these descriptions about Mecca's upper and lower part does 
not fit into Mecca since there are no upper and lower part of entrance to Mecca, 
rather it fits perfectly into Petra. Petra has two thanya entrance into the city, which 
one of them is the famous one that tourists pass through in order for them to 
enter the city. The other side of the colonnaded street leads into a maze of canyons 
that empty out into wadi araba. One side of Petra's passing is the higher side and 
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the other is the lower side. 


The walls of Mecca 
"_.they surrounded him as he was at the side of one of the walls of Mecca" - Ibn 
Ishaq, 823, page 554 


No archaeological evidence has ever proved that Mecca had walls. Petra on the 
other side had two walls, one on the high side of the city and the other from the 
low side of the city. 


Some say that it refers to wall on a building, but this is not the case since Ibn Ishaq 
specifically writes "the walls OF Mecca". 


The forbidden gathering place 

According to the Quran and Islamic traditions, Bakkah (Mecca) is also called 
Masjid al-Haraam, where masjid = mosque = gathering. It is an area surrounded 
by signs, which is a strong sign to those who enter that it is the forbidden city. 
Behind those signs no killing was allowed. However, if one looks at Mecca today, 
there are no special boundary stones. Petra on the other hand has these large 
square cut stones called gjin rocks, which are around 5 times the size of humans. 
There are more than 20 of them surrounding the entrances of Petra. 


The people of ‘Aid, Midian and Thamud (Nabateans) 

There are 23 references to the people from ‘Aid in the Quran, which is the Biblical 
version of 'Uz. There are seven references to the people from Midian. Most 
importantly, there are 24 references to the people of Thamud, which is the other 
name for the Nabateans. The Nabateans cut dwellings into mountains, which is 
typically seen in Petra, and never in Mecca. Strangely enough, those three people 
lived around 1000 kilometres away from Mecca, and there are no references that 
they lived there in Mecca. 


The Zumurrud 

Ibn al-Rawandi (827-911 AD) wrote a book called The Book of the Emerald, or in 
Arabic Kitab al-Zumurrud. Althought the book itself has been lost, later authors 
quoted him frequently. In one point the book describes that Muhammad's night 
journey from a holy city to Jerusalem was not a miracle since it was possible to 
travel between the two cities in one night. The distance from Petra to Jerusalem 

is around 150 km, and would be possible to travel from one city to the other and 
back again with a horse in a single day. However, from Mecca to Jerusalem it is 
over 1000 km, and would take weeks. Therefore this description fits perfectly 
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Petra. 


The God Dushara 
In the Islamic traditions, the God named Dushara is mentioned as being 
worshipped in Mecca, while this God was mostly, if only, worshipped in Petra. 


Game of chance 

The Islamic traditions also notes that games of chance being played in the holy 
city, but no archaeological findings of game boards has been found in Mecca. In 
Petra however, dozens of ancient games boards has been found. 


Dimensions of the Kaaba 

There is a square in the center of Petra which looks like a Kaaba or a temple. 
Muhammad ibn 'Abd Allah Al-Azragi (d. 837 AD) was a historian in the 9th 
century and wrote the book called Book of Reports about Mecca, or in Arabic 
Kitab Akhbar Makka, in which he reported about the material that was given 
to him at that time. According to his book, the measurements of the Kaaba fits 
perfectly the same square building in Petra, but not in Mecca. There are not 
archaeological findings in Mecca before the 9th century, so the Kaaba which 

is now in Mecca was built later and does not have these dimensions, but is 
smaller. Furthermore he refers to temples which were built around the Kaaba, 
but there were no temple buildings around the Kaaba in Mecca before 19th 
century when looking at drawings and photographs from the 19th century, and 
no archaeological evidence which supports it either. However, in Petra there are 
temples around the square building, where they still stand there today. 


Arabic language in the Quran 

According to Ahmad Al-Jallad (2018), the Arabic language in the Quran is 
Nabatean Aramaic script and comes from the northern part of the Arabian 
peninsula, and not from the southern part of Arabia where Mecca and Medina are 
located. The Arabic used in the southern part of the Arabian peninsula, including 
Mecca and Medina, is called Sabaic script. The difference between the two script 
in the 7th century is that they use different word endings. 


The strange Qibla sentence from Al-Tabari 

"When the armies of Kufa met ibn Zubayr, Bujayr ibn ‘Abdallah al Musli spoke: 
Praise be to God who has tested us with shackles and has tested you by your 
forgiving us. Ibn Zubayr, we are people who turn to the same Qibla as you." - 
Tabari 21:112 
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The part which says "to the same Qibla as you" is an interesting and strange 
statement. 


Conclusion 

Pretty much almost anything referred to in the Quran and Islamic traditions does 
not make sense with the description of Mecca. On the next page the points has 
been summarized in a table.

The evidence for Mecca 


In this section it will be explained the dilemma with Mecca regarding the 
evidence for its existence. 


The first reference for Mecca is in 741 AD 

Patricia Crone, who could speak 15 languages, went throughout the Arabian 
peninsula and the first reference for Mecca she found was in 741 AD in 
Continuatio Byzantia Arabica. 


There is the Syriac Edessene Apocalypse from the 690s AD, however, it was first 
written in the 13th century, and earlier versions wrote Yathrib instead of Mecca. 
Furthermore earliest extant copy is from 1646 AD. John bar Penkayé, 687 AD 
mentions in his Syriac chronicle The House of God, but is not a reference to 
Mecca. ‘Then there is also the Geography by Anania Shirakatsi (610-685 AD) 
which mentions the name Mecca, but places the location in Pharan which is 
todays Turkey, and not in the Arabian peninsula. No original documents has 
survived, therefore it is believed that the later ones who survived was changed to 
Mecca. 


Mecca not in the caravan trade route 

As previously explained, Patricia Crone went throughout the Arabian peninsula 
and could not find Mecca on the camel caravan trade route in the 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 
5th, 6th and 7th century. This is a span of 600 years. 


Archaeological evidence of Mecca 
No archaeological evidence of Mecca has been excavated before the 9th century, 
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Summary 


The table summerizes the points described in this chapter regarding the descriptions of Mecca in the Ouran, hadiths, 
and sira. However there are additional points which has not been covered in the chapter, but can be read in the book 
Quranic Geography, written by Dan Gibson (2011).

which is almost 200 years after Muhammad died. According to the Islamic 
traditions, the Jews had lived in Mecca at least for centuries. 


Mecca not in maps 

Mecca, which is called the mother of all cities, does not appear on early maps of 
the Arabian peninsula, neither during the lifetime of Muhammad in the 600s, and 
not even in the 700s or 800s, but first appeared on maps in 900 AD. This is almost 
300 years after Muhammad died. 


Poems 

Many people use the poems by Zuhayr bin Abi Sulma, Umar ibn Abi Rabiyyah, 
Mudad Al-Jurhumi, Al-Nabigha Al-Dhubyani, and Al-Khansa, and claim that 
they prove Mecca's and Muhammads existence. However, what is considered to 
be “pre-Islamic” poetry and poems are in fact “post-Islamic” poetry and poems. 
The reason for this is that everything written about pre-Islamic poetry, whether 
in general or Islamic, comes from about 200 years into the Islamic era. There are a 
few exceptions like the Namara inscription that mentions Imru' al-Qais that dates 
to the 4th century AD, but is not an Islamic poem. People use the excuse that 
Arabs didn’t write during these times, however external sources such as from the 
Greeks, Syrians, Persians and others, never wrote a single reference to Arab poetry 
or literature. Specifically Islamic poetry is never found before Abd Al-Malik 
(ruled 685-705 AD), but were written between during the interval from 741- 

1000 AD, after the earliest reference for Mecca which is the Continuatio Byzantia 
Arabica, dated to be from 741 AD. 


Paleo-Hebrew Asatir 8:3 
The Asatir is often claimed to be written 300 BC which mentions Mecca. The text 
says: 


“All the sons of Nebaioth reigned... from the river of Egypt to the river Euphrates, 
and they built Mecca...” —The Samaritan Asatir 


The Asatir is a well known pseudepigraphal text among researchers, and none of 
them believes that it was written in 300 BC. A pseudepigraphal text means that 
it is a falsely attributed work or text whose claimed author is not the true author, 
or a work whose real author attributed it to a figure of the past. It is attributed 
to the Muslim scholar Ab Hisda [Isda] of Tyre, and included in his poems of the 
eleventh century AD, though its composition resembles of the second-half of 
the 10th century. Its language style resembles more the Arabic language used 
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at that time. By the late 10th century, when it was written, Mecca would have 
been well known as the center of Islam. Ironically, when you read the text of 
the Asatir which refers to Mecca (Chapter 8:3), it suggests Mecca was built by 
the descendants of Ishmael, which goes completely against the earlier 9th-10th 
century Islamic Traditions which place Adam and Eve in Mecca. 


The first reference for the Hajj 

The first document mentioning the hajj, which is a pilgrimage made to the Kaaba, 
is from a papyrus letter dated from 705-717 AD, written by Sahl bin Abd al-Aziz 
who was Abd AI Malik's nephew. However, it does not mention Mecca. 


Mecca inscriptions 

The Meccan inscriptions is the last piece to debunk Mecca in early Islam before 
685 AD. By looking at all the evidence in this chapter, all fits that Islam never 
existed before 685 AD, but evolved gradually through 685-1000 AD. So these 
inscriptions are the last piece of the puzzle. Probably the oldest Islamic inscription 
in Mecca was written in 80 AH which is converted to 699-700 AD, and says: 


1. "Oh David, we have indeed made you 

2. a vicegerent on earth. 

3. so that you will judge between men 

4. in justice, and do not follow your desires 

5. which will mislead you from the path of God. Verily, for those who stray 

6. from the path of God is severe chastisement, for those who have forgotten the 
Day of 

7. Reckoning." And this was inscribed by WUthman bin 

8. Wahran in the year eighty. 


This falls exactly under the Abd Al-Malik ruling (685-705 AD), however it 
reminds of the Quranic verse 38:26, but is not the same. 


"[We said], "O David, indeed We have made you a successor upon the earth, so 
judge between the people in truth and do not follow [your own] desire, as it will 
lead you astray from the way of Allah ." Indeed, those who go astray from the way 
of Allah will have a severe punishment for having forgotten the Day of Account." - 
Quran 38:26 


There are two other inscriptions with the same inscription years. Another Islamic 
inscription is from 84 AH which is converted to 703-704 AD, which says: 
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1) O People, fear your Lord who created you and th- 
2) ose before you that perhaps you may prosper. Written byXxAbd 
3) Allah ibn MUmarah in the year 84 [703-4 CE] 


This reminds of Quran 2:21, but is not the same: 


"O mankind, worship your Lord, who created you and those before you, that you 
may become righteous" - Quran 2:21 


This may be evidence that this inscription predates the Quran. There have been 
found other inscriptions in Mecca which are before 700 AD. Many have not 

been published yet, but the earliest known Islamic so far found is the inscription 
from 700 AD above, which falls under Abd Al-Malik. If it is the oldest Islamic 
inscription, then the non-Islamic inscriptions before 700 AD would contradict 
that Islam ever existed in Mecca before Abd Al-Malik. Furthermore inscriptions 
does not prove that a city existed, it is the archaeological findings in the 
construction industry which proves it, or any other physical objects, like a tomb. 
There are two kinds of archaeology, textual evidence and archaeological evidence. 
In order to prove the textual evidence, in this case rock inscriptions, one must also 
find archaeological evidence. As mentioned before, there have not been found any 
archaeological evidence before 800 AD. Rock inscriptions could have been made 
by travellers, especially when it is non-Islamic, assuming that the inscription from 
699-700 AD is the oldest Islamic inscription. 


Take a note that the non-Islamic inscriptions in Meccan are the only evidence for 
Meccas existence and that Mecca was the qibla in the 7th century. 


Saudi Arabia destroying Islamic sites 

According to the UK-based Islamic Heritage Research Foundation in 2014, Saudi 
Arabia has destroyed many of its Islamic historical sites in its country and Mecca, 
including heritage from the 7th century. Since the year of 1985, which is around 
the time Patricia Crone began presenting the evidence of Mecca, they have 
destroyed over 98% of its historical and religous sites. What this means is that 
they are destroying evidence, so no further archaeological evidence arises which 
proves that Islam began after 685 AD. 


Dialect problem 


“Uthman then ordered Zaid bin Thabit, Abdullah bin AzZubair, Said bin Al-As 
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and ‘AbdurRahman bin Harith bin Hisham to rewrite the manuscripts in perfect 
copies. ‘Uthman said to the three Quraishi men, “In case you disagree with Zaid 
bin Thabit on any point in the Qur'an, then write it in the dialect of Quraish, the 
Qur'an was revealed in their tongue.” — Sahih al-Bukhari, Vol 6. Hadith 510 


When the Quran was written about 652 AD, there was no dialect - it only came 
into existence in 8th century and the 9th century. The Arabic skeletal script is 
without the diacritical marks and vowelization. The skeletal script is also called 
the foundational rasm of the text, or the consonantal letters. In other words, if one 
strip away the dots and vowels, the result becomes the rasm of the text. 


Fathah = ah 
Dhammah = 00 
Kasrah = ii 


None of the above dialect marks existed in the time of the Muhammad. The issue 
with not having the written dialect is that words can have more meanings, in 
many situations complete opposite meanings. 


Qureshi dialect 

According to the Islamic traditions, the tribe of Muhammad spoke the Qureshi 
dialect. In the next section, it is explained that Uthman in 652 AD ordered the 
Quran to be written in the Qureshi dialect. However, there are no evidence that 
the Qureshi dialect existed in the 7th century, except that it is only explained in 
the Islamic traditions written in the 8th, 9th and 10th century. 


The Quran is exactly the same as the one Muhammad 
revealed 


This is one of the most important sections in this whole book, together with the 
section which comes next about one of the 6 earliest Qurans. It is very important 
to read this and understand what they mean. Basically every devoted muslim and 
scholar says that the Quran is exactly the same as the one made by Muhammad or 
Uthman. Muslim scholar Fethullah stated: 


the Qur'an exists in Arabic, its original language and one that is still widely spoken 
today. Second, its text is entirely reliable. It has not been altered, edited, or tampered 
with since it was revealed. 
- Fethullah Gulen 
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Suzanne Haneef has stated: 


the Holy Quran is the only divinely revealed scripture in the history of mankind 
which has been preserved to the present time in its exact original form... 
- Suzanne Hannef 


Abdullah Yusuf Ali has stated: 


So well has it been preserved, both in memory and in writing, that the Arabic text 
we have today is identical to the text as it was revealed to the Prophet. Not even a 
single letter has yielded to corruption during the passage of the centuries. 

- Abdullah Yusuf Ali 


Now keep in mind that muslims claim that not one single letter has been changed. 
This is going to change by reading this section which is taking directly by hadiths, 
most importantly the most reliable hadith, Sahih al-Bukhari. The first claim 

they make that it is written by Muhammad, which is not true. According to the 
following hadith, it was Abu Bakr who ordered the Quran to be written from 
people who had memorized it, but many had been killed: 


"Abu Bakr As-Siddig sent for me when the people! of Yamama had been killed 
(i.e., a number of the Prophet’s Companions who fought against Musailama). (I 
went to him) and found ‘Umar bin Al-Khattab sitting with him. Abu Bakr then 
said (to me), “Umar has come to me and said: “Casualties were heavy among the 
Qurra’ of the! Qur'an (i.e. those who knew the Quran by heart) on the day of the 
Battle of Yalmama, and I am afraid that more heavy casualties may take place 
among the Qurra’ on other battlefields, whereby a large part of the Qur'an may 
be lost. Therefore I suggest, you (Abu Bakr) order that the Qur’an be collected” - 
Sahih Bukhari 6:61:509 + Sahih Bukhari 8:81:817. 


Explanation: In this first example above it is stated that between 632-634 AD, 

the first Caliph Abu Bakr did not have the Quran written down and neither did 
Muhammad. He admits that people who had memorized parts of it had died and 
says a large part of the Quran may be lost. 


“During the battle of Yamama, 450 reciters of the Qur'an were killed” - The True 
Guidance - An Introduction To Qur'anic Studies, published by Light of Life, P.O. 
BOX 13, A-9503 Villach, Austria, part 4, p. 47- citing Ibn Kathir’s Al-Bidaya wa 

al-Nihaya, chapter on Battle of Yamama 
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Explanation: The number of memorizers that died was 450. 


"Many (of the passages) of the Qur'an that were sent down were known by those 
who died on the day of Yamama... but they were not known (by those who) 
survived them, nor were they written down, nor had Abu Bakr, Umar or Uthman 
(by that time) collected the Qur’an, nor were they found with even one (person) 
after them." - Hadith Ibn Abi Dawud + Kitab al-Masahif, p. 23 


Explanation: This hadith above clearly states that Quranic verses had been lost by 
those who had died with them. And those who survived did not know them. 


"Umar was once looking for the text of a specific verse of the Qur'an he vaguely 
remembered. To his deep sorrow, he discovered that the only person who had any 
record of that verse had been killed in the battle of Yamama and that the verse was 
consequently lost." - Ibn Abi Dawud, Kitab al-Masahif, p. 10 + as-Suyuti’s al-Itqan 
fi ‘ulum al-Quran, volume 1, p. 204 


Explanation: Only one person knew a specific verse, and he was killed in the 
Yamama 


“So I started looking for the Qur’an and collecting it from (what was written on) 
palme stalks, thin white stones and also from the men who knew it by heart, 

till I found the last Verse of Surat at-Tauba (Repentance) with Abi Khuzaima

Explanation: So Zayd Ibn Thabit agreed and looked for verses collect on palm 
stalks, thin white stones and also from men who knew it by heart. He only found 
one person who had memorized the Quran. 


"Abdullah bin 'Amr mentioned ‘Abdullah bin Masud and said, "I shall ever love 
that man, for I heard the Prophet saying, "Take (learn) the Qur'an from four: 
‘Abdullah bin Masud, Salim, Mu'adh and Ubai bin Ka'b.' "" - Sahih al-Bukhari 
6:61:521 (see also Sahih al-Bukhari 5:57:103 + Sahih al-Bukhari 5:58:150) 


Explanation: Zayd Ibn Thabit is not one of the best reciters and compilers 
according to Muhammad. Salim in the other hand was one of those killed in 
Yamama. 
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"Narrated Ibn 'Abbas: 'Umar said, Ubai was the best of us in the recitation (of the 
Qur'an) yet we leave some of what he recites.’ Ubai says, 'PI have taken it from 
the mouth of Allah's Apostle and will not leave for anything whatever." But Allah 
said" - Sahih al-Bukhari 6:61:527 


Explanation: Ubai was the best in the recitation, yet they leaved out some of 
which he recited. 


"Affan Ibn Muslim informed us; (he said): 'Abd al-Wahid Ibn Ziyad informed 

us; (he said): Sulayman al-A'mash informed us on the authority of Shaqiq Ibn 
Salamah; he said: 'Abd Allah Ibn Mas'ud delivered a sermon to us when the 

order concerning uniform reading of the Qur'an was issued, as it was indeed. He 
(Shaqiq) said: He mentioned about deceit and said: Who so deceived, will bring 
his deceit on the Day of Resurrection. The people have been guilty of deceit in the 
reading of the Qur'an. I like it to read according to the recitation of him (Prophet) 
whom I love more than that of Zayd Ibn Thabit. By Him besides whom there is 
no god! I learnt more than seventy surahs from the lips of the Apostle of Allah, 
may Allah bless him, while Zayd Ibn Thabit was a youth, having two locks and 
playing with the youth. Then he said: By Him besides Whom there is no other 
god! If I know any one to be more conversant with the Book of Allah than me, 
and if the camels could carry me to him, I shall surely go to him. Then ‘Abd Allah 
went away. Shaqiq said: Subsequently I sat in the circles of the Companions of 
the Apostle of Allah and others but none contradicted his statement." - Ibn Sa‘d’s

Explanation: Ibn Masud, who was Muhammad's top teacher, declared that reading 
the Quran from Zayd Ibn Thabit is like being guilty of deceit. Zayd Ibn Thabit was 
also just a youth playing with other children during the lifetime of Muhammad. 


"Ubaidullah bin ‘Abdullah bin 'Utbah informed me that ‘Abdullah bin Mas'ud 
disliked Zaid bin Thabit copying the Musahif, and he said: 'O you Muslims 
people! Avoid copying the Mushaf and the recitation of this man. By Allah! When 
I accepted Islam he was but in the loins of a disbelieving man’ - meaning Zaid bin 
Thabit - and it was regarding this that 'Abdullah bin Mas'ud said: 'O people of Al- 
‘Iraq! Keep the Musahif that are with you, and conceal them." - Jami‘ at-Tirmidhi 
3104 


Explanation: Abdullah bin Masud said to avoid copying the Quran by Zaid bin 
Thabit, which is the modern day Quran. 
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"The people have been guilty of deceit in the reading of the quran. I like it better 
to read according to the recitation of him (Prophet) whom I love more than that 
of Zayd Ibn Thabit. By Him besides whom there is no god! I learnt more than 
seventy surahs from the lips of the Apostle of Allah, may Allah bless him, while 
Zayd ibn Thabit was a youth, having two locks and playing with the youth." - Ibn 
sad Sayd, Kitab al-Tabaqat al-Kabir, Vol.2, p.444 


Explanation: Ibn Masud Masyud regarded the codex compiled by Zaid and 
standardized by Uthman as the sole text to be used throughout the Muslim world 
thereafter as less authentic than his own. 


"We used to read a verse of the Qur'an revealed in their connection, but later the 
verse was cancelled. It was: "convey to our people on our behalf the information 
that we have met our Lord, and He is pleased with us, and has made us pleased."" 
- Sahih al-Bukhari 5:59:416 


Explanation: The hadith above states that a verse has been cancelled. 


“Allah sent Muhammad with the Truth and revealed the Holy Book to him, and 
among what Allah revealed, was the Verse of the Rajam (the stoning of married 
person (male & female) who commits illegal sexual intercourse, and we did recite 
this Verse and understood and memorized it. Allah’s Apostle did carry out the 
punishment of stoning and so did we after him. I am afraid that after a long time 
has passed, somebody will say, ‘By Allah, we do not find the Verse of the Rajam in 
Allah’s Book, and thus they will go astray by leaving an obligation which Allah has 
revealed. ” — Sahih Bukhari 8:817 


Explanation: The hadith above states that a verse is missing. 


"Khuzaimah ibn Thabit said: "I see you have overlooked (two) verses and have 
not written them". They said "And which are they?" He replied "I had it directly 
(tilqiyya - ‘automatically, spontaneously’) from the messenger of Allah (saw) 
(Surah 9, ayah 128): "There has come to you a messenger from yourselves. It 
grieves him that you should perish, he is very concerned about you : to the 
believers he is kind and merciful’, to the end of the surah". Uthman said "I bear 
witness that these verses are from Allah"." - Ibn Abi Dawud, Kitab al-Masahif, 
p.11 


Explanation: The hadith above states that two verses got overlooked. 
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"Aishah ordered me to transcribe the Holy quran and asked me to let her know 
when I should arrive at the verse Hafidhuu alaas-salaati waas-salaatil wustaa wa 
quumuu lillaahi qaanitiin (2.238). When I arrived at the verse I informed her and 
she ordered: Write it in this way, Hafidhuu alaas-salaati waas-salaatil wustaa wa 
salaatil asri salaatil-yasri wa quumuu lillaahi qaanitiin. She added that she had 
heard it so from the Apostle of Allah (saw)." - Muwatta Imam Malik, p.64 


Explanation: The hadith above states that a verse got changed. 


‘Umar said, Ubai was the best of us in the recitation (of the Qur'an) yet we leave 
some of what he recites’ Ubai says, “PI have taken it from the mouth of Allah’s 
Apostle and will not leave for anything whatever.’ But Allah said “None of Our 
Revelations do We abrogate or cause to be forgotten but We substitute something 
better or similar.” - Sahih Bukhari Vol 6, 527 


Explanation: The hadith above states that verses got substituted for better or 
similar. 


‘A'isha reported that the Apostle of Allah & listened to the recitation of the Qur'an 
by a man in the mosque. Thereupon he said: May Allah have mercy upon him; 

be reminded me of the verse which I had been made to forget. - Sahih Muslim 
Zu 7 2M 


Explanation: In the hadith above, Muhammad forgot verses. 


“A man got up (for prayer) at night, he read the Qur’an and raised his voice in 
reading. When the morning came, the Apostle of Allah (peace_be_upon_him) 
said: May Allah have mercy in so-an-so! Last night he reminded me a number of 
verses which I was about to forget.” - Sunan Abu-Dawud 25:3959 


Explanation: In the hadith above, Muhammad forgot verses. 


"It is reported from Ismail ibn Ibrahim from Ayyub from Naafi from Ibn Umar 
who said: “Let none of you say ‘I have acquired the whole of the Qur'an. How does 
he know what all of it is when much of the Qur’an has disappeared? Rather let 
him say ‘I have acquired what has survived.” - Al-Itqan, p. 524 


Explanation: In the hadith above it is stated to be optimistic what has survived 
and not focus on what has been lost. 
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"We used to recite a surah which resembled in length and severity to (Surah) 
Baraat. I have, however, forgotten it with the exception of this which I remember 
out of it:” If there were two valleys full of riches, for the son of Adam, he would 
long for a third valley, and nothing would fill the stomach of the son of Adam but 
dust.’ - Sahih Muslim Book 5, Hadith 2286 


Explanation: In the hadith above some verses got forgotten. 


“The Verse of stoning and of breastfeeding an adult ten times was revealed, and 
the paper was with me under my pillow. When the Messenger of Allah died, we 
were preoccupied with his death, and a tame sheep came in and ate it” - Sunan 
Ibn Majah Book 9, Hadith 2020 


Explanation: In the hadith above a goat ate a verse. Furthermore the verse of 
stoning is not in the Quran. 


"Zaid bin Thabit said, “When the Quran was compiled from various written 
manuscripts, one of the Verses of Surat Al-Ahzab was missing which I used to 
hear Allah’s Apostle reciting. I could not find it except with Khuzaima bin Thabjt 
Al-Ansari, whose witness Allah’s Apostle regarded as equal to the witness of two 
men. And the Verse was:— “Among the believers are men who have been true to 
what they covenanted with Allah” (33.23)" - Sahih Bukhari 4:52:62 


Explanation: In the hadith above people forgot verses. 


"Allah sent Muhammad (saw) with the Truth and revealed the Holy Book to 

him, and among what Allah revealed, was the Verse of the Rajam (the stoning of 
married persons, male and female, who commit adultery) and we did recite this 
verse and understood and memorized it. Allah's Apostle (saw) did carry out the 
punishment of stoning and so did we after him. I am afraid that after a long time 
has passed, somebody will say, "By Allah, we do not find the verse of the Rajam in 
Allah's Book", and thus they will go astray by leaving an obligation which Allah 
has revealed." - Sahih al-Bukhari, Vol.8, p.539 


Explanation: The verse of stoning, even though Muhammad revealed it, does 
not exists in the Quran. There are other hadith record that Muhammad ordered 
stoning, like Muwatta Imam Malik, p.350. 


"Abu Harb b. Abu al-Aswad reported on the authority of his father that Abu 
Musa al-Ash'ari sent for the reciters of Basra. They came to him and they were 
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three hundred in number. They recited the Qur'an and he said: You are the best 
among the inhabitants of Basra, for you are the reciters among them. So continue 
to recite it. (But bear in mind) that your reciting for a long time may not harden 
your hearts as were hardened the hearts of those before you. We used to recite a 
surah which resembled in length and severity to (Surah) Bara’at. I have, however, 
forgotten it with the exception of this which I remember out of it:" If there were 
two valleys full of riches, for the son of Adam, he would long for a third valley, 
and nothing would fill the stomach of the son of Adam but dust." And we used 
so recite a slirah which resembled one of the surahs of Musabbihat, and I have 
forgotten it, but remember (this much) out of it:" Oh people who believe, why 

do you say that which you do not practise" (Lxi 2.) and" that is recorded in your 
necks as a witness (against you) and you would be asked about it on the Day of 
Resurrection" (xvii. 13)." - Sahih Muslim 2286. See also Sahih Muslim 1049 + 
Sahih Muslim 1050 


Explanation: Two surahs (chapters) are missing 


So the verses were: lost, disappeared, forgotten, cancelled, missing, overlooked, 
modified, substituted, eaten by a sheep, and excluded. However, according to the 
Islamic traditions, the Quran was sent in seven different Ahrufs, which means 
that the verses were different. 


"I heard Hisham bin Hakim reciting Surat Al-Furqan during the lifetime of 
Allah's Apostle and I listened to his recitation and noticed that he recited in 
several different ways which Allah's Apostle had not taught me. I was about to 
jump over him during his prayer, but I controlled my temper, and when he had 
completed his prayer, I put his upper garment around his neck and seized him by 
it and said, "Who taught you this Sura which I heard you reciting?" He replied, 
"Allah's Apostle taught it to me." I said, "You have told a lie, for Allah's Apostle has 
taught it to me in a different way from yours." So I dragged him to Allah's Apostle 
and said (to Allah's Apostle): "I heard this person reciting Surat Al-Furqan in a 
way which you haven't taught me!" On that Allah's Apostle said, "Release him, 

(O 'Umar!) Recite, O Hisham!" Then he recited in the same way as I heard him 
reciting. Then Allah's Apostle said, "It was revealed in this way," and added, 
"Recite, O 'Umar!" I recited it as he had taught me. Allah's Apostle then said, "It 
was revealed in this way. This Qur'an has been revealed to be recited in seven 
different ways, so recite of it whichever (way) is easier for you (or read as much 

of it as may be easy for you)." - Sahih al-Bukhari 6:61:514 + Sahih al-Bukhari 
6:61:561 + Sahih Muslim 819 a + 821 a, Sunan Abi Dawud 1478 (Sahih), Sahih 
al-Bukhari 3219 
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Explanation: According to the hadiths above, the Quran has been sent into 

7 different Ahrufs, which means that the verses differs, not just the dialect. 
However, even the chapters differed when they were finished by the different 
people, according to the Islamic traditions. Ibn Masud had 111 chapters in his 
Quran, Ubayy had 115 chapters, and Abu Musa had 116 chapters in his Quran. 


According to hadiths, there were a total of 16 different Qurans: 


"T asked Anas bin Malik: "Who collected the Qur'an at the time of the Prophet ?" 
He replied, "Four, all of whom were from the Ansar: Ubai bin Ka'b, Mu'adh bin 
Jabal, Zaid bin Thabit and Abu Zaid."" - Sahih al-Bukhari 6:61:525 + 6:61:526 


Explanation: Four Qurans were collected individually by Ubai bin Ka'b, Mu'adh 
bin Jabal, Zaid bin Thabit and Abu Zaid. There are additionally 12 other Quranic 
versions collected, including from 'Abdullah Ibn Mas'ud and Abu Musa al Ash’ari. 


Now comes the second part which happened in around 650-652 AD. 


"Hudhaifa bin Al-Yaman came to Uthman at the time when the people of Sham 
and the people of Iraq were Waging war to conquer Arminya and Adharbijan. 
Hudhaifa was afraid of their (the people of Sham and Iraq) differences in the 
recitation of the Qur'an, so he said to 'Uthman, "O chief of the Believers! Save this 
nation before they differ about the Book (Quran) as Jews and the Christians did 
before." So 'Uthman sent a message to Hafsa saying, "Send us the manuscripts of 
the Qur'an so that we may compile the Qur'anic materials in perfect copies and 
return the manuscripts to you." Hafsa sent it to 'Uthman. 'Uthman then ordered 
Zaid bin Thabit, ‘Abdullah bin AzZubair, Said bin Al-As and 'AbdurRahman 

bin Harith bin Hisham to rewrite the manuscripts in perfect copies. 'Uthman 
said to the three Quraishi men, "In case you disagree with Zaid bin Thabit on 
any point in the Qur'an, then write it in the dialect of Quraish, the Qur'an was 
revealed in their tongue." They did so, and when they had written many copies, 
‘Uthman returned the original manuscripts to Hafsa. 'Uthman sent to every 
Muslim province one copy of what they had copied, and ordered that all the other 
Qur'anic materials, whether written in fragmentary manuscripts or whole copies, 
be burnt. Said bin Thabit added, "A Verse from Surat Ahzab was missed by me 
when we copied the Qur'an and I used to hear Allah's Apostle reciting it. So we 
searched for it and found it with Khuzaima bin Thabit Al-Ansari. (That Verse 
was): 'Among the Believers are men who have been true in their covenant with 
Allah.’ (33.23)" — Sahih al-Bukhari 6:61:510 
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Explanation: Hudhaifa was afraid that the people of Iraq and Syria had different 
recitations, so Uthman then ordered these four compilers to write a second 
version in the Quraish dialect, and send those 5 copies to the provinces which 
were: Medina, Mecca, Basra, Kufa, Damascus. Take a note that the ordered the 
previous copies to be burned. Why would you want to burn previous copies? This 
can only mean that the Quran today is not the same as the one muslims claimed 
is to be from Muhammad, since the previous and different copies were burned. 
Remember that if all the previous Qurans had to be burned, that means none of 
them were the correct ones. Strangely enough Zaid Ibn Thabit is again one of the 
compilers. 


"By Allah, he did not act or do anything in respect of the manuscripts (masahif) 
except in full consultation with us, for he said, "What is your opinion in this 
matter of giraat qirayat (reading)? It has been reported to me that some are 
saying ‘My reading is superior to your reading’. That is a perversion of the 

truth". We asked him, "What is your view (on this)?" He answered, "My view is 
that we should unite the people on a single text (mushaf wahid), then there will 
be no further division or disagreement". We replied "What a wonderful idea!" 
Someone from the gathering there asked, "Whose is the purest (Arabic) among 
the people and whose reading (is the best)?" They said the purest (Arabic) among 
the people was that of said Sayid ibn as al-yAs and the (best) reader among them 
was Zaid ibn Thabit. He (‘ Uthman) said, "Let the one write and the other dictate". 
Thereafter they performed their task and he united the people on a (single) text." - 
Ibn Abi Dawud, Kitab al-Masahif, p.22 


Explanation: Uniting people on a new single text means all the existing Qurans at 
that time were different. 


"He transcribed the texts (suhuf) into a single codex (mushaf waahid), he 
arranged the suras, and he restricted the dialect to the vernacular (lugaat) of the 
Quraysh on the plea that it (quran) had been sent down in their tongue." - As- 
Suyuti, Al-Itgan fii ‘Ulum quran al-QurYan, p.140 


Explanation: Uthman even arranged the Suras compared to the old ones. 


"Ibn Abi Maryam related to us from Ibn Luhai'a from Abu'l-Aswad from 'Urwa 
b. az-Zubair from 'A'‘isha who said, "Surat al-Ahzab (Surah 33) used to be recited 
in the time of the prophet with two hundred verses, but when 'Uthman wrote out 
the codices he was unable to procure more of it than there is in it today" - Abu 
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Ubaid's Kitab Fada'il al-Quran 


Explanation: Surah 33 contains today 73 verses, which means that 127 verses has 
been lost when Uthman wrote out the manuscript in ca. 652 AD 


So Uthman burned previous copies and made a new single one in 5 copies with 

a new dialect. The Quran was not even written down until after the death of 
Muhammad. The next part is Al-Hajjaj ibn Yusuf (reigned 694-714 AD) who was 
the guvernor under Abd Al-Malik (685-705 AD) and Al-Walid (705-715 AD). He 
made eleven modifications according to the Islamic traditions: 


Altogether al-Hajjaj ibn Yusuf made eleven modifications in the reading of the 
‘Uthmanic text. .. In al-Baqarah (Surah 2.259) it originally read Lam yatasanna 
waandhur, but it was altered to Lam yatassanah ... In maida al-Mayida (Surah 
5.48) it read Shar yaatan yayatan wa minhaajaan but it was altered to shir ‘atawwa 
minhaajaan. (Ibn Abi Dawud, Kitab al-Masahif, p.117). 


Now does this sound like a book that was completely Allah’s words and the exact 
revelation of him, words by words? They give an idea that that the Quran that we 
have today is absoutely not the same Quran Muhammad revealed. In the next 
section it will be discussed that Muslims don't even have the original copies of 
the Quran from Uthman, and the ones they do have from 7th and 8th century are 
completely different from the one today. 


30 different Qurans with dialect 
In Arabic script there is the skeleton writing, which is called rasm, and then there 
are diacritical marks and vovelization which gives the dialect. 


Ibn Mujahid (d. 936 AD) 

In the 10th century, around 300 years after Muhammad supposedly died, Ibn 
Mujahid (860- 936 AD) selected 7 new Qurans with different dialects, which 
were written in the 8th and 9th century, due to the fact that dialects evovled in 
the arabic language, and he ordered the previous Quranic manuscripts to be 
illegitimate. Those were from the reciters 


Nafi' al-Madani (Medina, 689-785 AD) 

Ibn Kathir al Makki (Mecca, 666-738 AD) 

Abu ‘Amr Ibn al-'Ala' (Basrah, 690-770 AD) 

Ibn Amir ad-Dimashqi (Damascus, died 736 AD) 
Aasim Ibn Abi al-Najud (Kufa, 700-745 AD)

Hamzah az-Zalyyat (Kufa, 696-772 AD) 
Al-Kisa'i (Kufa, 737-805 AD) 


According to the Islamic traditions, all those ten reciters had many reciters 
followed after them in the 8th and 9th century up until Ibn Mujahid. 


Qira'ats between Nafi - Medina (785 AD) & Ibn Mujahid (936 AD) = 63 
Qira'ats between Ibn Kathir - Mecca (738 AD) & Ibn Mujahid (936 AD) = 59 
Qira'ats between Abu ‘Amir - Basrah (770 AD) & Ibn Mujahid (936 AD) = 65 
Qira'ats between Aasim - Kufa (745 AD) & Ibn Mujahid (936 AD) = 91 


Alone those four had 278 different gira'at. Therefore Ibn Galbun (died 998 AD) 
only chose two canonical transmissions between the original of these 10s of 
transmitters, thereby adding 14 extra different Qurans with dialects. Those were 
from the reciters: 


Qalun (835 AD), Al-Bazzi (died 864 AD), Al-Duri (died 860 AD), Hisham (859 
AD), Shu'bah (died 809 AD), Khalaf (died 844 AD), Al-Layth (died 854 AD), 
Warsh (812 AD), Qunbul (died 904 AD), Al-Susi (died 874 AD), Ibn Dhakwan 
(died 857 AD), Hafs (died 796 AD), Khallad (died 835 AD), Al-Duri (died 860 
AD) 


Al-Jazari (d. 1429 AD) 
In the 15th century, which is around 800 years after Muhammad supposedly died, 
Al-Jazari added another 3 Qurans with dialect. Those were from the reciters: 


Abu Ja'far (Medina, died 748 AD) 
Ya'qub al-Yamani (Basrah, died 821 AD) 
Khalaf (Kufa, died 844 AD) 


And likewise two after each of these transmitters were chosen, adding six extra 
and a total of nine by using the two transmitters system by Ibn Galbun (died 998 
AD). Those were from the reciters: 


‘Isa ibn Wardan (died 777 AD), Ruways (died 853 AD), Ishaq (died 899 AD), Ibn 
Jummaz (died 787 AD), Rawh (died 849 AD), Idris (died 905 AD) 


With a total of 30 different Qurans, it was decided to do something about it. In 
1924, the department of education in Egypt asked Muhammad ibn al Husayni al 
Haddad from the Al Azhar University in Cairo to choose one of them, and ended 
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of chosing the Hafs version. This Hafs was then in 1936 AD chosen as a standard 
Quran for all Egypt, and then in 1985 AD for most of the world. Interestingly 
enough the Hafs edition was not one of the 7 original qira'at by Ibn Mujahid 
from the 10th century. Furthermore a team in London has found 7 different 
Hafs Quran, which might indicate that the Hafs was edited in the 1924 and 

1936 editions. The majority of North and West African countries use the Warsh 
and Qalun gira’at, and has been using it since medieval age. Sudan still uses the 
reading by Abu 'Amr since at least since the 15th century. On the next page, the 
chronology of the Quran is illustrated. 


For further study regarding the 7 ahrufs and 30 qira'ats, read Orality, Literacy 
and the ‘Seven Ahruf' Hadith by Yasin Dutton (2011), and The Transmission of the 
Variant Readings of the Quran by Shady Hekmat Nasser (2012). 


The historicity of the Quran 


In the previous section, it was explained how the Quran developed throughout 
time based on the Islamic traditions, most importantly based on Sahih al-Bukhari, 
which is the most reliable hadith collection written 200 years after Muhammad 
supposedly had died. In this section, it will be explained the development of the 
Quran based on non-Islamic documents. 


Theophanes the Confessor (758-817 AD) wrote regarding a letter by 'Umar II 
(reigned 717-720 AD) to Leo III (reigned 717-741 AD), and says the following: 


"He (‘Umar) composed a theological letter for Leo the emperor, thinking to 
persuade him to become a Muslim (magarisai)" - Seeing Islam as Others Saw It by 
Robert G. Hoyland (1997) 


A fuller statement was written by Agapius (died 941 AD), who was the Melkite 
bishop of Menbij: 


"He (‘Umar) wrote for Leo the king a letter summoning him therein to Islam and, 
moreover, disputed with him about his religion. Leo made him a reply in which he 
tore apart his argument and made clear to him the unsoundness of his statement, 
and elucidated to him the light of Christianity by proofs from the revealed Books 
and by comparisons from the insights and inclinations of the Qur'an." - Seeing 
Islam as Others Saw It by Robert G. Hoylan (1997)

The correspondence between Emperor Leo III and 'Umar II between 717-720 AD: 


"It was 'Umar, Abu Turab and Salman the Persian who composed that ("your 
P'ourkan"), even though the rumour has got around among you that God sent it 
down from the heavens..." - 


Reading the letter above, it is clear that Umar, Abu Turab (Ali) and Salman the 
Persian in alliance created the book. It does not refer the book as Quran but as 
P'ourkan - or the word could be the same as Furgan, which is the Aramaic word 
for salvation. The important part of this document is that Muhammad is not 
mentioned, and implies that those three people were the first who composed the 
salvation. Notice, it does not say that these three people composed a book, but a 
salvation, and they did not gathered it as Islamic traditions say but composed it. 
The last part is that the letter is a message to correct a rumour that the Quran was 
not sent down by the heavens, but was in fact composed by these three people. 


The letter continous.. 


"As for your [Book], you have already given us examples of such falsifications and 
one knows among others of a certain Hajjaj, named by you as governor of Persia 
who had men gather your ancient books, which he replaced by others composed 
by himself according to his taste and which he disseminated everywhere in your 
nation, because it was easier by far to undertake such a task among a people 
speaking a single language. From this destruction, nevertheless, there escaped a 
few of the works" - 


Now Emperor Leo III refers directly to 'Umar II by saying "As for your Book". So 
first it was a salvation by 'Umar, Abu Turab (Ali) and Salman the Persian in the 
7th century, and it has become a book between 717-720 AD. The most important 
part is that it mentions that Hajjaj (reigned 706-715 AD) was the person who 
replaced previous books, replaced and composed a new one in a single language, 
and ordered the previous ones to be destroyed. This is exactly the same kind of 
story as the story with Uthman, which was described in the previous section, 
according to Sahih al-Bukhari written in the 9th century. Al Hajjaj reigned as 
guvernor from 694-714 AD, both under Abd Al-Malik (reigned 685-705 AD) 
and Al Walid (reigned 705-715 AD). His book was refererd as The Book of Allah, 
which is written in the Caliph protocols in the 692 AD, and not as Quran. 

These events described above were also narrated by ‘Abd al-Masih al-Kindi and 
Abraham of Tiberias, who lived during the reign of Ma'mun (reigned 813-833 
AD). 
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Then there was the matter of Hajjaj b. Yusuf, namely that he gathered together 
every last copy and caused to be omitted from the text many things..., and a 
version (naskh) was written according to the composition favoured by Haijjaj 
in six coped (masahif), and one was sent to Egypt, another to Syria, another to 
Madina, another to Mecca, another to Kufa and another to Basra. - 


The opinion of Robert Hoyland: 


"Kindi avers to his Muslim adressee that "all that I have said is drawn from your 
own authorities". And this would appear to be so, for we find notices in Arabic 
sources that "Hajjaj b. Yusuf wrote exemplars of the Qur'an (masahif) and sent 
them to the chief provinces", that he changed the wording or eliminated variant 
readings, or introduced diacritical marks into the text. The convergence of reports 
upon the figure of Hajjaj makes it almost certain that he undertook some sort 

of revision of the Muslim Scripture, but this may have been no more than the 
sponsoring of an improved edition" - Robert Hoyland 


Al-Hajjaj is an important figure, as historically, he is seen as the father of the final 
Quran. Furthermore he is also the person who introduced reading the Quran in 
the mosque, and also introduced praying while standing upright before bowing 
down. 


The first person who referred this book as Quran or reading was a Christian 
monk of the monastery of Beth Hale who cited the Quran by name in 710 AD 
during a debate with an Arab noble. Everything fits that everything happened 
during and after the reign of Al-Hajjaj, which began during the reign of Abd Al- 
Malik (reigned 685-705 AD). 


The evolution of the Arabic language 

Al-Walid II (706 -744 AD) was the person who changed the official language from 
Greek to Arabic in the 8th century, which further brings doubt about the Islamic 
traditions regarding the 7th century. 


"In this year Walid robbed the holy Catholic Church of Damascus out of the envy 
the sinner felt toward the Christians because of this church’s surpassing beauty. 
He also stopped the use of Greek in the public record books of the departments 
ordering them to be written in Arabic instead: that is, except for numbers, since 
it is impossible to write the number “one,” the number “two,” the number “three,” 
“eight and a half? or “three in the feminine gender” in their language. Because 
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of this their scribes are Christians even to the present day." - The Chronicle of 
Theophanes: Anni Mundi 6095-6305 (A.D. 602-813), entry for 707-708 AD 


Al-Khalil ibn Ahmad Al-Farahidi (718-791 AD), who is known as the genius in 
language, is credited with the current standard Arabic diacritics. This means that 
Arabic dialects did not exist in the 7th century, which contradicts the Islamic 
traditions, saying that Uthman ordered the Quran to be written in the Qureshi 
dialect in 652 AD. 


The Quran is "eternal’, “sent down’, “completed by 
Uthman in 652 AD”, and “unchanged”. 


It only requires two words for non-muslims to say: Prove it. It is not possible 
to prove that the Quran is uncreated and exists eternally in tablets in heaven as 
revealed in the Quran: 


"{Inscribed] in a Preserved Slate." - Quran 85:22 


It is not possible to prove that the Quran has been sent down to Muhammad 
either: 


“AlifLaamRa. We have sent down to you (this Book) in order that you bring 
mankind from darkness to the light by the permission of your Lord, to the Path of 
the Almighty, the Praised” - Quran 14:1 


The more important part of the equation are the two other statements which 
people continually claim that the Quran is completed by Muhammad in 632 
AD or Uthman in 652 AD, and it is unchanged since then. To this there is this 
Quranic verse: 


"Indeed, it is We who sent down the Qur'an and indeed, We will be its guardian." - 
Quran 15:9 


"[All] praise is [due] to Allah, who has sent down upon His Servant the Book and 
has not made therein any deviance." - Quran 18:1 


The Quranic verses above implies that the Quran is protected on Earth to any 
changes. No muslims have ever proved that it was completed by Uthman in 652 
AD and is unchanged. No muslims has ever come with only one copy of the 
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Quran from 652 AD. There is not a single Quran that has been presented from 
that era, not even a single one. 


“Uthman then ordered Zaid bin Thabit, ‘Abdullah bin AzZubair, Said bin Al-As 
and ‘AbdurRahman bin Harith bin Hisham to rewrite the manuscripts in perfect 
copies. ‘Uthman said to the three Quraishi men, “In case you disagree with Zaid 
bin Thabit on any point in the Qur'an, then write it in the dialect of Quraish, the 
Quran was revealed in their tongue.” They did so, and when they had written 
many copies, “‘Uthman returned the original manuscripts to Hafsa. “‘Uthman sent 
to every Muslim province one copy of what they had copied, and ordered that 
all the other Quranic materials, whether written in fragmentary manuscripts or 
whole copies, be burnt.” - Sahih al-Bukhari, Hadith 510 


According to the Sahih Bukhari hadith above there should be 5 exact copies of 
the same Quran from the Uthman era. It is important to remember from previous 
section that they are not even the original from Muhammad since Uthman in 

652 AD ordered to burn the previous versions. No one from around the world 
has come up with only a single copy of that Quran. Below are one of the oldest 
Quranic manuscripts known, and it is those manuscripts many have used to 
justify the claim that the Quran is unchanged but also complete:

The two turkish muslim scholars Prof. Dr. Ekmeleddin Ihsanoglu and Dr. Tayyar 
Altikulaq had access to the Qurans for a complete five years term from 2002-2007 
which was called the al Mushaf al Sharif investigation. Ekmeleddin thsanoglu 
concluded: 


"We have non of Uthman’s Mushafs" 
"Nor do we have any copies from those Mushafs" 
"These Mushafs date from the later Umayyad period" 


Mushafs means manuscripts and the Umayyad period is from 661-749 AD which 
is mostly 8th century and definitely not a part of the Uthmanic era (644-656 AD) 
where the Quran should have been written in 652 AD. Dr. Tayyar Altikulaq made 
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also an individual statement saying: 


"No serious scholarly work has been done on them" 
"These Mushafs date from the early - mid 8th century" 
"They are not Uthmanic, nor copies sent by him" 


"Even though we would like to publish this sacred text as the Mushaf of Caliph 
‘Uthman, our research indicated that it was neither the private Mushaf of Caliph 
‘Uthman, nor one of the Mushafs he sent to various centers" 


Remember that not only are these six manuscripts not from Uthman, they are 
neither copies of them. So let's see what exactly is known about these manuscripts 
is proves that they are neither the Uthmanic nor to the one the world currently 
uses:

The reason why many examples are taken for the Sana'a manuscript is because it 
is possibly the oldest manuscript. What is special about this Sana'a fragment is 
that not only is it probably the oldest Quranic manuscript, but also because the 
manuscript is a direct evidence of evolution since the verses which were erased 
and substituted above is resembles more the todays Qurani. 


According to page 16 of the book The Sana'a Palimpsest by Asma Hilali, Dr. 
Elizabeth Puin, Dr. Gerd Puin, B. Sadeghi and M. Goudarzi, all agree that there 
are more variants in the lower text than in the upper text. 


The Birmingham folios 

The Birmingham folios only consist of surah 18, surah 19 and surah 20 on only 
two papers. The Carbon-14 dating was determined to be between 568-645 AD 
at the University of Oxford. Just because the papers were made 100 years before, 
Uthman could have written the Quran from those papers. There is however a 
problem with the radiometric dating: There has been made 7 carbon-dating 

test on the Sana'a manuscript, which was dated to be 671-705 AD by analyzing 
the text. Four of those seven tests, in Lyon (France), Kiel (Germany), Zurich 
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(Switzerland), and Oxford (England), was determined to be 390 - 550 AD, even 
though the text was analyzed to be around 671-705 AD, which is a difference 

of up to 315 years earlier than expeceted. Three others fall under the life of 
Muhammad, and only one falls under the Uthamic rule. Because of this diverse of 
C14-dating, it is hard to determine what really happened, and you cannot know 
for sure if the Arabs used old papers which were 50 years old, 100 years old, or up 
to 315 years. 


Other manuscripts and fragments 

There are many other manuscripts and fragments which are claimed to be from 
the 7th century (600-700 AD). The most famous used by apologists are tudingen 
fragment, birmingsham folios and others. The problem with this claim is that it 
is only and mostly based on carbon-14 dating, which can be up to 100-400 years 
innaccurate. This is easily demonstrated with the illustration on the next page 
with the Sana'a manuscript. One of the 8 carbon-14 tests on the parchment goes 
down to 388-535 AD, and the paleographic determination (style of text) of the 
lower text was determined by the two turkish scholars to be from 671-705 AD. 
This means that the text above is between 136-317 years later! 


Why is this important? Because the date of the entire collection of 600s AD 
manuscripts, fragments and folios are based on carbon-14 on the parchment, 
but the text can be written up to 317 years later. However according to the 
palaeographical aspect, some manuscripts are from Ist century (622-722 AD), so 
they may be from 685-722 AD, when Abd Al-Malik introduced Islam. 


So by reading the sections "The Quran is exactly the same as the one Muhammad 
revealed" and this section here "The Quran is “eternal”, “sent down”, “completed by 
Uthman in 652 AD”, and “unchanged”." It is clear where the modern day, todays 
Quran comes from, namely the 1924 Cairene Mushaf which is revised from the 
Hafs (Asim) manuscript. That means the earliest manuscript one can find of the 
same Quran today, with the same diacritical marks and vovelization, is from the 


1924 version, not earlier.

panicked and admitted that some parts of the Quran may have been lost. 


"Abu Bakr As-Siddig sent for me when the people of Yamama had been killed 
(i.e., a number of the Prophet's Companions who fought against Musailima). (1 
went to him) and found ‘Umar bin Al- Khattab sitting with him. Abu Bakr then 
said (to me), "Umar has come to me and said: "Casualties were heavy among 
the Qurra' of the Qur'an (i.e. those who knew the Qur'an by heart) on the day of 
the Battle of Yamama, and I am afraid that more heavy casualties may take place 
among the Qurra' on other battlefields, whereby a large part of the Qur'an may 
be lost. Therefore I suggest, you (Abu Bakr) order that the Qur'an be collected." - 
Sahih al-Bukhari 6:61:509 


In the next hadith, it is clearly that the written text is important. 


"Hudhaifa was afraid of their (the people of Sham and Iraq) differences in the 
recitation of the Qur'an, so he said to 'Uthman, "O chief of the Believers! Save 
this nation before they differ about the Book (Quran) as Jews and the Christians 
did before." So 'Uthman sent a message to Hafsa saying, "Send us the manuscripts 
of the Qur'an so that we may compile the Qur'anic materials in perfect copies 
and return the manuscripts to you."" - Sahih al-Bukhari 6:61:510 


Memorization cannot be superior to the writings. Already around 652 AD 
Uthman burned the Quranic manuscritps and fragments and made a new copy, 
because they differed. Same with the example with the Yamama battle, they 
already panicked, according to Sahih al-Bukhari. 


It is worth noting that there are no evidence that they tried to memorize in the 
7th century. The Islamic traditions written in the 9th-10th century just makes an 
attribution that they memorized, but there are no evidence in the 7th century that 
they tried to memorize anything. This means not the memorization itself, but the 
process of memorization. 


"Indeed, it is We who sent down the remembrance and indeed, We will be its 
guardian." - Quran 15:9 


People today learn the Quran by the writings, not remembrance. Furthermore 
it's not like Islam has a sole monopoly on memorizations, as the Hindus has done 
the same for thousands of years with their Rig Veda. 
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It is still passed down orally today 

From where? All children today learn the Quran through the physical book. 
If anyone has another verse they remember from their grand-grand-grand 
(30 generations) grand parents who heard it from another person, who heard 
Muhammad said that verse, then which one is the one that is the primary, this 
oral transmission or the written text? Of course the written text. 


Lower text of Sana'a were notes 

People claim that the lower text of the Sana'a were notes. This can however 

easily be demonstrated that they were not. According to the archaeology, Islam 
originated during the reign of Abd Al-Malik (685-705 AD). Probably the oldest 
Islamic inscription in Mecca was written in 80 AH which is converted to 699-700 
AD, and says: 


1. "Oh David, we have indeed made you 

2. a vicegerent on earth. 

3. so that you can judge between men 

4. in justice, and do not follow your desires 

5. which will mislead you from the path of God. Verily, for those who stray 

6. from the path of God is severe chastisement, for those who have forgotten the 
Day of 

7. Reckoning." And this was inscribed by WUthman bin 

8. Wahran in the year eighty. 


This falls exactly under the Abd Al-Malik ruling (685-705 AD), however it 
reminds of the Quranic verse 38:26, but is not the same. 


"[We said], "O David, indeed We have made you a successor upon the earth, so 
judge between the people in truth and do not follow [your own] desire, as it will 
lead you astray from the way of Allah ." Indeed, those who go astray from the way 
of Allah will have a severe punishment for having forgotten the Day of Account." - 
Quran 38:26 


There are two other inscriptions with the same inscription years. Another Islamic 
inscription is from 84 AH which is converted to 703-704 AD, which says: 


1) O People, fear your Lord who created you and th- 
2) ose before you that perhaps you may prosper. Written byXAbd 
3) Allah ibn MUmarah in the year 84 [703-4 CE] 
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This reminds of Quran 2:21, but is not the same: 


"O mankind, worship your Lord, who created you and those before you, that you 
may become righteous" - Quran 2:21 


Another example is the Dome of the Rock, built in 691 AD and contains similar 
Quranic inscriptions. 

""In the name of God, the Merciful the Compassionate. There is no god but 
God. He is One. He has no associate" [beginning of the shahadah]. "Unto Him 
belongeth sovereignity and unto Him belongeth praise. He quickeneth and He 
giveth death; and He is Able to do all things" - Dome of the Rock inscription 


The inscription above is similar to the Quranic verse above, but is not the same: 


"His is the dominion of the heavens and earth. He gives life and causes death, and 
He is over all things competent." - Quran 57:2 


"Whatever is in the heavens and whatever is on the earth is exalting Allah . To 
Him belongs dominion, and to Him belongs [all] praise, and He is over all things 
competent." - Quran 64:1 


The other example in the Dome of the Rock is: 


Peace be on him the day he was born, and the day he dies, and the day he shall 
be raised alive!" - Dome of the Rock inscription 


Which is similar to the Quranic verse below, but is not the same, as it has been 
changed from first to third person. 


"And peace is on me the day I was born and the day I will die and the day I am 
raised alive."" - Quran 19:33 


The other example is the copper plaque inscription at the eastern entrance on the 
Dome of the Rock, which says: 


He begotteth not nor was begotten and there is none comparable unto Him" - 
Copper plague inscription, Dome of the Rock 


The inscription above is similar to the Quranic verse below, but is not the same: 
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"He neither begets nor is born, Nor is there to Him any equivalent." - Quran 
112:3-4 


Another example is on the northern portal inscriptions which says: 


"Muhammad is the servant of God" [introductory statement] "and His 
messenger, whom He sent with the guidance and the religion of truth, that He 
may make it conqueror of all religion," - Northern portal inscription, Dome of the 
Rock 


Which reminds of the Quranic verse below, but is not the same: 


"It is He who sent His Messenger with guidance and the religion of truth to 
manifest it over all religion, although those who associate others with Allah 
dislike it." - Quran 61:9 


Another example is the inscription below: 
"we believe in God and that which was revealed unto Muhammad and that which 
the Prophets received from their Lord. We make no distinction between any of 
them, and unto Him we have surrendered" - Northern portal inscription, Dome 
of the Rock 


Which is similar to the Quranic verse below, but is not the same: 


" Say, [O believers], "We have believed in Allah and what has been revealed to us 
and what has been revealed to Abraham and Ishmael and Isaac and Jacob and the 
Descendants and what was given to Moses and Jesus and what was given to the 
prophets from their Lord. We make no distinction between any of them, and we 
are Muslims [in submission] to Him." - Quran 2:136 


"Say, "We have believed in Allah and in what was revealed to us and what was 
revealed to Abraham, Ishmael, Isaac, Jacob, and the Descendants, and in what 
was given to Moses and Jesus and to the prophets from their Lord. We make no 
distinction between any of them, and we are Muslims [submitting] to Him."" 
Quran 3:84 


The origin of the name Quran 
The earliest name for this book was the Furqan (‘The Salvation), at a time when 
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it was more Aramaic than Arabic. Then, Al Hajjaj (661-714 AD) referred to it 
simply as the Book of Allah, as it is also referred in the Caliph protocols in 692 
AD, which is the first time Book of Allah appears.. A Christian monk of the 
monastery of Beth Hale was the first person who cited the Quran by name in 710 
AD during a debate with an Arab noble. 


"I think that for you, too, not all your laws and commandments are in the Quran 
which Muhammad taught you; rather there are some which he taught you from 
the Quran, and some are in surat albaqrah and in gygy and in twrh” 


Basically it wasn't even called Quran until 88 years after Muhammad supposedly 
died in 632 AD Another person who referred this book as Quran or reading is 
Ibn Amir ad-Dimashqi (died 736 AD) in 730 AD. It is also often claimed that the 
word Quran is mentioned inside the Quran, but this is not true. The Arabic word 
used in the Quran is DHIKR, which means remembrance or reminder. 


Are all the earliest manuscripts identical? 
No. According to Marijn van Putten, who analyzes the earliest manuscripts, writes 
that no two manuscripts are identical. 


"Well preserved. Not fully preserved. There are hundreds of tiny quite 
insiginificant mistakes in the modern Uthmanic rasm. But it is a fairly 
accurate transmission, but not a perfect one (and it was never perfect). No two 
manuscripts are identical but they're all extremely close" - Marijn van Putten 


The rasm today, which is the skeleton of the Arabic script without the diacritical 
marks and vowelization, has differences from the earliest Quran, according to the 
Arabic linquist, Marijn van Putten, and furthermore no earliest manuscripts from 
the 7th century are exactly the same. 


This means that the standard foundational skeleton text today is not identical to 
any early 7th century manuscripts, and no 7th century manuscripts are identical 
to each other. Therefore the Quranic verses below are not valid: 


"Indeed, it is We who sent down the Qur'an and indeed, We will be its guardian." - 
Quran 15:9 


"[All] praise is [due] to Allah, who has sent down upon His Servant the Book and 
has not made therein any deviance." - Quran 18:1 
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The oldest complete 114 surah Quran 

All the Quranic manuscripts in the 7th century and up to 1000-1001 AD are 
fragments and not complete, most of them less than half of the Quran. The 
oldest complete Quran which contains all the 114 chapters is the Ibn al-Bawwab 
Quran, dated to 1000-1001 AD, which is 368 years after Muhammad supposedly 
should have died in 632 AD. There are however two Quranic manuscripts 

which are almost complete, that is the BnF Arabe 399, dated to 799 AD, and the 
Saray Medina la manucripts dated to late around 722 AD. The Saray Medina la 
manuscripts however is not exactly the same as the modern rasm, and two folios 
were rewritten later. 


The evidence for Islamic coins 


The problem during Muhammad and between 624 AD till 685 AD, is that there is 
no evidence for Islam, Muhammad, Mecca or anything related. 


e Byzantine emperor Heraclius (reigned 610-641 AD) had his own coins, 
where on his front side, is depicting him and his to sons, Constatine III and 
Heraklonas, holding crosses. This is the coin that was used until 660 AD. 

¢ ‘The Arab used coins contained a cross in front and back from 640 AD till 660 
AD. 


Now this is a problem because according to Islam, crosses are forbidden. 


"I never used to leave in the Prophet (saw) house anything carrying images or 
crosses but he obliterated it." - Sahih al-Bukhari 5952 


"The Messenger of Allah (saw) never left in his house anything containing the 
figure of a cross without destroying it." - Sunan Abi Dawud 4151 


"A man from among the people of the Cross will raise the Cross and will say: “The 
Cross has prevailed’ Then a man among the Muslims will become angry and will 
go and break the Cross. Then the Romans will prove treacherous (breaking the 
treaty) (and will gather) for the fierce battle." - Sunan Ibn Majah 4089 


During the Umayyad Caliphate (661-750 AD): 


e Mulawiyah (ruled 661-680 AD) introduced a new coin in 661 AD, but without 
across. In this coin there is an image of the Christian Byzantine emperor 
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Heraclius, who ruled between 610-641 AD, with his son Constantine III. This 
coin is still not Islamic. 

e Mu'awiyah introduced a new copper coin in 661 AD, which contains a cross 
over his head and a cross on his hand. Mu'awiyah died in 680 AD, so even 
though the Islamic calendar started in 622 AD (39 years later), the coins still 
not represented Islam at the time he died. 

e Another coin in the western part was introduced in 661 AD, which stated: la 
hukm illa lillah. Lillah means "Unto Allah". On the back side there is an image 
of a typical Sassanid (Persian) fire altar which is a part of the zoroastrian 
religion. This means the coin is not meant for the Islamic god named Allah, 
but the Zoroastrian god Al-ilah. It was the Nabateans who invented this word 
before in pre-Islamic era. Even though this would be a reference to Islam, it 
still is 39 years later than Islams beginning. 

¢ Mu'awiyah introduced another coin in 663 AD, and for the first time ever the 
Bismillah (In the name of Allah) is introduced in the coins, and is the first 
reference to anything related to Islam. But again the back side has an image 
of the typical Sassanid (Persian) fire altar which is a part of the Zoroastrian 
religion. But the problem here is that Bismillah is not the same as the Quranic 
Bismillah al Rahman al Rahim. As described in chapter 4, a rock inscription 
was found in 2018 in a mountain called Jabal Dabib in South Arabia, 
written with a pre-Islamic script, which says ‘bsmlh rhmn rhmn...'. This is 
an indication that the word bismillah does not originate from Islam, and 
therefore this coin bismillah does not represent Islam, especially when there is 
a Sassanid fire alter which is a part of the Zoroastrian religion. 

e Mu'awiyah introduced another coin in 667 AD, but here it says Bismillah 
Al-Malik (In the name of Allah - The King). There is still no reference to 
Muhammad or anything Islamic. 

e Abd Allah ibn al-Zubayr (leader 683-692 AD) introduced for the first time 
ever Muhammad on the coins in 685 AD which contains Muhammad, but on 
the other side of the coins is the fire altar of the Zoroastrian religion. 

e Abd al-Malik ibn Marwan (ruled 685-705 AD) built the Dome of the Rock 
in Jerusalem in 691 AD, and finally introduced in 692 AD a coin which 
contained "Bismillah La IIlah Illa-Allah Muhammad Rasul Allah" (In 
the name of God there is no God but God alone and Muhammad is his 
Messenger), which is the first reference to Islam, and therefore a complete 70 
years after the beginning of the Islamic calendar. 


Now the problem with all those coins is that they all contain images, and therefore 
are not 100% Islamic. The first ever real Islamic coin with no images was made 
in 696 AD, which is 74 years after the beginning of the Islamic calendar. It is 
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forbidden to image people, and this is the reason why there is no images on coins 
in Islamic countries. Now what is interesting is what the coin says: 


"Muhammad is the messenger of Allah, he sent him with guidance and true 
religion to make victorious over every religion, even if the associates are averse" - 
Islamic coin by Abd al-Malik, 696 AD 


This reminds of surah 9:33: 


"It is He who has sent His Messenger with guidance and the religion of truth to 
manifest it over all religion, although they who associate others with Allah dislike 
it." - Quran 9:33 


The problem is that it is not the same, even in the original arabic language. 
This may be an evidence that the coin predates the Quran. Coins are important 
because they show the emergence of Islam through time.

The evidence for Muhammad 


570: Muhammad was born 

610: Met Jibril in the Hira Cave 

610-622: Received revelations in Mecca 

621: Mi'raj to the seventh heaven 

622: Hijra from Mecca to medina 

622-632: Received revelations in Medina 

624: Muhammad began waging war on Medina 
632: Muhammad died 

632-634: Abu Bakr became the new leader 
634-644: Umar ruled 

644-656: Uthman ruled 

656-661: Ali (husband of Muhammads daugther) ruled 


From 632-661 AD, the period is called Rashidun period. From 661-750 AD, it is 
called Umayyd Caliphate, where Abd Al-Malick ruled between 685-705 AD. 


The sira which is the biography of Muhammad, the hadiths which is the life of 
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Muhammad based on his companions, and the tafsir which are the commentaries 
- none of them were written during Muhammad's life. They weren't even written 
down under the Rashidun period, nor during the ruling of Abd al-Malik (ruled 
685-705 AD), but later than that. It is actually very strange that every single 
human being who lived during the time of Muhammad were dead long before 
when the hadiths, sira, and tafsirs were written. The first person to write about 
Muhammad's biography was Ibn Ishaq in 765 AD, which is 133 years after 
Muhammad's death. That material is not available. Ibn Ishaqs biography was 
edited by al-Bakka'i, which also is no longer available. The next material which is 
based on Muhammad's life was written by Ibn Hisham until he died in 833 AD 
which is 201 years after Muhammad. He edited al-Bakka’'is edition of Ibn Ishaqs 
work, in which he writes in the introduction of the book: 


"Things which it is disgraceful to discuss; matters which would distress 
certain people; and such reports as al-Bakka'i told me he would not accept as 
truthworthy" - The Life of Muhammad by Ibn Ishaq, edited by Ibn Hisham 


The hadiths by Al-Bukhari which is the most reliable hadith was written in 
870 AD which is about 240 years after Muhammad died. The tafsir which are 
the commentaries were written in 923 AD, which is almost 300 years after 
Muhammad died. 


That it took centuries to start writing about Muhammad's life should make 
everyone wonder about the reliability of these. To make a good comparison, the 
Bible has been taken as an example: 


33: Jesus died 

48-64: Paul's letters (commentaries) 

50-66: Gospels of Mathew, Mark and Luke 
52-62: Acts 

92: Gospels of John (the last written down) 


Everything about Jesus was finished 59 years after Jesus had died and many of 
the eyewitnesses could have still lived in the year of 92 AD. Two of them who 
wrote them were eyewitnesses and two of them got the information from the 
eyewitnesses. To compare this to the biographies of Muhammad, nobody who 
wrote the tafsirs, hadiths and siras knew Muhammad or knew someone who 
knew Muhammad because they were long dead. 


The first Arabic inscription of Muhammad was not till 691, the same years when 
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the Dome of the Rock in Jerusalem was built. The first coin with the name of 
Muhammad was made 685 AD, even though they had the opportunities to make 
them before in the 650s or 660s. The first reference to Muslims was first in 690- 
700 AD in the Chronicle of John of Nikiu. Before they were called Muslims, they 
were called saracen, hagarene, ishmaelite, maghraye or muhajiroun. Even the first 
reference to Mecca was in 741 which is 109 years after the death of Muhammad. 
A confusing fact is that the name of Muhammad is only mentioned 4 times in the 
Quran and Jesus is mentioned 93 times. 


The constitution of Medina 

People claim that the constitution of Medina is a peace treaty written by 
Muhammad between him and the Jews in around 622 AD. However, there 

are many problems with it. Firstly, you cannot find this constitution in the 7th 
century, but only first appeared in Ibn Ishaq in the 8th, and furthermore it does 
not even appear in Jewish litterature anywhere. Most importantly there are no 
evidence for Jews ever living in Medina, but only in other cities which are further 
north. The Quran does not talk about this event or constitution, and people will 
usually use Quran 3:101-104 to justify that it mentions the constitution, but 

it doesn't. Furthermore there are many other verses in which the constitution 
contradicts the Quran, for example the Jizya verse: 


"Fight those who do not believe in Allah or in the Last Day and who do not 
consider unlawful what Allah and His Messenger have made unlawful and who 
do not adopt the religion of truth from those who were given the Scripture - 
[fight] until they give the jizyah willingly while they are humbled." - Quran 9:29 


The constitution contradicts the sira and the hadtihs too, where according to 
them, the Jews and the Muslims always fought against each other since 622 till 
632.AD. 


Bani An-Nadir and Bani Quraiza fought (against the Prophet violating their peace 
treaty), so the Prophet exiled Bani An-Nadir and allowed Bani Quraiza to remain 
at their places (in Medina) taking nothing from them till they fought against the 
Prophet again) . He then killed their men and distributed their women, children 
and property among the Muslims, but some of them came to the Prophet and 

he granted them safety, and they embraced Islam. He exiled all the Jews from 
Medina. They were the Jews of Bani Qainuqa’, the tribe of ‘Abdullah bin Salam 
and the Jews of Bani Haritha and all the other Jews of Medina. - Sahih Al-Bukhari 
D302 
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For further study, read Muhammad and the Believers: At the Origins of Islam by 
Fred Mcgraw Donner (2010). 


Ashtiname 

The ashtiname means the Book of Peace or just covenant, and is claimed to 

be sent by Muhammad to the nortern part of Arabia to the monks of Mount 
Sinai. This exact replica is claimed to be sent to Sultan Selim I (1487-1510 AD). 
However, there are many problems with it. On the document it mentions that 

it was written on 2 AH, which is converted to 625 AD, but according to the 
Islamic traditions, Muhammad never sent any letters until 628 AD, and all his 
letters were around Mecca and Medina, which is the central part of Arabia. 

Ibn Sa'd (784-845 AD) included a list of 47 writings by Muhammad, and the 
Ashtiname is not one of them, and none of them in his list included writings 

to the northern part of Arabian peninsula. On the right side of the covenant, 
there is an image of a minaret, but these only appear and employed in mosques 
under the Abbasid Calipate in the 9th century and only first widely used in 11th 
century. The ashtiname also uses the word sultan, but the first time the term was 
recorded in history was by Mahmudof Ghazna (998-1030 AD), which is up to 
around 375 years later. The covenant prohibits the Muslims from taking materials 
from church buildings to use it in their mosques, but the problem is that there 
were no mosques in Egypt in 625 AD, but only a couple of years after Jerusalem 
was conqured in 637 AD. It uses the term Angel of Proximity in Arabic (Malak 
Mugarrah), which was only cited in Sufi writings, and the first known person to 
do so was Mutannabi who died in 965 AD, which is again around 300-400 years 
later. Generally it contradicts the laws of the Quran and the Islamic traditions by 
giving Christians and women too many rights. Furthermore the oldest copy of 
this covenant is from the 16th century, which is 900 years after Muhammad died. 
In conclusion, there is no doubt that this document was fabricated. 


"The impossibility of finding this document to be authentic is clearly apparent. 
Date, style and contents each independently provide its inauthenticity" - Bernhard 
Moritz 


"Forged by Christians intent on proving to their Muslim overlords that the 
Prophet himself had guaranteed their well-being and the preservation of their 
property, they are all quite late. They date to the sixteenth century (over eight 
hundred years after the death of Muhammad)" - Gabriel Said Reynold 


Doctrina Jacobi (634-640 AD) 
"When the candidatus was killed by the Saracens, I was at Caesarea and I set off

by boat to Sykamina. People were saying “the candidatus has been killed,” and 

we Jews were overjoyed. And they were saying that the prophet had appeared, 
coming with the Saracens, and that he was proclaiming the advent of the anointed 
one, the Christ who was to come. I, having arrived at Sykamina, stopped by a 
certain old man well-versed in scriptures, and I said to him: “What can you tell 
me about the prophet who has appeared with the Saracens?” He replied, groaning 
deeply: “He is false, for the prophets do not come armed with a sword. Truly 

they are works of anarchy being committed today and I fear that the first Christ 
to come, whom the Christians worship, was the one sent by God and we instead 
are preparing to receive the Antichrist. Indeed, Isaiah said that the Jews would 
retain a perverted and hardened heart until all the earth should be devastated. 
But you go, master Abraham, and find out about the prophet who has appeared.” 
So I, Abraham, inquired and heard from those who had met him that there was 
no truth to be found in the so-called prophet, only the shedding of men’s blood. 
He says also that he has the keys of paradise, which is incredible. (Doctrina Jacobi 
V.16, 209, p. 57; Patricia Crone & Michael Cook, Hagarism: The Making Of The 
Islamic World, 1977, Cambridge University Press: Cambridge, pp. 3-4) 


People claim that Doctrina Iacobi mentions the Islamic Muhammad, and would 
probably one of four evidence for him before the Umayyad Caliphate (661-). 
However, there are some certain problems with it. Firstly by looking at the 
document, it only mentions a prophet with a sword. It doesn't mention the name 
"Muhammad", Muslim, Mecca, Quran, Allah, Islam, Medina, or anything related 
to Islam. Notice also that it refers to the Arab armies and not muslim armies. The 
places called Caesarea and Sykamina have location right beside the Mediterranean 
Sea, in what is now called Isreal. This is around 1300 km away from Mecca and 
1000 km away from Medina. The word Saracans means thief in plural form and 
was given to Arabs in the northern part of Arabia, so the geography doesn't 
match with Mecca and Medina. It was written in 634 AD, and the document is 
mentioning a prophet who has appeared in 634 AD. It was a prophet who was 
still alive and as it mentions "the Christ who was to come", but the problem is 
that Muhammad already died in 632 AD according to the Islamic traditions. 
Regarding the "Keys of Paradise", it comes from the Bible and refers to Peter's 
papal authority in the Catholic Church: 


I will give you the keys of the kingdom of heaven; whatever you bind on earth 
will be[a] bound in heaven, and whatever you loose on earth will be[b] loosed in 


heaven.” - Matthew 16:19 


The "Keys of Paradise" also confronts the Islamic traditions, because according to 
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them, Muhammad never had the Keys of Paradise. Notice that it says "the Christ 
who was to come" which suggests that he was a prophet closer to a Chistian 

or Christian-influenced Messianic prophet. If it was another prophet after 
Muhammad, then it would contradict the Quran, which says that Muhammad 
was the last prophet: 


Muhammad is not the father of [any] one of your men, but [he is] the Messenger 
of Allah and last of the prophets. And ever is Allah, of all things, Knowing. - 
Quran 33:40 


This is the only reference to a prophet by the Arabs before 661 AD, and yet almost 
all details contradicts the Islamic Muhammad, and does not mention enough 
details to specify him as Muhammad. 


“The Doctrina Jacobi provides no support for the identification of this prophet 
with Muhammad. In fact, if one thing is clear, it is that the account in the 
Doctrine Jacobi does not describe the Muhammad that we know...He could more 
easily be almost anybody else...In those troubled years there can have been no

Fragmentary notes (636 AD) 

",.. and in January, they took the word for their lives (did) [the sons of] Emesa 
[ie., MHiXs)], and many villages were ruined with killing by [the Arabs of] 
MXhammad and a great number of people were killed and captives [were taken] 
from Galilee as far as Béth [...] and those Arabs pitched camp beside [Damascus?] 
[...] and we saw everywhelre...] and o[l]ive oil which they brought and them. And 
on the t[wenty six]th of May went S[ac[ella]rius]... cattle [...] [...] from the vicinity 
of Emesa and the Romans chased them [...] and on the tenth [of August] the 
Romans fled from the vicinity of Damascus [...] many [people] some 10,000. And 
at the turn [of the ye]ar the Romans came; and on the twentieth of August in the 
year n[ine hundred and forty-]seven there gathered in Gabitha [...] the Romans 
and great many people were ki[lled of] [the R]omans, [s]ome fifty thousand [...]

Above is shown a fragment on the Arab Conquests which are fragmentary notes 
that were written around the year 636 AD on the front blank pages of a sixth- 
century Syriac Christian manuscript of the Gospel of Mark. It does refer to a 
leader named Muhammad, however it does not mention anything regarding 
Islam, Muslim, Mecca, Medina, Quran or anything related to Islam. 


Thomas The Presbyter (640 AD) 

In the Chronicle of Tomas The Prebyter, written in 640 AD, a man named 
Muhammad again is mention, but here it is written Arabs of Muhammad [Syr. 
tayyaya d. Mhmt], which means that he was the leader of tayyaya - in which 
according to the Islamic traditions, he never was. That he was the leader of 
Tayyaya is also confirmed in another non-Islamic source which was written in 691 
AD. However, it is known from historical sources that a person named Lyas Ibn 
Qabisah al-Ta'i was actually the leader of Tayyaya. This put the pieces together, 
because the historical Muhammad from the 7th century Christian sources is 
actually Lyas Ibn Qabisah. Strangly enough Al-Tabari (Tabari, I, 1031) confirms 
that Muhammad is Lyas Ibn Qabisah via the Battle of Dhi Qar. Furthermore, no 
mentioning of Islam, Mecca, Muslims, Quran, Medina or anything related to 
Islam. 


Khuzistan Chronicle (660 AD) 

In this chronicle, a leader named Muhammad is mentioned, who was still alive 
during the conquest of Jerusalem and Persia in 636-637 AD, and places the 
location in the northern part of the Arabien peninsula. According to the Islamic 
traditions, written in the 8th, 9th and 10th century, the Islamic Muhammad lived 
until 632 AD, and only was around in Mecca and Medina. Furthermore, the 
document does not mention anything regarding Islam, Mecca, Muslims, Quran, 
Medina or anything related to Islam. 


Chronicles of Sebeos (661 AD) 

"At that time a certain man from along those same sons of Ismael, whose name 
was Mahmet [i.e., MMhammad], a merchant, as if by God's command appeared 
to them as a preacher [and] the path of truth. He taught them to recognize the 
God of Abraham, especially because he was learnt and informed in the history of 
Moses. Now because the command was from on high, at a single order they all 
came together in unity of religion. Abandoning their vain cults, they turned to 
the living God who had appeared to their father Abraham. So, Mahmet legislated 
for them: not to eat carrion, not to drink wine, not to speak falsely, and not to

engage in fornication. He said: 'With an oath God promised this land to Abraham 
and his seed after him for ever. And he brought about as he promised during that 
time while he loved Ismael. But now you are the sons of Abraham and God is 
accomplishing his promise to Abraham and his seed for you. Love sincerely only 
the God of Abraham, and go and seize the land which God gave to your father 
Abraham. No one will be able to resist you in battle, because God is with you".

In the above, there is the Chronicles of Sebeos, who was an Armenian bishop 
from the House of Bagratuni. He concludes his chronicles with Mu‘awiya's 
ascendancy to power in 656-661 AD, which scholars believe suggests that he was 
writing soon after this date. Here a man named Mahmet, who was a merchant and 
a preacher is described, who was still alive during the conquest of Jerusalem, and 
places the location in Odessa and Tachkastan, which is in the northern part of 
the Arabian peninsula. This document does not mention Islam, Quran, Muslims, 
Mecca and Medina. Furthermore it actually doesn't mention Muhammad either, 
since it refers to a person named Mahmat. 


Maronite Chronicle (664 AD) 

In this document it is mentioned "Seat of Muhammad", however nothing more is 
described. No mentioning of Islam, Quran, Muslim, Mecca, Medina, and not even 
caliph, if anyone has to take the seat of the Islamic Muhammad. 


Note that Muhammad was referred to in all of these different documents from 
the 7th century, except Doctrina Iacobi and Chronicle of Sebeos, yet, as we 
noted above, none of them are from Arab sources. However, why cannot we 
find anything about Muhammad from his own people, if he was that great and 
important? 


This means that Muhammad was not completely fabricated, as there are references 
to him in earlier 7th century sources, which are mentioned above, but they were 
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all Christian sources, and not Arab sources. In these sources, he is not a final 
prophet, nor did he call himself a Muslim, nor did he refer to a religion called 
Islam, and there was no reference to any Qur’an, nor any reference to a city called 
Mecca, so he’s certainly not the Muhammad we find in the later traditions. These 
most important ideas were all attributed to him much later on, after 685 AD, 
beginning with the Abd al-Malik who regined between 685-705 AD. 


No evidence for the four caliphs (632-661 AD) 

The four caliphs who ruled in the Rashidun Caliphate between 632-661 AD 
were Abu Bakr, Umar, Uthman and Ali. There are no evidence that they ever 
lived, except a military leader named Abu Turab (Ali). There is an inscription 
from 644 AD, regarding Umar which is falsified since it contains dots, which 
were first introduced into the Arabic language in the 8th and 9th century. There 
is also a western scholar who dated a papyrus to be from the 7th centruy, but 
carbon-14 dating of the Umar Papyrus is determined to be from 9th century, 
and the Arabic script of the papyrus reminds of late 7th century or after, and not 
early 7th century when supposedly Umar died in 644 AD. In fact, Sophronius of 
Jerusalem, who was conqured by the Arabs in 637 AD wrote detailed report about 
the conquest but never mentioned Umar. There is also an Uthman inscription, 
but it doesn't mention the date of the inscription nor does it mention the name 
as a caliph. In fact there are no rock inscriptions who uses the word caliph in the 
7th century. Most importantly none of these references mentions Islam, Quran, 
Muhammad, Muslim, Mecca, Medina or anything related to Islam. 


There are also some contradictions. The Maronite Chronicle which is written in 
late 7th century mentions that Ali (reigned 656-661 AD) was killed by Mu'awiya 
in 658 AD, and not 661 AD as written in the Islamic traditions: 


"Mu'awaya has his sister's son Hudhayfa killed. ‘Ali was slain while praying at 
Hira. Mu'awaya went down to Hira and received allegiance from all the Arab 
forces there." - Maronite Chronicle (664 AD) 


According to the Islamic traditions, Mu'awaya killed Ali at the battle of Siffin in 
661 AD. In George of Resh’aina (ca. 680 AD), it refers Ali as an emir and not as a 
caliph: 


"Mu'awaya made peace with the emperor Constans, having started the war with 
Abu Turab, the emir of hira, at Siffin and defeated him" - George of Resh'aina (ca. 
680 AD) 
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An emir is a military leader, and a caliph is an Islamic leader, specifically the 
successor of Muhammad. The name Abu Turab is the nickname of ‘Ali ibn Abi 
Talib. On the next page, the summary of the evidence before 685 AD has been 
illustrated. 


No evidence for Jews in Medina 

According to the Quran and Islamic traditions, Muhammad had violent 
encounters with different tribes of Jews who lived in Medina from 624-632 AD. 
However, to date there are no evidence for Jews ever have lived in Medina. 


Evidence that the sira were invented 

The sira, which are the biographies of Muhammad, were not written in the 7th 
century when Muhammad supposedly lived, but were written in the 8th, 9th 
century and 10th century by Ibn Ishaq (704-768 AD), Ibn Sa'd (784-845 AD), Ibn 
Hisham (d. 833), and Al-Tabari (839-923 AD). The original documents by Ibn 
Ishaq (704-768 AD) from the 8th century has been lost, so the earliest documents 
of the biography does not appear until the 9th century by Ibn Hisham. The first 
western person to get the hands of the earliest biography of Muhammad was 
Gustav Weil (1808-1889 AD). Not only is the earliest biography of Muhammad at 
least 150 years after Muhammad died, but the later the account, the more likely 
the author claim to know more about Muhammad than previous authors. 


Evidence that the hadiths were invented 

There are two major flaws that proves that the hadiths in 9th century are not true. 
The first one is, as explained earlier, that Uthman ordered the previous Quranic 
manuscripts to be burned. 


"Uthman said to the three Quraishi men, "In case you disagree with Zaid bin 
Thabit on any point in the Qur'an, then write it in the dialect of Quraish, the 
Qur'an was revealed in their tongue." They did so, and when they had written 
many copies, 'Uthman returned the original manuscripts to Hafsa. 'Uthman sent 
to every Muslim province one copy of what they had copied, and ordered that 
all the other Qur'anic materials, whether written in fragmentary manuscripts or 
whole copies, be burnt." - Sahih al-Bukhari 6:61:510 


Now this is a problem, because dialects (dots and vowelization) did not exists in 
the 7th century, but only from the 8th and 9th century were they developed. The 
other problem is that the document George of Resh'aina from around 680 AD 
shows that Ali was an emir, and not a caliph. 
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Evidence for Muhammad (Pre-685 AD) 


This illustration demonstrates that none of the sources below refers to the Islamic Muhammad, nor the Quran, nor the cities called Mecca or Medina. In fact some of 
them contradicts the Islamic Muhammad. Acording to these sources, a leader named Muhammad probably did exist. Note that the merchant and preacher Mahmet, 
and the leader Muhammad were probably two different persons. Furthermore, there are no evidence for the four caliphs who ruled from 632-661 AD.

Furthermore, as shown on the previous page, Ali was killed in 658 AD according 
to the Maronite Chronicle, and not 661 AD as the Islamic traditions says. Ali 
being an emir shows that his character was stolen, so much points that the leader 
Muhammad of tayyaya was also stolen. 


Caliph Marwan, who was the father of Abd Al-Malik (reigned 685-705 AD) had 
a mother named Amina, a wife named Zaynab and another wife named Aisha. 
Coincidentially, according to the Islamic traditions, these were also the names of 
Muhammads mother and two wives, which further proves that characters were 
stolen. 


Hadiths were not written during the lifetime of Muhammad 

People claim that Amr bin Al-* Aass wrote up to one-thousand hadiths at time of 
the Muhammad, and so did Sa‘d bin ‘Ubaadah, Mu’ aath bin Jabal, Abee Raafi’, 
Ali (RA) and Jaabir (RA). 


All the Islamic traditions, hadiths, tafsirs and sira were written in 700s, 800s and 
900s. Never in 600s. This means when Islamic apologists claim that according 

to the Islamic traditions from 700s-800s, "Amr bin Al-* Aass wrote up to one- 
thousand Hadiths at time of the prophet.", all they have to do is present those 
archaeological findings of these specific hadiths. This means the physical means, 
not just in theory. This means that the Islamic traditions from the 9th and 10th 
century claim that Amr bin Al-* Aass wrote up to a thousands of hadith in the 7th 
century, which is only a text, written 100-200 years after Muhammad supposedly 
lived, but no evidence to support that he actually did since there are no evidence 
in the 7th century. 


It was only narrated in the hadiths in the 9th century that he wrote up to a 
thausands of hadiths. This comes under the rubric of later 'Redactions used as 
authority markers’, which the Islamic Traditions are replete with, in fact are even 
dependent on. In order for the later 9th and 10th century hadiths or directives 

to be taken seriously, or even to be given credibility, the compilers of the 
traditions in those centuries would attribute their Hadith to well known respected 
companions of the Prophet, often using a list of names (known as Isnad) which 
would trace the line of authority back to Muhammad himself. These became 
important after 820 AD, when Sha’'afi (the creator of the Sha'afi school of law) 
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stipulated that only those traditions which could trace their lineage back to one 
of the Sahaba (companions of the prophet) would be considered authoritative. 
Immediately following 820 AD then there was a rush to suddenly create lists 
which went right back to the Sahaba. 


For brevity, the Muslims today don't write these lists but simply attribute the last 
name on the list to give it credence. Of course you can see the problem, can't you. 
How can you create lists of people 200-300 years after the fact, when you have 
nothing to prove that any of them said even a word on the subject? You can't, 
which permitted the 9th and 10th century compilers of the Traditions free reign 
to pretty much create any rule or viewpoint they desired, and then simply slap an 
authoritative list of names at the end to give it authority and respectability. 


The earliest collection of hadiths was written by Imam Malik (711-795 AD) in the 
8th century, which is still around 150 years after Muhammad supposedly died. 
However, they have been lost, and only survived from the 9th century, since they 
were republished.

The oldest Sahih al-Bukhari documents 

The original Al-Bukhari text which was written in the 9th century has been lost, 
and the earliest ones are from the 11th century, which is 200 years later - and that 
is only one volume. The full 9 volumes, which contains 7275 hadiths, does not 
appear until the 17th century. This is important because Sahih al-Bukhari is the 
most reliable hadith. 


Muhammad in rock inscriptions 

There has been surveyed 30.000 rock inscriptions across Arabia, the Negev, the 
Transjorden and Syria so far, and to date there are no mentioning of Muhammad 
before 690s. The evolution of the rock inscriptions are categorized between four 
times frames: 


Pre-690s: Pious formulae; 690s-710s: Muhammad appears; 700s-720s: Muslim 
rites (pilgrimage, prayer, fast); 720s-730s: Muslims and Islam appears. Here one 
can clearly see an evolutionary pattern, which follows the first emergence of all 
the other evidence during this time. The first time Muhammads name appears on 
rock inscriptions was in 691 AD: 
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1. In the name of God, the Merciful, the Compassionate. 
2. The greatest calamity of the people of 

3. Islam (ahl al-Islam) is that which has fallen them on the death of Muhammad 
the Prophet;

The second oldest inscription is from 704 AD: 


“In the name of God, the Compassionate, the Merciful; there is no god but God; 
He has no partners; Muhammad is the messenger of God; the servant of God 
‘Abd al-Malik, the Commander of the Believers, ordered the building of these 
milestones under the supervision of Musawir, the mawla of the Commander of 
the Believers, in [the month of ...] in the year eighty-five [704-5 CE]

Other inscriptions 
There are no inscriptions before to 691 AD that mentions anything regarding 


Islam. The first shahada in a rock inscription is from 700 AD. 


The first rock inscription which mentions Hajj is from 701-702 AD. 


Masjid al-Haram was built in 78 AH (697-698 AD) 


An inscription dating from 78 AH (697-98 CE) was recently found on a rock in 
the region of Huma al-Numoor, north west of Ta'if, Saudi Arabia. The translation 
of the inscription is:

It is an inscription stating that Masjid al-Haram, the mosque that surrounds the 
Kaaba was built in 78 AH in Islamic calendar, which is converted to 697-698 AD. 


Masjid al-Haram is mentioned in Quran 2:144, 2:149, 2:150, 2:191, 2:196, 2:217, 
5:2, 8:34, 9:7, 9:19, 9:28, 17:1, 22:25, 48:25, and 48:27. It is mentioned 15 times 
before Muhammad died in 632 AD, and yet it was built in 697-698 AD, which is 
65-66 years after Muhammad died. 


Some people claim that the inscription says rebuilt instead of built, but the Arabic 
word BNY on the inscription clearly means built and not rebuilt. Keep in mind 
that the mosque was according to the hadiths below the first mosque ever built, 
which contradicts with the inscriptions: 


Narrated Abu Dhaar: I said, “O Allah’s Apostle! Which mosque was built first?” 
He replied, “Al-Masjid-ul-Haram.’ I asked, “Which (was built) next?” He replied, 
“Al-Masjid-ul-Aqs-a (i.e. Jerusalem),” I asked, “What was the period in between 
them? He replied, forty years. - Sahih al-Bukhari 4:55:636 + Sahih Muslim 520 a 


Al-Aqsa Mosque in Jerusalem was introduced too 
early 


“Exalted is He who took His Servant by night from al-Masjid al-Haram to al- 
Masjid al-Aqsa” - Quran 17:1 


Al-Aqsa Mosque in Jerusalem was build in 705 AD which is 73 years after 
Muhammad's death. If the Quran was talking about Dome of the Rock, then it 
was built in 691 AD, about 60 years after the death of Muhammad. In addition to 
that there weren't Muslims in Jerusalem during the lifetime of Muhammad, but 
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first in 636 AD when the first Muslim army reached Jerusalem and conquered 

it six months later in 637 AD. It was during this time, according to the Islamic 
traditions, that the second caliph, Umar (ruled 634-644 AD), built a small prayer 
house during the Rashidun Caliphate (632-661 AD) which was then later built 
into the larger Al-Aqsa Mosque. The construction of mosque didn't start until 
the late 7th century by Abd al-Malik and and finished by his son al-Walid. This is 
important because this proves that the Quran was written after 685 AD when the 
reign of Abd Al-Malik (reigned 685-705 AD) began. 


Dirhams introduced too early 


"And they sold him for a reduced price - a few dirhams - and they were, 
concerning him, of those content with little." - Quran 12:20 


The coins called dirhams were introduced by the Sufyani family after 661 AD, 
during the Umayyad Caliphate (661-750 AD). This is important to know, because 
this proves that the Quran was written after 661 AD. 


The pre-Islamic romance poetry of ‘Antara 

The poetry of ‘Antara which mentions dirham is claimed to be written in pre- 
Islamic era. However, the 'Antara was only passed down orally, until it was first 
written down in 1820 AD. Thus it could have been well incorporated into the 
account since the dirham was well kown in the 19th century. 


Arab conquerors were not referred to as Muslims 


Khosrow II (570-628 AD) was the last great Sasanian king (shah) of Iran, and was 
killed in 628 AD. Thereafter the Sassanian Empire began to decline and the arabs 
took over by 651 AD. The names for the arabs used were saracen, muhajirouns, 
maghraye, haggarene and ishmaelite - but never muslims. By the time of Abd al- 
Malik (ruled 685-705 AD), they controlled from Tripoli in Libya, and all the way 
to Afghanistan, but they were not referred to as muslims anywhere in litterature 
until Abd al-Malik introduced Islam, Allah and Muhammad in the coins in 685 
AD, in the Dome of the Rock in 691 AD, and in the protocols in 692 AD, 


The first reference for Muslims is in 690s in the Chronicle of John of Nikiu. 


"Many of the Egyptians who had been false Christians denied the holy orthodox 
faith and life-giving baptism, and embraced the religion of the Muslims, the 
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enemies of God, and accepted the detestable doctrine of the beast, this is, 
Muhammad" - Chronicle of John of Nikiu. 


The arabs and the jews had a good relationship until 
634-640 AD 


The non-muslim sources Doctrina Iacobi which was written between 634-640 
AD, and the Armenian Chronicle which was written in 660 AD by Sebeos, states 
that the arabs, and the Jews had a good relationship with each other until around

The conclusion

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Chapter 2: Contradictions in the 
Quran 


Introduction 


This chapter will reveal many different contradictions in the Quran which are 
important to know. Although there are many more which has not been included, 
the problem with those are that people will always try to find anything unrelated 
to prove them right, even if they have nothing to do it the verse in question. Many 
times the verses they extract approves something and contradicts something, 
which leads to even more verses to extract. It is therefore a common experience 
that the more you discuss about Quranic verses, the lower your productivity in 
your daily life drops. Below is the Quranic verse which justifies that there are no 
contradictions in the Quran: 


"Then do they not reflect upon the Qur'an? If it had been from [any] other than 
Allah, they would have found within it much contradiction." - Quran 4:82 


The author of the Qur'an says the Jews say, “Ezra is the 
son of Allah* 


"The Jews say, “Ezra is the son of Allah “; and the Christians say, “The Messiah 

is the son of Allah ”” That is their statement from their mouths; they imitate the 
saying of those who disbelieved [before them]. May Allah destroy them; how are 
they deluded?" - Quran 9:30 


The Quranic verse is also supported by Sahih Bukhari: 


“What did you worship? They will say: We worshipped “Uzair (Ezra), son of Allah. 
It would be said to them: You tell a lie;’ - Sahih Bukhari” 1:352 


This is not a contradiction, rather a mistake about the Jewish scripture. It says The 
Jews say, “Ezra is the son of Allah’, which is not a part of any Jewish scriptures, 
which are the Torah and the Talmuds. The only son mentioned as God's son in 
the Jewish scriptures is Israel. 


"Who has ascended into heaven and descended? Who has gathered the wind in 
His fists? Who has wrapped the waters in His garment? Who has established all 
the ends of the earth? What is His name or His son’s name? Surely you know!" - 
Proverbs 30:4 


Ezra was just a priest and said to be very skilled in law. The first claim people 
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make is that the verse doesn't say Ezra but Uzair. This statement is still wrong, 
because Ezra or not, the Jews only mentioned Israel as the son of God and nobody 
else. It is worth remembering that Israel is mentioned 93 times as Isra‘il/Israeel 

in the Quran, and never as Uzair. Furthermore there is also the Angel of Death 
named Azrael. The description that fits Uzair and Ezra is from the tafsir of Ibn 
Kathir which is the most reliable tafsir. The pronunciation between the names 
Ezra and Uzair are very close indeed. 


Many people claim that only some Jews at the time of Muhammad said this by 
referring to al-Jahiz and al-Tabari (d. 923), but this sect has died out. Ibn Hazm 
(d. 1064) also wrote that there was a group of Jews in Yemen who believed it. 
Their statement is irrelevant because God would not make a revelation about 
some few tribes who believed that Ezra was the son of God, when in fact the 
majority of Jews, together with the Torah and Talmud all confirms that Ezra 
was just a priest. Why make a revelation about some tribes who didn't had any 
big voices in the Jewish majority? Keep in mind that these sources are not very 
reliable since the ony sources are the muslims themselves, and they all mentioned 
those Jewish tribes 200-400 years after Muhammad died. ‘There are no Jewish 
sources which claimed any tribes said this. 


People claim that the verse refers to these small tribes Muhammad had an 
encounter with, and if that is the case, then clearly Allah would have known they 
didn't represent the entire Judaism and hadn't made that revelation to him. It is a 
clear indication that Muhammad had a lack of understanding of the very primary 
source, namely the old testament, the Torah. If he had read it thoroughly even 
though the local Jews said that Ezra is the son of God, he would have spotted the 
mistake very quickly. people and scholars also like to claim that Jews didn’t protest 
to this verse, therefore it is accurately. By saying this they admit that the Quran is 
not true, because it was Allah himself who gave Muhammad the revelations so 
Allah would have known that Jews generally didn't believed that and it was never 
written in the Torah or any other Jewish Canon. 


People also use the book called The Fourth Book of Ezra which was composed 
around first century CE. The problem with this is that it is not a part of Jewish 
Canon. It might be relevant to study it academically from scholars around the 
world, but religiously, it is not more interesting than a science fiction book.

[Our] praises with him, and the birds [as well].” And We made pliable for him 
iron,{(Commanding him], “Make full coats of mail and calculate [precisely] the 
links? - Quran 34:10-11 


David lived in 1000 BC, and coats of chain mail was invented in 200 BC, which is 
800 years after. 


Crucifixion introduced too early 


"The Lord of Moses and Aaron.” Said Pharaoh, “You believed in him before I gave 
you permission. Indeed, this is a conspiracy which you conspired in the city to 
expel therefrom its people. But you are going to know. I will surely cut off your 
hands and your feet on opposite sides; then I will surely crucify you all” - Quran 
7:122-124. See also 20:71 + 26:49. 


Crucifixion came into existence in 400 BC, and the Pharaoh of Moses lived in 
1447 BC, which is a difference of roughly 1000 years. 


Coins introduced too early 


“And they sold him for a reduced price — a few dirhams (for Joseph) - and they 
were, concerning him, of those content with little” - Quran 12:20 


Joseph lived in 1800 BC, and coins were first invented in 600 BC by Lydians. That 
is a difference of 1200 years. 
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Quran is talking about the wrong Mary 


"And mention, [O Muhammad], in the Book [the story of] Mary, when she 
withdrew from her family to a place toward the east..... He said, “I am only the 
messenger of your Lord to give you [news of] a pure boy." - Quran 19:16-19

"Then she brought him to her people, carrying him. They said, “O Mary, you have 
certainly done a thing unprecedented. O sister of Aaron, your father was not a 
man of evil, nor was your mother unchaste.”" - Quran 19:27-28 


The problem here is that it says O sister of Aaron. The next verse below says that 
Imran is her father. 


“And [the example of] Mary, the daughter of ‘Imran, who guarded her chastity, so 
We blew into [her garment] through Our angel, and she believed in the words of 
her Lord and His scriptures and was of the devoutly obedient.” - Quran 66:12 


So Mary did not have a brother named Aaron, and she neither had a father named 
Imran. But when you look back 1300 years earlier, Miriam had a brother named 
Aaron and a father named Amram (Arabic = Imran). In fact the only Aaron 
mentioned is the brother of Moses, there are no other Aarons. So according to the 
Quran, Mary who had a child named Jesus, had also a brother named Aaron, and 
a father named Imran - which is completely false. But if the Quran talks about 
Miriam, then the problem is that Miriam did not had a child named Jesus, so no

matter what, it really is a mistake. The image below explains the dilemma. 
Many Muslims try to explain this by saying Mary was a descendant of Amram 
and Aaron, and use this Tafsir: 


“(O sister of Harun!) referring to the brother of Musa, because she was of his 
descendants. This is similar to the saying, ‘O brother of Tamim; to one who is 
from the Tamimi tribe, and ‘O brother of Mudar; to one who is from the Mudari 
tribe. It has also been said that she was related to a righteous man among them 
whose name was Harun and she was comparable to him in her abstinence and 
worship.” - Tafsir Ibn Kathir 


But this is totally false because Amram and Aaron were from the tribe of Levi and 
Mary was from the tribe of Judah. See image to the left. The bible says the same: 


"He will be great and will be called the Son of the Most High. The Lord God will 
give him the throne of his father David." - Luke 1: 32 


"For it is clear that our Lord descended from Judah, and in regard to that tribe 
Moses said nothing about priests" - Hebrew 7:14 


Other important points: 

¢ ‘There are no historical or biblical evidence that proves that Virgin Mary 
had a brother named Aaron. If her brother is so important that the Quran 
had to mention him with Mary’s name, why don’ we hear more about him? 
Especially when he is nowhere to be found except in Islam 600 years after in a 
single verse? Furthermore this point would contradict Ibn Kathir's statement 
that it really does refer to the brother of Musa. 

e ‘There are no historical or biblical evidence that proves that Mary had a father 
named Imran. The name Imran is the arabic version of Amram. 

e Is Mary’s lineage in the Gospels accurately preserved? If it weren't why did the 
Quran not explained this? There is no reason to assume that the Quran had 
preserved Mary's lineage after 600 years better than the Gospels which are 
under 50 years old when Jesus died. 

e ‘There are no other Aarons whose father’s name is Amran/Imran in the Jewish 
text or in the Christian text, other than the family of Moses. 

e Mary is never mentioned in the Jewish texts or jewish history, except a totally 
different Mary which was a hairdresser. 

¢ A significant question would be why the Quran itself would honor Mary, the 
mother of Jesus, by comparing her to Aaron and Imran, two minor important 
and second-tier prophets in the Quran? 
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People will especially use this hadith: 


"Mughira b. Shu’ba reported: When I came to Najran, they (the Christians of 
Najran) asked me: You read “O sister of Harun” (i. e. Hadrat Maryam) in the 
Qur’an, whereas Moses was born much before Jesus. When I came back to Allah’s 
Messenger I asked him about that, whereupon he said: The (people of the old 
age) used to give names (to their persons) after the names of Apostles and pious 
persons who had gone before them." - Sahih Muslim 28:13 


This was as a matter of fact answered with Ibn Kathir, who is the father of all 
tafsir, where he explains that when saying Sister of X, it implies that she is a 
descendant of the Tribe of X. Ibn Kathir explicitly uses the word tribe and also 
explains the meaning of it. Since Mary was from the tribe of Judah and not the 
tribe of Levi, the Quran is not correct. The last card people will use is that Mary 
was the cousin of Elizabeth who was a descendant of Aaron. 


"And, behold, thy cousin Elisabeth, she hath also conceived a son in her old age: 
and this is the sixth month with her, who was called barren." - Luke 1:36 


To begin with, it is important to mention that the King James translation of the 
term syngenis as cousin is not accurate. This greek term simply means relative, 
hence Mary and Elizabeth may have been first cousins or even third cousins. 


It is worth noting that Judah was the kingly tribe and Levi was the priestly tribe. 
The husband of Elizabeths who's name was Zechariah was a Levitical priest, 

and we know for sure that Elizabeth was also a Levite since it was required for 

all priests who was Levite to marry within their tribes. We can know for sure 

that since Elizabeth was from the tribe of Levi, so was her father too since tribal 
affiliation was through the father and not mother. A small problem arises since we 
do not know that her father was a priest or not. This would mean that it cannot be 
determined if the mother of Elizabeth was 100% Levite or non-Levite, which the 
mother of Mary could have been related to. There are these possibilities: 


e Mary's mother could be the sister of either Zachariah's mother or father 
e Mary's mother could be the sister of either Elisabeth’s mother or father 


We know that the father of Mary whose name is Joachim was from the Judah tribe 
according to the Gospel of James and the Gospel of the Nativity of Mary. Tribal 
affiliation was through the male line in ancient Israel, so it wouldn't matter if 
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Mary's mother was sister to Elizabeth and was a Levite or not. 


The only thing that matters is that her father Joachim was from the Judah tribe, 
which means that Mary also was. Regarding the tribe of Jesus, these further 
evidence supports that Jesus is not from the Levitical tribe: 


1. Jesus could not have been a priest because his earthly foster father Joseph was 
clearly from the Judah tribe, and the father of Mary, Joachim, was also from 
the Judah tribe. 

2. Jesus did not come to Earth to be a priest as Levitical tribe was, but rather as a 
prophet (as prophesied). 

3. The most important is that the priesthood of Jesus was not that of the Levitical 
priesthood (Aaron), but the priesthood of Melchizedek. This is very important 
to note, because ists would say that he was a priest according to the order of 
Levi which will put him in the tribe of Aaron, but this is not the case since it is 
the priesthood of Melchizedek. 


Joseph was biologically the son of Jacob but legally the son of Heli. Jacob and 

Heli were half-brothers. When Heli died childless, Jacob married his widow and 
fathered Joseph. So either Jacob or Heli was the father of Joseph and they both are 
from the Judah tribe. Luke 3:23 below explains that Heli was the father of Joseph. 


“And Jesus himself began to be about thirty years of age, being (as was supposed) 
the son of Joseph, which was the son of Heli” - Luke 3:23 


Below it is explained that daughters must marry within the same tribe. 


"6 This is the thing which the Lord doth command concerning the daughters 

of Zelophehad, saying, Let them tmarry to whom they think best; gonly to the 
family of the tribe of their father shall they tmarry. 7 So shall not the inheritance 
of the children of Israel remove from tribe to tribe: for every one of the children 
of Israel shall thkeep himself to the inheritance of the tribe of his fathers. 8 
And ievery daughter, that possesseth an inheritance in any tribe of the children 
of Israel, shall be wife unto one of the family of the tribe of her father, that the 
children of Israel may enjoy every man the inheritance of his fathers. 9 Neither 
shall the inheritance remove from one tribe to another tribe; but every one of 
the tribes of the children of Israel shall keep himself to his own inheritance." - 
Numbers 36:6-9 


If the relative of Zachariah and Elisabeth was Joachim then that would make 
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Mary a full-blood Levite. So because we know Joseph was from the Judah tribe, 
Mary also had to be of the same tribe, because only then would she meet the 
requirement of marrying within the same tribe, according to Numbers 36:6-9 
above. This will put Joachim out of the question from being a Levite. 


Both the lineages of foster father (Joseph) and the legal grandfather (Heli) of Jesus 
meet King David. Joseph who is the legal descent of Jesus comes through King 
Solomon, David’s son (Matthew 1:6-7). Heli who was the grandfather (not blood 
related) lineage of Jesus came through Nathan, another son of David (Luke 3:31). 
David is the son of Judah and not Levi. The next verse confirms that the Quran is 
not speaking about tribes, but the wife of Imran who according to the Quran was 
pregnant to Mary and gave birth to her: 


"[Mention, O Muhammad], when the wife of ‘Imran said, "My Lord, indeed I have 
pledged to You what is in my womb, consecrated [for Your service], so accept this 
from me. Indeed, You are the Hearing, the Knowing." But when she delivered her, 
she said, "My Lord, I have delivered a female." And Allah was most knowing of 
what she delivered, "And the male is not like the female. And I have named her 
Mary, and I seek refuge for her in You and [for] her descendants from Satan, the 
expelled [from the mercy of Allah ]." - Quran 3:35-36 


The next verse confirms that she is the mother of Jesus, because she was put in the 
care of Zechariah who didn't live during the time of Moses: 


"So her Lord accepted her with good acceptance and caused her to grow in a good 
manner and put her in the care of Zechariah. Every time Zechariah entered upon 
her in the prayer chamber, he found with her provision. He said, "O Mary, from 
where is this [coming] to you?" She said, "It is from Allah . Indeed, Allah provides 
for whom He wills without account."" - Quran 3:37 


And the next verse below confirms that is talking about the same Mary, the 
mother of Jesus: 


"[And mention] when the angels said, "O Mary, indeed Allah gives you good 
tidings of a word from Him, whose name will be the Messiah, Jesus, the son of 
Mary - distinguished in this world and the Hereafter and among those brought 
near [to Allah ]." - Quran 3:45 


Below is the reference that Moses is Aaron's brother: 
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" And We made an appointment with Moses for thirty nights and perfected them 
by [the addition of] ten; so the term of his Lord was completed as forty nights. 
And Moses said to his brother Aaron, "Take my place among my people, do right 
[by them], and do not follow the way of the corrupters."" - Quran 7:142 


To summarize the whole points: 


e Joachim and Anna are the parents of Mary. Joachim is according to the Gospel 
of James, a descendant of King David. Joachim is mentioned in the Gospel of 
James and the Gospel of the Nativity of Mary 

e Jacob and Heli were half brothers, and when Heli died childless, Jacob married 
his widow and got his son Joseph. Jacob is Josephs biological father, but Heli 
is his legal father. Both Jacob and Heli were of the Judah tribe - one through 
Solomon and the other through Nathan. Regardless what Joseph is from the 
Judah tribe whether legally or biologically. 

e Jesus was a high priest according to the order of Melchizedek, and not that of 
Levi. This confuses some that he may be from Levi tribe, which is not true. 

e It doesn’t matter if Mary's mother is from the tribe of Levi or not due to being 
related to Elizabeth, since Joachim is from the tribe of Judah and that makes 
Mary and Jesus biologically from the tribe of Judah. Tribal affiliation was 
through the male line in ancient Israel. 

¢ Numbers 36:6-9 explains that daughters must marry within the same tribe. 
Joseph was for sure according to the bible from the Judah tribe, and that means 
that Mary also must have been that in order for her to marry him. 

e The wife of Imran gave birth to Mary, the mother of Jesus, according to the 
Quran, who was put in her care of Zechariah, a person who didn't live during 
the time of Moses. 


This concludes the heritage of Mary that she indeed is from the tribe of Judah 

and not Levi, and that the Quran specifically refers to the wife of Imran being the 
mother of Mary, who in turn was the mother of Jesus. In the next page, the lineage 
of Mary has been illustrated. 


The origin of the misconception 

According to an article by Guillaume Dye, there is a short but unknown text called 
Lection of Jeremiah, which is dated to be around 610 AD. It was used in liturgical 
celebrations in Jerusalem. In one place of the text it says: 


"And the prophet (Jeremiah) said: "His coming will be a sign for you, and for other 
children at the end of the world. And nobody will bring forth the hidden Ark from 
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Mary's lineage 


From the book Disproving Islam by Edgar Morina 
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the rock, except the priest Aaron, the brother of Mary. And nobody will unveil the 
tables therein, nor be able to read them, except the lawgiver Moses, the chosen 

of the Lord. And at the resurrection of the dead, the Ark will be the first to rise 
from the rock and to be placed on Mount Sinai, so that the word of the prophet 
David will be fulfilledI in which he said: ‘Arise, O Lord, to your resting place, You 
and the Ark of Your holiness, which is the Holy Virgin Mary who passes from 

this world to the presence of God, she to whom the apostles proclaimed in Zion 
the praise of Myrrh saying: "Today the Virgin is being guided from Bethlehem to 
Zion, and today from earth to heaven’, and all the saints are gathered together 
around her and wait for the Lord, putting to flight the enemy who aims to destroy 
them" - Lection of Jeremiah 


The first instance, in which it describes brother of Mary, a inversion of sister of 
Aaron, it lacks the title "Holy Virgin" for Mary, and it could refer to Miriam, the 
sister of Moses and Aaron from 1400 BC. However, in the second instance the 
title Holy Virgin is included for Mary, where she is not refered to sister of Aaron. 
Furthermore in the first instance it mentions Aaron, while in the following next 
sentence it mentions Moses, who both were the brothers of Miriam, all who were 
children of Imran from 1400 BC. Therefore the Mary here, without the title in the 
first instance, does not refer to Mary, the mother of Jesus. 


There were also some Jews who believed that the Messiah would be from the 
lineage of Aaron and not from David. This evidence can be found in the Dead Sea 
Scrolls of Qumran, probably was used by the Essenes, which is a sect that lived 
during the time of Jesus. However these would only be an idea and a belief that 
the Messiah was from the lineage of Aaron, but is not a part of the Bible. 


For further study, read The Qur'an and its Hypertextuality in Light of Redaction 
Criticism by Guillaume Dye (2015). 


Objections from the Arab Christians in Najran 

People claim that the Arab Christians, specifically from Najran, did object 
regarding the confusion with Mary with Miriam, but did not object that the wife 
of Imran gave birth to Mary, the mother of Jesus - therefore Mary's father could 
had been named Imran. However, the only critique of this is from Sahih Muslim 
hadith above, written 250 years after the Muhammad's time. Furthermore, the 
hadith specifically says "people who had gone before them" which contradicts the 
Quran, because Aaron and Mary, according to the Quran, were brothers and 
sisters and lived simultaneously with their parents, Imran and his wife. 
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This means Sahih Muslim and Ibn Kathir, in which they claim Mary was a 
descendant from Imram and tribe Levi, does not neccessary contradict "sister 
of Aaron" and "Mary, the daugther of Imran", in which it can mean being a 
descendant of Aaron and Imran, but they both contradict "The wife of Imran" 
since it places Mary in the same position as Miriam in 1400 BC. The very sources, 
which are the Sahih Muslim hadith and tafsir Ibn Kathir, which people use to 
justify that the Arab Christians from Najran did not object to Mary having a 
father named Imran, contradicts the Quran. Therefore Sahih Muslim and Ibn 
Kathir are invalid. The Quran was furthermore only translated into latin in the 
12th-13th century, and therefore most Christians did not had properly access to 
the Quran in order to object to it. 


If Mary, the mother of Jesus, did had a brother named Aaron and a father named 
Imran, according to the Quran, then makes the Sahih Muslim and Ibn Kathir not 
correct - and there are no evidence to support that Mary ever had a father named 
Imran, and neither a brother named Aaron. If Mary, according to Sahih Muslim 
and Ibn Kathir, was a descendant of Aaron, and had a father named Imran, then 
there is no evidence to support this. In fact there is no evidence to support that 
people before in the ancient used to give names for people who have gone before 
them. 


Gospel of James was written too late 

People use the exuse that that the Gospel of James, also known as The 
Protoevangelium of James, is unreliable, because it was written between 140- 
170 AD, which is 110-140 years after the life Jesus. Origen of Alexandria (184- 
253 AD) also describes it as untrustworthy. However, all hadiths and tafsirs for 
Muhammad were written 130-400 years after Muhammad lived, which is much 
later than the Gospel of James compared to Jesus' life. The earliest biography for 
Muhammad, by Ibn Hisham, is from around 800 AD or later, which is 170 years 
after Muhammad's life. Here comes the interesting part. In the Quran, the infant 
Jesus speaks from the cradle: 


"So she pointed to him. They said, "How can we speak to one who is in the cradle 
a child?" [Jesus] said, "Indeed, I am the servant of Allah . He has given me the 
Scripture and made me a prophet. And He has made me blessed wherever I am 
and has enjoined upon me prayer and zakah as long as I remain alive and [made 
me] dutiful to my mother, and He has not made me a wretched tyrant. And peace 
is on me the day I was born and the day I will die and the day I am raised alive." - 
Quran 19:33 
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This is taken directly from the Arabic Gospel of the Infancy of the Savior, which 
was influnced by Infancy Gospel of Thomas and the Gospel of James: 


"He has said that Jesus spoke, and, indeed, when He was lying in His cradle said to 
Mary His mother: I am Jesus, the Son of God, the Logos, whom thou hast brought 
forth, as the Angel Gabriel announced to thee; and my Father has sent me for the 
salvation of the world." - Arabic Gospel of the Infancy of the Savior 


The very text which people claim is a forgery and an apocryphal text to justify that 
the Quran was not wrong, was copied into the Quran. In chapter 4-5 of Gospel of 
James, it says: 


"Anna said: As the Lord my God lives, if I beget either male or female, I will bring 
it as a gift to the Lord my God; and it shall minister to Him in holy things all the 
days of its life........... And her months were fulfilled, and in the ninth month Anna 
brought forth. And she said to the midwife: What have I brought forth? And she 
said: A girl. And said Anna: My soul has been magnified this day. And she laid her 
down. And the days having been fulfilled, Anna was purified, and gave the breast 
to the child, and called her name Mary. - Gospel of James, chapter 4-5 


This same story can be seen in the Quran below, which is seen as a forgery by 
people to justify the truthfulness of the Quran: 


"[Mention, O Muhammad], when the wife of ‘Imran said, "My Lord, indeed I have 
pledged to You what is in my womb, consecrated [for Your service], so accept this 
from me. Indeed, You are the Hearing, the Knowing." But when she delivered her, 
she said, "My Lord, I have delivered a female." And Allah was most knowing of 
what she delivered, "And the male is not like the female. And I have named her 
Mary, and I seek refuge for her in You and [for] her descendants from Satan, the 
expelled [from the mercy of Allah ]."" - Quran 3:35-36 


Since the Quran directly has borrowed these stories from the Gospel of James, 
which is an apocryphal text according to them themselves, therefore the Quran 
must also be wrong. This means that if people claim that this story is true, then 
the Gospel of James is true, but then it contradicts the name of the father of 
Mary, where in the Quran it is Imran and in the Gospel of James it is Joachim, 
which in turn contradicts the linaege where in the Gospel of James goes through 
tribe Judah, and in the Quran goes through tribe Levi due to the Sister of Aaron 
claim. If the Quran really did mean that Virgin Mary had a brother named Aaron 
and a father named Imran, it would still contradict the Gospel of James, which 
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according to themselves is a forgery. 


This means the only way people can save the name of the father being Imran, 
and thereby the lineage, is by calling the Gospel of James a forgery, but since 

the Quran directly borrowed different stories from the Gospel of James, thereby 
making the Quran also a human made document. But in order to save the stories 
borrowed from the Gospel of James, they must claim that the Gospel of James 

is not a forgery, but then it would contradict the father of Mary, and thereby the 
lineage. 


This full and definitive contradiction is found for the first time mentioned in this 
book, Disproving Islam (2020) by the author. 


Jesus’ death 


"And [for] their saying, "Indeed, we have killed the Messiah, Jesus, the son of 
Mary, the messenger of Allah." And they did not kill him, nor did they crucify 
him; but [another] was made to resemble him to them. And indeed, those who 
differ over it are in doubt about it. They have no knowledge of it except the 
following of assumption. And they did not kill him, for certain. Rather, Allah 
raised him to Himself. And ever is Allah Exalted in Might and Wise’ - Quran 
4:157-158 


There are many historical evidences, from the Greeks, from the jews, from the 
Romans, who have documented that Jesus was indeed crucified, excluding the 
Bible. Even John and Mary knew it was Jesus from the crowds. The only evidence 
he wasn't crucified comes from the Quran. Many respective new testament 
scholar, regardless of theological background, agrees that the Islamic view of the 
crucifixion is wrong. 


“Jesus death as a consequence of crucifixion is indisputable.” - Atheist scholar 
Gerd Liidemann 


“The most certain fact about the historical Jesus is his execution as a political 
rebel.” - New testament scholar Marcus Borg 


“Jesus death by crucifixion is historically certain” - Jewish scholar Pinchas Lapide 


“The single most solid fact about Jesus life is his death: he was executed by the 
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Roman prefect Pilate, on or around Passover, in the manner Rome reserved 
particularly for political insurrectionists, namely, crucifixion.” Paula Fredriksen 


“One of the most certain facts of history is that Jesus was crucified on orders 
of the Roman prefect of Judea, Ponitus Pilate.” - New testament scholar Bart 
Ehrman 


“The passion of Jesus is part of history.” - Geza Vermes 
“That he was crucified is as sure as anything historical can ever be.” - J.D. Crossan 


Mark 15:37, Mathew 27:50, Luke 23:46, John 19:30, Isaiah 53:5, Mark 9:39, 
Matthew 17:22, Matthew 28:5-7 all confirms that Jesus died or or the prophecy 
that he will die. 


Muhammad not mentioned in the Torah or Bible 


“Those who follow the Messenger, the unlettered prophet, whom they find written 
in what they have of the Torah and the Gospel” - Quran 7:157 


In the Quranic verse above, it is revealed that Muhammad was mentioned in the 
Torah and Bible. The only problem is that he is nowhere to be found. There is this 
Biblical verse people use to justify this: 


“If you love Me, 4keep My commandments. And I will pray the Father, and He 
will give you another Helper, that He may abide with you forever - John 14:15-16 


The problem is that it needs to include John 14:17 too: 


"the Spirit of truth, whom the world cannot receive, because it neither sees Him 
nor knows Him; but you know Him, for He dwells with you wand will be in you." 
- John 14:17 


This means that the helper is the Spirit of truth, and he cannot be seen. It also says 
that they knew him, because he dwells with them. However what is interesting 

is that in the Book of Deuteronomy, which is the fifth book of the Torah, it is 
mentioned not to worship Islam in the form of the crescent moon nor bow down 
to a stone: 
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"And when you look up to the sky and see the sun, the moon and the stars—all 
the heavenly array—do not be enticed into bowing down to them and worshiping 
things the Lord your God has apportioned to all the nations under heaven." - 
Deuteronomy 4:19 


"and contrary to my command has worshiped other gods, bowing down to them 
or to the sun or the moon or the stars in the sky," - Deuteronomy 17:3 


It is also mentioned in the Bible: 


"Ye shall make you no idols nor graven image, neither rear you up a standing 
image, neither shall ye set up any image of stone in your land, to bow down unto 
it: for 1 am the Lord your God." - Leviticus 26:1 


However, from the standpoint of the Bible, Muhammad is mentioned in Matthew 
24:24 as a false prohpet: 


"For false messiahs and false prophets will appear and perform great signs and 
wonders to deceive, if possible, even the elect." - Matthew 24:24 


The Bible and Torah are corrupt 


“So woe to those who write the “scripture” with their own hands, then say, “This is 
from Allah,’ in order to exchange it for a small price. Woe to them for what their 
hands have written and woe to them for what they earn” - Quran 2:79, and also 
2559, 2:77; 2140; 3:78; 3:79; 33187, 4:46, 5:13, 5:15, 5-41 


It is claimed by muslims that the Bible and Torah are corrupt, and above are most 
of the Quranic verses mentioned which they believe state this claim. But the 
contradictions lies in the following verses: 


“And let the People of the Gospel judge by what Allah has revealed therein. And 
whoever does not judge by what Allah has revealed - then it is those who are the 
defiantly disobedient.” - Quran 5:47 


“Say, “O People of the Scripture, you are [standing] on nothing until you uphold 
[the law of] the Torah, the Gospel, and what has been revealed to you from 
your Lord.” And that which has been revealed to you from your Lord will surely 
increase many of them in transgression and disbelief. So do not grieve over the 
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disbelieving people.’ - Quran 5:68 


“So if you are in doubt, [O Muhammad], about that which We have revealed to 
you, then ask those who have been reading the Scripture before you. The truth has 
certainly come to you from your Lord, so never be among the doubters.” - Quran 
10:94 


"He has revealed to you the Book with truth, verifying that which is before it, and 
He revealed the Tavrat and the Injeel aforetime, a guidance for the people, and He 
sent the Furgan." - Quran 3:3 


“And before this Quran the Book of Moses was revealed as a guide and mercy. 
And this Book is a confirmation, in the Arabic tongue, to warn those who do 
wrong, and as good news to those who do good.” - Quran 46:12 


"And they say, "Why does he not bring us a sign from his Lord?" Has there not 
come to them evidence of what was in the former scriptures?" - 20:133 


The verses mentioned above all clearly states that the Bible and Torah are not 
corrupt. The more important thing is that the Quran was not revealed because 
previous scriptures were corrupt, it was because the Arabs did not have any 
excuse on the day of judgement since they couldn't read other languages than 
Arabic. The following verse confirms it: 


"And this [Qur’an] is a Book We have revealed [which is] blessed, so follow it and 
fear Allah that you may receive mercy. [We revealed it] lest you say, “The Scripture 
was only sent down to two groups before us, but we were of their study unaware,’ 
Or lest you say, “If only the Scripture had been revealed to us, we would have been 
better guided than they.’ So there has [now] come to you a clear evidence from 
your Lord and a guidance and mercy. Then who is more unjust than one who 
denies the verses of Allah and turns away from them? We will recompense those 
who turn away from Our verses with the worst of punishment for their having 
turned away.” - Quran 6:155-157 


It is clear from the verses above that Allah did not reveal the Quran because the 

previous scriptures were corrupted, but rather because the Arabs did not have any 

excuses in the day of judgement. All these verses mentioned proves that none of 

the two previous scriptures are corrupt. So these two possibilities exists: 

e Ifthe Torah and the Bible are the words of God, then Islam is false, because 
they contradict Islam. 
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e Ifthe Torah and Bible are not the words of God, then Islam is also false, 
because Allah affirms the authenticity and preservation of the Torah and the 
Bible which are is not true. 


If the Torah and Bible really were corrupt then it contradict the verses Quran 
6:155-157. What makes this verse very strange is that there have been a bible 
translated into Arabic in about 6th-8th century, so obviously there was no need 
for a Quran if Allah wanted a revelation for a people who could only speak and 
read in Arabic. If a bible was translated into Arabic in 8th century, 100 years after 
Muhammad's death, then Allah would have known this detail and not use time 
and energy for a new prophet. 


Muhammad was not born sinless 
"And He found you lost and guided [you]" - Quran 93:7 


"Gabriel then said: (Did He not find thee) O Muhammad (wandering) among 
people in error (and direct (thee)) and guided you by means of prophethood? The 
Prophet (pbuh) said: "Yes, O Gabriel!" - Ibn Abbas tafsir 


"So know, [O Muhammad], that there is no deity except Allah and ask forgiveness 
for your sin and for the believing men and believing women. And Allah knows of 
your movement and your resting place." - Quran 47:19 


According to the Quran, Muhammad was born with errors, and It is clear from 
these verses and tafsir that Muhammad made mistakes, and there are additional 
Quranic verses to support it. However, comparing it with Jesus in the Bible: 


"God made him who had no sin to be sin for us, so that in him we might become 
the righteousness of God." - 2 Corinthians 5:21 


“He committed no sin, and no deceit was found in his mouth.” - 1 Peter 2:22 
"For we do not have a high priest who is unable to empathize with our 
weaknesses, but we have one who has been tempted in every way, just as we are— 


yet he did not sin." - Hebrews 4:15 


If the prophet of Islam came to guide mankind, how come that he needed to be 
guided himself? Many people also claim he was perfect, but these verses, and the 
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explaining tafsir clearly shows that he was not. Now what is interesting is that not 
only is Jesus mentioned as being sinless in the Bible, but also in the Quran: 


"He said, "I am only the messenger of your Lord to give you [news of] a pure 
boy."" - Quran 19:19 


"He said: I am only a messenger of thy Lord, that I may bestow on thee a faultless 
son." - Ibn Abbas tafsir 


The question is, why this prophet, Jesus of Christianity was sinless, and the model 
of Islam, Muhammad is supposedly the model of humanity and is considered to 
be perfect? 


People of Mecca were not warned before Muhammad 


“By the wise Quran. Indeed you, [O Muhammad], are from among the 
messengers, On a straight path. [This is] a revelation of the Exalted in Might, the 
Merciful, That you may warn a people whose forefathers were not warned, so they 
are unaware.’ - 36:2-6 


“And when our verses are recited to them as clear evidences, they say, “This 

is not but a man who wishes to avert you from that which your fathers were 
worshipping,’ And they say, “This is not except a lie invented.” And those who 
disbelieve say of the truth when it has come to them, “This is not but obvious 
magic.” And We had not given them any scriptures which they could study, and 
We had not sent to them before you, [O Muhammad], any warner’ - Quran 
34:43-44 


“Or do they say, “He invented it”? Rather, it is the truth from your Lord, [O 
Muhammad], that you may warn a people to whom no warner has come before 
you [so] perhaps they will be guided” - Quran 32:3 


Indeed, We have sent you with the truth as a bringer of good tidings and a warner. 
And there was no nation but that there had passed within it a warner. - Quran 
35:24 


“And thus We have revealed to you an Arabic Qur'an that you may warn the 
Mother of Cities [Makkah] and those around it and warn of the Day of Assembly, 
about which there is no doubt. A party will be in Paradise and a party in the 
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Blaze” - 42:7 


All these verses above states that the arabs were not warned until Muhammad. 
The question is why did Abraham and Ismai’il then built the Kaaba in the Quranic 
verse 2:125? 


"Remember We made the House a place of assembly for men and a place of safety; 
and take ye the station of Abraham as a place of prayer; and We covenanted with 
Abraham and Ismail, that they should sanctify My House for those who compass 
it round, or use it as a retreat, or bow, or prostrate themselves (therein in prayer)." 
Quran 2:125 


Since there were Jews and Christians in Arabian peninsula, the arabs had the 
opportunity to just listen to them and be warned from the Torah and the Bible. 
The obvious reason to this is that ists claim that the previous scriptures are 
corrupt, but according to the Quran, Allah repeatedly mentions in Surah 3:3-4, 
5:47, 5:68, 7:157, 10:94, 18:27 and 46:12 that they are not. 


The Quran is a confirmation in Arabic language 


“And before this Quran the Book of Moses was revealed as a guide and mercy. 
And this Book is a confirmation, in the Arabic tongue, to warn those who do 
wrong, and as good news to those who do good.” - Quran 46:12 


This means that the Quran confirms the previous scriptures, and the purpose of it 
is to give it in Arabic language, so Arabs have no excuse in the day of judgement. 
The next verse makes it even more clear: 


“And this [Qur'an] is a Book We have revealed [which is] blessed, so follow it and 
fear Allah that you may receive mercy. [We revealed it] lest you say, “The Scripture 
was only sent down to two groups before us, but we were of their study unaware,’ 
Or lest you say, “If only the Scripture had been revealed to us, we would have been 
better guided than they.’ So there has [now] come to you a clear evidence from 
your Lord and a guidance and mercy. Then who is more unjust than one who 
denies the verses of Allah and turns away from them? We will recompense those 
who turn away from Our verses with the worst of punishment for their having 
turned away.” - Quran 6:155-157 


So according to the verses above, the Quran was not revealed because the 
previous scriptures were corrupted, but because then the Arabs had no excuses in 
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the day of judgement because they couldn't read in other languages. 


Quran says that Mary was a goddess 


"The Messiah, son of Mary, was not but a messenger; [other] messengers have 
passed on before him. And his mother was a supporter of truth. They both used 
to eat food. Look how We make clear to them the signs; then look how they are 
deluded." - Quran 5:75 


"And [beware the Day] when Allah will say, "O Jesus, Son of Mary, did you say 
to the people, "Take me and my mother as deities besides Allah ?" He will say, 
"Exalted are You! It was not for me to say that to which I have no right. If I had 
said it, You would have known it. You know what is within myself, and I do not 
know what is within Yourself. Indeed, it is You who is Knower of the unseen." - 
Quran 5:116 


“So they were two slaves of Allah, like all other people, and they were not gods as 
the ignorant Christians claim.” —- Tafseer Ibn Katheer (3/159). 


“This is concerning their (Christians) making the Messiah and his mother into 2 
gods with Allah” - Tafsir Al-Suddi al-Kabir 


According to the Quranic verses and tafsirs, mother Mary is a goddess. ‘This is 
not true. Christians never believed that was God or any part of the Trinity which 
comprises of The Father, The Son, and The Holy Spirit. 


"Therefore go and make disciples of all nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father and of the Son and of the Holy Spirit," - Matthew 28:19 


"May the grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the love of God, and the fellowship 
of the Holy Spirit be with you all." - 2 Corinthians 13:14 


People use the excuse to say that the Christians had changed this, but there are 
not a single supportive evidence. There are even Bibles who are older than the 
time of Muhammad, and none of them claims that mother Mary was a goddes. 
Other apologists like to say that only some Christians said it during the time of 
Muhammad. First of all, they have no proof to support their claims. In the end, 
why would Allah mentioned that only some Christians said this when he knew 
that it is not the truth? Second of all, this claim is false, because the Quranic verse 
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5:116 above clearly says that Allah asked Jesus whether he had told the people to 
worship himself and Mary as gods besides Allah. So the verse occours during the 
time of Jesus, and not during the time of Muhammad. 


Nobody before John the Baptist was given the name 
John 


"(It was said unto him): O Zachariah! Lo! We bring thee tidings of a son whose 
name is John; we have given the same name to none before (him)." - Quran 19:7 


John the Baptist was born around the first decade BC and died around 28-36 CE. 
There were at least two people from the old testament who were given the name 
John. The first example in the old testament is the ruler named John Hyrcanus 
who died in 104 BC, around a hundred years before John the Baptist. Since John 
originates from the hebrew name Yohanan, the other example is the high priest 
named Johanan who lived during the 3rd century BC. 


Double negative in the language 


"Say, “Come, I will recite what your Lord has prohibited to you. Join not anything 
as equal with Him; be good to your parents; kill not your children on a plea of 
want;- We provide sustenance for you and for them;- come not nigh to shameful 
deeds. Whether open or secret; take not life, which Allah hath made sacred, 
except by way of justice and law" - Quran 6:151 


This is called double negatives, which will be explained separately with the three 
examples. 


Join not anything as equal with him 

In the first part, the author says he will recite what he has prohibited to you, and in 
the next sentence, he prohibited to not join anything other Gods If this should had 
been linquistically correct, the word "not" should not be included. This means he 
actually is allowing to join other Gods. 


The correct way would had been he will recite what he has prohibited to you, and 
then join anything equal with him. Here joining equal with him is prohibited. 


Be good to your parents 
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In the second part, the author says he will recite what he has prohibited to you, 
and in the next sentence, he prohibted to be good to your parents. This means that 
Allah has prohibited to be good to your parents. The word "not" should had been 
added. 


The correct way would had been he will recite what he has prohibited to you, 
and then be not good to your parents. Here not being good to your parents is 
prohibited. 


Kill not your children 

In the third part, author says he will recite what he has prohibited to you, and in 
the next sentence, he prohibted to not kill your children. If this should had been 
linquistically correct, the word "not" should had been deleted. 


The correct way would had been he will recite what he has prohibited to you, and 
then kill your children on a plea of want. Here killing your children is prohibited. 


Sahih International and other translations have currupted the translations, by 
adding the [He commands] and changing the order of the words: 


"Say, "Come, I will recite what your Lord has prohibited to you. [He commands] 
that you not associate anything with Him, and to parents, good treatment, and do 
not kill your children out of poverty; We will provide for you and them. And do 
not approach immoralities - what is apparent of them and what is concealed. And 
do not kill the soul which Allah has forbidden [to be killed] except by [legal] right. 
This has He instructed you that you may use reason."" - Quran 6:151 


Sahih International has clearly currupted the translation. 


Prohibition and sacred 

Many people translate the Arabic word for prohibition in this verse into sacred. 
Prohibition and sacred in Arabic are not written entirely the same, since sacred 
does not contain the diacritical mark called tashkil, compared to the word 
prohibion in Arabic which does. Therefore any translation which uses the word 
sacred instead of prohibition is false. 


Allah has revealed the Quran in Arabic 


“And before this Quran the Book of Moses was revealed as a guide and mercy. And 
this Book is a confirmation, in the Arabic tongue, to warn those who do wrong, 
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and as good news to those who do good.” - Quran 46:12 


"And We certainly know that they say, "It is only a human being who teaches the 
Prophet." The tongue of the one they refer to is foreign, and this Qur'an is [in] a 
clear Arabic language." - Quran 16:103 


"Indeed, We have sent it down as an Arabic Qur'an that you might understand." - 
Quran 12:2 


This is not true. There are many non-Arabic words in the Quran, in fact according 
to the book Al Muhadhdhab by Al-Suyuti (1445-1505 AD) there are 275 non- 
Arabic words in almost 15 different languages, including Egyptian, Hebrew, Syriac, 
Christian Aramaic, and Ethiopian, Persian, Greek, Coptic, Romanian and others. 


Hebrew words in the Quran 
The word al-Zakat is a hebrew word which means the tax from money. 


The word Jouhan'm is a hebrew word which means the hell. 

Indeed, those who disbelieve spend their wealth to avert [people] from the way 
of Allah . So they will spend it; then it will be for them a [source of] regret; then 
they will be overcome. And those who have disbelieved - unto Hell they will be 
gathered. - Quran 8:36 


The word Senin is a hebrew word which means beautiful. 

The word As-Sam‘d is a hebrew word which means inclusive of all characters.

Some people say that Allah says that the Quran was revealed in Arabic, but it 
doesn't say pure Arabic. Actually it does, the Quranic verses above specifically 
says clear Arabic and Arabic tongue. A tongue is used to pronounce each word 
differently. 


Quran copies a man made message 


"And among them are unlettered ones who do not know the Scripture except 

in wishful thinking, but they are only assuming. So woe to those who write 

the "scripture" with their own hands, then say, "This is from Allah," in order to 
exchange it for a small price. Woe to them for what their hands have written and 
woe to them for what they earn." - Quran 2:78-79 
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In the above verses it is stated that to be aware of those who write with their own 
hands, which is not a part of the Old Testament and New Testament. The Jews 
wrote mishnats and talmuds, which are not a part of the Torah, but are made by 
clerics. The Quranic verse below is found to be copied from a jewish talmud. 


"Because of that, We decreed upon the Children of Israel that whoever kills a 
soul unless for a soul or for corruption [done] in the land - it is as if he had slain 
mankind entirely. And whoever saves one - it is as if he had saved mankind 
entirely." - Quran 5:32 


A cleric wrote talmuds regarding Cain and Abel in the 2nd century. When a scribe 
transcribed the talmuds in the 5th century, he wrote as a side note this phrase: 


“if any man has caused a single life to perish from Israel, he is deemed by 
Scripture as if he had caused a whole world to perish; and anyone who saves 
a single soul from Israel, he is deemed by Scripture as if he had saved a whole 
world” - Mishnah Sanhedrin 4:5 - Sefaria 


“Whoever destroys a soul [of Israel], it is considered as if he destroyed an entire 
world. And whoever saves a life of Israel, it is considered as if he saved an entire 
world” - Mishnah Sanhedrin 4:5 - Sefaria 


There are different wordings of it, two of them are mentioned. However, the 
talmud from the 5th century which included the side note was transcribed again 
in the late 5th century, where this side note was incorpurated into the main 
talmud. Not only did the Quran copied a talmud, which is man made by clerics 
and contradicts the Quranic verse above, but it copied a side note which was not 
originally a part of talmud from the 2nd century. 


Allah prevent earthquakes 


“He has created the heavens without any pillars that you can see, and He has 
placed in the earth firm mountains that it may not quake with you.” - Quran 
B10 


Indeed just the idea that he needs to do anything to prevent anything is contrary 
to ashariyya theology since supposedly Allah causes everything to happen. 
Therefore all he should have to do is just not cause something to happen. He 
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shouldn't have to do anything to prevent anything because that would mean 
things have external causes and that Allah doesn't actually cause everything to 
happen. 


Allah allows to marry up to four wives 


"And if you fear that you will not deal justly with the orphan girls, then marry 
those that please you of [other] women, two or three or four. But if you fear that 
you will not be just, then [marry only] one or those your right hand possesses. 
That is more suitable that you may not incline [to injustice]." - Quran 

In the above verse it is stated that Allah allows to marry up to four wives. The 
problem with this verse is, as explained in the next chapter, is that there is 

about 51% males and 49% females in the world. Thus, the ratio is about 1:1, and 
therefore men must only marry one female in order for the entire population of 
men to have a female available for them. 


Allah has made everything in pairs 


"Exalted is He who created all pairs - from what the earth grows and from 
themselves and from that which they do not know." - Quran 36:36 


According to this verse, Allah has created everything in pairs. However, for 
theists, there must be atheists. Therefore this verse contradicts the purpose of the 
Quran. 


Adam and Eve had sex with each other 


“Prohibited to you [for marriage] are your mothers, your daughters, your sisters, 
your father’s sisters, your mother’s sisters, your brother's daughters, your sister’s 
daughters, your [milk] mothers who nursed you, your sisters through nursing, 
your wives’ mothers, and your step-daughters under your guardianship [born] of 
your wives unto whom you have gone in. But if you have not gone in unto them, 
there is no sin upon you. And [also prohibited are] the wives of your sons who are 
from your [own] loins, and that you take [in marriage] two sisters simultaneously, 
except for what has already occurred. Indeed, Allah is ever Forgiving and 
Merciful.” - Quran 4:23 
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According to the Quran, Adam and Eve were the first people on Earth. They don't 
necessary have to be siblings, however, to reproduce themselves, they had to have 
sex and get children. However, the children are then siblings, and to reproduce 
themselves and get children, they had to have sex. This would contradict the 
Quranic verse above which prohibits to marry your brothers and sisters. 


It is important to note that people say that this law was given later, however, 
according to the Quran, it always has existed: 


"{Inscribed] in a Preserved Slate." - Quran 85:22

When was Kaaba built 


Abraham and Isma’il built the Kaaba 

Remember We made the House a place of assembly for men and a place of safety; 
and take ye the station of Abraham as a place of prayer; and We covenanted with 
Abraham and Ismail, that they should sanctify My House for those who compass 
it round, or use it as a retreat, or bow, or prostrate themselves (therein in prayer). 
Quran 2:125 


Al-Masjid-ul-Haram (Kaaba) was built 40 years before Al-Aqsa 

Narrated Abu Dhaar: I said, “O Allah’s Apostle! Which mosque was built first?” 
He replied, “Al-Masjid-ul-Haram.” I asked, “Which (was built) next?” He replied, 
“Al-Masjid-ul-Aqs-a (i.e. Jerusalem). I asked, “What was the period in between 
them? He replied, forty years. 


The temple at Jerusalem was built by Solomon around 958-951 BC, so the Kaaba 
must have been built 40 years before which makes it between 998-991 BC. But the 
Quran says Abraham built it, and he lived about 2000 BC. In the Bukhari hadith 
below it is stated that Muhammad wanted to destroy the Kaaba: 


"Narrated Aswad: Ibn Az-Zubair said to me, “Aisha used to tell you secretly a 
number of things. What did she tell you about the Ka’ba?” I replied, “She told me 
that once the Prophet said, ‘O ‘Aisha! Had not your people been still close to the 
pre-Islamic period of ignorance (infidelity)! I would have dismantled the Ka’ba 
and would have made two doors in it; one for entrance and the other for exit.” 
Later on Ibn Az-Zubair did the same." - Sahih al-Bukhari 126 


If the Kaaba was built from the order of Allah, why would Muhammad want 
it to destroy it? The truth is that the Kaaba has nothing to do with Abraham 
or Ishmael, but was a wholly pagan heritage. Egyptian Professor and foremost 
authority on Arabic literature, Dr. Taha Husayn stated the following: 


"The case for this episode is very obvious because it is of recent date and came 


into vogue just before the rise of Islam. Islam exploited it for religious reasons." - 
Mizan al-Islam by Anwar al-Jundi, p. 170

The arabian dictionary says that al-yawn is the time from sunrise to 
sunset. In astronomy al-yawn is defined when earth revovles around its axis one 
time, which is twenty four hours. Even in the Quran yawn is referred to as one 
day. Therefore al-yawm (day) cannot mean just an indefinite period of time, it 
means specifically a day. Day of Judgment is yawm al-din, in which Islam itself 
insist it means day. If Allah wanted to say period in his clear book he would have 
said fatra, moda or hikba. 


How long did it take Allah to create heaven and earth? 


6 days 

"Verily your Lord is Allah, who created the heavens and the earth in six days, 
and is firmly established on the throne (of authority), regulating and governing 
all things. No intercessor (can plead with Him) except after His leave (hath been 
obtained).

Chapter 3: Scientific Flaws in the 
Quran 


Introduction 


Before looking into the scientific claims about the science, it is important to 

come with an important general point: The Quran is not a book of science - and 
neither the hadiths. They are completely imaginary; this is not how science works. 
Science is mostly about the focus on the “how” and the “why” and the Quran tells 
you basically different things without explaining it deep enough to call it science 
or specific for that matter. In fact, these scientific miracles, as people like to call 
them have been known since ancient times and even in more detailed than before 
Muhammad's time, but this is exclusively been explained in chapter four. Whether 
you interpret these scientific miracles be correct or wrong, it really doesn't matter, 
they are mostly things which everyone could have observed at that time and 

are mostly superficial. Even if they were true, it’s only micro-size of what is really 
known today in science, engineering and technology. In this chapter you will get 

a list with some satisfying explanations of how many of these so-called “scientific 
miracles” are pure wrong, not useful and absolutely not comprehensive to call it a 
science. 


You have to fast between sunrise and sunset 


“And eat and drink until the white thread of dawn becomes distinct to you from 
the black thread [of night]. Then complete the fast until the sunset” - Quran 2:187 


Then what exactly should the people in the North Pole and South Pole do? The 
Earth is round and it’s rotational axis is not perfectly vertical according to the sun, 
but has the tilt of 23,5 degrees. This results in an area in the Arctic and Antarctic 
poles, called the arctic circle and antarctic circle respectively, having a 6 months 
straight daylight and 6 months straight night-time. So do the Muslims have to fast 
6 months straight? Or what should the astronauts do in space, flying through the 
emptiness of space where sunlight is not blocked by any planet? 


This clearly shows that the authors of the Quran had absolutely no idea of arctic 
circle or the physics of space which planets are resting to. International Space 
Station has a speed of 27000 km/h around the Earth, which means that there 

is a sunrise and sunset every 92 minutes, and therefore one must pray every 18 
minutes. Furthermore, what if the ISS is on the other side of the earth of where 
Mecca is? None of these dilemmas has been mentioned in the Quran or Hadith 
and nothing was taking into consideration. This is one of these science mistakes 
that proves that the authors of the Quran were human. ‘There is a reason why 
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there has been created “A Guideline of Performing Ibadah (worship) at the 
International Space Station (ISS)”, which is a human-made invention to help 
astronauts pray to Mecca, which even though this would be a human solution to 
praying, there is still no solution to the Arctic and Antarctic dilemma. ‘This clearly 
shows that the Quran is not perfect for not mentioning this detail, in South Pole, 
North Pole or in interplanetary travels. 


You must face Mecca when praying 


Within the next decade, probably before 2030, major space agencies have plans 

to send humans to Mars, and colonize it permanently. In the Islamic world this 
arises some issues regarding the praying towards the Kaaba in Mecca. How do you 
expect people facing Mecca from there Mars? There are three things to consider for 
muslims living on Mars: 


1. Facing the small earth is very hard, because you have to have the right angle 
horizontally and vertically, which means you have to elevate your carpet into the 
right angle. 

2. Obviously, the rotation of Mars makes it even harder, so Mecca's direction 
moves fast. 

3. What happens when Earth is on the other side of Mars during prayer time, how 
do you face Mecca from there? 


Point 3 is obviously the most problematic, this is one people have no answer you to 
you. This problem will make the Saudis scratch their heads, because there are just 
no solutions to it and will always remain so. Unless of course you dig a hole on Mars 
and try to point yourself down. This is an issue that won't take much long time for 
devoted muslims to realize. 


Another dilemma is astronauts travelling to a tidal planet, which is a planet that 
always faces one side to the sun, and the other side to space and being dark, thus 
the sun never moves in the sky. 


Praying in another solar system 


This is a small issue but rather an important one. What if devoted muslims travels 
interstellar and inhabit another planet in another solar system - which sun should 
they follow to fast and pray? The sun in the same solar system where the Kaaba is, 
or the sun which they currently have landed on? 
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What if the sun around the new planet takes 3 earthly days from the time it has 

set up till it has set down? Not a lot of people can survive 72 hours without water 
continuously for a month. It would also be weird to face Mecca on Earth for 
praying, which is in another solar system, and yet at the same not following the sun 
which the Quran specifically mentions in our current solar system. The question 

is, if the Quran is perfect, how come there are no instructions on how to pray in 
space? 


Evolution 


“O mankind, fear your Lord, who created you from one soul and created from it 
its mate and dispersed from both of them many men and women. And fear Allah 
, through whom you ask one another, and the wombs. Indeed Allah is ever, over 
you, an Observer.’ - Quran 4:1 


“He created him from dust, then said to him, ‘Be; and he was.” - Quran 3:59 


“Indeed, I am going to create a human being from clay." - Quran 38:71 


It is stated many times in the Quran and Hadith that evolution is not compatible 
with Islam. For example, he created Adam and Eve which is stated above. The 
family tree of the prophets in the Quran is a strong indication that Earth is only 
a couple of thousands of years old. This is a rather strong indication that Islam 

is not the true religion because using Uranium-Lead dating and calculating the 
age of the universe due to it’s expansion speed, science has found out that Earth 
is in the billion-scale of age. Because many people think that “we look like apes, 
therefore come from them” is the evolutionary theory today, below it is explained 
in a very small paragraph of what real evolution is today compared to the age of 
Darwin. 


The theory of evolution is definitely not the same as before in the time of Darwin 
and before that. The modern evolutionary theory works through many different 
angles: First of all, scientist discover the bones of humans or fossils of ancient 
animals which Medieval Islam or civilizations before didn’t do. Scientists then use 
uranium-lead dating to find out how old these bones are. The DNA is collected, 
analysed and saved into a computer database. They put them in a timeline 
according to age determined by dating and by doing this they see that humans 
who lived 40.000 years ago looks like us, and humans who lived 120.000 ago 
looked like the ones for 40.000 year ago, but no longer like us, and finally humans 
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who lived for 2.000.000 looked like the ones from 120.000, and no longer like 
those from 40.000 years ago or us. For each of these generations, the previous 
starts to die off, and the next has emerged for the first time ever (uranium-lead 
dating helps to determine that). And the DNA confirms exactly their similarity 
and difference for each generation of species in both genes and proteins. The 
physical appearance (skull, jaw, nose etc) confirms all the above. So, there are 
these to consider: 


1. Finding the bones. The recent species are buried higher on the ground (ex. 
those who are 100.000 years old) while older species which are millions of 
years old are buried deeper into the ground. 

2. Dating the bones how old they are (uranium-lead dating) and put them in a 
timeline 

3. DNA and proteins confirm similarities through the different evolutionary 
species that they are indeed on the same family 

4, Analysing the physical appearance in accordance to age confirms their change 
of anatomy, like jaw, skull, nose and so on and so forth. 

5. One human species starts to die off, while another emerges (with the help of 
uranium-lead dating this is possible to determine). 

6. Geneticist today see mutations on their daily basis on humans and animals 
all over the world by analysing their DNA and proteins. By looking at their 
DNA they can see what has caused an abnormality or a new feature from 
the parents. Doctors use this to determine if a child has developed a genetic 
disease. 

7. And finally, the ecology of the world is a clear indication that evolution is 
happening right in front of our eyes, especially when we are talking about 
survival of the fittest. Evolution has always been an observed fact. We can 
observe that there are no more mammoths or dinosaurs alive anymore, we 
observe breeding different species of dogs and wolves, we observe micro- 
evolution, and we observe the macro-evolution too, where some species 
migrate and spreads to other continents and changes the ecology. This is the 
theory of evolution by Darwin, but indeed it gets verified every single time in 
every possible way. 


All these factors contributed so the theory of evolution became... fact. The best 
way to understand how evolution works is to be a synthetic organic chemist - 
especially in the pre-biotic phase, and not a biologist as people think, although 
they are as much as important to the macro-evolution. In the Quran and hadith 
there are many verses that says creationism was the cause and not evolution. 
People who defend Islam usually come with verses like 
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“He designed you then made your design better.“ - Quran 64:3 
The problem with this one is because it is not true. The actual verse says: 
“and formed you and perfected your forms;“ - Quran 64:3 


This verse actually did strengthen that Quran is against evolution rather than 
proving people that they are right. Perfected means that humans won't evolve 
anymore which is untrue. Human DNA is changing every day and mutations 

are happening every generation from parents to children, which biologists are 
observing on their daily basis. Some humans receive negative mutations while 
other positive mutations. Even in the last 20 small years the general public have 
come across thousands of articles where children got a new and rare mutation 
compared to their parents, imagine what 5000 years can do or even 30.000 years. 
There are dozens of other verses people try to use to convince you but each time 
they use one, they are either against the creationism of the Quran or not fulfilling 
the criteria for evolution, like the above one. Islam is clearly against evolution 
which the theory in the recent decades has become more like a fact, compared to 
Darwin's method which was only a theory at that time based only on observations 
and fossils. If people come with verses to justify evolution, then what they are 
really doing is manufacturing contradictions to the above verses. 


Just remember, your DNA is unique. It has never existed and will never exist 
again. This is a clear indication that evolution is happening right in front of our 
eyes, maybe slowly, but it is happening. 


Million years or billion years is never mentioned 


The longest period mentioned in the Quran and hadiths is 50.000 years, never 
millions or billions of years. This is a clear indication that the Quran is not 
compatible with the age of the universe and evolution. 


Moon calendar on another planet 


What if we move to a new solar system into a habitable exoplanet, and there are 
two moons instead of just one? Or maybe zero moons? So what kind of calendar 
would you choose then? People claim it would be the largest moon, which actually 
is a human choice rather than it is written in the Quran. But that still doesn't 
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answer the dilemma with zero moons. Of course the Quran doesn’t mention this 
dilemma. The Quran repeatedly tells that this moon is our moon and is the only 
moon ever created and the only one ever referred to. While there are probably 
trillions of other moons, the Quran never mentions other moons than this one 
hanging around the Earth. Everything regarding this dilemma points to that Earth 
is the center of the universe, and the center of attention. 


Allah has created a man and a woman 


The definition of a male is having XY-chromosomes and female having XX- 
chromosomes. But this is not the case, in fact there are people born with XXY- 
chromosome and XYY-chromosome, who are part of men and part of women. 
That means they both have a penis and a vagina and other characteristics such 

as having a penis but having breasts. ‘There is also the third possibility with only 
one functional X-chromosome (Turners Syndrome). Genetically this means there 
are really 5 different genders! It is funny how the Quran never mentions this 
dilemma. 


Allah made the moon a light 

“He made the sun a shining light and the moon a light” - Quran 10:5 

The moon is not a light, it just reflects sunlight in the same direction where 
the sun is. This verse is clearly wrong. Sahih International has corrupted the 
international translation by adding the word “derived’, so it becomes Nur = 


derived light. 


“Tt is He who made the sun a shining light and the moon a derived light” - Quran 
10:5, Sahih International 


This is clearly a corruption of the translation to make it more trustworthy. When 
you look into the following verse 


“Allah is the light (Nur) of the heavens and the Earth.” - Quran 24:35 
So does that mean that Allah is a derived light? No, Nur only means light. 


The verse makes sense when looking at it from above; the sun is very bright and 
shiny, and therefore it calls it “shining light’, while the moon only is an object with 





156 


a weak light, therefore it is only a light. 


Required to drain all the blood from the animal 


“He has only forbidden you what dies of itself, and blood, and flesh of swine, and 
that over which any other (name) than (that of)” - Quran 2:173 


“Forbidden to you (for food) are: dead meat, blood, the flesh of swine” - Quran 
5:3 


Every cardiovascular doctor or scientist knows that it is impossible to drain all 
the blood from every arteries, venes, venous, arterioles, and capillaries, regardless 
how much you pressure it out. It is impossible. There will be traces of blood, 
regardless of how much you drain it out. The blood plasma contains all sorts of 
molecules, proteins and cells, and they will stick to the capillaries even though the 
water becomes evaporated after roasting it. 


Allah has created two mates 


“And of all things We created two mates” — Quran 51:49 


This is incorrect. There are countless animals, fish, fungi or plants that are 
asexual in nature and doesn't need a mate survive and reproduce. Examples are 
hammerhead sharks, whitetail lizard, komodo dragon, marble crayfish, amazon 
molly etc. 


Many people's answer is usually a famous one where they state that this verse 
does not refer to just “living things” but to everything. Their view is that it’s 
understandable why people use the male and female interpretation, and shift 

the focus on other things while still not having answered the male and female 
example of an asexual animal. By doing this they go away and talk about other 
things like protons and electrons, while still not having answered the question of 
what is the pair of an asexual animal, plant or fungi are. This they can’t answer 
you. If you ask them what the mate of the human male is, they’ll tell you it is the 
female. If you ask them what the mate of a hammerhead shark is, they fail to say a 
female or a male hammerhead shark, rather they talk about that “it does not just 
refer to living just”. They just don’t know what the mate of an asexual plant, fungi 
or animal is. 
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Allah decides gender 


“To Allah belongs the dominion of the heavens and the earth; He creates what 
he wills. He gives to whom He wills female [children], and He gives to whom He 
wills males.” - Quran 42:49 


According to this verse it is Allah who decides the gender of a fetus. While it may 
seem this is the case, most people have not the knowledge of science about the 
fertilization process, which will be explained very briefly: First it is important to 
remember that the sex-chromosomes for a female is XX, and for the male it is XY. 
The egg cells in a female only has 23 chromosomes, and the sex-chromosome is 
an X-chromosome in every single case (because both of her sex-chromosomes are 
2 X’s. Ina mans semen there are sperm cells, and the sperm cells in an ejaculation 
are divided, half of the sperm cells has the X-chromosomes, and the other half 
have the Y-chromosomes. Because the amount is equally divided there is also 
about 50/50 percent chance that it will either be a male or a female. This means 
that if the sperm cells containing the X-chromosomes reaches the egg first, it 
merges with the X-chromosome of the egg and the resulting gender of the baby 

is a XX-female. If the sperm cell with the Y-chromosome reaches the egg first, it 
merges with the X-chromosome of the egg and the resulting gender of the baby is 
a XY-male. 


This is important to know because there is a technique called “Sperm sorting’, 
where the X-sperm cells and Y-sperm cells are separated - and then you can 
decide which gender you want. So obviously it is not God's will to determine 
gender. There are also endocrine disrupters which in fish has been proved to 
change the sex ratio, so in a lake the fishes produces more females than males due 
to these endocrine compounds. People use this verse to show that Allah knew that 
we can choose gender: 


“For, whenever any of them is given the glad tiding of [the birth of] a girl, his 
face darkens, and he is filled with suppressed anger. With shame does he hide 
himself from his people, because of the bad news he has had! Shall he retain it in 
contempt, or bury it in the dust? Ah! what an evil (choice) they decide on! (16:58- 
59)” - Quran 16:68 


The problem is that it says once the baby girl has been born and the gender is 
known. It literally says that the husband considers if he should kill the female 
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baby because of shame. It doesn’t say that we can choose before the fertilization 
which gender we want. People will also say that Allah knew what gender we will 
choose with sperm sorting, but the verse clearly says he creates. 


This is also a definitive mistake. 


Mountains prevent earthquakes 


“He has created the heavens without any pillars that you can see, and He has 
placed in the earth firm mountains that it may not quake with you.” - Quran 
31:10 


There is just one problem with this statement. Most places on earth where 

there are mountains, there are the most earthquakes. And most places on earth 
where there are no mountains, there are actually least earthquakes. This is easily 
demonstrated in a map where the mountain distribution and earthquake activity 
are shown. Most of the activity of earthquakes are specifically on the same place 
as the edges of tectonic plates. Preventing earthquakes is not the mountains job, 
and even if it were, it didn't do a good job. Furthermore there are also mountains 
in the sub-oceanic, it’s been observed, measured and proven that they are 
responsible for creating tsunamis. Even if this statement of the Quran was true, 
just ask yourself, if Allah mentioned that he made the mountains to prevent 
earthquakes, why didn't he in the first place not mentioned that he made the 
tectonic plates to cause them? Or that the tectonic plates causes continental drift? 


This is an obvious example how much scientific facts are missing. 


Mountains cast into the Earth 


“And He has cast into the earth firmly set mountains, lest it shift with you, and 
[made] rivers and roads, that you may be guided” — Quran 16:15 


Mountains are definitely not cast into the earth, they come from the earth. 
Volcanoes which is a type of mountain, are not really made by casting them, 
rather by the magma from within the Earth’s upper mantle which works its way 
to the surface, from a process called subduction. It is very well understood how 
volcanoes are made, and definitely not by casting them. 


Mountains are made by the tectonic plates gliding against each other through a 
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process called thrust. Those parts that has been elevated look like the buttom of 
the sea, because they are fossils, but has been elevated thousands of meters high. 
Religous people dismiss this tectonic theory, but there are in fact many evidence 
to support it. First by looking at earth of South America and west of Africa, it 

is clearly they fit together. But what is important is that the same kind of rocks 
and fossils found on west Africa, has also been found on the east side of South 
America. There is also strike-slip tectonics which is the lateral movement of 
parts of the crust or the lithosphere, and can be seen at San Andreas Fault on the 
Carrizo Plain. By using laser ranging surveys in San Andreas transform fault, it 
is possible to measure the few cm a year movement. Another method to measure 
the movement of the continents is by using Very Long Baseline Interferomentry 
(VLBI) from a space satellite, which can measure the distane between two 
radiotelescopes on Earth precisely wihin 2 cm range, and which shows that they 
are moving a few cm a year. Two other ways to determine the movement of the 
continents is with the use of High Precision GPS, and Satellite Laser Ranging 
(SLR). Now what is interesting is that not only do they all confirm the movements 
of the tectonic plates differently, but also in which direction the continents are 
move towards. The data shows that the South American Plate and African Plate 
are indeed moving the opposite direction. Another example is the Indian Plate 
and the Euroasian Plate, which has been measured that they are moving against 
each other. What is the result of this? The process of subduction, which has caused 
Mount Everest. 


Focusing on the mountains again, another a major issue with geology and the 
Quranic verse above is about the sedimentary rock mountains. They have been 
created on the buttom of the sea, and yet now they are mountains above sea level, 
even though the Quran says they have been cast. Seismic Tomography is used to 
create three-dimensional computer-generated images of Earth's interior all the 
way to Earth's core, by using the seismic waves generated by earthquakes and 
explosions. 


The second part Allah mentions are the rivers, but they are known to be created 
naturally and automatically. The creation of the rivers is a very well known 
phenomena within biology, ecology, and meteorology and just general earth 
science. The science behind how water evaporates across the globe, and how the 
clouds moves is a very well understood field and rather also a large field which 
is too big to be addressed in this guide. Very briefly rain falls different places 
and earth and mountains which results in rivers that floods down the mountain 
due to gravity. This is not just scientific, it’s a fact and everyone can come to that 
conclusion, even uneducated people. Furthermore, it has been observed that 
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rivers changes shapes and direction, all due to natural causes which is very well 
understood. There are even rivers who are disappearing due natural causes or to 
global warming, and rivers who are created, which Earth scientists are observing 
every single year — and has nothing to do with God. ‘The verse clearly refers 

to rivers as they are absolute, that means he has created a number of amount 

of rivers, and that amount is not changed. Remember that most rivers which 
existed for 1400 years ago unlikely exists today, and for those who still exists have 
changed the direction or shape. 


God doesn't need to create river, everything happens naturally. 


Communities like humans 
“All creatures create communities like humans” - Quran 6:38 


This is not true. Examples of animals which basically never creates communities 
like humans are bears, pandas, tigers, jaguars, leopard geckos, badgers, foxes, 
koalas, owls. Even if some did in some specific areas, this doesn’t account for that 
99% still don't. 


Animals can't speak 


The Messenger of Allah (the Prophet Muhammad, peace be upon him) once 
passed by a camel that was so emaciated that its back had almost reached its 
stomach. He said, “Fear Allah in these beasts who cannot speak?” (Abu Dawud) 


If he only referred to camels, that it might be true. If he referred to all animals 
then it is untrue. Koko the gorilla mastered sign language and communicate with 
people. The gorilla got Robin Williams attention and he came to visit the gorilla. 
And what about parrots and songbirds? ‘There is a parrot named Tika Bonika, 
which basically speaks human language and understands what to say. Many 
animals also have that instinct to show signs how they feel. 


Types of animals mentioned in the Quran 


The only animals mentioned in the Quran are: Bee, camel, cow, pig, locust, snake, 
whale, crow, donkey, elephant, dog, ant, termite, hoopoe, fly, horse, lion, manna, 
spider, gecko, salamanders, kites, mice and scorpions. 
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There are an estimated 8.7 million different species in the world, and those 
animals mentioned in the Quran were pretty common in the desert of Arabia. 
There are many animals that are missing, like kangaroo, koala, frog, goanna, 
dingoes, Hawaiian monk seal, pronghorn, alligator, bison and eagle. The 

animals can only be found in Australia, America and Hawaii - and exactly those 
animals are not mentioned in the Quran which gives an idea that the Quran is 
geographical based. Another good example is penguins from Antarctica, and yet 
neither the Quran or hadiths never mentions penguins from a continent which at 
that time wasn't known to mankind. 


Types of plants mentioned in the Quran 


The following plants are mentioned in the Quran: 

manna, date-palm, olive, grapes, pomegranate, fig, lote-tree, tamarisk, tooth 
brush tree, henna/ camphor, ginger, lentil, onion, garlic, cucumber, acacia, gourd, 
mustard, sweet basil, euphorbia, bitter thorn, blessed tree. 


There are of course plants mentioned in the hadith, but the hadiths were written 
hundreds of years after, so obviously those are not included. However looking 

at those plants, you realize all these plants are found in the Middle-East area, or 
the surrounding areas. Below are some examples of plants America and Australia 
which were not known in Arabia during Muhammads life and are not mentioned 
in the Quran or hadiths. Asia and Europe also has thousands of different native 
plants, which are not included in the Quran or hadiths, but are not included in the 
list. 


North America 

Lobelia, white sage, wintergreen, iris setosa, gaillardia, maidenhair fern, coral 
bells, oakleaf hydrangea, wild columbine, red twig dogwood, ‘sunshine supermar’ 
coreopsis, winterberry, virginia sweetspire, creeping phlox, rhododendron, black- 
eyed susan, elderberry, trumpet vine - and thousands of other plants which was 
only native to North America. 


South America 

Heliconia Flower, Rubber Tree, Orchids, Cacao, Giant Water Lilies, Passion Fruit 
Flower, Bromeliads, Monkey Brush Vine, Savannas and thousands of other plants. 
Obviously one of the most important is cacao. 
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Australia 

Bull Kauri, Palm Valley Myrtle, Dallachy's Banksia, Sturt's Desert Rose, Hillgrove 
Spotted Gum, Eucalypts, Acacia (Wattles), Proteaceae, Wildflowers, Melaleuca, 
Haemodoraceae, Eremophila - and thousands of other plant species. 


None of these native plants outside of the Arabian area are mentioned in the 
Quran or hadiths. This further supports the evidence that the authors of the 
Quran is geographical based. 


Milk is pure 


“Milk from livestock is pure and agreeable” - Quran 16:66 


This is incorrect. Then why do people have natural milk intolerance and why do 
people have the missing gene for lactase to split up lactose sugar in milk? There 
is lactose intolerance, milk allergy which includes casein and lactoglobulin, and 
the condition called villous atrophy in the intestines. All these conditions proves 
that milk is definitely not agreeable. The fact that is says pure is not true either, 
because the milk may contain pathogens which is the reason why the milk gets 
pasteurized. It is a process where the milk gets heated up and kills the pathogens. 


4 witness are required to prove rape of a female 


Why did they [who slandered] not produce for it four witnesses? And when they 
do not produce the witnesses, then it is they, in the sight of Allah, who are the 
liars. - Quran 24:13 


In the Quran and hadiths it is clearly stated that in order for a female to prove a 
rape, there has to be 4 witnesses. Since the Quran is meant to work in all ages of 
time, then what about cameras? Do they count? What about 10 cameras with 10 
different angles? What about an extra 8K camera that zooms into the reproductive 
parts, and the rapists faces to see their pimples? What about extra infrared 
cameras, and a high quality sound recorder too, preferably a microphone from a 
news channel? Of course not. The Quran says 4 witnesses, not cameras or sound 
recorders. But what about fingerprints then? Or what about a DNA test from the 
sperm? Or hair? Every person has a unique DNA sequence with 6 billion base- 
pairs, so it is actually one of the strongest evidences. Why doesn't the Quran 

say anything about proving rape with DNA? DNA from sperm, together with a 
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camera and a sound recorder, is better than 100 witnesses. It’s also much more 
efficient in a society. Another way to prove the rape is if the woman gets pregnant, 
and this way it would be very easy to compare the DNA of the child with the 
rapist. However this is not mentioned in the Quran. 


Why is smoking not mentioned in the Quran when it’s 
very bad? 


People's standard answer is “smoking did not exist in the time of the Prophet, but 
the Quran says don't destroy your body, therefore smoking is haram”. That’s is not 
a convincing answer. First of all, Allah knows everything, past, present and future, 
so he would definitely have mentioned smoking. The following verse confirms his 
knowledge about the future: 


“He is God besides whom there is none worthy of worship the all Knower of the 
seen and the unseen. He is the Most Gracious the Most Merciful.” - Quran 59:22 


Second of all, smoking actually existed in the time of the prophet, just on the other 
side of the earth: In America. This is a humorous how Allah doesn't even mention 
that part of the world (and neither Australia or Antarctica). That smoking 

actually existed in the time of Muhammad, and it isn’t mentioned in the Quran, 
just proves that the author of the Quran is a human being living in the desert of 
Arabia, because he didn't had the capacity or knowledge about the other side of 
the world. 


Why is sport not mentioned when it is that good? 


This is the same dilemma as the previous one and also an odd example. The 
benefits of sport are improved cardiovascular health, lowers risk of heart disease, 
stroke, lowers risk of diabetes, helps manage weight, reduced blood pressure, 
enhanced aerobic fitness, improved muscular strength and endurance, improved 
joint flexibility and range of motion, stress relief, control cholesterol, ward off 
osteoporosis, strengthens immune system, improved sleep, mental health benefits, 
prolonged life, reduces risk of injury, prevents certain cancers, increases range of 
motion, increases insulin sensitivity, increases dopamine, improves balance and 
coordination, gastrointestinal tract benefits, strengthens your bones, improves 
focus and concentration, prevents Alzheimer’s and much more. 
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According to a new study sedentary behaviour increases the risk of certain 
cancers. This means for people who don't do sports, they have higher probability 
to develop certain cancers compared to those who do sport. Another study from 
2017 found in a group of nearly 6000 adults that high levels of physical activity 
equate to a nine-year biological aging advantage. In the study the researchers 
found that the telomeres were longere in those participants who engaged in a 
minimum of 30 to 40 minutes of running, five days a week. It is worth mentioning 
that soccer has been named a sport which brings world peace. Sport has also that 
tendency to teach people how to accept the differences and find out how to help 
people improve. 


Sports are such a great teacher. I think of everything they've taught me: camaraderie, 
humility, how to resolve differences 
- Kobe Bryant 


The Quran is meant to be absolute, and one of the most important things in the 
world is not mentioned how it dramatically improves life in every aspect. It would 
not be fair to mention that it really does mentions exercise, just in the form of 
Jihad. 


Heaven without pillars 
“He has created the heavens without any pillars that you can see” Quran 31:10 


Every scientists, whether it is a chemist, physicist, mathematician, biologist, 
pharmacist, chemical engineer, meteorologist, geologist, astrophysicist or others, 
have an idea that the Quran is not the true religon by just reading this phrase. It is 
clear by just reading it, it shows that the author of the Quran was a human being 
in the 7th century. 


Heaven doesn't need pillars, because we are already surrounded by the heaven 

— mainly oxygen and nitrogen. In fact by measuring these molecules in the 

air, you'll find that there is more oxygen on sea level than on higher altitude, 
therefore it is more blue close to the ground than on higher altitude. This is 

easily demonstrated from photos taken close to space, where the lower part of 
the atmosphere is more bluish and the upper part gradually becomes darker and 
thinner. The part which says “that you can see” is a senseless statement, just as it 
is so obvious to see that you don't need the Quran to come to that conclusion that 
the heaven has no pillars. In the next verse it is even better confirmed that the sky 
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is solid: 
“God holds back the sky from falling on the earth unless by His leave (22:65)” 


Again this implies that the sky is a solid roof when in reality it is more like a 
gradient gas, dense in lower altitude and thinner in higher altitude. This is an 
obvious observation. There are even experiments showing that oxygen emits blue 
light, hence the blue colour. The emission and absorption is of course not limited 
to only oxygen, but all atoms and molecules. One might ask, is the Quran talking 
about outer space? That would be a wrong assumption because space is not like a 
roof to a planet, but the planet exists in space. 


Heaven with no rifts 


Have they not then observed the sky above them, how We have constructed it and 
beautified it, and how there are no rifts therein? - 50:6 


This is clearly a statement to prove how Allah is almighty and has made the 
heaven so smooth with no rifts. This is a nonsensical verse proving how people 
back then viewed the sky. It clearly state that the sky is a solid roof, and not a gas 
of oxygen who emits blue light. How can there be a crack in a gas? To give an 
example how wrong this verse is, think of the biggest fart you have ever made, and 
then you try to point out a rift in the smelling atmosphere, but you can’t find one. 
It’s because there are no rifts in gasses, gas is just gas. Below are additional verses 
that proves the Quran implies that the sky is a solid roof: 


“.and the sky a ceiling..” - Quran 2:22 

“.And We made the sky a protected ceiling/canopy..” - Quran 21:32 

“he made the heavens without pillars.” - Quran 31:10 + 13:2 

“And if they saw a portion of the sky fall down” - Quran 52:44. 

This is clearly the same view that has existed for thousands of years prior to 
Muhammad, every single verse points to a solid and rigid blue sky. If so, how 


come space shuttles can fly through it? And how come meteorites coming from 
outside our solar system or maybe galaxy can crash through it? 
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Heaven expanded 


“And the heaven We created with might, and indeed we are (its) expander.” - 
Quran 51:47 and “Have those who disbelieved not considered that the heavens 
and the earth were a joined entity, and We separated them and made from water 
every living thing? Then will they not believe?” —- Quran 21:30 


This is probably the most famous scientific miracle to ever be used as a tool to 
convince non-muslims to convert to Islam. Take a note that when the heavens 
expanded, the earth already existed. This is where the whole “expanding universe” 
miracle falls down. This verse talks about that heavens or space got separated out 
of earth, which implies that earth existed for 13 billion years ago, which is not the 
case. If people claim it is talking about space, then this also implies that earth is 
the centre of the universe, since the separation and expansion of the heavens from 
the spherical earth results in expanding space from 360 degrees around the globe. 
Planet Earth is not even the center of our galaxy, or the center of our solar system. 
The universe is so huge compared to the Earth, that it exists in our solar system, 
then solar interstellar neighbourhood, milky way, local galactic group virgo 
supercluster and then local supercluster. The Cassini spacecraft took a famous 
photograph of Earth from between the rings of Saturn, 1.4 billion kilometre, or 
870 million miles, which shows Earth as only a dot. This distance is still in our 
solar system, and there are billions of others too - that's how big the universe is. If 
people interpret these heavens as space, and simultaneously earth as matter in the 
Big Bang era, then it’s also incorrect, because matter didn’t exist in pre-Big Bang. 
In verse 21:31 below it is clearly stated that earth is not the matter in the Big Bang 
era which people tries to justify, because it is mentioning that mountains are being 
set firmly on that same Earth. 


And We placed within the earth firmly set mountains, lest it should shift with 
them, and We made therein [mountain] passes [as] roads that they might be 
guided. - Quran 21:31 


Unless Muslims wants us to believe that mountains existed for 13 billion years 
ago when matter began forming. Since the earth only began existing 9 billion 
years after the Big Bang, therefore 21:30 clearly doesn't refers to big bang. But here 
comes the interesting part. And last thing is if people wants us to convince us 

that this is talking about big bang, then they must accept evolution. Because the 
expansion of the universe and evolution is essentially the same. They go hand in 
hand. Also the next verse confirms that the Earth was made before the heaven: 
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Is it that ye deny Him Who created the earth in two Days? And do ye join equals 
with Him? He is the Lord of (all) the Worlds. He placed therein firm hills rising 
above it, and blessed it and measured therein its sustenance in four Days, alike for 
(all) who ask; Then He ordained them seven heavens in two Days and inspired 

in each heaven its mandate; and We decked the nether heaven with lamps, and 
rendered it inviolable. That is the measuring of the Mighty, the Knower - Quran 
41:9-12 


Everything in the Quran points to that earth was made before heavens or space, 
but in reality the earth, and all other planets were made after the beginning of the 
expansion of the universe and space. 


Mistranslation of the word expanding 

The Quran doesn't refer the universe as being expanded or expanding, it says 
the universe is vast, which simply means the universe is huge. The word can also 
mean capacity. The word "expanding" only began being used after the Big Bang 
theory was developed. 


Allah has created humans in the best form 
“Indeed, We created humans in the best form” — Quran 95.4 


This is again against evolution. The problem with this verse is it doesn’t mention 
anything about the gradual evolution, and it certainly doesn't agree that humans 
are still evolving, which is a fact. It clearly states that this is against evolution. If 
Allah has created humans in the best form, then what about genetic disorders? 
There are probably hundreds or thousands of genetic disorders, and one example 
is people who are born with thyroid problems that results in dwarfism. Another 
example is people who are born with epilepsy - that’s not a perfect human being. 


The purpose of this point is that modern human beings, also known as homo 
sapiens existed for around 200.000 years ago, and Adam, the first human being 
was created by Allah for a couple of thousands of years ago. So 194.000 years 
before the time of Adam, nobody had access to any holy scriptures and none of 
them went to heaven. It is also strange that the aborigines from Australia and 
America didn't have access to the Quran, at least until after the 16th century, 
only 400 years ago? In all those years none of them had access to the Quran, and 
none of them went to heaven. The Quran mentions that Allah sent prophets to all 
nations, but never mentioned that they never reached America and Australia - or 
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the Chinese and Japanese people. It only mentions Jews, Christians and Muslims, 
and it only mentions the cities around Middle East. The truth is that when the 
Quran state that it has formed the humans perfectly, it does not match with the 
reality. Humans have evolved throughout the ages, and we are still evolving and 
will never stop evolving. Remember that your DNA has never existed before and 
will never exist again, this is a proof in itself that evolution is happening. 


Allah has created women less intelligent than men 


"[Muhammad] said, ‘Is not the evidence of two women equal to the witness of 
one man?’ They replied in the affirmative. He said, “This is the deficiency in her 
intelligence." - " Sahih al-Bukhari 6:301 


The Japanese people have an average IQ of 105, while middle-east has an IQ down 
to 80-85, which is considered to be very low for any Japanese parents. In fact if 
they found out that their children has that low IQ, they would probably send them 
to special classes. The Japanese women also has a higher IQ than middle-eastern 
men, so anything in regard to women having a deficiency is completely false, 
especially comparing it to the Middle-East. 


Worshipping Allah without limbs 
“and formed you and perfected your forms;“ - Quran 64:3 


There are many people who are born completely without arms and legs while the 
Quran tells you how to use your hands and pray with them in order to worship 
Allah. It needs to be clarified that many are completely born without arms and 
legs, not even small 10 cm length of legs or arms. It’s odd that the Qurn never 
mentioned this detail. 


“And I did not create the jinn and mankind except to worship Me” - Quran 51:56 
The verse above states that he only created human beings except to worship him. 
How can you worship a God without a single inch of arms and legs? This goes 


against his plan and the entire purpose of the human creation, namely to worship 
Allah. 


Nearest heaven with stars and their thickness 
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“We have adorned the nearest heaven with stars” — Quran 37:6, 67:5, 41:12 


“One heaven has the thickness of 500 years of marching” — Kitab al-Tawheed 594, 
Tafsir ibn Kathir 65:12. 


This verse is completely wrong in many aspects. The simplest way to demonstrate 
the ridiculousness of this verse is explaining it into steps: 


e Anormal distance of a march for a person in one day is about 120 km without 
sleeping. 

e This means a total of 21.900.000 km (21,9 million km) for a 500 years of 
marching. 

e The nearest star, Alpha Centuari is 24.000.000.000 km away, where 21,9 
million km is only 0,000091% the distance of that closest star. 

e That means if you want to reach the nearest star by marching, it will take you 
2.747.252.747 years (2,7 billion years) and not 500 years. 


The astronomical problem with this verse is that it implies that stars are in one 
layer with a length of 500 years of marching. This means if you want to reach 
the second layer of heaven you have to march 21,9 million km according to the 
Quran. A light year is 9.4 trillion km, and the nearest star is 4.3 light years away, 
about four times that distance. With the fastest space shuttle at 40.000 km/h, it 
will take about 100.000 years to reach the nearest star! 


By understanding how far the nearest star is, it is important to understand the 
length from the closest star to the farthest star is, which is 5 billion light years 
away; The closest star (except of course the sun) is Alpha Centauri which is 4.3 
small light years away, and the farthest star is 5.000.000.000 light years (not to 

be confused with km, but light years) away. That means you have to multiply 
5.000.000.000 x 9.460730.472.580 to get the distance in km in order for you to get 
the distance from the start of the first heaven until the start of the second heaven 
where there are no more stars. 


This means that the thickness of one heaven is absolutely not a 500 years of 
marching. Remember that Muhammad took his Buragq into the last heaven with 
only wings, not only is it impossible with that slow speed, but also impossible 
because you need oxygen to survive. The quran never mentioned that space is 
very cold and the radiation would kill you. The Quran also never mentioned 
that in order for anything to fly with wings, you need an atmosphere to cause 
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an action-reaction in order for a bird-like creature to fly. There is a reason why 
helicopters can't fly on the moon; because there are no gas molecules. A very 
famous experiment on the moon, the Galileo moon experiment, proved that 
feathers fall down at the same speed as a hammer. 


Summary points 


¢ Muhammad flew with the Burag to the seventh heaven 

e The first heaven is where the stars are, a length of 5 billion light years 

e Marching 5 km/h hours in 500 years won't even take you 1 light year, let alone 
5.000.000.000.

The hadith below confirms the previous statements from the Quran and Tafsir: 


“He said: And muzn? They said: And muzn. He said: And anan? They said: And 
anan. AbuDawud said: I am not quite confident about the word anan. He asked: 
Do you know the distance between Heaven and Earth? They replied: We do not 
know. He then said: The distance between them is seventy-one, seventy-two, or 
seventy-three years. The heaven which is above it is at a similar distance (going 
on till he counted seven heavens). Above the seventh heaven there is a sea, the 
distance between whose surface and bottom is like that between one heaven and 
the next. Above that there are eight mountain goats the distance between whose 
hoofs and haunches is like the distance between one heaven and the next. Then 
Allah, the Blessed and the Exalted, is above that.” - Sunan Abu Dawud 2:475 


It is so clear to see that it has nothing to do with reality. 


Stars fall down and shooting stars 
“And when the stars fall” - Quran 81:2 


And We have certainly beautified the nearest heaven with stars and have made 
[from] them what is thrown at the devils and have prepared for them the 
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punishment of the Blaze. - Quran 67:5 


Clearly this is a sign of the Ancient beliefs that the shining stars in space are the 
same as meteors. In the previous section, it was written that the stars are just 

too far away from Earth in any manner, the closest being about 25 trillion km 
away. In addition a sun cannot fall on earth, because most stars in the universe 

are 10 times bigger for the smallest ones, and to billions of times bigger for the 
biggest ones. Falling implies that a star falls on Earth; it is actually the reverse that 
happens. 

The verse implies that there are more than one star that falls down; so is it possible 
for two suns which are millions or billions of times larger fall on the same Earth? 
It's not possible, the Earth would only fall on one star. 


Allah makes a difference between suns and stars 


“.command He has made the night and day, the sun, moon, and stars all of benefit 
to you.” — Quran 16:12 


This is also a clear indication that Allah suggest that stars are different from a sun. 
He clearly distinguishes between those two like they are two different celestial 
bodies, when in fact they are the same. The only difference is that our sun, which 
is a star, is close to us and is the center of our solar system, while the other stars 
are light years away and have their own solar systems. 


There are seven heavens and seven earths 


Seven heavens in layers. 

“[And] who created seven heavens in layers. You do not see in the creation of the 
Most Merciful any inconsistency. So return [your] vision [to the sky]; do you see 
any breaks?” - Quran 67:3, also 37:6, 41:12, 71:15, 78:12, 23:86, 23:17, 17:14 and 

229) Gor l2 


Seven heavens and seven earths. 
“Tt is Allah Who has created seven heavens, and earths as many ..” - Quran 65:12 


Seven earths 

"The Prophet (&) said, "Whoever takes a piece of the land of others unjustly, he 
will sink down the seven earths on the Day of Resurrection." - Sahih al-Bukhari 
3:43:632 + 3:43:633-4 + 4:54:417 
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Seven earths 
The Prophet said, "Any person who takes a piece of land unjustly will sink down 
the seven earths on the Day of Resurrection." - Sahih al-Bukhari 4:54:418 


Seven earths 

The Prophet asked me at sunset, "Do you know where the sun goes (at the time 
of sunset)?" I replied, "Allah and His Apostle know better." He said, "It goes (i.e. 
travels) till it prostrates Itself underneath the Throne and takes the permission to 
rise again, and it is permitted and then (a time will come when) it will be about to 
prostrate itself but its prostration will not be accepted, and it will ask permission 
to go on its course but it will not be permitted, but it will be ordered to return 
whence it has come and so it will rise in the west. And that is the interpretation of 
the Statement of Allah: "And the sun Runs its fixed course For a term (decreed). 
that is The Decree of (Allah) The Exalted in Might, The All-Knowing." (36.38) - 
Sahih al-Bukhari 4:54:420 


Seven earths 

Allah's Apostle & said, "Whoever usurps the land of somebody unjustly, his neck 
will be encircled with it down the seven earths (on the Day of Resurrection). " - 
Sahih al-Bukhari 3:43:632 


Seven earths 

That there was a dispute between him and some people (about a piece of land). 
When he told 'Aisha about it, she said, "O Abu Salama! Avoid taking the land 
unjustly, for the Prophet said, 'Whoever usurps even one span of the land of 
somebody, his neck will be encircled with it down the seven earths." - Sahih al- 
Bukhari 3:43:633 


Seven earths 

The Prophet X said, "Whoever takes a piece of the land of others unjustly, he 
will sink down the seven earths on the Day of Resurrection." - Sahih al-Bukarhi 
4:43:634 


Seven earths 

“for Allah’s Messenger (may peace be upon him) said: He who usurps even a span 
of land would be made to wear around his neck seven earths. (Book 010, Number 
3925; see also Numbers 3920-3924) 


These Quranic verses and hadiths are not the only evidence that Islam only 





173 


mentioned seven Earths, but also for example Al-Tirmidhi does it too. In any 
matter, this is not the case and it’s completely wrong and inconsistent with reality. 
It is guaranteed that there are more than seven earths, in fact as of 2019 there has 
been found 4031 exoplanets which can hold living life. This excludes the billions 
of more planets which have not been categorized or looked into yet. 


Many people say that these seven heavens refer to the layers of the earth's 
atmosphere, which is completely false, because as it is stated in the previous 
sections, Quran says that there are stars in the lowest heaven, and the lowest 
atmosphere is the troposphere with a height of 12 km. Other people refer these 
seven heavens as the planets in our solar system, which is not true because there 

2 planets between the sun and the earth, and another 6 planets farther than the 
earth, and including the earth it becomes a total of 9 planets, not just seven earths. 


Sun rising from the west 


“Abraham said, “Indeed, Allah brings up the sun from the east, so bring it up from 
the west.” So the disbeliever was overwhelmed [by astonishment]” — 2:258 


This is a verse that clearly says that Earth is the center of the universe, and the sun 
orbits earth, when in reality this isn’t the case. The sun is stationary in our solar 
system, and the Earth orbits itself around the sun while also rotation around its 
axis. 


People's answer to this is “it’s because from our point of view it looks like the 

sun is moving”. It is an amazement that every single time people has to look at a 
scientific verse from a different view that the direct view. There is not one single 
verse that refers that the earth is orbiting the sun. Not one. Below is a hadith from 
Sahih Muslim, which is one of the two most reliable hadith: 


“Do you know where the sun goes? They replied: Allah and His Apostle know 
best. He (the Holy Prophet) observed: Verily it (the sun) glides till it reaches its 
resting place under the Throne. Then it falls prostrate and remains there until 

it is asked: Rise up and go to the place whence you came, and it goes back and 
continues emerging out from its rising place and then glides till it reaches its 
place of rest under the Throne and falls prostrate and remains in that state until 
it is asked: Rise up and return to the place whence you came, and it returns and 
emerges out from it rising place and the it glides (in such a normal way) that 
the people do not discern anything ( unusual in it) till it reaches its resting place 
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under the Throne. Then it would be said to it: Rise up and emerge out from the 
place of your setting, and it will rise from the place of its setting. The Messenger 
of Allah said. Do you know when it would happen? It would happen at the time 
when faith will not benefit one who has not previously believed or has derived no 
good from the faith.” - Sahih Muslim 159 a, 


The problem with this verse is that there are satellites which are constantly 
observing the sun in space. In the modern world we have found out it never 
goes under Allah's throne and awaits permission to rise up again. The excuse? 
This hadith has to be taken as a metaphor. This is their excuse even though it is 
consistent with everything else in the Quran and other hadiths. 


There is another problem with this too. Making the sun rise from the west 
requires the earth to stop and rotate in reverse. Any person with an understanding 
of Newton's law, will understand that stopping the earth and reversing it will 
either take an enormous amount of times by during it very slowly, or if it is done 
fast, everything on the surface of the earth would be destroyed. Furthermore, 
nobody in the history of the world has documented that the sun rose from the 
west, except the Quran and hadiths. 


Allah created the Earth first, then the heavens 


It is He who created for you all of that which is on the earth. Then He directed 
Himself to the heaven, [His being above all creation], and made them seven 
heavens, and He is Knowing of all things - Quran 2:29 and 41:10 (also supported 
by several hadiths) 


People like to claim that the heavens is in fact space that is expanding, and tries 
to justify that the Quran knew about the Big Bang before anyone else. The only 
problem is that in this verse, and others too, it is stated that the Earth was made 
before the heavens. The Big Bang in Quran falls completely down. 


It is clear that it was just a desert man in 600 AD who just looked up in the sky 


and made up all of this by trying to make some small guesses, but not with too 
many details in fear of being mistaken. 


Allah sends the winds 


“And it is He who sends the winds” — Quran 25:48 
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Allah doesn't send winds. A meteorologist, biologist and a physical chemist will 
guarantee that it is not the case. The Earth science regarding winds is a very well 
known phenomena, and the silly thing is that winds have a constant direction and 
cycle everywhere in the world. Winds have many different causes, which some of 
them are mentioned below: 


e Winds are due to the sun heating the atmosphere 

e The temperature-difference between one place and another 
¢ The pressure-difference between one place and another 

e The rotation of the earth 

e The distance and angle to the sun 

e Depends your position in accordance to the latitude 

e and other small factors 


The surprising thing is that the winds are in a constant cycle, and it is very well 
understood how the rotation of the earth, pressure- and temperature difference 
has an impact on that. 


Allah sends down pure water 
“.and We send down from the sky pure water” - Quran 25:48 


Allah doesn't send pure water down, it happens naturally and automatically. It has 
to do with these different causes: 


e ‘The pressure 
¢ The temperature 
e ‘The density of H20 in the clouds 


It has nothing to do with God's will. If having doubt a meteorologist or earth 
scientist can easily answer this question with a great explanation. There are 
probably hundreds or maybe thousands of experiments demonstrating that rain is 
naturally and automated. A great example is how NASA has also created a shuttle 
fuel tank which they test at Stennis Space Center in Bay St. Louis, Mississippi, the 
RS-25. It burns hydrogen and liquid oxygen, and the resulting effect is that clouds 
are created, and shortly after the beginning it starts to rain from these artificial 
clouds. In Sahih al-Bukhari it is further written that nobody knows when it will 
rain:

"Allah's Messenger (X) (p.b.u.h) said, "Keys of the unseen knowledge are five 
which nobody knows but Allah .. . nobody knows what will happen tomorrow; 
nobody knows what is in the womb; nobody knows what he will gain tomorrow; 
nobody knows at what place he will die; and nobody knows when it will rain." - 
Sahih al-Bukhari 1039 


This is not true since we can know the forecast up to around one week later 
Additionally rain is not pure. Pure water means only H20 which in modern 

term is called demineralized water. Rain always contains dissolved gases from 

the atmosphere, and there is also a term called acid rain. Pure H2O can only be 
made in laboratories, but also via evaporation and condensation. Even rainwater 
in a bucket is not pure, because each drop precipitates around a speck of dust or 
bacterium. As far as it is known to date, bacteria is never mentioned in the Quran 
or hadiths, and neither are ions, like magnesium ions or calcium ions. 


Allah holds birds up in the air 


“Do they not see the birds suspended in mid-air up in the sky? Nothing holds 
them there except Allah - Quran 16:79 


It's a funny thing that Allah doesn't mention that he also holds up planes, 
helicopters, spaceships, missiles and balloons. Why does he only mention birds? 
Planes in the early stages of development couldn't hold themselves up for a 

very long time, and thanks to engineering, physics and human intelligence the 
planes got a better hand crib at holding themselves up in the air, but not because 
of Allah. Why is it that every decade since the late 1800s, planes have become 
better and better at being held up‘ without the use of praying but instead of 
experimenting? Maybe due to engineering? 


This verse clearly demonstrates that the authors of the Quran in 600 AD only had 
the ability to observe birds with wings flying, but never mentioned space shuttles 
which have no wings but instead an action reaction fuel tank. The same goes for a 
helicopter. 


It is not Allah who holds up the birds in the air, it is the gas molecules, nitrogen 
and oxygen especially that is responsible for an action-reaction making them 
drift up. There is a reason why birds and planes cannot fly in vacuum or on the 
moon. The difference between the moon and earth are the atmospheric gasses 
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which allow for an action-reaction and therefore a drift. A famous experiment 

is the Hammer and Feather Drop on the Moon experiment which demonstrates 
that without air, the wings are useless. Since the Quran obviously doesn’t mention 
that birds cannot fly in a vacuum, which is the key difference between having the 
ability to fly and not fly with the wings, the Quran is not perfect regarding this 
statement. Below is a statement from Aristotle in pre-Islamic age about flying in 
thin air: 


“That mountain of Macedonia which is called Olympus is said to be of such 
height that on its summit no wind is felt and no clouds gather, because it exceeds 
in its height all that vaporous air in which birds fly, and therefore it is arrived that 
no birds fly there.” - Aristotle, 384-322 BC from High Life: A History of High- 
Altitude Physiology and Medicine 


It is obvious that the authors of the Quran has not taking anything into 
consideration regarding flying with wings. 


Gender is determined after the flesh has been made 


“At every womb Allah appoints an angel who says, ‘O Lord! A drop of semen, O 
Lord! A clot. O Lord! A little lump of flesh?’ Then if Allah wishes (to complete) 

its creation, the angel asks, (O Lord!) Will it be a male or female, a wretched or a 
blessed, and how much will his provision be? And what will his age be?’ So all that 
is written while the child is still in the mother’s womb.” — Sahih al-Bukhari 318 


This is probably one of these people can’t run from although it is not the Quran 
but in the most reliable hadith, Sahih al-Bukhari hadith. This statement is 
absolutely and completely wrong without any further consideration. It has been 
previously explained in this chapter that in a man's sperm, half of the sperm 
cells in an ejaculation have the X-chromosome, and the other half has the 
Y-chromosome. Sperm cells do not contain 46 chromosomes, but they are split 
in half in X-chromosomes and Y-chromosomes. If the X-chromosome sperm 
reaches the egg first, it will become a girl, if the Y-chromosome sperm reaches 
the egg before Y-chromosome, it will become a boy. This means it has been 
determined before any flesh has been created. This is called conception. There 
is also a technique called sperm sorting, where the X-sperms and Y-sperms are 
separated and parents can choose which gender they want. 


Moon split into two 
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"The Hour has come near, and the moon has split [in two]." - Quran 54:1 


"During the lifetime of Allah's Apostle the moon was split into two parts; one part 
remained over the mountain, and the other part went beyond the mountain. On 
that, Allah's Apostle said, "Witness this miracle.". The moon was cleft asunder 
while we were in the company of the Prophet, and it became two parts. The 
Prophet said, Witness, witness (this miracle)." - Sahih Bukhari 6:60:387-388 


Splitting the moon into two is not something that won't go unnoticed. Nobody 
has ever documented the moon split into two during the life of Muhammad in the 
years of 570 AD - 632 AD. Nobody. Below is an actual representation scale of the 
moon being split into two above the earth:

The Quran and Hadith say that aliens exists 


The reason they state this is because the Quran says “worlds”, but this is already 
covered in the previous sections of this chapter where the Quran and Hadiths 
together and repeatedly mentions that there are a total of seven earths, while in 
reality there are probably trillions out there 


There are many references that points out that this is not the case. For example, 
the Torah, the Bible and the Quran were all revealed in the Middle-East, and God 
only sent prophets to this area. One thing is that the Quran doesn't even mention 
America, Australia, Antarctica or even Greenland. But more importantly, do 
aliens from other planets need to come to earth in order for them to learn about 
the Quran for them to go to heaven? 

What about all the thousands or millions of years which they are ahead of us, they 
haven't ever heard of Muhammad? The Quran also specifically says “seven earths’, 
which is again wrong, because human civilization has already detected over 4000 
exoplanets in habitable zones out of millions or billions - and you expect that it’s 
only seven worlds? 


There is nothing about the existence of other planets in other solar systems in the 
Quran or Hadith, let alone life on other planets. 


Hijab has many benefits 


“And tell the believing women to reduce [some] of their vision and guard their 
private parts and not expose their adornment except that which [necessarily] 
appears thereof and to wrap [a portion of] their headcovers over their chests and 
not expose their adornment” - Quran 24:31, 24:60, 33:59, 33:53, al-Bukhaari, 
4481, Abu Dawood (4102), al-Bukhaari, 365; Muslim, 645 (and other hadiths) 


The hijab has many disadvantages in a female's daily life. Firstly, it is not easy to 
become a professional athletics or just be a good athletic in school while wearing 
it due to the movements not being flexible and dynamic. Not only does it affect 
the wearer, but it also affects the non-muslim females and males for always 
trying to take into account to not accidentally pull the hijab off, which has a great 
impact on the efficiency of peoples performance and focus. As of 2020 there has 
been issued a total of about 9000 medals to women, this includes gold, silver and 
bronze. Only four females with hijab have won a medal, and they only received a 
bronze. One of them defected from their Islamic country in 2020. 
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Wearing a hijab means that you have to live in a house with the curtains on 24/7, 
and that is psychology not healthy. The curtains are of course meant for hiding 
the females hair and body, but this will also impact the psychological health of 
the males too. It should be noted that being raised as children since the age of 
basically zero in the environment of a dark home is really harmful. A considerable 
problem with the covering of the female body is that it results in obesity. Muslim 
countries in Middle-East and north Africa has among the highest obesity for 
women in the world. 

Until 1930's muslim women had a considerable disadvantage regarding vitamin 
D. Covering herself fully results in low D-vitamin and people back then had 

no idea that this chemical even existed, let alone how important it is for energy 
and calcium absorption. It is clear that Allah didn't knew about this and never 
mentioned it anywhere. Claiming that vitamin pills are a solution to this problem 
is not a satisfying answer. Because the Quran is absolute and should work in all 
ages of time, this answer is very troubling. What was the solution for the people 
from 600 AD to 1930 AD till vitamin D was commercialized? Until the 20th 
century people had no idea how important this was, so 1300 years prior not 
many females ate the necessary fruits and vegetables to get the necessary amount. 
Furthermore in Islamic countries doctors are used for treating females with bone 
dieases, since it is Vitamin D that is responsible for calcium absorption from the 
intestines. 


Many people claim that females can take a seat inside the house and get sunlight 
through the window. This may seem like a solution, but the problem is that only 
UV-A rays get through window glass while almost 100% of the UV-B and UV-C is 
blocked. You need UV-B rays for the production of vitamin D. Second of all, how 
should one expect about 1 billion female muslims to do that without being seen 
from passers or people from other buildings on higher floors? In other examples 
people like to claim that females have the option to sit on top of a building roof, 
which again is an absurd idea. Satellites and helicopters are good at picking the 
images of the exposed women. 


Additionally If women need to cover their body due to sexual reasons, why 

wont the men do it too? Women have the same sexual lust as men. Keep also 

in mind that the of the revelation why the hijab became mandatory is because 
Muhammad's close friend Umar constantly begged Muhammad to view his wives, 
and he refused to do so. 


One important aspect has not been covered, that is that the more women are 
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covered, the more are men to be turned on when they finally see it. For example 
Brazlian men wouldn't care about seeing women in the street with females 
showing their butts, because they grew up with it. Whereas a muslim man ina 
muslim country has far less control when he finally see women naked. Basically 
Islam created a problem it was intended to prevent. In germany an experiment 
performed by muslims girls to make the native german girls and teachers to wear 
hijab. With the hijab on, they felt like as they were being watched, because the 
hijab creates an attention or curiosity what's underneath the coat. 


Complimenting the hijab 

Muslims men tend frequently to compliment Muslim women that they look more 
beautiful with hijab, while the purpose in the first place was to hide women's 
beauty from men. Furthermore complimenting that she is more beautiful with 
hijab goes against Allah, since humans are the best of creations: 


"We have created the human being in the best form" - Quran (Muhammad 
Sarwar) 


Allah makes the fetus one step at a time and egg is 
never mentioned 


“Then We made the sperm-drop into a clinging clot, and We made the clot into a 
lump [of flesh], and We made [from] the lump, bones, and We covered the bones 
with flesh; then We developed him into another creation. So blessed is Allah, the 
best of creators.” — Quran 23:14 


This is wrong. Bones and flesh are simultaneously created in a fetus. The modern 
science regarding embryology has thousands of more details instead of this 
superficial explanation which cannot be used for anything. 


In the Quranic verses 23:13-14, it literally and specifically says that it is the sperm 
that becomes human, and not the egg. There is evidently no mentioning of the 
egg. This is understandable because nobody at that time had an idea how to 

see a human egg, let alone that it exists. The only details the Quran and hadiths 
mentions regarding the human embryology is: sperm, bones, flesh and blood. 
This is exactly what you would need to expect a 12 year old child can see in 

the medieval age and even back in ancient Greece. There is no mentioning of 
enzymes, macro molecules, the 200 different human cells, receptors, collagen, 
hormones, glands; none of it but only those objects which you can see with your 
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naked eye. This is clearly a manipulative trick many people use, but in truth a 
teenager has realized that sperm somehow creates a baby which consist of flesh, 
blood and bones. The following Quranic verses and hadith clearly states that it is 
the sperm who transforms to a human being: 


“Then we made the sperm into a clinging clot” — (23:14) 
“created man from a clot of blood’, “clot of thick blood” — (96:2) 


“Allah’s Apostle, the true and truly inspired said, “(The matter of the Creation of) 
a human being is put together in the womb of the mother in forty days, and then 
he becomes a clot of thick blood for a similar period, and then a piece of flesh for 
a similar period. (Sahih al-Bukhari 4:53:430) 


This is without doubt incorrect. Not a single mentioning of either the egg or that 
both blood, flesh and bones are created simultaneously. It is wrong regarding the 
process, and they don’t even mention sperm cells, rather only the fluidness of 
sperm, which anyone can see. In the next chapter it is explained that it was known 
by the Greeks in even better details. 


Allah predicts the tectonic plates 


“And you see the mountains thinking that they are standing still when they are 
moving just like the movement of the clouds.“ - Quran 27:88 


People use this verse to justify that Allah knew about the tectonic plates which are 
the causes of the continental drifts. 


The problem with this verse is that it only says that the mountains are the only 
objects on Earth that moves, but this is not the case since everything moves. 
Denmark is one of the flattest countries in the world, and there are almost no 
noticeable mountains, and yet the whole country moves in any case. Below are the 
top 10 most flat places on Earth, and even though they are not mountains and do 
not contain ones, they do move anyway.

People do not show CT-scans of people who listens to 
music 


“And of the people is he who buys the amusement of speech to mislead [others] 
from the way of Allah without knowledge and who takes it in ridicule. Those will 
have a humiliating punishment?’ - Quran 31:6. Also see Tafseer al-Tabari, 21/40,

Religious folks are masters in showing off scanning images of the brain after 
fasting and how it improves the brain. Obviously it was not Allah who invented 
fasting, but was known to mankind thousands of years before. The real question is 
how come they don’t show images of the brain of people who listens to music, but 
instead only fasting? Maybe because music is prohibited? The benefits of music 
has been very well documented, including the improvement of health benefits, 
psychologically and physically. It is especially classical music that has been shown 
to alter the brain. 


A fly falls in the drink 


The Prophet said “If a house fly falls in the drink of anyone of you, he should dip 
it (in the drink), for one of its wings has a disease and the other has the cure for 
the disease.” (Sahih Al-Bukhari: Volume 4, Book 54, Number 537) 


Why get a disease and then cure it, when you can avoid the problem in the first 
place? According to many who defend Islam, the action equals the reaction, so 
there is no problem with that and Muhammad knew best. Clearly Muhammad 
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didn't knew anything, in fact the total opposite of reality. The problem arises that 
Muhammad thinks that diseases can only be in the wings, but what from the 
stomach or from the legs? There are many bacteria, virus and parasites that infest 
a fly on those areas. 


There are well over 110.000 different species of two-winged flies throughout the 
world. The two-winged fly or any of its relative is certainly not called harmless 

as a fly for a reason. These species carry diseases like malaria, dysentery, 

sleeping sickness, onchocerciasis, elephantiasis, and transmitted to man by these 
bloodsucking dipterous flies. Many other diseases are carried by them by sucking 
the feces or any other decaying organic matter and then spitting the pathogens out 
of the food you're eating. The feet of these flies are equipped with sticky pads and 
its proboscis (nose) is also hairy. From their feet which consist of hollow hairs, 
comes a sticky liquid out which allows them to walk upside down and on glass, 
etc. The fly’s digestive tract is also a good breeding place for many germs. Below 
are some examples of diseases which can be obtained from two-winged flies. 


Leishmaniasis 

This disease is caused by a parasitic protozoan which is transmitted by a bit of 
a sand fly. Many different symptoms are caused by it, including fever, weakness, 
swollen spleen, and skin sores. One of the more severe symptoms is that this 
pathogen eats your skin where the flesh can be seen, and no treatment is cures 
exists against it. This disease is found in Africa, South America, Europe and the 
Indian Subcontinent. 


Onchocerciasis 

This disease is caused by the nematode worm and is spread by the Simulium black 
fly. It is also known as River Blindness and is an infectious cause of blindness. This 
disease is commonly found in Africa and South America, and it only requires a 
single bite to transmit the worm to its victim. Treatment is available with the drug 
ivermectin, but it is not a cure. 


African Trypanosomiasis 

This disease is caused by a protozoan blood parasite called trypanosoma, and is 
also a sleeping sickness. Transmission to humans occurs by the salivary glands 

of tsetse flies in Africa which are infected by this parasite. Many symptoms are 
associated with this diseases, including a boil-like sore at the site of the bite, fever, 
headache and severe illness. 


Bartonellosis 
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This disease is caused by the rickettsia organism which is transmitted to humans 
by the bite of a sand fly. The human who gets this disease transmitted usually is 
exhausted by anaemia, high fever and a wart-like eruptions on the skin. It is found 
in South America and treatment is available. 


Myiasis 

This disease is frequently carried by the cheese skipper fly, but occurs mostly 

on animals such as dogs, sheep and cows although on humans may happen too. 
The mechanism is transmission is that the fly lays its eggs on the skin of another 
organism, and it can penetrate itself into an open wounds. There are many severe 
symptoms, including violent abdominal pain, nausea, vomiting, and diarrhoea 
with bloody discharge. No available treatment exists for this except for the larvae 
to grow and thereby leave by itself, or by enticing it. 


Typhoid 

This disease is caused by the bacteria known as Salmonella Typhi. It is found in 
many parts of the world, including the United States, Western Europe and Japan. 
Symptoms are fever like symptoms which includes a body temperature of as 
high as 39° C to 40° C, weakness, stomach pains, headaches, and loss of appetite. 
Treatment is available with the drugs chloromycetin or ampicillin 


Dysentery 

This disease is caused by a parasite called Entamoeba histolytica, and it is a 
chronic disease that affects the large intestine in humans. It can be found in 
uncooked meats, and may be transported by flies. Symptoms include severe 
diarrhoea and severe stomach cramps. Treatment is available with the drugs 
metronidazole and ementine. 


Leprosy 

This disease is chronic and mainly affects the skin. Also known as Hansen's 
Disease, it is caused by the bacillus Mycobacterium leprae which can be carried 
by flies from rotted foods. Symptoms include anaesthesia (numbness) of a patch 
of skin, and muscles may be paralyzed. Because the skin is paralyzed, the injuries 
to the area is not easily noticed by the victim. It is a rare disease and a vaccine is 
currently being developed against it. 


These are some few examples of diseases which flies can transmit to its human 
victim, and it clearly shows that Muhammad and the Quran had absolutely no 
idea of the existence of bacteria, vira and parasites. How do you expect to believe 
anything else in the most reliable hadith when this is wrong? 
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Allah sends thunderbolts 
"Allah sends thunderbolts and strikes therewith whom he wills" - Quran 13:13 


Lightning comes from clouds, not god. In 600 AD it was clearly known that 

the only source of lighting were the clouds, but why is it that we can produce 
lightning ourselves then? This is another scientific thing the authors of the Quran 
excluded. People would in this situation say “this verse says that Allah sends, but 
Allah has given us the opportunity to create them” It is exactly the point, this 
verse only mentions what was observed by a child in 600 AD, but never even 
mentioned the opportunity of creating lighting by oneself. 


Fresh water and salt water don't mix due to a barrier 


"It is He Who has let free the two bodies of flowing water: One palatable and 
sweet, and the other salt and bitter; yet has He made a barrier between them, a 
partition that is forbidden to be passed." - Quran 25:53 


It is clear from every different translation of this Quranic verse that Allah has 
made a barrier between the ocean which is salty and the water from rivers - and 
the barrier is forbidden to be passed. This is not true, there is no barrier in this 
phenomena called estuary. In fact, the ocean and the fresh water actually mixes 
with each other, it only does it very slowly. The process is called diffusion. 

If rain would cease to exist, it would probably take a couple of years for the salt 
to diffuse all the way to the starting point of the river. It is the continuous adding 
of new rainwater that keeps the existence of this transition It is happening in a 
process called diffusion. In this transition of the fresh water into the ocean slowly 
increases in salt concentration in a gradient. Below is a picture that demonstrates 
the difference. 


Besides that it is wrong and there is no barrier between them, all people in every 
continent is aware of this phenomenon, and it is relatively easy to spot. People 
back then knew that water from rivers was drinkable, people back then knew that 
the ocean was not drinkable, and it isn't that hard to come to the conclusion that 
at some point these two types of waters must have met somewhere.

Red sea and Arabian sea 

Classical scholars are interpreting it as being the red and the Arabian sea. The 

Red Sea has a high evaporation rate which is therefore the concentration of salt is 
increased. This is of course because the place where the red sea is, is right beside 
the Sahara desert and the Arabian desert, and because of the temperature of the 
water surface reaches 30 degrees. The Strait of Bab Al-Mandeb also works like a 
gate. Since no other gates exists to the Red Sea, the only way water can come in 
and out is through that gate - and therefore the red sea is what is known as a semi- 
enclosed marginal sea. The classical scholars have also completely misunderstood 
the difference between freshwater and saltwater: in this case they are both salt 
water. The red sea is even more salty than the Arabian sea, but in the end they are 
both saltwaters. 


The umbrella experiment 

Like mentioned above, the truth is that they do mix via diffusion of water from 
the river to the sea, and salt from the sea to the river, but in a very, very slow. 

The reason why they do exist is because there is still continuous rain to the 
mountains and river which increases the fresh water and therefore this boundary 
called estuary always will exist. An experiment to disprove this Quranic verse can 
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actually be performed: 


In a place where fresh water meets sea water, people can set up large umbrellas 
or canopy all the way through the river and to the top of the mountains. ‘This will 
ensure that no extra fresh water will be added. Slowly in maybe months, years or 
decades, the saltwater and freshwater will be totally mixed 


This can also be applied to the Red Sea. Since the cause of the high concentration 
of salt is the result of the hot sun evaporating the water, one set up canopies in the 
total area of the Red Sea. This is possible by creating floating objects which don't 
sink, but also can hold up units of thick canopies which are connected which each 
other throughout the whole Red Sea. Since the red seas circulation is very poor, 

it will take many years, at least decades if not centuries for the Arabian sea to mix 
with the red sea. But it will happen. 


The Quran says that the earth is created by gas 
“Then He directed Himself to the heaven while it was smoke” — 41:11 


People like to claim that this verse proves that Earth has been created by smoke. 
So let's take it step by step: 


41:9: Say, “Do you indeed disbelieve in He who created the earth in two days and 
attribute to Him equals? That is the Lord of the worlds.” 


41:10: And He placed on the earth firmly set mountains over its surface, and He 
blessed it and determined therein its [creatures’] sustenance in four days without 
distinction — for [the information] of those who ask. 


41:11: Then He directed Himself to the heaven while it was smoke and said to it 
and to the earth, “Come [into being], willingly or by compulsion.” They said, “We 
have come willingly.” 


The realization is that the smoke scene was after the creation of the earth right, 


not before. There is a difference between gas and smoke. Gas is a state of matter, 
smoke is a collection of particles. 


Yawning is from Satan 
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Abu Hurayrah reported that the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allaah be upon 
him) said: “Yawning is from the Shaytaan. If any of you feels the urge to yawn, let 
him resist it as much as possible, for if any of you says Ha (makes a noise when 
yawning), the Shaytaan laughs.” - al-Bukhari no. 3289, also supported by al- 
Bukhari, Fath, no. 6226, Muslim, 2994, Sunan al-Tirmidhi 2746 + 2747 and others 


This is probably one of these major scientific mistakes from these many confirmed 
hadiths. In the view of anatomical structure, yawning stretches your mouth to 

the fullest and the normal respiration stops with a full inspiration fuelling your 
lungs with a puff of cool air. The resulting effect from the relaxation and stretching 
of these anatomical structures is that blood supply increases and afterwards the 
blood supply to the brain increases. The carotid body which lies just above the 
bifurcation of the common carotid artery on both sides of the brain compresses, 
releases adrenaline and noradrenaline which makes you feel aroused for a small 
amount of time. As mentioned the brain gets a shot of increased blood due to 

the relaxation of the neck, but it is also cooled down by the page of cold air to the 
lungs. Experiments on rats has shown that the brain gets cooled down. 


Yawning helps with empathy, cooling down the brain, increasing blood flow to the 
brain, flushing out toxins and more. It has also been shown that in children at age 
4 with autistic behaviour have a lack of yawning. 


This one is clearly wrong on the hadiths.. 


The sun moved to a settled place 


“The sun runs its coarse to a settled place. That is the decree of the Almighty, the 
All Knowing” Quran 36:38 


People are interpreting this verse as as the sun moving has its own course to a 
resting place called the Solar Apex, and how remarkable it is that it was known 
before by a man in 600 AD. This is not true. Our sun is moving in an orbit 

around the galaxy of approximately 230 million years a circuit, it is not a place 
where the sun is going to settle. Astronomers call the sun's direction of motion 
through the Milky Way the solar apex or the apex of the sun's way. The Solar Apex 
is the direction of motion with respect to the local standard of rest. It is not a 
destination where it is going to stop. Just like the Earth is orbiting the sun non- 
stop, the sun is also orbiting the galaxy the same way - and certainly the solar apex 
is not a bus station. 
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Genetics in the Quran 


Many religious people like to claim that Quran 18:65 (written in Arabic) refers to 
DNA, since it says A NE DE, reading backwards. They also claim it was in the 
year 1865 when the science of genetics began due to it being surah 18 and verse 
65. 


There are many problems with this statement. Firstly the origins of genetics lie 

in the development of theories of evolution, first was observed and proved by 
Charles Darwin, and he published his book in 1859. It was during this period. 
Gregor Mendel discovered the basic principles of genetics, without even knowing 
that there is a nucleus in the cells which contain DNA, and he published his paper 
in 1866. It was between 1856 and 1863 he conducted the experiments on plea 
plants to cross-breed them. People claim this is about the DNA, but the DNA 
molecule itself was first discovered with X-Ray in 1900s. Mendel had nothing 

to do with the DNA itself, only cross-breeding and proving that offspring have 
variants from their parents. The science of genetics began between 1856-1863 and 
not 1865 as some claim. He only made two presentations in 1865 to present his 
paper, but was ignored by the scientific community, but he published the paper in 
1866 anyway. 


Since many literally extract the word DNA out of the verse, the DNA molecule 
was first discovered in 1900s where started with the proposed Chromosomal 
Theory of Inheritance in early 1900s and then the chemical structure of 

the DNA between 1920-1953. DNA is furthermore only an abbreviation of 
deoxyribonucleic acid, why didn't the Quran say deoxyribonucleic acid instead? 
It is just a name, the discovery of the molecule with X-ray is more important, 
together with it’s chemical structure and how different mechanism works, like 
splicing. 


Since the numbering of the verses 18:65 is what keeps this miracle alive, then all 
people need to do is to prove that these verses are the same as the 9 Qurans made 
by Uthman in 652 AD. They can't, because the oldest Qurans known are from the 
8th century (Topkapi, sammarqand, Mail, Housini, Petropolitanus, SanAA). None 
of these Qurans are original, none of these quran are the same as the Qurans 
today, all these qurans has mistakes in grammar and language, and some of the 
have missed words, missed pages. Dr Shabir Ally which supposedly found his 
“miracle of the numbers 7 and 19” and bragged about a lot found out that they 
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can only found in the 1924 Al-Azhar compiled canonical text, put together in 
Egypt that same year. After he realized he couldn't find his numerology miracles 
earlier than 1924, he stopped mentioning these numbers. All people have to do is 
to find the 18:65 verse in a 12th century Quran or older. 


Menstruation 


“Narrated Grandfather of Adi ibn Thabit: Allah’s Messenger (peace be upon him) 
said: Sneezing, drowsing, yawning in prayer, also menstruation, vomiting and 
nose-bleeding are from (the acts of) Satan.” - Tirmidhi Hadith, Number 315 


Thinking about it, the Quran only talks about menstruation but never, ever 
mentions what it is good for. Even the Quran doesn't mention anything good 
about menstruation, but looking at the hadith above, saying that menstruation 
is from Satan just proves how much guesswork they did and how little did they 
know about anatomy, physiology and ovulation. In the menstruation cycle, 
ovulation happens where eggs are released and sperm cells need to fertilize the 
cell and make the woman pregnant. So having the ability to be pregnant is from 
Satan? 


Cousin marriages 


“Prohibited to you [for marriage] are your mothers, your daughters, your sisters, 
your father’s sisters, your mother’s sisters, your brother's daughters, your sister’s 
daughters, your [milk] mothers who nursed you, your sisters through nursing, 
your wives’ mothers, and your step-daughters under your guardianship [born] of 
your wives unto whom you have gone in. But if you have not gone in unto them, 
there is no sin upon you. And [also prohibited are] the wives of your sons who are 
from your [own] loins, and that you take [in marriage] two sisters simultaneously, 
except for what has already occurred. Indeed, Allah is ever Forgiving and 
Merciful.” - Quran 4:23 


The above verse from the Quran mentions which relatives you are allowed to 
marry and have children with and cousins is one of them. Apparently it hasn't 
taking any consideration about increased chance of sharing genes for recessive 
traits which can hold genetic disorders. 

The only thing a person has to do is look at the science and statistics regarding 
cousin marriages, and you'll find that for example that pakistanian couples who 
are cousin married in UK has 13x times more likely than the general public to 
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produce children with genetic disorders, and also the childbirth mortality rate 
increases compared to non-cousin marriage. If Allah really knew about science, 
he would not have allowed this, and he would also have explained the chemical, 
biochemical and molecular biological science behind it. 


Allah has raised a prophet in every nation 


“And We certainly sent into every nation a messenger, [saying], “Worship Allah 
and avoid Taghut.” - Quran 16:36 


This is a clear indication that geography wasn't the best side of the authors of the 
Quran. America, Australia, Greenland and probably not even Asia never received 
a prophet and are still waiting. Nothing of the Torah, Christianity or Islam existed 
there until after 15th century, as a matter of fact much later than that. Quran and 
hadiths repeatedly mentions which prophets were sent and where, but it never 
mentioned anything about the aborigines in Australia, the native Americans in 
America, the Inuit of Greenland, which by the way have totally different beliefs. 
Until the time of Muhammad, they never received any prophets, where were they 
when this revelation was given to Muhammad?

“And the earth We have spread out (like a carpet); set thereon mountains firm and 
immovable; and produced therein all kinds of things in due balance,” - Quran

Like a carpet spread out 

“He Who has, made for you the earth like a carpet spread out; has enabled you to 
go about therein by roads (and channels); and has sent down water from the sky.” 
With it have We produced diverse pairs of plants each separate from the others. -

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“(Yea, the same that) has made for you the earth (like a carpet) spread out, and 
has made for you roads (and channels) therein, in order that ye may find guidance

On their replying that Allah 
and His Messenger (peace be upon him) knew best, he said, “Under it there is 
another Earth with a journey of five hundred years between them,’ and so on till 
he had counted seven earths with a journey of five hundred years between each 
pair. He then said, “By Him in Whose hand Muhammad's soul is, if you were to 
drop a rope to the lowest earth it would not pass out of Allah’s knowledge” - Al 
Tirmidhi 5735 


Seven heavens with 71, 72 or 73 years of distance 

He said: And muzn? They said: And muzn. He said: And anan? They said: And 
anan. AbuDawud said: I am not quite confident about the word anan. He asked: 
Do you know the distance between Heaven and Earth? They replied: We do not 
know. He then said: The distance between them is seventy-one, seventy-two, or 
seventy-three years. The heaven which is above it is at a similar distance (going 
on till he counted seven heavens). Above the seventh heaven there is a sea, the 
distance between whose surface and bottom is like that between one heaven and 
the next. Above that there are eight mountain goats the distance between whose 
hoofs and haunches is like the distance between one heaven and the next. Then 
Allah, the Blessed and the Exalted, is above that. - Sunan Abu Dawud 2:475 


Lowest heaven with stars 
We have indeed decked the lower heaven with beauty (in) the stars. - Quran 37:6 


Lowest heaven with stars 

So He completed them as seven firmaments in two Days, and He assigned to each 
heaven its duty and command. And We adorned the lower heaven with lights, and 
(provided it) with guard. Such is the Decree of (Him) the Exalted in Might, Full of 
Knowledge. —- Quran 41:12 


Moon in the middle 
And made the moon a light in their midst, and made the sun as a (Glorious) 
Lamp? - Quran 71:16 


Reaching to the setting place of the sun

Tafsirs that confirms the flat earth interpretation 
People claim that spreading out like a carpet means that we can walk normally on 
land. But the tafsir below states otherwise: 


"And at the earth — how it is spread out? (88:20)’ meaning it was laid flat, and 
from that the power of Allah is inferred. This was linked to camels (in 88:17) 
because they are the animal most connected to Earth. And His usage of the 
‘spread out literally suggests that the Earth is flat, and such is the opinion of the 
scholars of Islam, not a ball like astronomers claim, though claiming so is not a 
grave sin.” - Tafsir Jalalayn 88:20 


The tafsir from Jalalayn is very clear by saying "not a ball like astronomers claim". 
A printed copy version in English have leaved out the flat part. It rather says: 


",.and at the earth, - how it was smoothed out? All these things are cited as 
evidence of the power and oneness of Allah. Camles are mentioned first because 
the Arabs had closer contact with them than any other animals. "Smoothed out" 
is used of the Earth because it has the appearance of being level." - Tafsir Jalalayn 
88:20 (printed version of English translation) 


The above translation on a printed version has been clearly corrupted. Firstly it 
has leaved out that "not a ball like astronomers claim", and the second is that it 
uses the word "smoothed" rather than "flat". Below are other tafsirs confirming 
that the interpretation is a flat earth: 


Regarding Quran 13:3: “Allah said: “And it is He who spread the Earth” which 
means that he spread it so that things may lie flat on it, which is a counter 
argument against those who claim that it is round like a ball” - Tafsir Mawardi 
133 


Regarding the meaning of the word bisatan in Quran 71:19: “the obvious meaning 
is that the Earth is not spherical, but flat.” - Tafsir Abu Hayyan 71:19 


Allah said ‘And it is He who spread the earth’ meaning that he spread it over the 
water ... according to astronomers the Earth is a ball and it can be said that if the 
ball is large enough then every piece of it can be seen as a large flat expanse... 
Even so Allah has told us that He expanded the Earth and that He spread it and 
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flattened it, which all indicate that the Earth is flat, and Allah is more truthful and 
has better evidence than astronomers.” - Tafsir Al-Khazin Al-Baghdadi 


The opinion that the Earth is round is a false one, but believing that it is flat is the 
obvious meaning taken from the book of Allah, of which there is no falsehood. 
Ibn Mujahid proved the correctness of this by using the water of sea around 
elevated areas. He said: if the Earth were round then the water would not lie still. - 
Tafsir Ibn Attiyah 71:19 


Explanation: Ibn Mujahid is known to have created the seven canonical Quranic 
readings (Qira’at). 


Musa ibn Harun narrated and said that Amru ibn Hammad narrated and said that 
Asbath narrated from al-Suddi in the report mentioned, from Abu Malik, and 
from Abu Salih, from ibn ‘Abbas and from Murrah, from ibn Masud and from 
people of the companions of the prophet (peace and blessings be upon him): “.. 
and the sky a building...” The canopy of the sky over the earth is in the form of a 
dome, and it is a roof over the earth. And Bishr bin Mu’az narrated and said from 
Yazid from Said from Qatada in the words of Allah “...and the sky a building...” 
He says he makes the sky your roof. - Tafsir al-Tabari 2:22 


Allah said next, (..without any pillars that you can see.) meaning, ‘there are 
pillars, but you cannot see them, according to Ibn ‘Abbas, Mujahid, Al-Hasan, 
Qatadah, and several other scholars. Iyas bin Mu‘ awiyah said, “The heaven is 
like a dome over the earth,” meaning, without pillars. Similar was reported from 
Qatadah, and this meaning is better for this part of the Ayah, especially since 
Allah said in another Ayah, (He withholds the heaven from falling on the earth 
except by His permission.)

Now how many verses says that the earth is round? Zero, except the verse 
“He made the earth egg-shaped” — 79:30 


Claiming that “dahaha” means “egg-shaped” is an atrocious mistranslation of 
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Oblate spheroid 
(Earth) 
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Prolate spheroid 
(Egg) 
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the Arabic word. It is Udhi'ya or Udhu'wa which means ostrich egg. The word 

is only related with eggs, because an ostrich spreads its nest on the ground. This 
means the only reason why it is associated with ostriches and eggs, is that the 
word describes how an ostrich digs out a nest for its eggs. In other words, it is a 
reference to the way the nest is created, and not remark on the shape of the egg 
itself. Some people claim that it is a metaphor that one side of earth is smaller 
than the other side due to the rotation of the earth which is still not true regarding 
the reality. Below are three problems about the comparison of the Earth with an 
ostrich egg. 


e Radius of Earth: 
Center to north: 6356 km 
Center to equator: 6378 km 
Difference in percent: 0,34%. That’s not even one percent. 

e An egg is more or less a prolate spheroid, and the Earth is an oblate spheroid, 
which is the opposite. See images on the left. This means even if you flip it, it 
wont match each other. 

e One end of an egg is more pointy, and the other end is more thick - which is 
absolutely not an image of the earth. 


The difference in percentage which is only 0,34% is so low, it still looks like a 
perfect round ball with the naked eye. There are many other fruits or object 

the authors of the Quran could have chosen like oranges, peaches, honeydew, 
lanzones, and why not the sun or the full moon itself? All these fruits are more 
accurate to the earth than an egg. To do the comparison visually, it has been 
designed and demonstrated with Photoshop where 1 pixel is 1 km radius. The 
results can be seen on the next page. 

Looking at the spheres, the one to the left is a perfect sphere with radius 
6378x6378 px horizontally and vertically, and the one in the middle is the actual 
dimensions of the earth with 6378x6356 pixels. It has been designed in pixels, but 
the result is the same as the only important aspect is the ratio. To the right is the 
Ostrich egg. It can be clearly seen the shape of the earth is much more similar to a 
perfect sphere than to an ostrich egg ever will be. 

Regardless about the dimensions, the problem is still that dahaha doesn’t mean 
egg-shaped, it means spread out. 


People usually use the excuse you don’t even consider the fact that there are many 
egg shapes, depending on which animal the egg came from: birds, reptiles, amphibia 
and fish. The Quran doesn't specify that, and usually the term egg is referred to 

a bird’s or a chicken egg in it’s natural sense first. In the desert of the cities of

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“He created the heavens and the earth in true (proportions): He makes the Night 
overlap the Day, and the Day overlap the Night: He has subjected the sun and the 
moon (to His law): Each one follows a course for a time appointed.” —- Quran 39:5 


Our sun and moon is the only sun and moon ever mentioned 

“He it is that cleaveth the day-break (from the dark): He makes the night for rest 
and tranquillity, and the sun and moon for the reckoning (of time): Such is the

Our sun and moon is the only sun and moon ever mentioned. Furthermore the 
moon is not a light 

“It is He Who made the sun to be a shining glory and the moon to bea light 
(of beauty), and measured out stages for her; that ye might know the number 
of years and the count (of time). Nowise did Allah create this but in truth 

and righteousness. (Thus) doth He explain His Signs in detail, for those who 
understand.” - Quran 10:5 


Allah, his throne and water existed before the earth (hadith) 

"First of all, there was nothing but Allah, and (then He created His Throne). His 
throne was over the water, and He wrote everything in the Book (in the Heaven) 
and created the Heavens and the Earth." - Sahih al-Bukhari 4:54:414 


Definitive proof that Earth is the center of the 
universe, aliens do not exist according to the Quran, 
and Islam is not true 


“And We certainly sent into every nation a messenger, [saying], “Worship Allah 
and avoid Taghut”” - Quran 16:36 


In the verse above we know for sure that he has sent a messenger to every nation. 
In the below verse we find out how many nations: 


“And this [Qur’an] is a Book We have revealed [which is] blessed, so follow it and 
fear Allah that you may receive mercy. [We revealed it] lest you say, “The Scripture 
was only sent down to two groups before us, but we were of their study unaware,’ 
Or lest you say, “If only the Scripture had been revealed to us, we would have been 
better guided than they.’ So there has [now] come to you a clear evidence from

your Lord and a guidance and mercy. Then who is more unjust than one who 
denies the verses of Allah and turns away from them? We will recompense those 
who turn away from Our verses with the worst of punishment for their having 
turned away.” - Quran 6:155-157 


So Allah has sent a messenger to every nation, and that is a total number of three: 
The Jews, the Christians and now the Arabs. Not even the native Indians? Not 
even the aborigines? Not even the Greenland people? How do you expect it to 
even be aliens? 

He says that he sent a messenger to every nation, therefore the messengers of the 
Jews, Christians and now Muslims do not count, since they were the messengers 
of the Middle-East, and not America or Australia. And the second Quranic 

verse confirms it conclusively that there were a total of three groups, the Jews, 
Christians and now muslims, where the books have been revealed. 


People can refute that Allah has sent a messenger to every nation, but not all 
nations received a scripture. To this following bullet proof argument can be used: 


Messenger sent to every nation 
"And for every nation is a messenger. So when their messenger comes, it will be 
judged between them in justice, and they will not be wronged" - Quran 10:47 


"And We certainly sent into every nation a messenger, [saying], "Worship Allah 
and avoid Taghut." And among them were those whom Allah guided, and among 
them were those upon whom error was [deservedly] decreed. So proceed through 
the earth and observe how was the end of the deniers." - Quran 16:36 


Messengers were sent with book and scriptures 

"We have already sent Our messengers with clear evidences and sent down with 
them the Scripture and the balance that the people may maintain [their affairs] 

in justice. And We sent down iron, wherein is great military might and benefits 
for the people, and so that Allah may make evident those who support Him and 
His messengers unseen. Indeed, Allah is Powerful and Exalted in Might." - Quran 
Dio 


"Then if they deny you, [O Muhammad] - so were messengers denied before you, 
who brought clear proofs and written ordinances and the enlightening Scripture." 


- Quran 3:184 


"And We have already sent messengers before you and assigned to them wives 


and descendants. And it was not for a messenger to come with a sign except by 
permission of Allah . For every term is a decree." - Quran 13:38 


"And if they deny you - then already have those before them denied. Their 
messengers came to them with clear proofs and written ordinances and with the 
enlightening Scripture." - Quran 35:25 


Conclusion: With these four verses, books were sent to all nations, which in turn 
contradicts with Quran 6:155-157, that it was only sent down to three groups 
total. 


Another evidence to support that not all nations received a scripture 

“And this [Qur'an] is a Book We have revealed [which is] blessed, so follow it and 
fear Allah that you may receive mercy. [We revealed it] lest you say, “The Scripture 
was only sent down to two groups before us, but we were of their study unaware,’ 
- Quran 6:155-156 


The scripture to the arabian peninsula was sent to the arab-speaking people, so 
they did not have any excuses. But what about America and Australia? Should they 
just accept that they will come with excuses? Allah specifically didn't want the 
arabs not to come with excuses, why not the native Indians or Aborigines too? 
Furthermore nowhere is it mentioned in the Quran or hadiths about America and 
Australia. The next verse confirms it was sent down for the arab-speaking people 
because of the language: 


“And before this Quran the Book of Moses was revealed as a guide and mercy. 
And this Book is a confirmation, in the Arabic tongue, to warn those who do 
wrong, and as good news to those who do good.” - Quran 46:12 


The proof that earth is the center of the universe and Aliens do not exist 

Notice also that the Quran only mentions that Allah has sent a messenger to 
every nation, but doesn't say every world or every planet. Even if it were correct 
that he sent messengers to other planets, it still wouldn't make sense because 

he only sent the scriptures to the Jews, Christians and Arabs, which is on our 
planet - and therefore the Messengers on other planets would be useless without 
any scriptures. This means that life on other planets, even if they had received 
messengers, they never received any books to follow, because only three books has 
been sent, the Torah, Bible and the Quran, which is on our planet, and therefore 
the messengers on other planets would be useless. 


There is no way to interpret it away, this, ladies and gentlemen, is the golden 
scientific mistake you all were looking for. Let it be known that this scientific 
mistake mistakes was found and for the first time mentioned in this book, 
Disproving Islam (2020) by the author. This is an entirely new scientific mistake, 
which is wrong, and undoubtedly cannot be interpreted otherwise. 


Conclusion 


This chapter has presented various scientific mistakes, and a complete new one, 
first described in this book. 


Nevertheless all these scientific verses (which are not science), whether true or 
not, is only 0,000001% of all science knowledge compared to today.

This chapter was about that these are wrong and not 
satisfactory, and it doesn’t work, then the next chapter will prove that these 
scientific statements were known before. 


Chapter 4: Plagiarism by Islam 


Introduction 


This chapter is a follow-up of chapter one and deals with proving that scientific 
miracles from the Quran, and presents evidence that were in fact known before 
Muhammad's time. It is separated into two main parts, the first part dealing with 
the scientific plagiarism and the second part dealing with plagiarism regarding 
rituals, rules, wordings, events etc. 


PART 1 


Quran copied fasting 


It is typically seen that people share CT scans or MRI scans of the brain, showing 
how fasting improves and alters the brain, and justifying how Islam is the true 
religion because of this. While there is no doubt that fasting has benefits, the 
benefits of fasting has been known for at least 1100 years before Muhammad, and 
this is independently from the Torah and the Bible. 


Pythagoras (570 BC - 495 BC) in ancient Greece was among many who talk about 
its advantages. It was one of the most widespread healing traditions in the ancient 
world. 

Hippocrates (460 BC - 370 BC) was one of the greatest geniuses in the antique 
and is widely considered the father of modern medicine. He commonly 
prescribed the practice of fasting and the consumption of apple cider vinegar. He 
wrote to eat when you are sick, is to feed your illness. 

Another ancient Greek was Plutarch (46 AD - 120 AD) who was a Greek writer 
and historian who also made similar statements. He wrote Instead of using 
medicine, better fast today. Even Plato (424 BC - 348 BC) and his student Aristotle 
were also truth worthy supporters of fasting. Generally the ancient Greeks 
believed that humans, like most animals, do not eat when they become sick. This 
is the reason why fasting has been called the physician within. 


There is surely no doubt that fasting was known before the time of Muhammad. 


Separating the heaven from earth and earth from 
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heaven 


In the Quran and hadiths it is stated multiple times Allah had separated earth 
from the heavens and heavens from the earth. Below is a scripture which was 
written 2700 years before Muhammad with the same statement: 


“Not only did the lord make the world appear in its correct form, the lord who 
never changes the destinies which he determines - Enlil —- who will make the 
human seed of the Land come forth from the earth - and not only did he hasten 
to separate heaven from earth, and hasten to separate earth from heaven..” - Song 
of the Hoe, Creation of the Myth, 2100 BC 


"When the Heavens had been separated from the Earth" - Enuma Elish, 
Babylonian creation myth, 700 BC 

"What did the ancient classic "Zhou Shu" mean by the sentence that Zhong 
and Li caused the heaven and earth to disconnect from each other?" - Guoyu 
(Discourses of the States), 771-476 BC 


Separating earth from heaven was indeed said almost 3000 years before 
Muhammad. 


The development of the fetus in the womb 


People like to claim that it was a miracle how Muhammad in 600 AD could 

have known how a fetus is made. As it has been described in chapter three, it is 
actually not that hard to come to the conclusion that sperm goes into the women, 
and somehow becomes a baby which consists of bones, flesh and blood. Even a 
15 years old could have that imagination at that time or even thousands of years 
before that. A teenager would have had come to the conclusion that you have 

sex and the sperm drop goes in, and out of it comes a baby with blood, bones 
and flesh. Nevertheless it was known by numerous people before Muhammad, 
and one of them is Hippocrates (460-370 BC) which lived 1000 years before 
Muhammad. He wrote: 


"Sperm is a product which comes from the whole body of each parent, weak 
sperm coming from the weak parts, and strong sperm from the strong parts.... The 
seed (embryo), then, is contained in a membrane ... Moreover, it grows because 
of its mother’s blood, which descends to the womb. For once a woman conceives, 
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she ceases to menstruate... At this stage, with the descent and coagulation of the 
mother’s blood, flesh begins to be formed, with the umbilicus...As the flesh grows 
it is formed into distinct members by breath... The bones grow hard ... moreover 
they send out branches like a tree ...” - Hippocrates 1978, page 321-322 


Aristotle also wrote about the embryology, 900 years before Muhammad: 


“When the material secreted by the female in the uterus has been fixed by the 
semen of the male...the more solid part comes together, the liquid is separated off 
from it, and as the earthy parts solidify membranes form all around it...Some of 
these are called membranes and others choria...” and “So nature has first designed 
the two blood vessels from the heart, and from these smaller vessels branch off 

to the uterus, forming what is called the umbilicus...Round these is a skin-like 
integument, because the weakness of the vessels needs protection and shelter. The 
vessels join to the uterus like the roots of plants, and through them the embryo 
receives its nourishment”. - Aristotle, De Generatione Animalium, Book II, 


740a28-740a35, as per Barnes, opere citato, p. 1148-1149 


Claudius Galenus from the Roman Empire also wrote about embryology, 500 
years before Muhammad: 


“let us divide the creation of the foetus overall into four periods of time. The first 
is that in which. as is seen both in abortions and in dissection, the form of the 
semen prevails [Arabic nutfah]. At this time, Hippocrates too, the all-marvelous, 
does not yet call the conformation of the animal a foetus; as we heard just now 
in the case of semen voided in the sixth day, he still calls it semen. But when 

it has been filled with blood [Arabic alaqa], and heart, brain and liver are still 
unarticulated and unshaped yet have by now a certain solidarity and considerable 
size, this is the second period; the substance of the foetus has the form of flesh 
and no longer the form of semen. Accordingly you would find that Hippocrates 
too no longer calls such a form semen but, as was said, foetus. The third period 
follows on this, when, as was said, it is possible to see the three ruling parts 
clearly and a kind of outline, a silhouette, as it were, of all the other parts [Arabic 
mudghah]. You will see the conformation of the three ruling parts more clearly, 
that of the parts of the stomach more dimly, and much more still, that of the 
limbs. Later on they form “twigs”, as Hippocrates expressed it, indicating by the 
term their similarity to branches. The fourth and final period is at the stage when 
all the parts in the limbs have been differentiated; and at this part Hippocrates 
the marvelous no longer calls the foetus an embryo only, but already a child, too 
when he says that it jerks and moves as an animal now fully formed.” “... The 
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time has come for nature to articulate the organs precisely and to bring all the 
parts to completion. Thus it caused flesh to grow on and around all the bones, 
and at the same time ... it made at the ends of the bones ligaments that bind them 
to each other, and along their entire length it placed around them on all sides 

thin membranes, called periosteal, on which it caused flesh to grow.’ - Corpus 
Medicorum Graecorum: Galeni de Semine (Galen: On Semen) (Greek text with 
English trans. Phillip de Lacy, Akademic Verlag, 1992) section I:9:1-10 pp. 92-95, 
101 


People already knew a lot about the fetus, many of them were even more precise 
than Muhammad and the Quran. 


Keith Moore 

Many people bring up the embryologist Keith Moore, and how he said that the 
Quran was accurate when it comes to embryology. He was working with the Saudi 
government, who also payed him and financed his research, and was easily tricked 
into saying that it was accuracte by relying on the translation and interpretation of 
the Saudis. 


During his lecture tours to promote his book to Muslim audiences in 1988, 

Keith Moore stated that he never left his Christian faith to become a Muslim and 
admitted that he had no knowledge of Arabic, that Muslim scholars had translated 
the Arabic words for him, and that he is not claiming his interpretations are 
accurate. The following is the quote from him: 


"As Dr. Persaud said, we don't read Arabic. The Scholars translated for us. We 
simply give our interpretations. We are not saying they are accurate." - Dr. Keith 
Moore, Embryology in the Qur'an, University of Toronto, Canada, 1988 with 
Keith L. Moore, TVN Persaud and E. Marshal Johnson, timestamp 00:48:40 


The Islamic additions to his book are actually the work of a leading militant 
Islamist named Abdul Majeed al-Zindani, and not the work of Keith Moore. 


Alfred Kroner, William Hay, Tom Armstrong and other professors/scientists who 
attended the conference back then, have also come forward, saying that their 
views were misrepresented and quote-mined. 


"We thought it was to help make it easier for scientists to operate in the Muslim 
world, but clearly I think in retrospect is to try to recruit people for Islam. I hate 
to say it but under false pretences and that's a really serious problem". - William 
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Hay 


Allah made man from clay 


"Who perfected everything which He created and began the creation of man from 
clay." - Quran 32:7 


Man created from clay was stated 1600 years before Muhammad: 


"Your hands formed me and made me - will you now absorb me? Remember that 
you formed me as if with clay - will you return me to dust? You poured me out 

like milk, and pulled me together like cheese. You clothed me with skin and flesh, 
and [inside me] did you interweave bones and sinews." - Book of Job, Job 10:8-11 


Allah sent Iron 


"And We sent down iron, wherein is great military might and benefits for the 
people" — Quran 57:25 


Some people claim that it was a miracle how a man in 600 AD in the desert could 
have known that meteorites contain iron. They just forgot to mention that it was 
known before. 


According to professor Hamed A. Ead, the Egyptians called iron the metal of 
heaven or ba-en-pet. 


According to Keith Squires, not only were the ancient Egyptians aware of 
meteoritic iron, but archaeological evidence suggests that they were sophisticated 
enough to differentiate between different types of iron. In ancient Egypt lead- 
stones were called res mehit ba, which means north south iron. Plutarch which 
quoted Manetho, called lead-stones as Bone of Osiris, and non-magnetic iron as 
Bone of Typhon. 


Even the Sumerians had a clue about this. According to Alan F. Alford, the 
supreme God Anu personified a planet which had exploded, which is the reason 
that his name Anu meant Heaven, and meteoritic iron was known as the essence of 
Anu. 
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In conclusion it was known before Muhammad that meteorites contained iron. 


Sent down clothing 

"Children of Adam! We have sent down on you a garment to cover your shameful 
parts, and feathers; and the garment of godfearing -- that is better; that is one of 
God's signs; haply they will remember." - Quran 7:26 


According to the verse above, Allah has also sent down clothing. 


The preserved body of Pharaoh 


"And We took the Children of Israel across the sea, and Pharaoh and his soldiers 
pursued them in tyranny and enmity until, when drowning overtook him, he said, 
"I believe that there is no deity except that in whom the Children of Israel believe, 
and I am of the Muslims." Now? And you had disobeyed [Him] before and were 
of the corrupters? So today We will save you in body that you may be to those 
who succeed you a sign. And indeed, many among the people, of Our signs, are 
heedless" - Quran 10:91-92 


According to the verses above and apologists, a 7th century man could never 
had known that a body could be preserved so good as that of the Pharaoh who 
drowned while persecuting Moses. The answer is actually very simple: there 
were hundreds of other pharaohs who were mummified, and many tomb raiders 
always went to these spots to steal treasures, like gold, and even many tombs 
were destroyed. However, one of the most well preserved mummies known to 
date is that of a 3000 years old Cherchen Man, found in the Taklamakan desert, 
even more preserved than any Egyptian Pharaohs. It's funny that Allah never 
mentioned that he will preserve a man in Asia. 


Moon reflects light 
“Tt is He who made the sun a shining light and the moon a light” - Quran 10:5 


Firstly is a very clear observation that the moon is reflecting the light of the sun 

at the exact same side the light touches the moon. It is not an exaggeration to 

say that a teenager in the ancient world could have come to that conclusion. The 
correct translated verse is mentioned above, but Sahih International has corrupted 
the translation which says:

“Tt is He who made the sun a shining light and the moon a derived light” - Quran 
10:5, Sahih International 


As mentioned in chapter three stating that the moon is a light is wrong, but the 
Sahih International added the word derived for the translation of the arabic word 
nur. In Quran 24:35 it says Allah is the light (Nur) of the heavens and Earth, so 
does that mean that Allah is a derived light? Of course not. Regardless of the 
outcome this was known before by many people. 


Anaxagoras (428 BC) correctly determined that the rocky moon reflects light 
from the sun which made it possible for him to explain lunar phases and eclipses. 
Not only was he correct that the moon reflected the light from the sun, he also 
stated that it contained mountains and believed it was inhabited. He lived 1000 
years before Muhammad. 


It is not that difficult to realize that it is a reflection when half moons only are 
lightened up by the side which the sun is. 


Salt water and fresh water don’t mix 


And it is He who has released [simultaneously] the two seas, one fresh and sweet 
and one salty and bitter, and He placed between them a barrier and prohibiting 
partition. - Quran 25:53 


In chapter one it has been described why this verse is incorrect. Shortly the 

fresh water and salt water mixes, but very slowly. There is also no barrier but a 
transition with a gradient. Nevertheless Aristotle (350 BC) had a similar statement 
that salt water and fresh water don't mix, 900 years before Muhammad: 


“The drinkable, sweet water, then, is light and is all of it drawn up: the salt water is 
heavy and remains behind” - Meteorology by Aristotle (350 BC) Book II. 


Quran reveals that every living thing comes from 
water 
Have those who disbelieved not considered that the heavens and the earth were 


a joined entity, and We separated them and made from water every living thing? 
Then will they not believe? - Quran 21:30 





217 


That humans were made from water or that we come from the sea has been 
known before human. It is worth mentioning that it doesn't take a person with 
an IQ higher than 70 (which is low) to get an idea that the essence of life is water. 
In the desert it is even easier to understand that without water, you die. When a 
soldier dies, he usually loses a lot of blood which is evident. 

But the more important question is, why doesn't Allah mention carbon? Life does 
not from water; water is just water - life comes from different atoms which the 
most important is carbon. That's why carbon is called the essence of biological 
life. It is through a discipline called organic chemistry students learn that without 
carbon there is no life. That’s why when something is organic or living, it contains 
carbon. Our DNA which is the essence of all biological life consist of carbon. 


Saying that he made living things from water is like saying “I made that cake from 
milk” without adding anything else, like flour. Regardless of what, it was known 
before that living things came from water. 


Thales the Milesian, 639-544 BC (1200 years before Muhammad) made 
contributions in many fields and his observation was that water was the most 
abundant material on Earth and all animals and plants needed it for life. He came 


with the theory that life originated from water and if an organism had a lack of it, 
it died. 


Anaximander, 610 — 546 BC (1200 years before Muhammad) said that lif came 
from the sea. 


Empedocles, 494 - 434 BC (1100 years before Muhammad) that all matter were 
made up of four elements: water, earth, air and fire. 


The Quran says that water comes from the clouds 


Realizing that water comes from the clouds and clouds from the sea is actually 
not that hard to achieve. Anyone can see that evaporation from the ground causes 
clouds, and these clouds then has the effect to cause rain, which again repeats the 
cycle. It was known by many people before. 


Anaximander, 610 - 546 BC (1200 years before Muhammad) was one of the 
people in ancient Greece. He postulated that the sea evaporates under the 
sun's action and the clouds would be attracted to places where water was more 
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abundant, and then rain would happen. 


The Quran revealed that planets move in orbits 


This is a statement that some people claim but there are absolutely no verses that 
says that. As mentioned in chapter one, there are around 20-30 verses from the 
Quran and Hadith together which says that the earth is flat, has heaven like a 
dome, the moon and sun orbits the earth - and finally it is the center of attention 
in the universe, while not even mentioning other solar systems or galaxies. In the 
end it doesn't matter regarding it, because it was known before. 


Yajnavalkya (9th-8th century BC) who is the author of Shatapatha Brahmana 
recognized that the Earth is spherical and also expounded a heliocentric concept. 
He wrote in his book: 


“The sun strings these worlds — the earth, the planets, the atmosphere — to himself 
on a thread.” - Shatapatha Brahmana 8.7.3.10, by Yajnavalkya 


Anaxagoras who lived 1100 years before Muhammad proposed that the milky way 
is a concentration of distant stars like our own. 


“The Milky Way (Via Lactea) as a concentration of distant stars”- Aristotle, 
Meteorologica 342b. 


Aristarchus of Samos in ancient Greece, lived 900 years before Muhammad, was 
an astronomer and mathematician who was influenced by Philolaus of Croton. 
He is probably the first person in ancient Greece who first proposed heliocentric, 
where he placed the Sun at the center while Earth revolving around it. He 
understood the central fire with the sun, and he managed to put the planets in 
our solar system in the correct order according to the distance to the sun. Just like 
Anaxagoras 200 years before him, he also suspected that the stars also were suns 
just like our own, but much further away. 


There is no doubt that the ancient Greeks were very well away about 
heliocentrism and that planets revolve around the sun. 


Quran prohibited alcohol and now science confirm 
alcohol is bad 
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They ask you about wine and gambling. Say, “In them is great sin and [yet, some] 
benefit for people. But their sin is greater than their benefit” And they ask you 
what they should spend. Say, “The excess [beyond needs].” Thus Allah makes clear 
to you the verses [of revelation] that you might give thought. - Quran 2:219, also 
4:43, 5:90-91 


It only takes a child in the ancient world to realize that alcohol is bad, in regard 
to physical health, psychologically and also have an impact socially. The first 
example blow is the Roman Aulus, 500 years before Muhammad. His made an 
accurate statement looking it superficial without going into the toxicological 
aspect. 


“ifa drunken man get a childe, it will never likely have a good braine” - Aulus 
Gellius, born 125 AD 


The second example is Plato. 


“The first is a reference to a Carthaginian law ‘which ordains that no soldier on 
the march should ever taste of this potion [wine], but confine himself for the 
whole of the time to water drinking only" - Plato, reprinted 1952, 2, 674 


"it is not right that procreation should be the work of bodies dissolved by excess of 
wine, but rather that the embryo should be compacted firmly, steadily and quietly 
in the womb” - Plato, reprinted 1952, 6, 775c-d 


Plato (Laws II, 655 d ss.) admitted that wine could lead to uncontrollable manner 
and bad habits. Drunken people were always likely to lose their temper and 
become crazy, which is the reason why Dyonisiac festivals were forbidden in 
Sparta. In their view the festivals were irreverent and made the men who were 
drunk to become crazy. 


The third example is from the ancient Carthage (700-300 BC), 900-1300 years 
before Muhammad. They had a ritual against drinking by newly married in their 
wedding nights, and it was a percolation against alcohol induced birth defects.

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Allah predicted about bacteria before they were 
known 


“Tam your Lord. Take off your shoes. You are in the sacred valley of Tuwa” - 
Quran 20:12 


A statement by some people to this is that God ordered Moses to take off his 
shoes in order for not making the place dirty. They use this to justify that it proves 
bacteria. 


This is one of these preposterous miracle statements that one might ask oneself 
who fell down the steps and claimed it. The quran literally doesn't mention 
anything about bacteria but only the dirt which is under the shoes. There are 
different college textbooks about microbiology, immunology and bacteriology 
which can highly be recommend to read. From there it is easy to come to the 
realization that the verse has no meaning to anything. Regardless of what, this was 
known before and in a much greater detail. 


Marcus Terentius Varro, 116-27 BC (700 years before Muhammad) wrote: 


“Precautions must also be taken in neighborhood swamps . . . because certain 
minute creatures [animalia minuta] grow there which cannot be seen by the 
eye, which float in the air and enter the body through the mouth and nose and 
there cause serious diseases.” - Plinio Prioreschi. A History of Medicine: Roman 
Medicine. Lewiston, NY: Edwin Mellen Press, 1998: p. 215 


Thucydides, 460-395 BC (1000 years before Muhammad) has many contributions 
to science which one of this most important was his observations regarding the 
Athenian plague between 430-410 BC, that killed one-third of the population in 
Athen. He survived the epidemic himself, and observed that the survivors did 

not get reinfected by the disease even though they took care of the actively sick 
people. This is one of the earliest observations that the ancient Greeks were aware 
of the concept of immunity. 


Both Marcus and Thucydides were completely right about bacteria and their 
existence, but not all bacteria travels in the air. 


Breastfeeding for 2 years was known before science 
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said it 


Mothers may nurse their infants for two whole years, for those who desire to 
complete the nursing-period... [Quran 2.233] 


People state how a man for 1400 years ago could have known this detail for 
how long to breastfeed. Some people try to justify WHO's statement about 
breastfeeding for 1,5 years. 


Firstly knowing how long to breastfeed a child is the easiest task in the world 

and it is usually between 1-2 years, rarely up to 3 years. It is literally a very easy 
observation from all different cultures that when a baby becomes a maximum of 2 
years, probably around 98% of mothers stop breastfeeding them naturally due to 
the size of the child. This verse has nothing to do with a miracle, it is just common 
sense. Nevertheless it was known before the time of Muhammad. 


Compared to today, the duration of breastfeeding in the ancient world were 
generally longer. Aristotle stated that it should continue between 12-18 months or 
when the menses restarted in the nursing mother. 

In the world of ancient Palestine for 4000 years ago, breastfeeding was a religious 
obligation and a blessing. The duration of breastfeeding used to last up to two 
years or maybe three years, which provided the child a protection from different 
diseases, one which was fatal called dysentery. 

In a Talmud from 536 BC, the newborns were placed immediately on the breast of 
the mothers and breastfeed for about 24 months. 

Between 300 BC - 400 AD, contracts were written with wet nurses to breastfeed 
abandoned infants. The infants were usually unwanted females thrown onto the 
trash. The duration of breastfeeding were up to three years. 


Looking at the different durations in the ancient world, Aristotle statement about 
12-18 months falls under the 1,5 years of recommendation from WHO which 

is more accurate than the Quran. Either way, there are definitely many more 
civilizations than in this list that probably stated that breastfeeding should be 
between 1-2 years. 


For further study about the history of breastfeeding, it is recommended to read 
the published article Breastfeeding in the Course of History from the year 2015 by 
Nicoletta Iacovidou. 
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The alaqah and mudghah in embryology 


"Then We made the drop into an alaqah, then We made the alagah into a 
mudghah" - Quran, 23:14 


The statement by some people is that it is impossible to know this in 600 AD. 


The truth is that in week 3, the structure of this “leech” can actually be seen with a 
naked eye and has a size of a plump watermelon. 

At week 8, it has a size of 1,6 cm — which can definitely be seen with the naked 
eye, and anyone is able to determine its shape and even details. 


What the muslims during the lifetime of Muhammad did was killing captive 
people or taking them as slaves. In regard to this, they had the opportunity to kill 
the women and open up their placenta and see the shape of the of the fetus as 
early as week 3. Although there aren't any historical evidence that supports that 
earlier civilizations have done this, it would be achievable for them anyway since 
it is completely possible without using a microscope. All it needs is having sex 
with a captive sex slave, wait the weeks needed and then take the placenta out. 


Created man from sperm 
"He created man from a sperm-drop;" - Quran 16:4 
This is similar to: 


"Who creates people from sperm;" - Excerpts from Great Hymn to the Aten- tomb 
of Ay, no. 25 at Amarna 


Allah predicted elements that are smaller than atoms 


"Not even an atom’s weight escapes Him, be it in the heavens or the earth, nor 
what is smaller than that or larger; all are in a clear Record." - Quran 34:3 


To begin with, it is clear that the Quran does not refer to subatomic components, 
the verse only says "smaller or larger" than atoms which can be anything. In 
addition, the Arabic word for atom can also mean a corn grain, speck or particle, 
just like the expression speck of dust. In arabic it it is used to mean something 
significantly small, it does not refer to the model of the atom. 
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Most people are confused about what the word atom originally meant. It only 
means the smallest constituent of matter. The particle we call an atom today is 
not the smallest constituent of matter, but we called it atom by borrowing it from 
Greek vocabulary because we didn't know subatomic particles existed when we 
discovered it. So the original meaning of the word atom that occurs in ancient 
texts of Greeks and Indians is actually referring to subatomic particles. It wasn't a 
scientific term; it just meant something that cannot be broken down into smaller 
parts. As you already know, what we call atoms today can indeed be broken 
down into smaller parts. So by that definition, today's atom is not the same as the 
historical atom. They are completely different words. Aristotle postulated that you 
can break matter into an infinite degree which we now know it's wrong, and later 
it was hypothesized by Democritus that you can only break matter to a certain 
limit. Democritus definition of the historical atom is actually what we today call 
subatomic or elementary particles. 


There are other people who came with the theory of atoms and molecules. The 
first reference were made by the Jains in ancient India in 6th century BC (1200 
years before Muhammad) in the Ajiva sanskrit It is also supposed that Ionians 
postulated about the elementary partcles. Other civilizations include the ancient 
Greeks such as Leuicippus, Democritus (as mentioned before) and Epicurus and 
the ancient hindus such as Kanada, Dignaga and Dharmakirti. 


Allah predicted that in high altitude your chest 
constricts 


"Whomever God wishes to guide, He renders his chest receptive to Islam, and 
whomever He wishes to send astray, He renders his chest tight and constricted as 
if he is ascending into the sky." - Quran [6:125] 


With this verse some people claim that high altitudes in air flight causes 
constriction and tightness of the chest, and no one at the time would have known 
that flying into the sky has this effect. They claim that it only become common 
knowledge when fly machines were invented. 


The explanation for this is actually even more simple than expected: You don't 
need to fly in order for you to feel the effect of tightness in the chest. Altitude 
sickness commonly happens at around 2,500 meters or above. It can result in 
high altitude pulmonary edema (HAPE) or high altitude cerebral edema (HACE),

which are potentially fatal. The truth is that there are many mountains in the 
Middle-East which are taller than this threshold, and some of them are mentioned 
below: 


¢ Mount Damavand, Iran (5610 meters) 

e Jabal an Nabi Shu’ayb, Yemen (3,666 meters) 

e Cheekha Dar, Iraq (3,611 meters) 

e Qurnat as Sawda, Lebanon (3,088 meters) 

¢ Possibly Jabal Sawda, Saudi Arabia (3,000 meters) 

e Mount Hermon (Jabal el-Sheikh), Syria (2,814 meters) 


Since they were desert people, one can imagine that they had the opportunity to 
climb any of these mountains and experience the mountain sickness themselves. 
All it would need is 2500 meters altitude and above which there are many places 
to choose from. 


This is clearly not any miracle since it is possible for people to experience it by 
themselves. NASA has a big vacuum room at their center which they use for 
experimentation. It is completely plausible to test a person inside the big room 
and feel the tightness of chest on earth instead of ascending up to the sky. The 
real question is, does Allah mentions that you can artificially create vacuum and 
a tightness of chest on the ground? No, he doesn't. In Sahih International it says 
“as though he were climbing into the sky.” Climbing, not ascending. This means 
climbing a mountain, not flying up to the sky as some people claim. Difficulty 
in breathing due to the air being thinner at high altitudes has been recognized 
since ancient times. There are many examples where people have mentioned the 
symptoms of high altitude sickness. 


Aristotle (384-322 BC) describes a trip to Mount Olympus in Macedonia. 


‘Also, because the rarity of the air which was there did not fill them with 
breath, they were not able to survive there unless they applied moist sponges to 
their noses”. - West J. High Life. A History of High Altitude Physiology and 
Medicine. Oxford University Press;1998 


In high altitude there is actually an extreme dryness of the air which is the reason 
they used wet sponges, although it didn't help with the thin air. Titus Livius (59 
BC - 19 AD) cited by Francis Bacon (1561-1626), author of History of Ancient 
Rome, noted that Aristotle knew that those climbing the mountain had to breath 
through sponges wetted in water and vinegar, because the air in such a high 
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altitude was very dry and not fit for breathing. 

The next example is from the ancient Chinese West Han Dynasty from 30 BC. 
Too Kin advised Emperor Chung ti who was the emperor between 37-32 BC to 
not send his people to Afghanistan across Tibetan mountains. 


“Next, one comes to Big Headache and Little Headache Mountains, as well as Red 
Earth and Swelter Hills. They make a man so hot that his face turns pale, his head 
aches, and he begins to vomit. Even the donkeys and swine react this way.’ The 
walkers and riders hold on to each other and are led forward by ropes for some 
2000 Ii [1000 km or 600 miles] before they reach Hsientu [Hindu Kush]. By then, 
half of the animals have fallen to their death in the gorges. If a man falls, it is 
impossible to save him. It is so difficult and dangerous that words cannot describe 
it” — Too Kin (37-32 BC) 


It is clear from this part of the document that the mountain has been named 
headache because of the low oxygen which causes many symptoms including 
tightness of chest, low oxygen to the brain, breathing problems and oedema 
Although tightness of chest is not directly mentioned, it is definitely one of the 
common symptoms of high altitude sickness. 


Another example is a Chinese man (403 AD) crossing into Kashmir who was a 
companion of the monk Fa Hsien. During the journey through the mountains he 
died with difficulty breathing and foam at his mouth, now known as high-altitude 
pulmonary oedema. 


It is clear from the presented historical events that high altitude was known to 
cause breathing problems, apart from it is relatively easy to find out for anyone. 
The reason why it hasn't commonly knowledge was because in the era of Ancient 
Greece, there weren't many people on the planet and most people lived close to 
the sea. They saw the mountains as such places where Gods lived and didn't dare 
to climb up.

Allah predicts that west is left and east is right 


"You would see the sun, when it rose it shone into their cave from the right, and 
when it set it shone from the left, as they lay in the midst of the cave. That was 
one of Allah’s wonders. He whom Allah guides is truly guided; but he whom He 
misguides, for him you will find no directing friend." - Quran 18:17 


People claim that this verse demonstrates the direction of where the sun rises is to 
the right hand side, the direction where the sun sets is to the left hand side, and in 
this case you will be facing North and not south. They claim that this convention 
has determined the and shaped the modem maps. 

Firstly the North star has been a central point for as long as the Egyptians 
civilization, if not longer. In the Giza pyramids there is a hole that points directly 
to the north star. It must have been obvious from the earliest civilizations that 
when you look at the direction of the North Pole, the east is where the sun rises is 
to your right side, and the west where the sun goes down is to your left. A 10 year 
old child without any proper education can come to that conclusion. 


To come to the main point, it was actually determined before Islam. Ptolemy (90- 
168 AD) established the notion that north should always be up, and east at the 
right side. This was stated 500 years before Muhammad. 


Allah proved water cycle 


“Have you not seen that Allah sent rain down from the sky and caused it to 
penetrate the ground and come forth as springs, then He caused crops of different 
colors to grow...” - Quran 39:21 


"And of His signs is [that] He shows you the lightening [causing] fear and 
aspiration, and He sends down rain from the sky by which He brings to life the 
earth after its lifelessness. Indeed in that are signs for a people who use reason." - 
Quran 30:24 


"And We have sent down rain from the sky in a measured amount and settled it in 
the earth. And indeed, We are Able to take it away." - Quran 23:18 


"And We have sent the fertilizing winds and sent down water from the sky and 
given you drink from it. And you are not its retainers." - Quran 15:22 
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"Do you not see that Allah drives clouds? Then He brings them together, then 
He makes them into a mass, and you see the rain emerge from within it. And 
He sends down from the sky, mountains [of clouds] within which is hail, and He 
strikes with it whom He wills and averts it from whom He wills. The flash of its 
lightening almost takes away the eyesight." - Quran 24:43 


"It is Allah who sends the winds, and they stir the clouds and spread them in the 
sky however He wills, and He makes them fragments so you see the rain emerge 
from within them. And when He causes it to fall upon whom He wills of His 
servants, immediately they rejoice" - Quran 30:48 


"By the sky which returns [rain]" - Quran 86:11 


First of all it is worth mentioning that by looking at the number of chapters and 
number of all these different verses, it is clear to anyone to come to the conclusion 
how disoriented and unsystematic the Quran in reality is. It really takes 7 different 
verses from 7 chapters to compile them together to come to the conclusion of the 
miracle of water cycle. Not to mention that there are more similar verses from 
chapters which are different than these. 


People's statement is that the Quran mentions the water cycle in great detail. It 
surely does not. Any person with a diploma in Earth Science will understand 
that this is absolutely not even close to any details. Since there are many verses 
included in this section, it is better to separate them and take them one by one. 


Rainwater returned back as clouds which again causes rain 

One of the earliest evidence that states rain is evaporated back as clouds is from 
Adityahridayam of Ramayana (Hindu), which is dated back to the 4th century 
BC. It mentions in verse 22 that the sun heats up the water and sends it down as 
rain. This is a clear indication that the water cycle was known 1000 years before 
Muhammad. Ancient scholars back in 500 BC were also speculating that much of 
the water in rivers can be attributed to rain. 


Condensed clouds causes rain and lighting 
One of the earliest evidence that people proposed that condensed clouds causes 
rain is from Aristotle, about 1000 years before Muhammad. 


“and lighting is produced by cold, being driven out by the condensation of the 
clouds..” — from the book Meteorologica by Aristotle, 350 BC 
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Although Aristotle doesn't say rain but only lighting, they are essentially the same. 


Rain needed to make crops grow 

The earliest realization that crops needed water and rain in order for them to grow 
was in ancient Egypt. They noticed that the floods receded and the fields dried 
out, so the plants would wither or die because of this. The Nile left behind a mud 
which needed watering in the hot sun. They tried to trap as much flood water as 
they could so they didn't had to get water from the river constantly. 

It was an observed fact that rain came from the clouds and crops needed water to 
grow. Any human being from the Ancient civilizations, like Egypt, Greece, China, 
India or Persia could see that water falls down from the clouds and it is needed 
for the crops to grow. How hard is it to realize that crops, plants and trees needed 
water to grow? 


Water cycle as a close cycle 

The water cycle as a close cycle was probably first postulated by Anaxagoras of 
Clazomenae (460 BC) and Diogenes of Apollonia (460 BC), about 1000 years 
before Muhammad. 


Water penetrating the earth 

One of the earliest evidence for percolation comes from both Plato (390 BC) and 
Aristotle (350 BC) which speculated that percolation was a part of the water cycle. 
Percolation is the process where water travels downwards through the spaces 
between rocks and soil particles and seeps underground. 


People says that only in 15th century non-muslims began to teach the water cycle 
in school even though it was revealed in 600 AD. If that is the case, why haven't 
muslims taught the water cycle based on the Quran already from 7th century? The 
obvious reasons why it began being taught in the renaissance is because people 
had gather much more information than the Quran has ever revealed. 


Miracle of rain and hail 


“See you not that Allah drives the clouds gently, then joins them together, then 
makes them into a heap of layers, and you see the rain comes forth from between 
them; and He sends down from the sky hail (like) mountains, (or there are in the 
heaven mountains of hail from where He sends down hail), and strikes therewith 
whom He wills, and averts it from whom He wills. The vivid flash of its (clouds) 
lightning nearly blinds the sight” - Quran 24:43 
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Everyone can see that it is dense clouds that causes rain, hail and lighting. It is 
very rare that non-dense clouds causes hail and lighting. Aristotle's book called 
Meteorologica (350 BC) concerns many details about rain, snow, hail, lighting and 
clouds, especially the chapters 9, 11 and 12. Below are some quotes taken from the 
book. 


“From the clouds there fall as a result of refrigeration rain, snow and hail” - 
Aristotle, Meteorologica chapter 11. 


“and lighting is produced by cold, being driven out by the condensation of the 
clouds..” — Meteorologica 


It was clear from the Ancient Greece that lighting, snow, rain, hail and condensed 
clouds were a known phenomena. It is recommended to read Meteorologica by 
Aristotle for further evidence. 


Allah predicted that sweet water comes from the 
mountains 


"And have placed therein firm, and tall mountains, and have given you to drink 
sweet water?" - Quran 77:27 


As written earlier in this chapter, ancient scholars back in 500 BC were 
speculating that much of the water in rivers can be attributed to rain. This was 
known 1100 years before Muhammad. 

There is really nothing special about this, it is an observed fact and everyone can 
come to that conclusion. Everyone can see that rain falls on higher peaks, and the 
only way it has is to go down through the mountains due to gravity. 


Made the earth egg-shaped 
"And then we made the Earth egg-shaped" - Quran 79:30 
This is one of those famous miracles people uses to convince non-muslims. They 


claim that that this proves the real ovoid shape of the earth, which they also claim 
is the nearest description and not like a ball. 
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First of all is it written in the third chapter that it is completely wrong and is also 
explained why it is so. There is even a figure comparing a perfect sphere, the Earth 
and an Ostrich egg. ‘The reason why it is wrong is because Earth is not egg-shaped 
but nearly a perfect sphere, and it is wrong because dahaha does not mean egg- 
shaped but spread out. Remember also that it really isn't a miracle at all because 
this was known by many scientists before Muhammad and Islam. 


One good example is Erastosthenes (240 BC) who not only knew the Earth was 
round, but he even calculated the circumference of the earth. He did that by 
measuring the angle of the shadows in both Alexandria and Syene which had a 
difference of 7,2 degrees. The distance between the two cities was about 800 km. 
The calculation were the following: 


(800 km/7.2 degrees)*360 degrees = 40.000 km 


The circumference of the earth today is measured at 40.075 km, that is a difference 
of only 75 km (0,19%). That is extremely close considering he did that for 2200 
years ago. 


It is worth noting that the idea of a spherical Earth in Ancient Greece came from 
Pythagoras in 500 BC it was validated by Aristotle before Eratosthenes. Not only 
did they know that the earth was round, they even calculated its circumference 
and axial tilt too. Even in the Islamic Golden Age which they calculated the 
circumference with trigonometric, they were not as precise as Erastosthenes. 
Regardless of what, the Quran actually says spread out (Arabic = dahaha) instead 
of egg-shaped. 


Islam was the first to encourage to seek knowledge 


"Are those who have knowledge and those who have no knowledge alike? Only 
the men of understanding are mindful." - Quran, 39:9 
"Seek knowledge from the cradle to the grave" - hadith 


People use these and other verses and hadiths to justify that Islam first claims to 
seek knowledge. Although it may be the first religion (since obviously it is one of 
the latest major religions), there has been numerous people who made statement 
to seek knowledge: 


"A library of wisdom, is more precious than all wealth, and all things that are 
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desirable cannot be compared to it. Whoever therefore claims to be zealous of 
truth, of happiness, of wisdom or knowledge, must become a lover of books.” 
- Plato (429 BC - 347 BC) 


"The unexamined life is not worth living" 
- Socrates (470 BC - 399 BC) 


“The foundation of every state is the education of its youth” 
- Diogenes (412 BC - 323 BC) 


“A room without books is like a body without a soul.” 
- Marcus Tullius Cicero (107-43 BC) 


“If your plan is for one year plant rice. If your plan is for ten years plant trees. If 
your plan is for one hundred years educate children. ” 


- Confucius (551-479 BC) 


"A room without books is like a body without a Soul" 
- Marcus Cicero (106-43 BC) 


As it can be seen, every civilization were aware that seeking knowledge was 
important, at least 1000 years before Muhammad. 


Islam encourages to participate in sport 


This has been known before. An example is Hippocrates who made a statement 
1000 years before Islam:

Eye for eye, tooth for tooth 


“Life for life, eye for eye, nose or nose, ear for ear, tooth for tooth, and wounds 
equal for equal” - Quran 5:45 
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Code of Hammurabi is from 1754 BC (2300 years before Muhammad) and says 
this: 


229+230: Life for life 

196: eye for eye 

200: tooth for tooth 

205: ear for ear 

X: Wounds equal for equal 


This is called Lex Talionis and was copied by Exodus 21:22-25, and now by Islam. 


Buraq 


"Exalted is He who took His Servant by night from al-Masjid al-Haram to al- 
Masjid al- Aqsa, whose surroundings We have blessed, to show him of Our signs. 
Indeed, He is the Hearing, the Seeing." - Quran 17:1 


Then he [Gabriel] brought the Burag, handsome-faced and bridled, a tall, white 
beast, bigger than the donkey but smaller than the mule. He could place his 
hooves at the farthest boundary of his gaze. He had long ears. Whenever he faced 
a mountain his hind legs would extend, and whenever he went downhill his front 
legs would extend. He had two wings on his thighs which lent strength to his legs.” 
- Muhammad al-Alawi al-Maliki, al-Anwar al Bahiyya min Isra wa 1-Mi'raj Khayr 
al-Bariyyah 


"Then a white animal which was smaller than a mule and bigger than a donkey 
was brought to me." - Sahih al-Bukhari, 3887 


People claim that it was a miracle how a man for 1400 years ago could imagine an 
animal as described above. 


However it literally doesn't require a leap of imagination to think of a horse 

with wings. It’s also a description of Pegasus in Greek mythology. Pegasus is a 
pure white stallion with feathered wings from his back. It sometimes wore an 
enchanted golden bridle which was made by Athena. In the last of Pegasus' days, 
Zeus transformed him into a constellation, a boxy body with an arched neck and 
two front legs. 


Pegasus can be found in the reverse side of the Silver Denarius of Domitian which 
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is dated to be around 79-80 AD (600 years before Muhammad). 


The 5 prayers in Islam 


The five prayers in Islam are considered unique to the religion, but in fact they 
have a lot of similarities with the Zoroastrianism religion. Below is a description 
of this plagiarism. 


The story of Muhammad with the Buraq is similar to the story of Arda Viraf 
In around 621 AD Muhammad had a night journey in two parts called Isra and 
Mi'raj. Accordingly, Muhammad travels to the seventh heaven where he speaks 
to Allah and had a conversation about the details of the prayers. He managed to 
convince Allah to decrease the number of prayers from 50 to only 5 prayers a day. 


This is the same kind of story from the The Book of Arda Viraf which describes 
how a Zoroastrian saintly priest named Arda Viraf had a journey to his God. It 
was the angel Sarosh who guided his spirit up to the heavens, from one utopia to 
another until he reached the great deity of the universe, Ormazd. Arda Viraf was 
commanded by Ormazd to return to Earth as a messenger and teach the humans 
the knowledge he had required by him, and among it was praying 5 times a day. 


Time of the prayers 

Many do believe that the 5 prayers is unique to Islam, but this is not the case. In 
fact, not only did Muhammad copied the number of prayer, but he also copied the 
exact same time when these prayers had to be performed. 


Washing before prayers 

The five prayers in the Zoroastrianism religion are known as Gah. Before each 

of these prayers, the believing Zoroastrian must perform ritual called pddyap, 
which includes washing the face and limbs three times, the first two times with 
flower extracts, cucumber juice and oils, substituted by soap and lotion and finally 
with water. The mouth must also be washed and rinsed. Apart from the face, the 
mouth must also be washed and rinsed comprehensively with a refreshing juice or 
mouthwash This is much the same as in Islam where a muslim must wash his face, 
hands, feet and so on before each prayers. 


Primary citation language 
The prayers in Zoroastrianism must be recited in Avestan which is a holy 
language, much like the same in Islam where the prayers much be recited in 
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Arabic which is also a holy language according to Islam. 


Praying while kneeling and falling on one's face 


It is generally though that in Islam the praying while kneeling and falling on one's 
face is unique to Islam. The truth is that this practice has been around through 
Judaism and Christianity. Moses and Jesus prayed while kneeling and falling on 
their faces, as seen below: 


"Moses bowed to the ground at once and worshiped. 9 “Lord,” he said, “if I 
have found favor in your eyes, then let the Lord go with us. Although this is 
a stiff-necked people, forgive our wickedness and our sin, and take us as your 
inheritance.” - Exodus 34:8 


"Going a little farther, he fell with his face to the ground and prayed, “My Father, 
if it is possible, may this cup be taken from me. Yet not as I will, but as you will?" - 
Matthew 26:39 


The only area of the world who prays like that today are Eastern Orthodox 
Churches, and specifically the Coptic Church. 2nd century Christian figure 
Turtulian (155-230 AD) wrote: 


“But who would hesitate every day to prostrate himself before God, at least in the 
first prayer with which we enter on the daylight? 

At fasts, moreover, and Stations, no prayer should be made without kneeling, and 
the remaining customary marks of humility; for (then) we are not only praying, 
but deprecating, and making satisfaction to God our Lord." - The Sacred Writings 
of Tertullian by Tertullian, Volume 2 p. 262 


In Judaism the Jews worship God 3 times a day which are all obligatory: morning, 
afternoon and evening. Some muslims do believe there are also only three main 
prayers in a day: morning, afternoon and evening and the others are optional. 
One of the reasons is that these three are called “salat” in Quran. 


In guerrilla there are small differences between the Islamic way of praying and 


bowing down and the Jewish and Christian way, but overall they remind each 
other. 


Muhammad stole the Kaaba 
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Hubal was the Arabian moon God worshiped at the Kaaba in Mecca by the 
Quraysh before Islam, acorrding to the 9th-century Islamic commentator and 
historian Al-Azraqi's book called Book of Reports about Mecca. The Black Stone 
as we know it from Islam was originally dedicated to worshipping Hubal. In pre- 
Islamic Arabia the pagan Gods were worshiped in the form of rectangular stones 
or rocks. 


"Narrated ‘Abdullah bin Masud: The Prophet entered Mecca and (at that time) 
there were three hundred-and-sixty idols around the Kaaba. He started stabbing 
the idols with a stick he had in his hand and reciting: "Truth (Islam) has come and 
Falsehood (disbelief) has vanished." - Sahih Bukhari 3:43:658 


The Quran in 2:125 says that Abraham and Ishmael built the Kaaba, but there 
is no historical evidence that the Kaaba existed more than a few hundred years 
before. 


"Remember We made the House a place of assembly for men and a place of safety; 
and take ye the station of Abraham as a place of prayer; and We covenanted with 
Abraham and Ismail, that they should sanctify My House for those who compass 
it round, or use it as a retreat, or bow, or prostrate themselves (therein in prayer)". 
- Quran 2:125 


In the following Sahih Bukhari, Muhammad says that was built 40 years before 
the Temple of Jerusalem: 


"Narrated Abu Dhaar: I said,"O Allah's Apostle! Which mosque was built first?" 
He replied, "Al-Masjid-ul-Haram." I asked, "Which (was built) next?" He replied, 
"Al-Masjid-ul-Aqs-a (i.e. Jerusalem)." I asked, "What was the period in between 
them? He replied, forty years." - Sahih Bukhari 4:55:636 


King Solomon built the Temple of Jerusalem in around 958-951 BC, and since 
Muhammad says it is 40 years older it implies that the Kaaba was built in 998-991 
BC. This is incorrect because Abraham lived in 2000 BC. In the end the Kaaba 
has nothing to do with Islam or Abraham and Ismael, it was made by the Pagan 
religion. Egyptian Professor Dr. Taha Husayn said the following: 


"The case for this episode is very obvious because it is of recent date and came into 
vogue just before the rise of Islam. Islam exploited it for religious reasons." - As 
quoted in Mizan al-Islam by Anwar al-Jundi, p. 170 
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According to the next Hadith Muhammad had the plan to dismantle the Kaaba: 


"Narrated Aswad: Ibn Az-Zubair said to me, "Aisha used to tell you secretly a 
number of things. What did she tell you about the Ka'ba?" I replied, "She told me 
that once the Prophet said, 'O 'Aisha! Had not your people been still close to the 
pre-Islamic period of ignorance (infidelity)! I would have dismantled the Ka'ba 
and would have made two doors in it; one for entrance and the other for exit." 
Later on Ibn Az-Zubair did the same." - Sahih Bukhari 1:3:128 


Why destroy it when it was the house of Allah? From non-Islamic sources, the 
lexicon from the 10th century made by the Byzantine Empire called Suda Lexicon, 
mentions the black stone: 


“Theus Ares (Dushrara); this is the god Ares in Arabic Petra. They worship the 
god Ares and venerate him above all. His statue is an unworked square black 
stone. It is four foot high and two feet wide. It rests on a golden base. They make 
sacrifices to him and before him they anoint the blood of the sacrifice that is their 
anointment.” - Suda Lexicon 


Notice, it mentions Petra, as explained in chapter 1 where all qiblas faced Petra 
until 705 AD. It is written in the 10th century, but it refers to older sources which 
have since been lost. Maximus of Tyre (2nd century AD) also mentions the Black 
Stone. 


Muhammad stole the Black Stone 


The Black Stone which is in the Kaaba is kissed by muslims from all over the 
world. This stone was stolen from the Pagan religion which also used to kiss the 
Black Stone to worship Allah's daughter Al-Lat, although Muhammad removed all 
the other artefacts, he kept the Black Stone. 


Another claim is that the Black Stone in Mecca has often been described as a 


meteorite. This reminds of the sacred stones of worship called Baetylus from the 
Ancient Greece, which according to the ancient sources were meteorites. 


Muhammad copied the gibla 


Qibla in Islam is the worship facing the rectangular Kaaba in Mecca. 
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Zoroastrianism had the Qibla towards the sun, but if they were in a Fire Temple, 
then the had Qibla towards the Holy Fire. They also had the tradition of kissing 
the Black Stone as one passes by. 


Islam copied the mihrab 


The architecture of the mihrab that points the qibla to Mecca has been borrowed 
from the prayer niches common to the oratories of Coptic Christian monks. 


Islam copied the crescent moon 


The earliest evidence for the crescent moon comes from the coin of King Orodes 
II, who reigned around 50 BC. Another example is the coin from Vardanes I of 
Parthia, who ruled around 40 AD. The first coin to be introduced by the Sassanid 
Empire with the the crescent moon was by the Sassanid King Kavadh (488-531 
AD). What is interesting is that there is no reference to the cresent moon in 

the Quran or any Islamic traditions. Since Hubal was the moon God, logically 
the crescent moon was also Hubal’s symbol. Muhammad’ grandfather almost 
scarified Muhammad's father at the Kaaba to Hubal: 


"An arrow showed that it was ‘Abdullah to be sacrificed. 'Abdul-Muttalib then 
took the boy to Al-Ka'bah with a razor to slaughter the boy. Quraish, his uncles 
from Makhzum tribe and his brother Abu Talib, however, tried to dissuade him. 
They suggested that he summon a she-diviner. She ordered that the divination 
arrows should be drawn with respect to 'Abdullah as well as ten camels. ... the 
number of the camels (finally) amounted to one hundred. ... They were all 
slaughtered to the satisfaction of Hubal." - Ibn Hisham 1/151-155; Rahmat-ul- 
lil'alameen 2/89,90 


The Kaaba was originally a place where human sacrifices were made for Hubal. 
At the Battle of Badr, the pagan opponent of Muhammad, Abu Sufyan, praised 
the moon god Hubal by saying O Hubal, be high, and Muhammad told his 
companions to yell Allah is higher, which is commonly phrased in arabic as 
Allahu Akbar. Muhammad disregarded the moon god when he founded Islam. 
The question is if Allah is higher than the moon god Hubal, why did the muslims 
copied the crescent moon and proclaimed it as a symbol for Islam? 


Islam copied revelations 
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"Indeed, it is We who have sent down to you, [O Muhammad], the Qur'an 
progressively." - 76:23 


This has been copied from Book of Revelation which is the final book of the New 
Testament. The word revelation is derived from the Biblical Greek apokalypsis, 
which means unveiling or revelation. 


Muhammad copied the name Allah 


Al-ilah was the title for the Arabian pagan high-god (Hubal the moon God) 
which means The God, while Al-Liah means the one worshipped. Muhammad's 
fathers name was Abdullah ibn Abd al-Muttalib. Abdullah and Abdallah are built 
from arabic words Abd and Allah, which obviously is pre-Islamic since he had 

his name before Muhammad was born. According to the Book of Idols by the 
Arabian scholar Hisham Ibn Al-Kalbi (737-819 AD), Al-llah had three daughters; 
Al-Lat, Uzza and Manat, who also were worshipped, and the Quraysh had to 
chant the following verses while circumambulating the Kaaba: 


By Al-Lat and Al-Uzza, 

And Manat, the third idol besides. 
Verily they are the gharaniq 
Whose intercession is to be sought. 


The name Ilaha was the Nabataean name for God, and is found on documents and 
coins long before Islam used it for their purpose. The name Allah is also found on 
rock inscriptions before Islam. 


For further study, read Personal Names in the Nabatean Realm by Avraham Negev 
(1991), and The Development of the Arabic Scripts by Beatrice Gruendler (1993). 


Islam copied the Basmala 


The Basmala is Bismillah al-rahman al-rahim which is translated to In the Name 
of God, the Compassionate, the Merciful. The word Rahman which is translated 

to 'the merciful’ has been derived from the Hebrew word 'raham’ or 'rahamim’, 
and has been copied from the Torah. The first known inscription using the word 
‘rhmnn' is from a pre-Islamic rock inscription in Tell Fekherye in northeast Syria, 
which has been dated around 850-1000 BC, around 1500 years before Islam. In 
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2018 a rock inscription was found in a mountain called Jabal Dabtb in South 
Arabia, written with a pre-Islamic script, which says ‘bsmlh rhmn rhmn...'. The 
rock inscription has been dated to late 6th century to early 7th century. 


Islam copied the word Quran 

The word qur'an, which means reading or recitation/lectionary has been 
borrowed from the Syriac-Aramaic word geryan-a, which is a term used for 
a book of liturgical readings. A liturgical reading is customary public worship 


performed by religious groups. 


For further study, read The Syro-Aramaic Reading of the Koran by Christoph 
Luxenberg (2007) 


Islam copied the word Surah 


The word Surah, which means "a book chapter", has been copied from the Syrian 
language, which predates Islam. 


Islam copied the city name Medina 


The name Medina has been copied from the Hebrew language, which means 
town. 


Islam has copied the word Shaytan 


The word Shaytan which means Satan, has been borrowed from the Hebrew 
language, which predates Islam. 


Islam coped the word Hajj 


The word Hajj, which is means a religous festival, has been borrowed from the 
Hebrew language, called hag. 


Muhammad copied circumambulation 


Circumambulation is the ritual to go into circles around a particular object. 
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Muhammad copied this ritual from the pagans which was pre-Islamic. They used 
to go around the Kaaba to please their moon God Hubal, the 360 deities and of 
course Al-Illah. Before Muhammad founded Islam and removed Hubal and the 
360 deities, it is known that even he used to do that. 


"I asked Anas bin Malik: "Did you use to dislike to perform Tawaf between Safa 
and Marwa%" He said, "Yes, as it was of the ceremonies of the days of the Pre- 
Islamic period of ignorance, till Allah revealed: 'Verily! (The two mountains) As- 
Safa and Al-Marwa are among the symbols of Allah. It is therefore no sin for him 
who performs the pilgrimage to the Ka'ba, or performs 'Umra, to perform Tawaf 
between them.’ " (2.158)" - Sahih al-Bukhari 2:26:710 


And then Muhammad banned the pagans from performing the Hajj: 


"O you who have believed, indeed the polytheists are unclean, so let them 
not approach al-Masjid al-Haram after this, their [final] year. And if you fear 
privation, Allah will enrich you from His bounty if He wills. Indeed, Allah is 
Knowing and Wise." - Quran 9:28 


"On the Day of Nahr (10th of Dhul-Hijja, in the year prior to the last Hajj of the 
Prophet when Abu Bakr was the leader of the pilgrims in that Hajj) Abu Bakr sent 
me along with other announcers to Mina to make a public announcement: "No 
pagan is allowed to perform Hajj after this year and no naked person is allowed to 
perform the Tawaf around the Ka'ba. Then Allah's Apostle sent 'All to read out the 
Surat Bara'a (At-Tauba) to the people; so he made the announcement along with 
us on the day of Nahr in Mina: "No pagan is allowed to perform Hajj after this 
year and no naked person is allowed to perform the Tawaf around the Ka'ba."" 
Sahih al-Bukhari - 1:8:365 


According to the hadith below, he destroyed the idols. 


“Narrated ‘Abdullah bin Masud: The Prophet entered Mecca and (at that time) 
there were three hundred-and-sixty idols around the Kaaba. He started stabbing 
the idols with a stick he had in his hand and reciting: “Truth (Islam) has come and 
Falsehood (disbelief) has vanished.” - Sahih al-Bukhari 2478 


The ritual of going around the Kabaa seven times is called Tawaf. This is the 
same number as the hindu marriages (rite of Satphere) where the married couple 
goes around a fire seven times. In both Islam and India, religious phrases were 
repeated during while circling around their objects. 
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Sa'ee between Safa and Marwa 


“Narrated ‘Asim: I asked Anas bin Malik: “Did you use to dislike to perform 
Tawaf between Safa and Marwa?” He said, “Yes, as it was of the ceremonies of the 
days of the Pre-lslamic period of ignorance, till Allah revealed: “Verily! (The two 
mountains) As-Safa and Al-Marwa are among the symbols of Allah. It is therefore 
no sin for him who performs the pilgrimage to the Ka’ba, or performs “‘Umra, to 
perform Tawaf between them? ” (2.158) — Sahih Bukhari 2:26:710 


When doing the pilgrimage to Mecca, it is a duty doing the Sa'ee between Safa and 
Marwa. Safa and Marwa are two small mountains very close to the Kaaba where 
one must go back and forth seven times. This practice was originally from the pre- 
Islamic pagan religion, and it was copied and proclaimed it to be another Quranic 
revelation. 


Ihram 


"Narrated “Urwa: I asked ‘Aisha : ... But in fact, this divine inspiration was revealed 
concerning the Ansar who used to assume “Ihram” for worshipping an idol called 
“Manat” which they used to worship at a place called Al-Mushallal before they 
embraced Islam, and whoever assumed Ihram (for the idol), would consider it not 
right to perform Tawaf between Safa and Marwa." - Sahih Bukhari 2:26:706 


Ihram is a state a Muslim enters into for his pilgrimage to Mecca, and the 
designation of the suit consisting of two pieces of white cloth worn by the men 


during the pilgrimage. 


Muhammad copied this ritual which was originally a pagan requirement for 
worshipping their idols. 


In a pre-Islamic Dadanitic inscription called Rabeler 1, it is written that a man 


named Madd son of Abdallah performed a pilgrimage (hgg) to the temple of the 
tutelary god of Dadan. 


Quran copies a talmud 


"Because of that, We decreed upon the Children of Israel that whoever kills a 
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soul unless for a soul or for corruption [done] in the land - it is as if he had slain 
mankind entirely. And whoever saves one - it is as if he had saved mankind 
entirely." - Quran 5:32 


The Quranic verse above is found to be copied from a jewish talmud. Keep in 
mind that talmuds is not a part of the Torah or Bible, but is entirely written 

by humans independently from God's influence. A good analogy is the hadith 
or tafsir compared to the Quran, the same goes for talmuds compared for the 
Torah. Below is the quote from the talmud. Keep in mind that there are different 
wordings of it, two of them are mentioned. 


“if any man has caused a single life to perish from Israel, he is deemed by 
Scripture as if he had caused a whole world to perish; and anyone who saves 
a single soul from Israel, he is deemed by Scripture as if he had saved a whole 
world” - Mishnah Sanhedrin 4:5 - Sefaria 


“Whoever destroys a soul [of Israel], it is considered as if he destroyed an entire 
world. And whoever saves a life of Israel, it is considered as if he saved an entire 
world” - Mishnah Sanhedrin 4:5 - Sefaria 

It was written hundreds of years before Muhammad copied it. What is really 


special about this, it is not influenced by any Gods or prophets, but is 100% man 
made by clerics. 


There is no God but Allah 

“There is no God but Allah and Muhammad is the messenger of Allah” - Quran 
This has been copied from: 

"yet for us there is but one God, the Father, from whom all things came and for 
whom we live; and there is but one Lord, Jesus Christ, through whom all things 
came and through whom we live." - Corinthians 8:6 (New Testament)) 

“See now that I myself am he! There is no god besides me. I put to death and I 


bring to life, I have wounded and I will heal, and no one can deliver out of my 
hand. - Deuteronomy 32:39 (Old Testament) 


Muhammad copied the moon calendar 
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The lunar-based calendar predates Islam in Central Arabia. 


Muhammad copied ramadan 


Ramadan has pagan roots developed in India and the Middle East. According 

to Ibn al-Nadim (990 AD) and al-Jandrikinieh (1086-1158 AD), an Indian sect 
fasted when the moon disappeared and ended the fast with a great feast when the 
crescent reappeared. 


The Sabians in pre-Islamic Arabia composed of two groups, the Mandaeans and 
the Harranians. The arabic writer from Iraq, Abu Zanad (747 AD), concluded 
in his book al-Fahrisit that at least one Mandaeans group performed ramadan. 
He also mentions that they practiced fasting for thirty days, and in this period 
they honored the god named Sin, which is the moon god. Furthermore he also 
describes the sacrifices made for their deity. 


Another historian, Ibn Al Jawzi (12h century AD), wrote in his Talbis Iblis, that 
the Harranian fasted thirty days, and ended the month by sacrificing animals 

and presenting alms to the poor, much of the same as Islam. What is interesting 
about it that today's muslims eat large meals at sunset and and wake up early in 
the morning for another big meal before sunrise. Instead of eating simple meals 
during the days like in other months, they spend sometimes triple or more money 
on food than normally to arrange elaborate meals. 


The pagans of Jahiliyah also practiced fasting of Ramadan in pre-Islamic era, 
which was introduced to Arabia by the Harranians. It was practiced as an Annual 
Ritual in Harran, a city on the border between Syria and Iraq. Their god was the 
moon God, and they conducted a fasting that lasted 30 days. 


Fasting on the 10th of Muharram 


"Narrated ‘Aisha: 'Ashura' (i.e. the tenth of Muharram) was a day on which the 
tribe of Quraish used to fast in the pre-lslamic period of ignorance. The Prophet 
also used to fast on this day. So when he migrated to Medina, he fasted on it and 
ordered (the Muslims) to fast on it. When the fasting of Ramadan was enjoined, it 
became optional for the people to fast or not to fast on the day of Ashura." 


The pagan tribe Quraish (which Muhammad belonged to) fasted on the 10th of 
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Muharram which is the first month of the moon calendar. Muhammad copied 
this ritual to Islam but made it optional. 


Dhul-Qarnayn 


And they ask you, [O Muhammad], about Dhul-Qarnayn. Say, “I will recite to you 
about him a report.” - Quran 18:83-101 


The story in Quran 18:83-102 is very similar to the story of the Syriac Alexander 
the Great. However there are different accounts of him, that is in Alexander 
Romance, which is the traditional one, and in the first edition of the Syriac 

work called Neshana dilehd-Aleksandrés, translated to The Glorious Deeds 

of Alexander, but has recently been nicknamed to the Alexander Legend by 
scholars. It is believed to have been written around 628-30 AD to boost the 
reign of Heraclius after his victory in 628 AD, but before the Islamic conquest of 
Mesopotamia in 636 AD. Below is a comparison of the two stories.

What is interesting is that they are both written in the same chronological 

order. For the full explanation and comparison between Quran 18:83-102 and 
Alexander Legend, read The Quran And Its Historical Context, edited by Gabriel 
Said Reynolds (2007) and The Apocalypse of Empire: Imperial Eschatology in Late 
Antiquity and Early Islam by Stephen J. Shoemaker (2018). 


According to the first book mentioned, the probability of the Quran to be a copy 
of the Alexander Legend is predominat rather than the opposite due to how the 
quranic text is composed. The allusive quranic language presumes that the readers 
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already know the legend. In the second book, it is described that previous versions 
of the Alexander Legend may have been circulating around already in the early 
6th century. 


The Jinns 


The term jinn (or genies) predates Islamic era and is derived from the Aramaic 
word ginnaya, which means tutelary deity, a deity or spirit who guards or protects 
a person or a place. The latin term genii in ancient Rome, which is the plural form 
of the latin word genius, was referred to a spirit that watched over every man. 

The women also had a similar spirit, which was called juno. In ancient Rome, 
some spirits were evil spirits, and those were called evil genius. It also influenced 
Aladdin from One Thousand and One Nights (The Arabian Nights). The term 
also has roots in ancient Mesopotamian legends. 


The word genie itself is derived from the french word génie, which is again derived 
from the latin word genius. 


Jinns are also almost identically described as shedim in the talmudic Shedim, with 
only slight differences. 


Beads 


Beads are among the earliest human ornaments and has been used known many 
ancient civilizations. However, the first person to to use and recommand the 
prayer rope was St. Pachomius (292-348 AD) in the 4th century, who was a monk 
and one of the desert Fathers and founders of Monasticism. ‘The prayer rope 
consisted of 33 knots, which represented the 33 years of Jesus’ life on Earth. 
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Chapter 5: The truth about Golden Age 
of Islam inventions 


Introduction 


This is the chapter that helps people not to believe in the claims about the 
inventions and discoveries of the medieval Islam. The long story short is that 
most of the inventions and discoveries actually existed in pre-Islamic eras, from 
the Egyptians, Greeks, Hindus and Romans, Persians, and then made some small 
modifications and thus it seemed like they were the genius. Although there is a 
fraction which are original inventions and discoveries, probably around 90% of 
them are not. Therefore there is nothing really Golden about the age, especially 
when the Golden itself was the compiling and collecting all the knowledge from 
different civilizations and made single books out of topics collected from different 
regions. The medieval Islam was also the era of Jihad, which were spread to Spain 
in the west, and India in the east. The truth is that these advancements, claimed by 
many, are mainly knowledge of non-believers which were held enslaved or killed. 
Furthermore many of the discoveries and inventions are mostly not because of the 
Arabs, but the Persians. Arabians would probably had never came to their golden 
age without the help of the persians. Persians were before, during and after, an 
important civilization. 


The Arabs have invented university 


The first claim to start with is that the University of Al Qarawiyyin by Fatima was 
the first university in the world, and therefore it makes Islam the true religion. 
This is however not the case and not true. The first universities were the following: 


University at Takshashila in Bharat - 600 BC to 500 AD 
The Platonic Academy of Athens - 428 BC to 86 AD 

The Gondishapur University - 271 AD - today 

Nalanda University in Bihar - 500 AD to 1193 AD 
University of Valabhi in Valabhi - 600 AD - 1200 AD 
Odantapuri University in Bihar - 700 AD - 1193 AD 
Vikramshila University in Bihar - 800 AD - 1193 AD 
Somapura University in Bangladesh - 800 AD - 1000 AD 
Jagaddala Universtiy in Varendra - 1050 AD - 1150 AD 


By looking at the list above, it is clear that the University by the Islamic age is not 
the oldest university in the world, and the Arabs never invented the university. 
One of the oldest universities ever is the Nalanda University, which was build 
around 500 AD, about 100 years before the time of Muhammad. ‘The only reason 
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why it does not longer exist, is simply because the muslims themselves destroyed 
the university, specifically Mohammed Bakhtiyar Khilji, in which he destroyed it 
in 1200 AD, and massacred the defenceless buddhist monks, Hindus scholars and 
violated the nuns. The same fate also happened to Vikramshila University. The 
Gondishapur University, built in 271 AD, about 400 years before Muhammad, 

is the world's oldest existing university, and has also been recognized as the first 
university in the world. 


So one might ask himself, what exactly did the Arabs then invent? They simply 
invented the diploma. As time passed, the world became more advanced from 
different civilizations, from the earliest civilizations to the Egyptians, the Greeks, 
the Persians, the Hindus, the Chinese, the Romans and then to the Arabs. At this 
time knowledge and science became too wide and hard for a single person to 
learn, so the solution was to invent a diploma for that specific area of knowledge. 
It doesn't require a leap of imagination when the university was already invented. 


Fatima did not built a university 

Fatima in the 9th century did not built a university, but a 46.60x17.20 meter 
private prayer hall in 859 AD where she could perform her private Namaz. The 
prayer hall was later converted into a Khutba mosque in 919 AD by Zanata amir 
Ahmad b. Abi 'I-Sa'id, from the jizya tax which was imposed on the Christians. 
The Almoravids Empire (1040-1147 AD) developed it into a Madrasa and a 
teaching center in the 12th century. 


For further study, read The Encyclopedia of Islam by VB Lewis (Brill new Edition, 
volume 6, 1997). 


The continually running university 

As mentioned before, the Gondishapur University, built in 271 AD, has been 
recognized as the oldest university in the world, but it has had its pauses during 
its 1750 years history. The University of Al Qarawiyyin, which is only around 800 
years old as a teaching center, has been running continually without pauses, and 
this is the reason why there is debate which one is the oldest university. 


However, looking at the Mosques in India which had been destroyed by the 
Muslims, they could have easily been the oldest continually running universities. 
Aibak destroyed the Sanskrit College of Visaladeva in India, and he laid the 
foundation of a wellknown mosque in 1199 AD, known as Adhai Din ka 
Jhompada, and still stands today. 
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They invented modern chemistry 


This can nothing be further from the real truth. The modern chemistry used 
today in many fields, and not just chemistry, is only about 200-300 years old. It 
comprises of organic chemistry, inorganic chemistry, biochemistry, spectroscopy, 
physical chemistry, quantum chemistry, environmental chemistry, organic 
synthesis, medicinal natural products, medicinal chemistry and more. 


Any person who studies and studied chemistry, biochemistry, medicinal 
chemistry, pharmacy, molecular biology knows that all these chemistry fields 
were invented after the 16th century. There are two different kinds of chemistry, 
the old chemistry which nobody had an idea what happened, and the atomic and 
molecular chemistry, which nothing of it didn't exist before the year 1600, if not 
later. The Romans viewed matter as discrete particles somehow linked together, 
which is somehow true, but it still is not modern chemistry. Much of today's 
modern chemistry is based on analytical spectroscopy, whether it is NMR, UV, 
IR, MS spectroscopy - without it, modern chemistry would still not have evolved. 
Spectroscopy was invented in 1859 by the German chemist Robert Wilhelm 
Bunsen and the German physicist Gustav Robert Kirchhoff. In short, people in 
ancient times had no idea what they did. 


The numbers came from the Arabs 


This statement that the numbers we have today are derived from the Arabs is 
not true. While it is called the Hindu-Arabic numerical, it was really the Hindus 
who developed it first centuries before Islam. Aryabhata of Kusumapura was the 
person who developed the place-value notation in the 5th century, and then in 
6th century Brahmagupta introduced the symbol for zero. 


Today even the Arabs call the numericals we have today for Raqam Al-Hind, 
which is translated to Hindu numerical system, and not Hindu-Arabic. It was due 
to the expansion of the trade-market and wars, these numericals from the Hindus 
spread out to the Middle-East. 


So the question is, what exactly did the muslims in the medieval Islam then 
invent? In the next page, an illustration has been made to answer this question. As 
it is seen all numericals were invented by the Hindus. The numerical 5 is not listed 
here, but it can be seen from the hindu scripture called Bakhshali manuscript 
from about the 3rd century, which stood for number 8. Furthermore they just 
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The origin of numericals 


From the book: Disproving Islam by Edgar Morina 
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rearranged some of the numbers, and adjusted the appearance very little, and 
thus the numericals came to. It is important to note that the Europeans further 
modified it later, so basically the muslims were only an intermediate for the 
development of the numericals. 


Arabs invented the camera obscura 


One of the important claims is that without the medieval Islam, we wouldn't have 
had cameras. Both statements are false. First of all inventions can be reinvented, 
especially the camera obscura and pinhole camera. Second of all, both of them 
were actually invented and discovered before the medieval Islam by the Chinese 
and Greeks. 


400 BC: Mo-ti, who was the founder of Mohism, is generally attributed to have 
been the first to mention the basic concept of a pinhole camera. 

350 BC: The first experiments with the camera obscura and optics in general were 
made by the ancient Greeks around 400 BC (1000 years before Islam). Aristotle 
used the pinhole camera to observe the sun during a partial solar eclipse, using 
gaps between leaves of trees and holes in a sieve. He also was the first to introduce 
optic laws, who observed that the sun made circular images when it shined 
through a square hole. 

300 BC: Euclid noticed the passing of light in a straight line. 

300 AD: Theon of Alexandria also noticed the passing of light in a straight line. 
500 AD: Anthemius of Tralles used a type of camera obscura in his experiments. 


As it is easily demonstrated the pin-hole camera and camera obscura were 
known to man-kind long before the Islamic age. The question is, what exactly 
did Alhazan then do? In short, he used a screen so an image from one side of a 
hole in the surface could be projected at the screen on the other. In other words, 
it is a projecting of the light, not a camera. In fact, cameras today do not use 
this technique to capture light, but use charge-coupled device (CCD) or the 
active-pixel sensor (CMOS sensor). What this means is that the technique by 
Alhazan is not even used in modern day to capture the image into the sensor, 
because modern cameras capture the light straight in a line, from the lens to the 
image sensor, directly linear. Another misconception is that Alhazan was the 
first to propose the intromission theory, that is that light enters the eye, contra 
to not emission theory where rays emitted from the eyes percieves the object. 
This is however not true, since Aristotle ( first proposed it in his book On Sense 
and the Sensible. Alhazan also explained how light enters the pinhole camera 
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mathematically, that light travels the shortest distance which is the reason why 
it becomes and upside down image. This is of course a fine achievement, but 
definetely not the most important in the camera development. 


What is more important is the development of the camera after the Islamic age, 
which is the very hard part of the evolution. This means that an 8K RED camera 
today was definitely not a result of Alhazan, where he used a screen so an image 
from one side of a hole in the surface could be projected at the screen on the 
other. The explanation of the camera obscura mathematically would sooner 

or later had been explained by another scientist, as it is an obvious scientific 
discovery. Shortly, the hard part of the camera development began after 1600. 


Another aspect that has not been covered is the TV or a monitor to show the 
digital images or frames in a video (with binary, 0's and 1's). For example how 
does a QLED work? The answer is that it is needed to have a career in software 
technology, electrical engineering or similar to have an understanding of a QLED 
and how to reconstruct it. By reading about a QLED on the World Wide Web, 
wont make people being able to reproduce a QLED from scratch, but on the other 
hand it is possible for anyone to reproduce a projecting of light by using a screen 
so an image from one side of a hole in the surface could be projected at the screen 
on the other side, even by 12 years old. Now what is fascinating these days is that 
is not neccesary to have a camera to make a cinematic movie, simply because one 
can make 3D animated movies with the help of different 3D software. Below is the 
list of the camera development. 


e 4th century BC: Chinese invented the camera obscura. 

e 1906: Johannes Kepler was the first to suggest to use a lens to improve the 
image which is projected by a camera obscura. 

¢ 1664-1666: Isaac Newton discovered that white light is composed of different 
colors by using a prism, an important discovery in camera development. 

¢ 1700s: Thomas Wedgwood got the idea to create permanent photographs by 
capturing camera images on material coated with a light-sensitive chemical. 

e 1727: Johann Heinrish Schulze discovered that silver nitrate darkened when 
exposed to light, which can be used to create an image based on light intensity. 

e 1807: William Hyde Wollaston patented the camera lucida. 

e 1822: Nicéphore Niépce invented the first photographic process, called 
Heliography 

e 1827: French Joseph Nicéphore Niépce (1765-1833) made the world’s first 
oldest surviving photograph. 

e 1829: Louis Daguerre reduced exposure time to less than 30 minutes, and 
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keep the image from disappearing afterwards. 

1835: William Henry Fox Talbot invented the photographic negative process, 
and took the first ever negative image 

1839: Louis Daguerre invented the photos on silver plates that became known 
as daguerreotypes. 

1839: Mungo Ponton presented his discovery of the light-sensitive quality of 
sodium dichromate to be used as a method of permanent photography. 

1841: William Henry Fox Talbot introduced the calotype photographic 
process 

1842: John Herschel invented the cyanotype process 

1850: Levi Hill invented heliochromy, a color photography process capable of 
basic rendering of reds and blues. 

1851: Frederick Scott Archer developed a method to take pin-sharp photos 
onto wet glass plates, the wet plate collodion photographic process, which 
only needed 2-3 seconds of light exposure. 

1854: James Ambrose Cutting received three patents for improvements of the 
Ambrotype photography, a wet plate collodion process 

1855: James Clerk Maxwell invented the modern three-color photography, 
by proposing that if three black-and-white photographs were shot through 
red, green and blue filters and transparent prints of the images were projected 
onto a screen using three projectors equipped with similar filters, when 
superimposed on the screen the result would be complete reproduction of all 
the colours in the scene. This method was neither chemical or electronic. The 
graphic design industry today uses his three color method, called the RGB- 
color. 

1856: Alphonse Louis Poitevin invented the collotype photographic 

process. 

1856: Hamilton Smith patented the tintypes. 

1859: Thomas Sutton patented the panoramic camera. 

1861: Coleman Sellers invented the kinematoscope, an early cinema camera 
Louis Arthur Ducos du Hauron invented a new method of color photography, 
using both additive and subtractive methods. The discovery of dye 
sensitization helped him to achieve it. 

1861: Oliver Wendell Holmes invented the stereoscope viewer. 

1870s: Richard Maddox invented a technique to take photos using dry plates 
and gelatin. 

1877: George R. Carey invented a selenium telectroscope, which is a camera 
projecting moving images to a distant point. It is the 

precursor of television. 

1878: Eadweard Muybridge used multiple cameras to capture motion in stop-

motion photographs. 

1878: Frederick Charles Luther Wratten invented the noodling process of 
silver-bromide gelatin emulsions before washing. 

1881: David Houston invented the roll film for cameras. 

1882: Etienne-Jules Marey invented a chronophotographic photography gun 
1884. George Eastman invented the paper-strip photographic film, the 
modern photographic film. 

1888: George Eastman launched his easy-to-use Kodak camera. His slogan 
was: “You push the button and we do the rest.” 

1894: Auguste and Louis Lumiere invented the portable motion picture 
camera, the cinematographe, which is a combination of a 

movie camera and a projector. 

1894: John Joly devised an additive colour photographic process for producing 
images from a single photographic plate, called the Joly colour screen 

1898: Hannibal Goodwin patented the celluloid photographic film. 

1899: Joshua Cohen invented the electric flash-lamp for photography 

1900: Eastman Kodak invented their first Brownie camera 

1904: Lucien Bull developed the field of chronophotography 

1905: Pathé Fréres invented the first commercially successful stencil color 
photography process, which became one of the most accurate and reliable 
stencil coloring systems 

1907: Lumiére brothers invented the Autochrome Lumiere, the first color 
photography process 

1910: Robert W. Wood first published infrared photographs 

1913: Oskar Barnack invented the first 35 mm film miniature still camera. 
1923: Samuel Shlafrock invented the instant camera 

Philo Farnsworth transmitted the first image at his laboratory with his 
electronic image dissector television camera tube 

1929: Arthur C. Pillsbury invented the first X-Ray motion picture camera 
1929: Unknown invented the twin-lens-reflex camera. 

1930: Arthur C. Pillsbury invented the Underwater Motion Picture Camera 
1930: Bernhard Schmidt invented the Schmidt Camera 

1930: Paul Vierkotter invented the photoflash bulb, by using magnesium- 
coated wire in an evacuated glass globe. 

1933: Ub Iwerks invented multiplane camera 

1933: Vladimir K. Zworykin and his group launched the first practical cathode 
ray tube television camera, called the iconoscope 

1934: Kodak invented the 135 film cartridge with the Kodak Retina camera. It 
made 35mm film easier to handle 

1939: Semyon Kirlian invented the Kirlian photography 
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1947: Edwin Land invented the polaroid camera, the Land Camera. It is the 
first practical instant camera. 

1957: Hal Anger developed the gamma camera (scintillation camera) 

1959: Agfa invented the Optima, which was the first fully automatic camera 
Pentax Spotmatic invented single-lens reflex (SLR) camera. With this 
invention they pioneered through-the-lens metering 

1960: EG&G invented extreme depth underwater camera for the U.S. Navy. 
1963: Edwin Land invented the color polaroid camera. 

1964: Fernando Alves Martins became the first person to build a gastrocamera 
1966: NASA took the first ever image of Earth behind the moon 

1969: AT&T Bell Lab invented the CCD, which is used as the electronic 
imager in photo cameras and video cameras 

1975: Steven Sasson invented the digital camera, a self-contained, portable 
digital camera, with the first electronic based on CCD. 

1980: Fujio Masuoka invented flash memory (both NOR and NAND types), 
which is found in USB flash drives, MP3 players, digital cameras and solid- 
state drives 

1981: Sony developed the world’s first digital electronic still camera. 

1985: Pixar demonstrates digital imaging processor. 

1986: Fuji developed the first disposable camera. 

2000s: Cell phones with built-in digital cameras 

2003: Kodak released the first digital camera with an organic light-emitting 
diode (OLED) display 

2008: Germany developed the camera pill (capsule endoscopy) 

2010: Sony developed the Alpha A55 Camera, the first camera that does not 
blink when taking a photograph, which increases its shooting speed 

2012: Engineers developed 50-gigapixel camera, by constructing it with 98 
small cameras into one device 

2013: Heriot-Watt University scientists developed a new camera system that 
can create high resolution 3D-photographs, as far as up to one km away 
2014: Researchers demonstrated the fastest receive-only 2D camera in the 
world, with 100 billion frames per second 

2015: Researchers used quantum dots to produce a 0,0092 mm/2 photograph 
at a resolution of 25.000 dpi. 

2018: INRS invented the world's fastest camera, T-CUP, which is able to 
capture 10 trillion frames per second 


So let's recap again what Alhazan did: He used used a screen so an image from 
one side of a hole in the surface could be projected at the screen on the other side 
This is clearly a sarcastic statement, meaning that not is it not used to capture light 
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in modern cameras, but even if it were, it would not have been very significant. 
He also mathematically explained why the image is upside down, which is a fine 
achievement, but really not the most important, or even not the most difficult. 

It is clear that all these photographic techniques, which are the more important 
inventions in the camera development, are the main topics of the camera. For 
example the camera hardware and techniques are too essential, like the image 
sensor, processor chip, shutter speed, ISO, aperture, turning it to RAW files 

and JPEG files, flash capacitor, battery compartment, and others. To answer the 
main question of this section, no, Alhazan did not discover pin-hole camera and 
camera obscura. 


Arabs invented pharmacopoeia 


For those who dont study pharmacy, the modern Pharmacopoeia is the complete 
book of pharmaceutical medicine, their characteristics, how to identify them with 
different tests and others. The book is about 2000 pages. Below is a description of 
the different subjects in the book about an active ingredient: 


¢ Definition: molecular formula or similar 

e Characters: the appearance and the solubility 

¢ Identification: their melting point, specific optical rotation, chromatograms, 
Infrared absorption spectrophotometry, 

¢ Tests: how to identify them with different chemicals, or with chromatography, 
absorbance, test with heavy metals, loss of drying, sulphated ash 

e Storage: for example if it is necessary to protect the active ingredient from 
oxidation caused by light 

e Impurities: when a medicine is synthesized there can be impurities 


This basically means that an active ingredient in the pharmaceutical field is based 
on modern chemistry, modern physics, and modern medicinal chemistry. The 
modern pharmacopoeia was not known before the 16th century since it was not 
known about molecules, g/mol or similar. 


The question is, did the medieval Islam create the first pharmacopoeia? The 
answer is no. There were actually others that existed before to the medieval 
Islamic age, and those were: 


e 1500 BC: Edwin Smith Papyrus in Egypt, Pliny’s pharmacopoeia 
e 50 AD: De Materia Medica by Pedanius Dioscorides. It is considered to be the

precursor to all modern pharmacopoeias today 

e 200 AD: Shen-nung Pen-tsao Ching (Divine Husbandman’s Materia Medica), 
the first known Chinese pharmacopoeia. It describes 365 pharmaceuticals 
derived from plants, animals, and minerals. 


The three above pharmacopoeias were all written before the medieval age of 
Islam, where Ibn Baytar from Malaga wrote his pharmacopeia around 1200 AD, 
which is about 1000 years after the pharmacopeia by Pedanius Dioscorides, where 
his pharmacopoeia is the basis of modern pharmacopoeias. It is worth noting that 
none of them are modern in themselves since it is necessary to know the chemical 
formula and modern chemistry to understand pharmaceuticals. 


The Arabs created the modern pharmacy 


Some give statements that Jabir ibn Hayyan created the modern pharmacy. This is 
simply not true. Today modern pharmacy is based on modern chemistry, which 
is only about 200-400 years old, and completely different from what was known 
before. Modern pharmacy furthermore includes: 


e Physiology, pharmacology, biochemistry, organic chemistry, inorganic 
chemistry, physical chemistry, biomedical, medicine, anatomy, natural 
products chemistry, immunology, toxicology. All these branches described 
didn't exist before the 15th century, except anatomy, but even anatomy wasn't 
that advanced. 


Furthermore modern pharmacy specifically is about: 


e Pharmaceutical excipients, bioavailability, biopharmacy, routes of 
administration, granulation, drying, compressing, coating, filtration, sterile 
filtration, sterilization, preformulation, stability, autoclave, and much more. 
None of these terms and field existed before the 15th century, not even 
the route of administration as it is known today, because it depends of 
pharmaceutical excipients. 


In short the medieval Islam did not invent the modern pharmacy, simply because 
modern pharmacy is about modern chemistry, immunology, biochemistry, 
pharmacology, toxicology and others. All these fields are only 200-300 years old, 
a maximum of 400 years old. On the next page an illustration has been made, 
demonstrating how modern medicine works. 
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This ilustration demonstrates how modern pharmacology and modern pharmacy works. Before the 16th century, most 
pharmaceuticals were based on just plants and extracts, and then just observing the effect by the paitent. This would 
be illegal today. The diference today is that the chemical structure of a pharmaceutical is build up from scratch with 


the help of organic chemistry. Then the chemicals are tested on four major biological targets in the body, wheres 





receptors are one example. Medicinal chemists, biochemists and similar experts tests new pharmaceuticals on 
biological pathways, and measure the concentration of a given change of different biological indicators. 


On the right photo, real photos of molecules can be seen.! 





L-Dopa is a prodrug, which means that it 
needs to be converted into another 
chemical (Dopamine) in order for it to have 
an effect. Dopamine cannot pennetrate the 
Blood-Brain-Barrier and work in the brain, 
which is the reason the prodrog has been 
developed. L-Dopa doesn't reach the brain 
in sufficient levels because most is 
converted to dopamine in the periphery 
before it can reach the brain. Therefore the 
medicine also contains carbidopa to inhibit 
the enzyme DOPA decarboxylase. L-Dopa is 
used to treat Parkinson's disease. 


Albuterol is a drug that activates B, 
adrenergic receptors on smooth muscles, 
which leads to the activation of 
adenylylcyclase and to an increase in the 
intracellular cyclic-3’,5’-adenosine 
monophosphate (cAMP). The cAMP then 
activates protein kinase A, which inhibits 
the phosphorylation of myosin and lowers 
intracellular ionic calcium (Ca**) 
concentrations. Ca2+ relaxes the smooth 
mucles, and therefore this drug is used for 
asthma. 


Tamoxifen is a drug, which inhibites the 
attachment of Oestradiol into the estrogen 
receptor in the nucleus of the cell, which in 
turn deactivates intracellular signaling 
cascades, leading to decreased gene 
expression of Estrogen Response Element 
(EREs), located in the promoter region of 
target genes. This leads to altered gene 
expression, and therefore lowers the cell 
division and proliferation. Tamoxifen is 
therefore used to treat cancer, which has a 
higher cell proliferation than normal cells. It 
is also possible to use Aromatase Inhibitor 
(AI) to decrease genomic transcription. 
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The Arabs made the first hospital 


The statement that the medieval Islamic age created the first hospital, is not true. 
The earliest documented examples of ancient institutions to provide healthcare 
came from the ancient Egyptians and the ancient Greeks. The chinese buddhist 
monk, Fa Xian (400 AD) who travelled across India, wrote the following: 


“The heads of the Vaishya [merchant] families in them [all the kingdoms of 

north India] establish in the cities houses for dispensing charity and medicine. 

All the poor and destitute in the country, orphans, widowers, and childless men, 
maimed people and cripples, and all who are diseased, go to those houses, and are 
provided with every kind of help, and doctors examine their diseases. They get the 
food and medicines which their cases require, and are made to feel at ease; and 
when they are better, they go away of themselves.” 


This description of a civic hospital is the earliest known account. Furthermore 

the earliest known encyclopaedia of medicine in Sanskrit is the Carakasamhita 
(Compendium of Caraka) by Dominik Wujastyk (150 AD). It describes a hospital 
should be equipped. The oldest known hospital in the world is the Mihintale 
Hospital, dated to be around mid 9th century. Even the Romans build the 
buildings called valetudinaria for the care of sick slaves, gladiators, and soldiers 
around 100 BC. King Pandukabhaya (4th - 5th century) had lying-in-homes and 
hospitals (Sivikasotthi-Sala) built in various parts of the country, according to the 
Mahavamsa written in 6th century AD, which is the ancient chronicle of Sinhalese 
royalty. Furthermore the medieval Islam did not have faculties under medical 
schools, and neither a system of academic evaluation and certification, in contrast 
to medieval Europe which had. 


In short, the Arabs did not invent the hospital, but they are credited to make the 
first general hospital. 


The Arabs were the first who proposed evolution 


The first who proposed evolutionary theory were Anaximander, Empedocles, and 
Lucretius. 


600 BC: Anaximander wrote On Nature, which was a poem that has been lost 
during history. The complete work is lost, however other people had quoted parts 
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of the book. He postulated that animals evolved into what they are today due to 
environmental adaptation from other animals, and originally all life began in the 
sea. 

400 BC: Empedocles postulated that the first living beings were some type of 
disembodied organs, which were evolved into the creatures we observe today, 
caused by the ongoing process of attraction and repulsion. 

50 BC: Lucretius wrote On the Nature of Things where he described his 
evolutionary theory. He described that life began through a combination of 
elements (which is true in the molecular sense). He described that chance was 
responsible for life's creation, which is also one of the modern statement about 
evolution. He claimed that monster-like creatures were extinct due to natural- 
selection, and those who survived, had strength, speed or intelligence. 

Lucretius failed in the field where he claimed that animals from the land could not 
evolve from the sea, and he neither believed that one animal could evolve from 
another one. 


Reading the theories from Anaximander, Empedocles and Lucretius, it is obvious 
that the modern evolutionary theory is a combination of those three. Generally 
the evolutionary theory was hypothesized 1000 years before medieval Islam. 


Even though the ancient Greeks or any other ancient civilization hypothesized 
the theory of evolution, it is absolutely not the same as the modern theory, and 
interestingly enough, it is not even the same as the theory as Charles Darwin. 
What it specifically means is that Charles Darwin only based it on observations, 
and not on experiments and facts. 


The modern way of proving the theory are through many different pathways. 
Firstly, archaeologists, palaeontologists and scientists discover the bones of a 
species, whether it is human or an animal. Then the bones are dated with the 
help of carbon-isotope dating or uranium-lead dating, depending on how old 
the bones are. The carbon-isotope dating only goes up to 60.000 years, and 
uranium-lead dating goes up in billions, but they both confirm each other in their 
intersection. 

With the dating techniques, scientists have given an age of the bones. The second 
way is to collect the DNA from the bones, analyse them and register dem in a 
database. This way the scientists have the age of all ancient bones in a timeline 
with their age, together with their DNA. This way they can see the change 

of the DNA through time, from generation to generation. For each of these 
generations, the next one has for the first time ever emerged out of nowhere, and 
the other previous ones has died off. The DNA confirms exactly their similarity 
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and difference for each generation of species, together with their appearances. 
Furthermore geneticist today observe mutations on their daily basis, for example 
bacteria who became resistant to antibiotics in the laboratories, where they are 
able to precisely find the mutated gene with the nucleic acids. The below points 
are the important ways to confirm the evolution: 


e Dating the bones how old they are (carbon- or uranium-lead dating) 

e« DNA to confirm similarities that they are indeed on the same family 

e Appearance (Charles Darwin method) 

e One human species has died off, while another emerges (with the help of 
carbon- and uranium-lead dating) 

e Geneticist today see mutation on a daily basis on humans and animals by 
analysing their DNA and proteins. 


In the next page, a figure with all the fields that confirm evolution is illustrated. 
All these factors and scientific fields contributed so the theory of evolution 
became a fact. Therefore in the ancient times, even though there were people 
who proposed the theory, they had no evidence to support it, not even Darwin. 
Richard Dawkins made a statement about this: 


“Evolution is a fact, as securely established as any in science, and he who denies 
it betrays woeful ignorance and lack of education, which likely extends to other 
fields as well?” ~ Richard Dawkins 


Dawkins mentions the other fields, and those other fields are basically those 
illustrated on the next page, and possibly more. ‘These fields are the very essence 
of science and is the core of any science, health and even some engineering, like 
environmental engineering or chemical engineering. Thus it is important to know 
and understand those fields in order for them to understand the core of science 
and evolution. Books to read in order to only have the fundamentals of evolution:

After you have read all these books and solved the problems and made the 
experiments, then you are not even half way to understand evolution fully. It 
would probably take up to 10 years with these books, together with solving the 
problems and performing the experiments, and then there are more. 


It is not that evolution is a direct discipline, it is an indirect field due to these 
books mentioned above and many others. We don't stand here and defend 
evolution, we are proving that immunology is real, and when immunology is real, 
evolution too. Same with biochemistry, and organic chemistry. Evolution follows 
automatically. So when people are trying to disprove evolution, they are trying to 
disprove organic chemistry, biochemistry, molecular biology, and those others - 
and you can't. Because the same reactions with enzymes that happens in our body, 
happens in animals, happens in plants, and happens in the laboratory. 


THE COMPLETE LIST THAT PROVES EVOLUTION 


There are 5 methods which are independet of each to prove evolution 


There are at least 20 courses from chemistry, biology, biochemistry and medicine field. Organic chemistry is the most important. 
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the most important fields to confirm evolution. Firstly, the uranium-lead dating of 
dinosaurs are determined to be around 100-400 million years ago, and the Earth 
itself has been determined to be around 4,5 billion years with this technique. Now 
astronomers determined the age of the universe to be about 13 billion years, by 
measuring the rate of expansion of the universe, called the Hubble Constant. 
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Putting these three together, where the universe is 13 billion years old (with 
math), the earth is 4,5 billion years (with chemistry), and the dinosaurs are 
around 300 million years old (with chemistry), it is easy to tell that there is a 
timeline in a correct manner. 


The other ways to determine evolution through astronomy are the discoveries 

in outer space. For example it was announced in 2014 that the complex 
molecule iso-propyl cyanide has been discovered near the galactic core in an 
abundant quantity. This molecule is similar to an amino-acid which is basically 
the building block for proteins and crucial for all cells. Back in 2009 several 
different amino acids were found on a comet called Comet Wild 2. In the year 
of 2012, astronomers detected glycolaldehyde, a sugar molecule, in a star very 
far away about 400 light years away. What is interesting about this molecule is 
that it is needed to form RNA, which is the macromolecule needed to produce 
DNA. The discovery may hint that complex molecules arrived on young planets 
early in their formation. In 2012 NASA experimented with polycyclic aromatic 
hydrocarbons (PAHs) in the interstellar medium (environment similar to 
space), and with hydrogenation, oxygenation and hydroxylation, they managed 
to produce complex organic molecules, which is a step closer to DNA. What is 
important about PAHs is that astronomers constantly find them in outer space, 
whether it is on a planet, on space, or on comets. In 2017, astronomers discovered 
acrylonitrile on Saturn's moon, Titan (vinyl cyanide, C2H3CN), an organic 
compound essential for life, cell membranes and vesicles. In 2019 astronomers 
detected ribose in meteorites, which is the molecule for building DNA and ATP. 
This discovery could hint that life came from space. Finally in 2019, scientists 
identified 6331 groups of genes that are the same in all living animals today. This 
hints that the living animals today may have risen from a common ancestor, and 
with the help of uranium-lead dating, the researchers could postulate that the 
single ancestor lived around 650 million years ago. 


Example of a biological experiment proving evolution 

A biologist put flies into a cave of their own in complete darkness, in a span of 57 
years, which is equal to about 1400 generations of the fly species. What it showed 
was that there were changes in the DNA from the fly compared to those who lived 
in daylight. 


The Arabs made the first world map 


The claim that muslims created the first world map is not true. Below is a list of 
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the world maps that were created before. 


200 BC: Eratosthenes was called the Father of Geography. When he was the chief 
librarian at the Library of Alexandria, he wrote a three-volume geographical 
treatise, which included a world map. The world map itself has been lost in the 
course of history, possibly due to the arabs burning 700.000 books, but the treatise 
only exists in fragments preserved by different authors, where the most important 
was Strabo. In the year of 1883 a reconstruction of his world map was made. 

100 BC: Posidonius' ideas about the positioning of the continents were 
reconstructed in the year 1628. 

10 AD: Strabo's Geographica contains a map of Europe. Later the written text of 
Strabos were used to construct a world map. 

50 AD: Pomponius Melas' ideas of the world map were reconstructed into a world 
map. 

150 AD: Ptolemy's world maps have been lost, however the oldest surviving 
Ptolemaic world map was redrawn around the year 1300. 


The problem with all the ancient maps, before Al-Idrisi’s map and Ibn Hawgqals 
map, is that they have been lost. The only one that has survived is the redrawn 
version of Ptolemy from around 1300. It is furthermore worth noting that Al- 
Idrisi and Ibn Hawgqals used methods to draw their maps that belonged to earlier 
civilizations, for example from the works of Ptolemy. 


The Arabs were the first to calculate the circumference 
of the earth 


Some people claim that the Arabs were the first to calculate the circumference of 
the earth, which is simply wrong. The first person to calculate the circumference 
of the earth was Eratosthenes (276-194 BC) in ancient Greece. His method 

to calculate the circumference was described in his book which has not been 
lost, but has been preserved in a simplified version by Cleomedes. Cleomedes 
measured the angle of the shadows in both Alexandria and Syene, which had 

a difference of 7,2 degrees, and ordered people to measure the distance from 
those two cities, which was around 800 kilometre. By using these two numbers 
he calculated the circumference of the earth to be 250000 Egyptian stadio, 
which is equal to 39375 km,which is a difference of 699 km, or 1.7% difference 
from the currently accepted circumference of the Earth. However, Eratosthenes 
measured it to 252000 Egyptian stadia, and since one stadia equals 157.5 meters, 
then his measurement would be 39690 km, which is a difference of 384 km, or 
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0,96% difference from the currently accepted circumference of the Earth. That is 
extremely close considering he did that for 2200 years ago! Posidonius (135-51 
BC) also calculated the circumference of the Earth before Islam, by measureing 
the elevation of the star Canopus, on the Island of Rhodes and Alexandra. He 
calculated it to be 38,647 km, which is a difference of 1361 km, or 3,4% from the 
currently accepted circumference of the Earth. 


Al-Biruni developed a method using trigonometric calculations, where he used 
the angle between a plain and mountain top. This made it possible to only use 

one location by one person. But the problem with his calculations was that they 
were inaccurate compared to Erastosthenes. The astronomers of Al-Ma’mun's 
determined it also, but again they weren't as accurate as the difference was 600 km 
from the currently accepted circumference, compared to the Greeks which was 
only 66km. The Greeks circumference remain the most précis in more than 2000 
years. 


The Arabs were the first to calculate the axial tilt 


This is not true. It was was accurately measured as early as 1100 BC in India and 
China. Pytheas of Marseilles measured the axial tilt in 350 BC, about 1000 years 
before Islam. 


The Arabs calculated pi 


Archimedes of Syracuse was the first person to calculate Pi, around 250 BC. By 
600 AD, the Chinese had calculated pi to seven digits, and the indians calculated 
it to five digits. Madhava of Sangamagrama discovered Madhava-Leibniz series, 
which is the infinite series for 1, and calculated pi to 11 decimals. Later he 
calculated pi to 13 decimals by using another method. 


In medieval Islam, Jamshid al-Kashi went from 13 decimals to 17 decimals, only 
four decimals. In 1600 AD, Ludolph Van Ceulen calculated pi to 35 decimals. 

In 1789 Jurij Vega calculated it to 140 decimals. Today pi has been calculated to 
trillions of decimals. 


Basically Jamshid al-Kashi jumped a minor step with only 4 decimals, which is 
not a large step compared to the others before him, and after him. 
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The Arabs invented the Guitar 


Some claim that the medieval age of Islam invented the guitar. This is not the case. 
Archaeologists have discovered bowl harps and tanburs which dates around 1500- 
2000 BC. The oldest preserved instrument that resembles a guitar is 3500 years 
old, which belonged to Har-Mose, an Egyptian singer. The ancient Greeks used 
the instrument called kithara. The oldest known iconographic representation of a 
guitar is carved at Alaca Huyuk in Turkey, dated to be around 1300 BC, which is 
a representation of an old Hittite "guitar". The Persians invented the four-stringed 
persian chartar (tar), and the persian setar, which are considered to be the 
forerunner of modern day guitars. The short-necked lutes called barbat or barbud 
was invented in Bactria and Gandhara of the Sasanian Empire (224-651 AD), 
which reminds of the one made by the muslims. Now the Gilt bronze sculpture 
known as Kneeling Apsaras Playing a Lute, made in the first half of 6th century in 
China, is a short short-necked lute with five strings, and is amost identical as the 
one muslims claimed they invented. At around 7th century the chinese invented 
the four-stringed lute called pipa, which is depicted in a terracotta pipa-player in a 
suit of armor from the Sui Dynasty (581-618 AD). The new four-stringed short- 
necked lute called Biwa, arrived in Japan in the 7th century from China. Then 

in the medieval age, the muslims got credited for developing the four-stringed 
Lute (Al'ud, Oud). By the early 16th century medieval Spain, the Guitarra latina 
was invented. In the 17th century, the Italians invented the chitarra battente. The 
modern guitar as it is known today, was invented by Antonio Torres in 1850, and 
since then it hasn't changed a lot. 


So the question is, did the muslims in medieval Islam invent the short-necked 
four string oud? Although the Islamic oud has some special characteristics, the 
answer is no. It was greatly inspired by the barbat from the Sassanian Empire , the 
6th century Kneeling Apsaras Playing a Lute gilt bronze sculpture, the chinese 
pipa from around 7th century, and the chinese biwa from 7th century. 


The arabs invented chess 


Although Al-Adli ar-Rumi (800-870) wrote a chess manual which is dated to 
around 840-850 AD, called Kitab ash-shatranj (Book of Chess), they did not 
invent it. In 2002, british archaeologists discovered an ivory chess piece in 
southern Albania, dated back to 6th century, even before Muhammad. 


The Arabs invented ethanol 
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Ethanol, or alcohol as it is known, was not invented or synthesized by anyone 
until the modern chemistry began from 1600 and thereafter. Muhammad ibn 
Zakariya al-Razi did not invent alcohol nor synthesized it chemically, it was via 

a process called alcohol distillation he separated it. What this means is simply 
letting the wine be open, in which the alcohol will evaporate out into the air, and 
trapping it into another container. This technique known as distillation has been 
used for thousands of year before the muslims in medieval age, in the process 
called solar distillation. In this technique people filled a container with sea water, 
and the water evaporated due to the rays of the sun. The evaporating water was 
trapped into another container, and this way clean water was produced. This 
technique is especially easy with sea water, where salt has a boiling point of about 
800 degrees and water only 100 degrees. This way it is easy to boil the water out of 
the salt, and separate it, just as it is easy to separate ethanol from water, because 
it has a boiling point of 69 degrees. Today it is possible to separate millions of 
chemicals from each other, even when their boiling point difference is only 1 
degree - or less. 


In short, he did not synthesized alcohol, he only separated it with a technique that 
was known before, called distillation. It is especially easy with alcohol, because 

it is generally known to everyone that leaving a bottle of wine opened will make 
the alcohol evaporate. Although he is credited for being the first person to do so, 
it is actually not a hard task to do it. If he didn't do it, millions of other chemists 
would have done it after him. Below are examples where distillation was already 
known before the medieval times. 


Distillation was invented by ancient civilization 

In fact almost every civilization before the age of medieval Islam used this process 
by separating water from salt, called solar distillation. The boiling point of salt 

is around 800 degrees, and the boiling point of water is 100 degrees. The only 
difference is that the arabs trapped the evaporating alcohol instead of water. The 
oldest reference to a still apparatus comes from Tapputi, who is considered to be 
the first recorded chemist. She is mentioned in a cuneiform tablet which is dated 
to be around 1200 BC in Babylonian Mesopotamia. 


Aristotle inventing a filter (reverse osmosis) 

"There is more evidence to prove that saltness is due to the admixture of some 
substance, besides that which we have adduced. Make a vessel of wax and put it in 
the sea, fastening its mouth in such a way as to prevent any water getting in. Then 
the water that percolates through the wax sides of the vessel is sweet, the earthy 
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stuff, the admixture of which makes the water salt, being separated off as it were 
by a filter. It is this stuff which make salt water heavy (it weighs more than fresh 
water) and thick. The difference in consistency is such that ships with the same 
cargo very nearly sink in a river when they are quite fit to navigate in the sea. This 
circumstance has before now caused loss to shippers freighting their ships in a 
river." - Aristotle, Meteorologica 


Archaeological findings of 3000 years old distillation devices 

Paolo Rovesti discovered in 1975 a very well preserved terracotta distillation 
apparatus in the Indus Valley in Taxila, Pakistan, which was possibly used to 
prepare aromatic waters. Its carbon-dating results determined it to be 3000 years 
old, which is 1000 BC. He further discovered perfume oil containers made of the 
same material, which is evidence proving that essential oil production was known 
to the Indus Valley Civilisation long before medieval Islam. Other discoveries 
indicated that distillation has also been practiced in ancient Turkey, Persia, Egypt, 
Mesopotamia and India thousands of years before medieval Islam 


Archaeological findings of a 4000 years old distillation devices 
A distillation device was discovered nearby Afghanistan, dated to be around 2000 
BC. 


Archaeological finding of elaborate egg-shaped vessels containing coils 
A distillation device similar to the Arab itriz is described in Mesopotamian 
cuneiform tablets from around 1300 BC. It is described as an elaborate egg- 
shaped vessels containing coils. 


One of the earliest evidence for distillation by Maria Prophetissima (200 AD) 
One of the earliest evidence of distillation devices is attributed to Maria 
Prophetissima, which is described in the Alexandrian text called The Gold 
Making of Cleopatra. The distillation apparatus was used to distil aromatic 

and medicinal oils and capture the chemical called phenol-ethyl-alcohol from 
lavender water and rose water, an important ingredient for the preparation of 
unguents and skin ointments. 


Zosimos of Panopolis credited her for the invention of the tribikos, which is an 
alembic with three arms, and still used today in chemistry laboratories. She is 

also credited for the invention of the Kerotakis alembic. Furthermore she is also 
attributed to the invention of the bain-marie (Mary's bath), which can be found in 
the chemistry labs and in the kitchen. 
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Conclusion 

Muhammad ibn Zakariya al-Razi did not invent distillation, and neither was 

the first to invent alembics used today in modern chemistry. He did not invent 
alcohol, he just used separated alcohol from wine by heating it, a technique 
known by many civilizations in the ancient world. Furthermore it is important to 
note that he was not a muslim, describing prophet Muhammad as a fraud, and the 
Quran did not contain any useful information or explanations. Beneath is a quote 
from him. 


“You claim that the evidentiary miracle is present and available, namely, the 
Koran. You say: ‘Whoever denies it, let him produce a similar one.’ Indeed, 

we shall produce a thousand similar, from the works of rhetoricians, eloquent 
speakers and valiant poets, which are more appropriately phrased and state the 
issues more succinctly. They convey the meaning better and their rhymed prose 
is in better meter. ... By God what you say astonishes us! You are talking about 

a work which recounts ancient myths, and which at the same time is full of 
contradictions and does not contain any useful information or explanation. Then 
you say: ‘Produce something like it"?! - Muhammad ibn Zakariya al-Razi

The arabs invented perfumes 


Many claim that the arabs invented perfumes, specifically Yaqub Al-Kindi 
(801-873 AD). This is not true. The earliest reference of perfume comes from 
Tapputi, who is, according to a cuneiform tablet which is dated to be around 

1200 BC, considered to be the first recorded chemist and perfume maker. This 

is around 2000 years before Al-Kindi. The earliest uses of bottles for perfumes is 
dated around 1000 BC in Ancient Eygpt, which is 1800 years before the lifetime 
of Al-Kindi. Further more, before medieval Islam, the Greek, Roman, and the 
Persian empire also used perfumes. Both King Persepolis Darius and King Xerxes 
were pictured holding bottles of perfumes. The world's oldest perfume factory 
was discovered in Cyprus in 2007, called House of the Vettii. Scientists are also 
working to recreate the Roman perfumes by using written records and analyse the 
chemicals in ancient pots. This is possible because both the Greeks and Romans 
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carefully documented their perfume-making processes. Ancient India and ancient 
China also used perfumes before medieval Islam. 


The arabs first got the idea of alchemy 


The alchemy of searching for the Philosophers Stone, Elixir of life, and for 
transforming lead into gold did not originate in the medieval Islam, rather as 
early as from Hermes Trismegistus and Maria the Jewess, also called Maria 
the Prophetess or Maria the Hebrew. Maria the Jewess who lived around 100 
AD is credited for being the inventor of alchemy, as it is written in Zosimus 
of Panopolis. She worked to create gold from base metals from the Earth, for 
example lead. 


They discovered pharmacology 


The statement that medieval Islam discovered pharmacology is simply not true. 
Regardless what people before 1600 AD knew, they had absolutely no knowledge 
of pharmacology, except for the intake of medicine and observations from a 
patients. If this was modern pharmacology, then the pharmaceutical industry 
today would never have been this advanced. 


The field of pharmacology is only about 200 years old. Organic chemistry, 
molecular biology, medicinal chemistry, natural product chemistry, toxicology 
and other fields are directly tied to pharmacology, and none of them existed 
before 1600 AD. In pharmacology, it is essential to know about receptors, where 
the focus is on how a medicine works in the cells, and not just what kind of 
subjective effects it produces to a person. One major and essential factor is 
knowing the concentration of the medicine in the blood during time, and this 
can only be known with spectroscopy and blood samples. Neither of them were 
invented before 1600 CE. 


The conclusion is that “what effects does a plant give”-pharmacology is the easy 
part and is not modern pharmacology or pharmacy, rather much of it is subjective 
The hard part is “how the drug interacts in the cells of our body and the receptors”, 
which is basically modern pharmacology and can be observed on cells that have 
been cultured in the laboratories. These two are two very different things. 


The Arabs discovered heliocentrism 
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Some give statements that the Arabs were the first to discover that the sun is in 
the center, and the earth orbiting it, which is called heliocentrism. This is not true, 
it was discovered by many ancient greeks. It was specifically Aristarchus of Samos, 
who lived between 310-230 BC. What he observed, calculated and discovered was 
that the Earth is smaller than the sun, and was the first to place the sun is in the 
center of the solar system. The Greeks and Chinese further calculated the axial tilt, 
and found out that the earth orbits itself. What is interesting is that Aristarchus 
had an idea that the stars were actually other suns. 


In medieval Islam, Ibn al-Shatir made developed the heliocentrism further, and 
developed also the lunar model, but heliocentrism was definitely known before. 


The Arabs discovered the milky way 


It is impossible to know who first noticed the Milky Way galaxy since it can be 
seen with the naked eye. However the real question is who determined that the 
Milky Way is a galaxy with countless stars. Philosophers in ancient Greece were 
the first or one of the first to propose that the galaxy consists of a large collection 
of stars, however the first to really prove it with evidence was Galileo Galilei in 
1610 with the help of his rudimentary telescope. The timeline is written below: 


e Democritus (450-370 BC) first proposed that the Milky Way might consist of 
distant stars. 

e Aristarchus of Samos (310 BC to 230 BC) proposed that the galaxy of the 
Milky Way consists of a large collection of stars, so small that it is impossible 
to see the individual stars. He further speculated that the Milky Way is very 
far away, and therefore has no parallax. 

e Abu Rayhan al-Birtini (973-1048 AD) was a persian astronomer, and he 
proposed the same as the ancient Greeks, that it is a collection of countless 
fragments of the nature of nebulous stars 

e Ibn Bajjah (1138 AD) proposed much of the same as the ancient Greeks, that 
it was made up of many stars which almost touched one another 

e Ibn Qayyim Al-Jawziyya (1292-1350 AD) proposed that it is a myriad of tiny 
stars packed together in the sphere of the fixed stars, much the same as the 
ancient greeks. 

e Alhazen (965-1037) determined that there is no parallax of the Milky Way 
by observing and measure it, and therefore it is very far away from Earth. 
Determining a parallax is a technique from the ancient greeks. 
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It is clear that Democritus and Aristarchus of Samos were the first to notice that 
the Milky Way galaxy consists of a vast collection of stars, and even postulated 
that it has no parallax, which is movement of the stars relative to each other as the 
Earth moves around the Sun. He did not calculate it since he had no instrument 
to achieve the precise observations, but Alhazen did it with two different locations 
of the sun. Alhazen used the technique from ancient Greeks to determine the 
parallax of the galaxy. This means that he started to measure the position of the 
Milky Way one day, and waited for half a year to determine the position again, 
since the Earth is on the opposite side of the sun as it was before. He observed 

the position was the same, which means that the Milky Way is very far away. The 
actual proof came, as mentioned before, by Galileo Galilei, where he used his 
microscope prove the parallax. 


Basically Alhazen only used a technique discovered by the ancient Greeks to 
determine the parallax of the Milky Way, where the ancient greeks used it 1000 
years before to determine the parallax of the moon. It was specifically Hipparchus 
(130 BC), where he used parallax to calculate the distance of the moon from 
Earth. He did that by observing how much the moon moved relative to the stars 
behind it, at two different places on Earth. Using this data he calculated the 
distance to be 59 times larger than the radius of Earth, compared to the currently 
acceptable value which is 60,3 times (384.000 kilometre). He was very close to 
the exact distance. Although Alhazen determined that there is no parallax of the 
Milky Way, it would not have been impossible by the ancient Greeks 1000 years 
before to determine it too, since they were well aware of the technique. 


The arabs proposed the continent of America 


Al-Biruni (973-1050 AD) used the data by the indians to calculate the span of the 
Europe and Asia, which was two-fifths of the total circumference of the Earth. 
Thus, because there was a huge space of oceans that spanned three-fifths between 
Europe and Asia, he theorized the existence of regions in the huge area of water. 
Some people state that he was the first to have an idea of the continent of America 
before Columbus arrived in 15th hundred. 


The truth is that Al-Biruni was born in 973, and he wrote his book called Codex 
Masudicus in 1037 AD. A captain named Leif Erikson sailed around Greenland 
and landed in a strange land he named Vinland around 1000 AD or a couple of 
years earlier. Vinland is today known as North America. Notice that Al-Biruni 
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was a maximum of 27 years old when Leif discovered America, and possibly as 
young as 20 years old, depending on when Leif sailed around North America. Leif 
died in 1003 AD. 


Another important point is that Christoffer Columbus presumably never got 
the idea to sail to the west because of Al-Biruni. The reason why he took sail 

to the west was as a result of Muslims performing Jihad in Constantinople in 
1453, and had blocked the passage to India, thus he wanted to find a shortcut 

to India by accepting the idea of a spherical Earth. Regardless if Al-Biruni 
proposed it or not, the Norseman sat foot in America before he wrote his book. 
It is a good achievement that he calculated that Euroasia spanned two-fifth of 
the circumference, by relying on the research from the Indians, but it is not true 
that he was the first one to think of America. It is worth noting that he only said 
that there are supposed regions that exist beyond the known remaining regions 
of the world. He only thought of the possibility of regions, he didn't confirm the 
existence of such landmass or any other landmasses or shapes. 


The arabs made the biggest library in Baghdad 


250 BC: Library of Alexandria - 400.000 to 700.000 papyrus scrolls. 
400 AD: Imperial Library of Constantinople - 120.000 volumes. 
1258 AD: Baghdad Library - 400.000 manuscripts saved. 

2019 AD: Library of Congress in USA - 168 million items, which includes: 
e 38 million books 

e 3 million recordings 

¢ 13 million photographs 

e 5 million maps 

¢ 8 million sheet of music 

e 72 million manuscripts 

e and other times.. 


Below is a comparison between the libraries. The Library of Congress includes the 
books and manuscripts, which is a total of 110 million. 

Some people state that the library of Baghdad was larger than most libraries 
today. As per 2019, the 22nd largest library has a total of 15 million items, which 
is 30 times bigger than Baghdad Library in 1258 AD. What is true is that possibly 
around 99% of all libraries in the world do not compete to be the biggest in the 
world, their mission is only to have an appropriate size to fulfill the need of their 
local cities. It is mostly the libraries of the capitals in the world that do compete 
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The difference between the Golden Age of Antique, 


with each other, and possibly all libraries in all capitals in today's world are larger 
than the library of Baghdad. 


From 120.000 volumes in the 5th century AD to 400.000 volumes in the 13th 
century AD is a step, but not a miraculous step. They managed to build a library 
that had 280.000 more books than the previous library in a span of 800 years. 
Comparing it to 800 years later from 1258 AD to 21th century today, the largest 
library, which is in Washington, consists of 120.000.000 books and manuscripts 
combined. Baghdad jumped about 3,3 times larger than the previous in 800 years, 
Washington jumped 300 times larger than the previous in 800 years.

Another excuse is that today’s population is 7,7 billion people compared to only 
about 350 million in 1250 AD. A comparison of books per world capita can be 
achieved: 


e Medieval Islam: (400.000/350.000.000)*100 = 0,11% books per world capita 
e Modern West: (120.000.000.000/7.700.000.000)*100 = 1,54% books per world 


capita. 


This means that the Library of Congress has 14 times more books per world capita 
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than the muslims did in Baghdad - and this doesn't include the other 58 million 
items. Another factor to remember is that the library of Baghdad did not only 
contain arabic books, but books from other civilizations too: 


e Earlier civilizations manuscripts 
¢ ‘The translated version of earlier civilizations manuscripts 
e And the Arabs own work 


The Baghdad Library must've contained books from earlier civilizations in their 
own languages (greek, roman, hindu, chinese, spanish, persian). How many books 
were actual the works of the muslims is unknown. Another aspect that has not 
been covered is that the secret of making paper was obtained from the Chinese 
prisoners of war in the 8th century. Paper is much cheaper than papyrus, vellum 
and parchment, therefore the muslims could make manuscripts at relativively 
affordable costs compared to earlier civilizations. 


The arabs invented the surgical instruments 


Some people claim that the muslims in medieval times invented surgical 
instruments. This is not true. It was invented by the Indians thousands of years 
before, but the most famous indian was Suchruta (600 BC), recognized as the 
Father of Medicine and the Father of Plastic Surgery. In the next page, it is 
illustrated and explained what he had accomplished about 1500 years before 
medieval Islam. Notice how similar Ibn al-Haytham’s surgical instruments 

are compared to Sushruta, many of them are the exact same with very small 
deviations. Notice that not all of Suchruta’s surgical instruments are listed in the 
sketches. 


Another misconeption is that the muslims invented hollow needles for 
treating cataracts. Sushruta made the earliest reference to cataract surgery, and 
furthermore archaeologists have found surgical instruments in Rome, used to 
treat cataract dating back to the 1st and 2nd century AD. 


The arabs were the first to describe diabetes 


Some people claim that Abd al-Latif al-Baghdadi (1152-1231 AD) was the first 
person to describe diabetes in his medical text called Fil-marad alladhi yusamma 
diyabita. This is not true. The Egyptians first mentioned diabetes 1 around 1000 
BC. In ancient India, they discovered that ants could be used to test the urine 
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1: Described 20 different sharp instrument (sastra) 
2. Described 101 types of blunt instruments (yantra) 
3. Performed surgery and plastic surgery 

4. Developed 300 surgical procedures 

5. His work is Sushruta Samhita, (other indian 
medical/surgical works are Charaka Samhita, Bower 
manuscript) 

6. His translated books have 184 chapters, and 1120 
conditions are listed which includes injuries, and illness 
related to ageging and mental illness. 

7. It contains 700 medicinal plants 

8. Developed rhinoplasty (nose-surgery) 

9. Prescribed eye and ear drops 

10. Developed prosthetic limbs

for diabetes. Around 300 BC, Apollonius of Memphis made the first reference 
to the word "diabetes". The greeks also were able to distinguish between diabetes 
mellitus and diabetes insipidus. The people in India and China in 500 AD knew 
that there is a difference between diabetes 1 and diabetes 2. 


The arabs drew the eye nerves in the brain 


Ibn al-Haytham's drawing of the eyes with the optic nerves was certainly not the 
first person to discover and understand it. Hippocrates (460-370 BC), Herophilus 
(330-260 BC), Erasistratus (330-255 BC), Rufus of Ephesus (80-150 AD), and 
Galenus of Pergamon (129 - 200/216 AD), all were aware of the optic chiasm, 

and optic nerves. Rufus also described the retina, cornea, iris, uvea, tear ducts, 
eyelids, and the vitreous and aqueous humors. It is worth mentioning that it is not 
difficult to draw and describe the anatomy of the optic chiasm. 


The arabs were the first to describe the blood 
circulation 


It is generally though that Ibn Nafis (1213-1288 AD) was the first person who 
discovered pulmonary blood circulation. This is however not true since it was first 
described by the Chinese in different accounts. The first one being Guanzi, dated 
to 375 BC, which says: 


“Water is the blood and breath of Earth, functioning in similar fashion to 
circulation of blood and breath in the sinews (muscles) and veins (vessels)" — 
Meridian Misconceptions of Chinese Medicine by Donald E. Kendall (2008), pp. 
1 


In Mawangdui China, additional texts were recovered in 1973 (from 168 BC) 
from a tomb, which provides detailed information about the Chinese blood vessel 
theory. Another text includes the Zhangjiashan Han bamboo texts which were 
discovered at Zhangjiashan, and are dated back to 150 BC. The are the first texts 
to provide the universal model of pathology based on the blood vessel theory. 


Yellow Emperor's Internal Classic, also called Huangdi Neijing or simply Nei Jing 
(Chinese Book of Medicine) is a chinese medical text dated to be around 200-100 
BC, which is 1600 years before Ibn Nafis. It is the first comprehensive chinese 
medical text. For example it provides a full description of 12 longitudinal blood 
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vessels either supplying (arterial) or draining (venous) each side of the body. 


For further study, read Meridian Misconceptions of Chinese Medicine by Donald 
E. Kendall (2008). 


They were the first to introduce quarantine/isolation 


They were definitely not the first to introduce this concept. It actually appears in 
the Old Testament, written in 7h century BC, which is 1400 years before Islam. 


1 The Lord said to Moses and Aaron, 2 “When anyone has a swelling or a rash 

or a shiny spot on their skin that may be a defiling skin disease,[a] they must be 
brought to Aaron the priest or to one of his sons[b] who is a priest. 3 The priest is 
to examine the sore on the skin, and if the hair in the sore has turned white and 
the sore appears to be more than skin deep, it is a defiling skin disease. When the 
priest examines that person, he shall pronounce them ceremonially unclean. 4 If 
the shiny spot on the skin is white but does not appear to be more than skin deep 
and the hair in it has not turned white, the priest is to isolate the affected person 
for seven days. - Leviticus 13 (see also Leviticus 14) 


The number of 40 days in Pre-Islamic era 

Regarding the quarantine in 40 days, it may have come from the Bible too, 

which was the period of biblical travail of Jesus in the desert, which is called The 
Temptation of Christ, and is described in the gospels of Matthew, Mark and Luke. 
Moses also fasted 40 days two times, the first time when he prepared to recieve 
the Ten Commandments, and the second time after he gave the law. 


In medieval Islam Ibn Sina (980-1037 AD), also called Avicenna, introduced 

the 40 days of quarantine in his five-volume medical encyclopedia The Canon of 
Medicine. However, he was not a muslim, and was called the imam of atheists. He 
made many statements contradicting Islam. 


"After-life is a notion received from the religious teaching; there is no way of 
establishing its truth save by way of religous dogma and acceptance of prophets" - 
Ibn Sina (Avicenna) 


Scholars at his time and after them declared him to be an apostate. One of them 
was Ibn Qayyim al-Jawziyya who declared him a non-believer, who supported 
shirk and kufr. Another one was Ibn Taymiyyah who wrote " 
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What those such as Ibn Sina say are worse than the statements of the Jews, the 
Christians, and the mushkrikeen". - Ibn Taymiyyah 


The word quarantine is derived from the Italian words quaranta giorni which 
means 40 days. 


The arabs discovered coffee 


There is a story of an Abyssinian goat herder and Ethiopian man named Kaldi 
from the 9th century, who noticed that his goats got excited after eating the beans 
from a coffee plant. His wife then urged him to share the story with the holy man 
at the monastery. The dilemma with this story is that it appears nowhere until 
the year of 1671, thus it may probably be apocryphal, meaning it is a work of 
unknown authorship or of doubtful origin. Another problem is that Abyssinians 
were predominantly Orthodox Christians, and according to the Quran, 
monasteries are also forbidden: 


"Then We sent following their footsteps Our messengers and followed [them] with 
Jesus, the son of Mary, and gave him the Gospel. And We placed in the hearts of 
those who followed him compassion and mercy and monasticism, which they 
innovated; We did not prescribe it for them except [that they did so] seeking the 
approval of Allah . But they did not observe it with due observance. So We gave 
the ones who believed among them their reward, but many of them are defiantly 
disobedient." - Quran 57:27 


The word coffee is believed to originate from different places, which one of it 
from the Kaffa region of Ethiopia. The first person to mention coffee in print 
was Rhazes (865-925 AD), and then Avicenna (980-1037 AD) also mentioned 

it about one century later. However the earliest evidence of coffee being roasted 
and brewed as they are today is from the mid 15th century. Except for those 
misleading claims, it would be correct that coffee originates from the Arabian 
peninsula, if the story of Khalid is apocryphal. A good question would be, which 
is more important: coffee beans from Arabia to produce coffee, or cacao beans 
from America to make chocolate?

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The arabs invented the toothbrush 


Some people claim that the Muhammad, invented the first toothbrush by using a 
twig from the Miswak tree, and therefore the they invented the first toothbrush. 
This is not correct. The ancient civilizations dated all the way back to 3000 BC 
used a chew stick, which was a thin twig with a frayed end. Ancient China also 
used toothbrushes made of bronze, bones or wood are dated back to 2000 BC. 
Furthermore the modern bristle toothbrush was invented in China in 1498 AD. 


The arabs invented paper money 


This is not correct. Paper money was invented in China in the end of the 8th 
century or 9th century AD. 


The arabs invented the modern cheque 


This is not correct. One of the oldest known cheque is a 228 BC payment order 
from Egypt which says: 


“Asclepiades to Kleitarchos the banker - please pay the sums below from my 
account to the weavers”. - Papyrus 1830 


The Ancient Rome is also believed to be one of the first to use cheques, which 
were called praescriptiones. Banks in the Sassanid Empire issued letters of credit 
known as chakks during the 3rd century AD. The modern word cheque is derived 
from chakk, saqq or sakk. 


The arabs invented the clock 


This is not true. The first mechanical clock was invented by Yi Xing of China in 
725 AD. Even the weight-driven clock, which is a water clock driven by gears 

and weights does not originate from 11th century medieval Islam. It was already 
invented by Ctesibius's (285-222 BC), in which it consisted of gears and weights 
and was named clepsydra. Clepsydra was the most accurate clock ever constructed 
until Christiaan Huygens' invention of his pendulum clock in 1656 AD. Pacificus 
of Verona (776-844 AD) also invented a water clock. Gerbert of Aurillac (946- 
1003 AD) invented a weight-driven mechanical pendulum clock in 996 AD. 
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The arabs modified the water-clock (weight-driven clock) and much of the 
invention of the mercury clock was influenced by medieval Islam. One of the 
features in their water clock by medieval Islam is the mechanical bird singing, 
but this already invented by Heron of Alexandria 1000 years before. However 
today the clocks works entirely different, and the most accurate clock today is the 
atomic clock, invented in 1949 AD, which measures time using the microwave 
signal emitted by electrons in atoms when they change energy levels. It has only 
an error of 1 second during a span of 100 million years. 


They discovered sulfuric acid and nitric acid 


It is true that Jabir ibn Hayyan is credited for discovering sulfuric acid, and 
Muhammad ibn Zakariya al-Razi first mentioned nitric acid. But this is not the 
same as saying they discovered modern chemistry, they only separated them with 
the help of distillation, a technique known thousands of years before. The question 
is, did they determine the chemical structure via NMR, IR or MS spectroscopy? 
Could they used the field of organic chemistry to synthesize them from scratch? 
Organic chemistry is the discipline of knowing how chemicals react with each 
other to produce another chemical - without even doing the experiment. This is 
modern chemistry which has lead to a database of 150.000.000 chemicals in the 
chemistry database. The truth is that they only separated the chemicals through 
distillation. 


They discovered acids and bases 


Many people claim that medieval Islam discovered acids and bases, which is not 
true. 


Acids 

The first civilization to describe acids were the ancient Egyptians and Greeks, 
where they described them as sour tasting and oxein in greek. These words 
mutated into the latin words and were called acetum, in which the anglicized 
word acid originates from. It was the romans who began to refer to sour 
substances, such as vinegar or lemon juice, as acids. 


The ancient Greeks and Egyptians had discovered a particular substance which 
was especially sour, which later became known as vinegar, and a result from 
fermentation of fruits to produce wine. 
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Bases 

The Greeks also discovered three other substances which had another 
characteristic than the category of acids. Those were potash, soda and lime. 
Potash, which is made of potassium salts, is produced fro burning of wood 

ashes. By letting the water evaporate, the film let behind was soda. By burning 
seashells, lime was produced. The word alkaline, which is another word for bases, 
is derived from the Arabic language and means roasting, because the first bases 
characterized was due to roasting ashes and treating them with water and slaked 
lime, to produce soap. 


The bases which counteracts the acid comes from medieval Islam. 


However, none of this is modern chemistry in todays acids and bases. 


The Arabs invented soap 


This is not true. During an excavation in ancient Babylon, a soap like material 
was found in clay cylinders dated to 2800 BC, which is 3400 years before Islam. 

A formula for making soap was found written in a Babylonian clay tablet which 
is dated to 2200 BC, and consisted of water, alkali and cassia oil. The word "soap" 
originates from the latin word sapo, and is first mentioned by Historia Naturalis 
by Pliny the Elder (23-79 AD). He describes the manufacturing of soap from 
tallow and ashes, and mentions that the men from the Gauls and Germans use 
them more than the females. Zosimos of Panopolis (300 AD) and Galen (129-210 
AD) also described soap and soap making. Galen mentioned that the best soaps 
were Germanic, and the second best were from Gaul. 


Muhammad ibn Zakariya al-Razi (854-925) was the person in medieval Islam 
who invented hard soap, but he was not a muslim. His statement about the Quran 
was: 


“You claim that the evidentiary miracle is present and available, namely, the 
Koran. You say: “Whoever denies it, let him produce a similar one.” Indeed, 

we shall produce a thousand similar, from the works of rhetoricians, eloquent 
speakers and valiant poets, which are more appropriately phrased and state the 
issues more succinctly. They convey the meaning better and their rhymed prose 
is in better meter. ... By God what you say astonishes us! You are talking about 
a work which recounts ancient myths, and which at the same time is full of 
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contradictions and does not contain any useful information or explanation.” - 
Muhammad ibn Zakariya al-Razi (854-925 AD) 


He made another statement: 


"If the people of Islam are asked about the proof for the soundness of their 
religion, they flare up, get angry and spill blood of whoever confronts them with 
this question. They forbid rational speculation, and strive to kill their adversaries. 
This is why truth became thoroughly silenced and concealed" - Muhammad ibn 
Zakariya al-Razi (854-925 AD) 


They invented geometry 


The muslims in medieval Islam absolutely did not invented geometry. Geometry 
was invented and developed before medieval Islam: 


e The earliest recorded beginnings of geometry can be traced back to the 
ancient indians, and ancient Babylonia. 

¢ ‘The Egyptians had derived formulars for the volume of a frustum of a square 
pyramid, triangle, rectangles. It was also discovered in the Ahmes papyrus 
that they had a formula for the area of a circle 

e The Babylonians had developed many different concepts in geometry, and 
many different formulas and rules for measuring volumes and areas. They also 
calculated pi to 3,125 (compared to 3,1415). Even the Pythagorean theorem 
was known to them before Pythagoras was born about 1000 years after. The 
Babylonian astronomers calculated the motion of the planets, and the solar 
and lunar eclipses with geometry. They also method for estimated the area 
under a curve by drawing a trapezoid underneath. 

e The Vedic India had developed different concepts in geometry. 

e The Ancient Greece developed geometry in very large detail. Euclid 
wrote the book The Elements of Geometry. Archimedes developed 
mathematical concepts similar to the limiting process of integral calculus, 
and the coordinate systems of analytic geometry. Hipparchus introduced 
trigonometry. Theodosius of Bithynia is probably the first known person 
to study shperical geometry, in his about the geometry of the sphere, called 
Sphaerics. Menelaus of Alexandria also wrote a book called Sphaerica about 
on spherical trigonometry, introduced the concept of spherical triangle, and 
developed also the Menelaus' theorem. 

e The Classical India also developed many geometry problems, including 
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in the Bakhshali manuscript. In the work Brahma Sphuta Siddhanta by 
Brahmagupta, it includes cube roots, fractions, ratio and proportion, and 
barter, mixture, mathematical series, plane figures, stacking bricks, sawing of 
timber, and piling of grain. It also includes the theorem on the diagonals of a 
cyclic quadrilateral 

e The Ancient Chinese advanced geometry in much greater detail. One of 
the greatest books on geometry from the time is The Nine Chapters on 
the Mathematical Art, edited and commented by Liu Hui about 250 AD. 
It includes area for: square, rectangle, circle, isosceles triangle, rhomboid, 
trapezoid, double trapezium, segment of a circle, and annulus (‘ring' between 
two concentric circles). Furthermore it includes volume for parallelepiped 
with two square surfaces, parallelepiped with no square surfaces, Pyramid, 
Frustum of pyramid with square base, frustum of pyramid with rectangular 
base of unequal sides, cube, prism, wedge with rectangular base and both 
sides sloping, wedge with trapezoid base and both sides sloping, tetrahedral 
wedge, frustum of a wedge of the second type (used for applications in 
engineering), cylinder, cone with circular base, frustum of a cone, and the 
sphere. He was also the first to mention the Sea Island survey diagram, a 
geomtry problem. 


Although this is not the complete list, it can be seen that geometry was not 
invented by medieval Islam. 


The geometry of Medieval Islam 

Al-Mahani, Thabit ibn Qurra, Ibrahim ibn Sinan, Abu'l-Wafa, Abu Nasr 

Mansur and Al-Jayyani all made contributions to geometry, but many of their 
development of geometry was based on previous civilizations. They developed law 
of sinus based on sinus that was already invented by the Egyptians, Greeks and 
Indians. Al-Jayyani wrote the book The book of unknown arcs of a sphere, which 

is considered the first treatise on spherical trigonometry, althought Theodosius of 
Bithynia and Menelaus of Alexandria introduced this concept about 1000 years 
before. 


Conclusion 


Geometry was not invented by medieval Islam. They developed it further, but 
many, if not all, of the geometry was based on earlier civilizations. 


They discovered the summation of a series of cubes 
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This is not true. The first person to discover the formula for the summation of a 
series of cubes was Arybhatta (476-550 AD) in 499 AD, which is over 100 years 
before Islam. However, the first person to prove it was Abu Bakr al-Karaji (953- 
1029 AD). 


The arabs invented the flying machine 


This is a very misleading statement claiming that Abbas ibn Firnas made the first 
flying machine and the first successful flight. The only evidence that exists that 
supports this claim is the poem: 


"He surpassed in velocity the flight of the ostrich, but he neglected to arm his 
body with the strength of the vulture. "- Mu'min ibn Said, 886 AD 


The Algerian historian Anmed Mohammed al-Maqgari (d. 1632) wrote 700 years 
later: 


"Among other very curious experiments which he made, one is his trying to fly. 
He covered himself with feathers for the purpose, attached a couple of wings to 
his body, and, getting on an eminence, flung himself down into the air, when 
according to the testimony of several trustworthy writers who witnessed the 
performance, he flew a considerable distance, as if he had been a bird, but, in 
alighting again on the place whence he had started, his back was very much hurt, 
for not knowing that birds when they alight come down upon their tails, he forgot 
to provide himself with one." - Ahmed Mohammed al-Maqgari, 1632 AD 


The authenticity of the written text above cannot be determined since there are no 
other evidence to support his claims. 


Difference between a flying machine and a hang glider 

A flying machine is an apparatus that uses mechanical power, and which consist 
of several different parts, each one of them performing a different function. Abbas 
ibn Firnas made a hang glider, and not a flying machine. The other statement 

is that it was a successful flight. Clearly his hang gliding was not successful 

since attaching wings, falling down, and breaking bones, is anything else than 
successful. The most important part of the plane is lift, drag and thrust. 


Earlier flights than Abbas ibn Firnas 
The Chinese Emperor Wang Mang recruited in 100 BC a soldier to be bound 
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with bird feathers, who had two giant wings strapped to his back and covered 
with bird feathers all over his body. It is claimed he glided around 100 meters. 
Another chinese emperor, Gao Yang, used prisoners in 559 AD as test people to 
achieve flying. One of the prisoners named Yuan Huangtou is claimed to have 
landed safely from a tower jump. Furthermore Kites have been invented by the 
Chinese since around 400 BC. Archytas (428 - 347 BC) invented the first flying 
machine, which has a shape of a bird, and is alleged to have flown 200 meters. He 
nicknamed it ‘the pigeon. 


Leonardo da Vinci inspired 

Another claim is that the design of Leonardo da Vinci is based on Abbas ibn 
Firnas. It was already stated before that the chinese made flights prior to the 
muslims in medieval Islam, and by considering that the poem was maybe the only 
piece of evidence of the flight, it is highly doubtful that his designs was based on 
him. Furthermore, the dream of flying like a bird have existed since ancient times, 
and it wouldn't require any leap of imagination to copy the wings of the bird. 
Leonardo da Vinci also made designs of helicopters, and those designs are neither 
based from the nature of birds nor Abbas ibn Firnas, or the first civilizations who 
made the first flight, the chinese. 


Another person Leonardo da Vinci might have got the idea of flying is from 

a man in the 12th century England, William of Malmesbury, who stated that 
between 1000-1010 AD, Benedictine monk Eilmer of Malmesbury attached wings 
to his hands and feet and flew a short distance. There is no evidence to support 
the theory that he got the inspiration from Abbas ibn Firna, rather he actually 
received the inspiration when he was in his younger years where he read and 
believed the Greek fable of Daedalus. Other people during the course of history 
also got the idea from other greek mythologies, like Pegasus, but it has always 
been clear that humans wanted to fly like birds since the earliest times. 


Today's planes 

The statement that the flight of Abbas ibn Firnas was the founding of flying, 

is simply not true. Today's flying machines are based significantly in physics, 
aerodynamics, mechanical engineering, chemical engineering and different 
inventions. What ibn Firnas did was basically only making wings and crash 
down, with no success or control. The planes, rockets and jets today are much 
more advanced than meets the eye. For example there are ramjets and scramjets. 
The aerodynamics of the wings and plane body, the electronic systems, how the 
chemical fuel is converted to mechanical energy - nothing of it was known to 
mankind in the medieval ages. In 1979 NASA improved the efficiency of fixed- 
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wing aircraft by reducing drag, with their new invention called winglet. In the 
1970s NASA developed the supercritical airfoil, which lead to the invention of 
supercritical wings (SCW), used by almost every plane on the planet. 


Now there are other types of flying machines, and not just wing inspired from the 
birds. This includes space shuttles, missiles, helicopters and air balloons. Scientists 
around the world are researching in a technology called anti-gravitational 
propulsion system, which is completely unrelated to wings and air. 


Conclusion 

The chinese were the first people who made the first flights with wings before 
Abbas ibn Firnas in the 9th century, and today's space shuttles, missiles, planes, 
rockets and air balloons are much more advanced and works entirely different. 


The arabs invented optics 


Ancient Egypt, Greece and Babylon invented the earliest lenses which are dated 
back to 750 BC. Unlike the ancient civilizations who used crystals like quartz to 
make them, the muslims in the medieval age used glass instead. 


Regarding Ibn Al- Haytham's book which is called The Book of Optics, translated 
in english by A. I. Sabra (1989), it is clear that much of what has been written 
down by him cannot be used for anything in science or engineering. One must 
only compare the translated book above and those two following books: 


¢ Physics of Light and Optics by Justin Peatross and Michael Ware (2015) 
¢ Optics by M.P. Vaughan (2014) 


There is a significantly huge difference between the modern optics and Ibn Al- 
Haytham's book. It is clear that the difference of those two optics are the formulas 
which are essential in optics, without them optics is not optics. 


Earlier evidence in optics 

The earliest reference for geometrical optics was from Euclid (325-265 BC). His 
book Optics is a work on the geometry of vision. The difference between the 
writers before him is that they developed theories of vision based on philosophical 
in nature, while Euclid was the first to treat vision in a mathematical perspective, 
and thus became a big influence of the larger Hellenistic trend to quantify a whole 
range of scientific fields. His book includes the definitions: 
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1. ‘The vision of focus can be drawn in a straight line to an object 
The form of the space which our eyes look at is shaped in a cone 

3. Those objects which are in the space of the cone can be seen, and those who 
are not cannot be seen 

4. Objects with smaller angles appear smaller, objects with larger angles appear 
largers, and those with the same angles appear the same size, even though 
they are at different distance and size 

5. Those things within a higher range appear higher and vise versa 

6. Right and left visual rays appear right and left 

7. Objects that are seen within several angles appear clearer 


Euclid in his book Optics focused his analysis to simple direct vision, in which 
he used geometry drawings. Hero of Alexandria (AD 10-70) further developed 
geometrical optics to include catoptrics, which is the branch of optics that deals 
with the problems of reflection. He formulated the principle of the shortest path 
of light, one of the most important principles in the field of optics. With the 
principle of the shortest path of light, Hero was able to define the fixed relation 
between an object and its image in a plane mirror. 


Ptolemy (100-170 AD) not only focused on direct and reflected vision, but 
further developed the study into vision by refracted rays (dioptrics), that is the 
observation of light from objects through two media of different density. This 
includes air to water, air to glass, water to glass. He also tabulated the relationship 
between the incident and refracted rays. 


Ibn al-Haytham (Alhazan) 
When Hero formulated the principle of the shortest path of light, Alhazan (1000 
years later) extended it to both reflection and refraction. 


The earliest recorded windmill design 


The persians are credited with the earliest known panemone windmill design 
between 700-900 AD. However they are not the first to ever create a windmill 
design. 


Hero of Alexandria (10-70 AD) invented a wind-wheel operating an organ, the 
earliest known instance in history of wind powering a machine. Although it is not 
a large scale windmill, the concept of the windmill predates medieval Islam. 
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The muslims invented robotics 


Some people state that robotics was invented in medieval Islam. This is however 
not true. Philo of Byzantium (280-220 BC) had nine known books which fell 
under Philon's Mechanics. He invented the first automatic humanoid robot 
called The Robot Servant of Philon. The earliest written proof for the existence 
of a watermill is attributed to him as part of a washstand automaton, although 

a earlier watermills are dated back to as early as 1500 BC in modern Cyprus. 
The watermill later inspired the gristmill of Marcus Vitruvius Pollio (80-10 

BC), and the Roman Janiculum watermill complex at Rome and the Barbegal 
watermill complex. Furthermore the earliest known escapement mechanism is 
attributed to Philo. However the most important part of his treaties regarding 
robotics - Automatiopoeica, didn't manage to survive to the present time for more 
detailed description of his robotic inventions. One can only speculate if more of 
the automatic mechanic inventions by the muslims in medieval Islam, could be 
attributed to Philo. 


Heron of Alexandria (10-70 AD) described over a hundred machines and 
automata in his works Pneumatica and Automata. He invented what is called 

the Heron’s Automatic Theatre, together with automatic doors. As written in 
previous section, he also invented the earliest known instance in history of wind 
powering a machine, a wind-wheel operating an organ. He also invented the 
first automatic vending machine. The romans invented the Hierapolis sawmill, 
which is considered to be the earliest known machine to incorporate a crank and 
connecting rod mechanism, around 3rd century AD. 


Another misconception is that Al-Jazari (1136-1206 AD) invented the 
combination lock. This is however not true. The earlist known combination lock 
discovered was in a Roman period tomb in Kerameikos, Athens. The Chinese also 
invented the key-operated padlocks and letter-combination padlocks. 


Plato (428-348 BC) invented the first alarm clock. 


The muslims in medieval Islam were polymaths 


People often mention that a person in medieval Islam, named X, was an 
astronomer. mathematician, geologist, doctor, physicist, chemist and others. This 
was however not unique in the medieval age or before that, because there wasn't 
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that much of a knowledge back than, neither in the ancient world, or in medieval 
Islam. It was therefore relatively easy to have at least two to three professions, if 
not more. Regardless of what, there were actually many people in ancient Greece 
who had multiple professions and were polymaths. 


Aristotle (384-322 BC) is considered to be the world's first polymath. He covered 
subjects such as physics, biology, zoology, metaphysics, logic, ethics, aesthetics, 
poetry, theater, music, rhetoric, linguistics, and politics. 


Plato (429 BC) is another example who was a greek philosopher and polymath. 
He covered subjects in physics, biology, zoology, economics, metaphysics, logic, 
ethics, music, poetry, theatre, rhetoric, aesthetics, psychology, linguistics, politics 
and government. 


Eratosthenes (276-194 BC) was also a polymath, including a mathematician, 
geographer, poet, astronomer, and music theorist. 


There are more examples from other civilizations, like Varahamihira (500 AD), 
who covered architecture, mathematics, temples, astronomy, timekeeping, 
astrology, meteorology, agriculture, gemology, perfumes and others. 


As it is easily demonstrated, being a polymath was a common nature before the 
medieval Islam. 


Architecture in medieval Islam 


What we now call today as Islamic architecture, has actually its origin from 
previous civilizations. 


Horseshoe arch 

A popular Islamic feature in architecture is the horseshoe arch, but this was 
already being used by the Visigoths in Spain, and by the Byzantines in Syria and 
Persia, who used it as early as the 5th century. They are known in the Baptistery 
of Mar Ya'qub (St. Jacob) at Nisibin (4th century AD) and Qasr Ibn Wardan (564 
AD) 


Ogee arch or Tudor arch 
The arch that resembles the arch used in the architecture of the mosques today has 
been borrowed multiple places from the pre-Islamic era. The arch can be found in 
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Arg-e Bam, built around 500 BC in the city of Bam, Iran. Another place where the 
arch already was built was in the Temple of Bel in Dura Europos, Syria. 


There are two other sites where the arch could have been originated from, but 
since they were rebuilt, it is not known if the arch was part of the original plan. 
The first example is the Old Bridge of Dezful, built in the Sassanid dynasty (224- 
651 AD) in the city of Dezful, Iran. The second example is Rayen Castle in 
Kerman, Iran, where the arabs could not invade it during the reign of the Sasanid 
King, Yazdgerd III (632-651 AD) due to the high walls. 


Square plan 
The square plan of a building, in which the Kaaba is planned on, is borrowed from 
the Persians. 


Molding (art) 

The glamorous moldings and pargetings, the protruded type of moldings, has 
been borrowed from the Sassanid period (224-651 AD). An example is the art 
of Taq-i Kisra in the city of Ctesiphon, which resembles the later molding in 
medieval Islam's Fahraj Great mosque with tendril decorations. Furthermore the 
art on the walls and pillars in Islamic mosques resembles the Sassanid molding. 


The Islamic dome mosque 
The Sarvestan Palace, built in the Sassanid period (224-651 AD), resembles the 
modern mosque in great detail. This includes the dome, walls and pillars. 


The islamic architecture as it is know today can also be much attributed to the 
Hagia Sophia, a church of Constantinople built by the Byzantine empire in 537 
AD. After the muslims conqured the region in 1453 AD, they turned it into a 
mosque, but much of the interior remained the same. 


The Gabri Dome (also called Jabalieh), is believed to be constructed before the 
Islamic era due to having many of the 120 pieces of stone carvings being related 
to different historical periods. It is located in Kerman, Iran, and has many of the 
same characteristics as the Islamic mosque. 


Another inspiration to the architecture of the mosques today comes from the 
mausoleum called Dome of Soltaniyeh, built in the city of Soltaniyeh, Iran, by the 
mongolian ruler I/khanate between 1302 and 1312 AD. Although he actually dit 
convert to Islam. 
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The minaret 
Minaret means tower, and the first known minaret appeared under the Abbasid 
rule in 9th century. 


However, they are not the first to come up with the design. Many different pottery 
designs of watchtowers already was created under the Han dynasty (206 BC - 220 
AD), and reminds a lot of the minaret, especially the square minaret. The chinese 
also invented the pagoda tower between 5th-10th century. The oldest existent 
stone pagoda in China is the Songyue Pagoda, constructed in 523 AD at the 
Songyue Monastery on Mount Song, in Henan province, China. Another example 
is the Xumi Pagoda, built in the year 636 AD, located west of Zhengding, Hebei 
province, China. An example of a circular pagoda is the Dagin Pagoda, built in 
640 AD, located in Zhouzhi County of Xi'an, Shaanxi Province, China. Now the 
pagoda that reminds the most of the Islamic minaret are the Three Pagodas, built 
around 9th and 10th centuries, and are located near the old town of Dali, Yunnan 
province, China. 


The arabs invented the muslim carpet 


Many people states that the carpet, which has that special characterization of the 
Islamic pattern, was invented by the muslims medieval Islam. ‘This is not true. 

The earliest known carpet is the Pazyryk rug, dated back to 500 BC, and is very 
similar to the Islamic carpet, was found in 1949 AD. The typical Roman home as 
early as 200 BC had mosaic flooring, for example in the House of the Tragic Poet in 
Pompeii, Italy, and is also similar to the muslim carpet. 


Homosexuality in Medieval Islam 


This is not something many people read about, but many Muslim men in 
Medieval Islam actually had sexual act with boys or men, even high-ranking 
officials, like rulers or generals. For example the famous classical Arabic poet, 
Abu Nuwas (756-814 AD), who made a couple of appearances in The Book of 
One Thousand and One Nights, had sexual relationship with teenage boys. The 
Egyptian Ministry of Culture burned 6000 volumes of his poetry in the year 2001, 
due to pressure from Islamic fundamentalists. 


The three poets Muhammad bin Dawud al-Zahiri (868-909 AD), Ibn Hamdis 
(1053-1133 AD), and Ibn Quzman (1080-1160 AD) all had sexual relationship 
with men. Shaiykh Muhammad ibn Umar al-Nafwazi wrote the book The 
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Perfumed Garden (al-Rawd al-Atir fi Nuzhat al-Khatir) between 1410 and 1434, 
which contains lovemaking manuals. Al-Jahiz (777-869 AD) also wrote the book 
called The Book of Respective Merits of Maids and Young Men (Kitab Mafaharat 
al-Jawari wa al-Ghilman), which also contains lovemaking manuals. The persian 
poet, Sadi of Shiraz (1184-1291 AD) also described his love of young men. Omar 
Khayyam (1048-1131 AD) wrote Quartets (Ruba’iyyat) where he described the tone 
for sexuality. The persian poet, Jalal al-Din Rumi (1207-1273 AD) writes about his 
desires of aman named Shams al-Din Tabriz in his works. A male caliphs of Cordaba 
made his wife dress as a boy and use the male name Djafar to keep the sexual life 
going, and additionally he also kept a male harem. 


Of rulers there can be mentioned Sultan Mahmud (971-1030 AD) of Ghazni; texts 
describes his relationship with his lover Malik Ayaz. Mughal Emperor Babur (1483- 
1530 AD) wrote in his 16th century biography of his attraction to a boy in the camp 
bazaar. The ruler of Damascus, Al-Malik al-Ashraf (1262-1293 AD) had a strong love 
for his young Turkish soldiers, in which he describes: 


“May I be the ransom for a full moon whom description is at a loss to encompass, 
One who is liberal with my blood, despite being honest and trustworthy. 

Should I marvel? He keeps my wealth safe, 

But sees my soul destroyed by him and pays it no mind!” 


As it is demonstrated, homosexuality was indeed normalized in Medieval Islam. 


Islamic Golden Age consisted of arabs and muslims who 
invented all of these inventions and discoveries 


The caliphates Harun al-Rashid (763-809 AD) and his son Al-Mamun (786-833 AD) 
had a theocratic regime and were called the rulers of the faithful. However they came 
to a state of secularism that indeed had a big impact. Al-Ma'mum tolerated religious 
dissidence and even non-believers, and supported the Mu'tizili sect who believed 

in rationality and the scientific method. Furthermore the caliphs enjoyed drinking 
wine. 


Ibn al-Mugaffa, Muhammad al Warragq, Ibn al-Rawandi, and Ibn al-Rawandi were 
not muslims. The persian scientist Muhammad ibn Zakariya al-Razi, who separated 
alcohol and developed some alembics in chemistry was not a muslim. His statement 
about the Quran was: 
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“You claim that the evidentiary miracle is present and available, namely, the 
Koran. You say: “Whoever denies it, let him produce a similar one.” Indeed, 

we shall produce a thousand similar, from the works of rhetoricians, eloquent 
speakers and valiant poets, which are more appropriately phrased and state the 
issues more succinctly. They convey the meaning better and their rhymed prose 
is in better meter. ... By God what you say astonishes us! You are talking about 
a work which recounts ancient myths, and which at the same time is full of 
contradictions and does not contain any useful information or explanation.” - 
Muhammad ibn Zakariya al-Razi 


Ibn al-Haytham (965-1040 AD) drew the optic chiasm. The problem is that the 
teachings of Islam forbade the drawing of humans in both Sahih al-Bukhari and 
Sahih Muslim. 


"We were with Masruq at the house of Yasar bin Numair. Masruq saw pictures 
on his terrace and said, "I heard ‘ Abdullah saying that he heard the Prophet (&) 
saying, "The people who will receive the severest punishment from Allah will be 
the picture makers." - Sahih al-Bukhari 5950 


"Verity the most grievously tormented people on the Day of Resurrection would 
be the painters of pictures. Ashajj (one of the narrators) in the hadith narrated by 
him did not make mention of the word" verity". - Sahih Muslim 2109 a 


"The Prophet (X) cursed the lady who practices tattooing and the one who 
gets herself tattooed, and one who eats (takes) Riba’ (usury) and the one who 
gives it. And he prohibited taking the price of a dog, and the money earned by 
prostitution, and cursed the makers of pictures." - Sahih al-Bukhari 5347 


Al-Adli ar-Rumi (800-870) who was a renowned Arab chess player, wrote a chess 
manual in Arabic which is dated to around 840-850 AD, titled Kitab ash-shatranj 
(Book of Chess). The problem is that chess is not allowed in Islam: 


"Buraida reported on the authority of his father that Allah's Apostle X said: He 
who played Nardashir (a game similar to backgammon) is like one who dyed his 


hand with the flesh and blood of swine." - Sahih Muslim, 5:5612 


They also developed the lute from previous guitars, and yet music is not allowed 
in Islam, according to the hadith below. 


“Narrated Abu ‘Amir or Abu Malik Al-Ash/ri: that he heard the Prophet saying, 
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“From among my followers there will be some people who will consider illegal 
sexual intercourse, the wearing of silk, the drinking of alcoholic drinks and the 
use of musical instruments, as lawful. And there will be some people who will stay 
near the side of a mountain and in the evening their shepherd will come to them 
with their sheep and ask them for something, but they will say to him, ‘Return to 
us tomorrow: Allah will destroy them during the night and will let the mountain 
fall on them, and He will transform the rest of them into monkeys and pigs and 
they will remain so till the Day of Resurrection.” - Sahih al-Bukhari 7:69:494v 


Evolution was proposed by people in medieval Islam (although there were others 
who proposed it before). Al-Jahiz wrote: 


"Animals engage in a struggle for existence, and for resources, to avoid being 
eaten, and to breed. Environmental factors influence organisms to develop new 
characteristics to ensure survival, thus transforming them into new species. 
Animals that survive to breed can pass on their successful characteristics to their 
offspring." - Al-Jahiz (776-868 AD) 


But evolution is against Islam. 
- THE REST OF THE CHAPTER HAS NOT BEEN CORRECTED 


Muhammad ibn Zakariya ar-Razi (865-925) 

"One important Arabic medical authority started his career as lute player: 
Muhammad ibn Zakariya ar-Razi, born in Rajj, today’s Tehran. Only a little is 
known about his life (e.g., he was in charge of hospitals in Baghdad and Rajj, 
and was also a friend of the local emir al-Mansur ibn Ishaq). He left an extensive 
legacy, however, in the form of specialized literature; ar-Razi was the greatest 
clinician of the Arab world and has been well-known, especially in Europe, as 
Rhazes. He dedicated one of his medical encyclopedias to his patron Mansur. 
The Latin translation of its ninth chapter, which became very popular in Europe, 
is Liber Nonus Almansurus. It contained cures that were grouped according to 
individual diseases from head to toe, and was even available in some common 
European languages. Another ar-Razi work that became very famous in Europe 
dealt with measles and smallpox. This work was still being published even in the 
eighteenth century in England." - https://www.reddit.com/r/exmuslim/comments/

Ibn al-Haytham (AD 965-?) 
"In Basra, a person called Ibn al-Haytham was born who would later become 
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known in Europe as Alhazen. He began his career as a civil service worker but 
switched careers and started carrying out scientific studies in Baghdad and Persia. 
One day, al-Haytham caught the attention of the counter-caliph in Cairo. When 
he mentioned that it was possible to dam up the Nile River and provide irrigation 
for the fields all year around, he was called to Egypt and assigned to the project. 
With a large team and a lot of devices at his disposal, he went up the Nile River 
in order to start the project, but when he saw all the impressive old Egyptian 
buildings along the Nile River, he began having doubts about the whole idea. If 
not even those people who were capable of creating such buildings were able to 
build a dam, how could someone like him succeed? Nevertheless, he kept on and 
found a suitable spot in Aswan, at the site of today’s Aswan Dam. But soon he 
would realize that this project couldn't be carried out."

What those such as Ibn Sina say are worse than the statements of the Jews, the 
Christians, and the mushkrikeen". - Ibn Taymiyyah 


Al-Ghazali (1058-1111 AD), and Al-Dhahabi (1274-1348 AD) also labelled him 
as an atheist.

He was called the heretic, and was told that he should be executed.

Thabit Ibn Karah 
He was a sabian, kaffir and atheist. 


Ibn Rishd 
He was an atheist whose books were burned. He was also called a traitor of Islam 
and he was publicly humiliated. 


Ibn Hayan 
He was accused of being a magician 


Al Farabi 
An atheist who called all prophets liars 


Ibn Al Haytham 
He was called the biggest heretic 


Ibn Battutaa 
He was accused of slandering religous leaders. 


Al Tusi 
He was an allied to blasphemy and atheism 


Ibn Firnas 
He was accused of being a magician and a heretic 


Ibn Tufail 
He was one of ahteists imams 


Ibn Bajjah 
He was an atheist and was fought by the muslims 


Al Ma'‘arri 
He was accused of heresy. He statement regarding Muhammad: 


"Do not suppose the statements of the prophets to be true; they are all 
fabrications. Men lived comfortably till they came and spoiled life. The sacred 
books are only such a set of idle tales as any age could have and indeed did 
actually produce" - Abul’ Ala Al-Ma’arrri 


Al Khatib 
He was accused of blasphemy, and was jailed and strangled 


Al Hallaj 
His limps were cut off first and after that his neck 


Al Jahiz 
He was told that he should be executed 


Al Batani 
He was an apostate 


The peak of Islam was during the Islamic Golden age, which was roughly between 
the 8th and 14th century, everything went downhill from there. But even then, the 
scientists and philosophers of that time who often had controversial viewpoints 
and ideas that opposed to what Islam stood for, they were persecuted, deemed 

as heretics and some of them were convicted of treason and sentenced to death, 
or worse tortured to death. While others chose to live their lives in seclusion and 
kept to themselves. 


You can find out about the heinous crimes and how the Islamic Golden age 
philosophers, scientists, poets, mathematicians, chemists, and doctors such as 
Alrazi, Alfarabi, Ibn Alhaytham, Ibn Rushed, Bashar ibn Burd, Mansur Alhallaj, 
Ibn Almugaffa, Ibn Alkhatib, Alkindi, were persecuted, tortured and even killed 
in heinous ways in Islamic history books such as Al-Bidaya wa'l-Nihaya by Ibn 
Kathir, Mungidh min aldalal by Abu Hamid Alghazali, Almontathim by Ibn 
Aljawzi, Dara’ altaearud by Ibn Taymiyyah, and Lisan Almizan by Ibn Hajar 
Alasqalani. There are more but those are just a few examples you could check out 
for yourself. 


Many scientists in that age were called Kafirs. Prominent mainstream figures 

were like Abu-Hanifa and most of the head of Mu'tazila school were called Kafirs 
and Shi’is were commonly called Kafirs. The worst offenders are the Ahlu-Al- 
Hadith or Hanbalis (the modern day salafis), who had a the most literalist reading 


of scripture and whore vehemently opposed to Greek influences (Anti logic, 
philosophy and astronomy). The famous Sunni exegete and historian Al-Tabari 
(mainstream Sunni) was besieged by the Hanbali mob and his house was stoned. 
The presence of a large force from the Baghdad police prevented them from 
reaching him. He died under siege in six months (320H). Most philosophers were 
called heretics by the Ahlu-Al-Hadith: Al-Kind, Ibn-Rushd, Ibn-Sina, etc.

in liquids. This means polarized light could be rotated clockwise or 
counterclockwise, dependent upon the optical axis of the material. In 
modern chemistry it is known that an R-isomere of a molecule will rotate 
one way and an S-isomere will rotate the other way equally. 

Jons Jakob Berzelius discovered atomic decay in gadolinite, a radioactive 
mineral which gets damaged by alpha particles released in its own activity. 
Atomic decays are used to date fossils (uranium-lead dating) or modern 
archeology (C-14 dating)

Essay on the Shaking Palsy"

Introduction 
In this chapter we will provide you about some misconceptions about Islam.

Celebrities and famous people converting to Islam 


To convince that Islam is true, apologists use examples of famous people 
converting to Islam. The most famous examples are below: 


Niel Armstrong, Angelina Jolie, Rowan Atkinson, Michael Jackson, Liam Neeson, 
Tupac Shakur, Will Smith, Sunita Williams, Mark Zuckerberg, Robert Pattinson, 
Bill Gates, Jackie Chan, Jim Carrey, Princess Diana, Madonna, George Clooney, 
Lindsay Lohan and Paris Hilton 


However, this is false. None of them converted to Islam. Many of them come 
forward and said it’s false, like Will Smith after making the movie Ali. Also Liam 
Neeson whose respons was “No!”. 


If Islam was an evil religion, all non-mulims would be 
dead by now 


Many Muslims claim that if Islam was an evil religion, all non-Muslims would be 
dead now. 


This is often a sentence you'll hear from many people, which is completely wrong. 
The 11 strongest military are: USA, Russia, China, India, France, Japan, South 
Korea, UK, Turkey and Germany. We all know whos got the nuclear arsenal, and 
we all know who got the strongest Navy, Air Force and Army. We also know who's 
got the most advanced weaponry. Only 1 of these eleven countries is a Muslim 
country, Turkey, and that country is number 10 in the list. There are many other 
non-Muslim countries which is not mentioned. So the correct statement would 
be, if non-Muslims had no morals, all Muslims would be dead by now. 


Let’s be fair and square. If every nation has an equal military force without any 
nuclear arsenal, then Muslims would still not win the fight. There are 1.8 billion 
Muslims and 5.9 billion non-Muslims. 
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Whoever kills an innocent person it is as thought he 
has killed all mankind, and whoever saves a life it is 
though as he has saved all mankind. - Quran 5:32 


This is not true. After realizing the true verse, I keep noticing it being used 
everywhere by people. They care a lot about context when something is negative 
mentioned from the Quran, but obviously, they don't care about context when it 
is something positive. They like to manipulate you into that killing is absolutely 
forbidden in Islam and cares so much about life and living things, that it has to be 
peace and beautiful. This is the real verse: 


“Because of that, We decreed upon the Children of Israel that whoever kills a 
soul unless for a soul or for corruption [done] in the land - it is as if he had slain 
mankind entirely. And whoever saves one - it is as if he had saved mankind 
entirely. And our messengers had certainly come to them with clear proofs. Then 
indeed many of them, [even] after that, throughout the land, were transgressors." 
— Quran 5:32 


The Quran itself says that it was revealed to children of Israel, but not to the 
muslim. Notice, the verse says "unless for a soul or for corruption [done] in the 
land". The word in Arabic for curruption or mischief is fasadin. Ibn Kathir, the 
most reliable tafsir, defines the word: 


"("Do not make mischief on earth"), that is disbelief and acts of disobedience." 
Abu Ja ‘far said that Ar-Rabi' bin Anas said that Abu Al-'Aliyah sad that Allah's 
statement, (And when it is said to them: "Do not make mischief on earth,") 
means, "Do not commit acts of disobedience on the earth, or commands that 
Allah be disobeyed, he has commited mischief on the earth. Peace on both the 
earth and in the heavens is ensured (and earned) through obedience (to Allah). 
Tafsir Ibn Kathir 2:11 


This is also confirmed in: 


"Because of that, which Cain did, We decreed for the Children of Israel that 
whoever slays a soul for other than a soul, slain, or for, other than, curruption, 
committed, in the land, in the way of unbelief, fornication or waylaying and the 
like, it shall be as if he had slain mankind altogether; and whoever saves the life of 
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one, by refraining from slaying, it shall be as if he had saved the life of all mankind 
- Ibn ‘Abbas said [that the above is meant] in the sense of violating and protecting 
its [a soul's] sanctity [respectively]. Our messengers have already come to them, 
that is, to the Children of Israel, with clear proofs, miracles, but after that many of 
them still commit excesses in the land, overstepping the bounds through disbelief, 
killing and the like" - Tafsir Al-Jalalayin 5:32 


This means those who do not believe in Allah does curruption and mischief, and 
should therefore be killed. 


"Taking the disbelievers as friends is one of the categories of mischief on the 
earth" - Tafsir Ibn Kathir 2:11 


Taking non-Muslims as friends is mischief, and they should also be killed. 
Furthermore as many people like context, here is one more, the verse after 5:32, 
which tells you the punishment curruption: 


“Indeed, the penalty for those who wage war against Allah and His Messenger 
and strive upon earth [to cause] corruption is none but that they be killed or 
crucified or that their hands and feet be cut off from opposite sides or that they be 
exiled from the land. That is for them a disgrace in this world; and for them in the 
Hereafter is a great punishment” - Quran 5:33 


This includes corruption for opposing Islam. This means that leaving Islam, 
insulting Islam, inciting apostasy, homosexuality, adultery etc. Ibn Kathir 
confirmed this statement: 


“Wage war mentioned here means, oppose and contradict, and it includes 
disbelief, blocking roads and spreading fear in the fairways. - Ibn Kathir (1301- 
1373) 


So it is not permissble to kill anyone - unless the person kills another person, 
or does curruption and wages war against Allah and Muhammad. Curruption 
and waging war means not believing in Allah, not practicing Islam, taking non- 
Muslims as friends and others. 


See also the section Allah says "Whoever hurts a non-muslim I shall be adversay 
to him, on the day of resurrection" later in this chapter for a deeper explanation of 
dhimmihs, and also article 18 on chapter 7 for the complete list that Islam does 
not tolerate other religions. 
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Quran tells you to mind your own business 


Is there any book or any laws that tells you to mind other peoples business then it 
is the Quran. It literally makes you compare yourself to others. Instead of talking 
about ideas in the modern world, the Quran and Hadith seriously only talks about 
people. It slanders people without people even haven't realized it. They somehow 
came to the conclusions it’s a beauty. 


Now think about this. The Quran always tries to justify its actions by talking bad 
about other people, groups or religions. Islam is always in the offense, by attacking 
other religions and scriptures and tries to justify Islam that way. Their books 
advertising Islam are mainly polemical which means trying show the wrong 
things about other religions to justify that Islam is the truth. It cannot justify itself 
to be the truth, because more than half of the Quran talks negatively and violently 
about non-believers. If you go into one of Islamic meeting and by the time you 
walk out, all you find is what the problems with the West and Christianity are. 


That is the difference between Islam and other religions. Islam defends itself from 
criticism by attacking people personally. This is called ad hominem. Islam attacks 
the person physically too and not just the idea. The reason for this is because 
people treat debates like battles.

An example can be read below: 


"The [unmarried] woman or [unmarried] man found guilty of sexual intercourse 
- lash each one of them with a hundred lashes, and do not be taken by pity for 
them in the religion [i.e., law] of Allah, if you should believe in Allah and the Last 
Day. And let a group of the believers witness their punishment.” — Quran 24:2 


When people who are unmarried have sexual intercourse, they must be flogged, 
and a group of Muslims must watch the flogging, which is minding other people's 
business. 


Westerners think of religion whether it's Islam, Christianity, Judaism, Hindusim 
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and all the ism in the world. Westerners think that it's a personal issue. A 
buddhist will go to the temple and peacefully worship whatever he does, 
meditates, contemplates. A Jew goes to a synagogue and does his Mitzvah, do his 
good deeds. A Muslim goes to the mosque, pays zakat, alms or go to the pilgrim al 
Hajj in Mecca or a christian goes to church on some day. They think It's a personal 
issue, that religion is a personal issue. So when they look at Islam, they compare 
Islam with the way they understand religions; and that's the first mistake.

Islam gave women rights 


The statement that Islam gave women rights is untrue. This is in terms of 
marriage, divorce, bridal price, social roles, inheritance, and veils.

“Muslim writers on the subject of inheritance often state that Islam instituted 
inheritance and property rights for women, something that they were presumably 
deprived of in pre-Islamic Arabia. This is simply false and in contradiction to 
many statements in the Muslim hadith itself” - 


“women were able to inherit and also to bequeath inheritance to whom so ever 
they wish (sic). The fact that women were those who bestow rights to their close 
relatives demonstrates their legal power of ownership and inheritance” — (Al Fassi, 
2001, p. 55). 


“Islam further restricted women’s divorce rights by leaving it only to the husband 
to decide on divorce. Although the practice of foregoing one’s mahr for a divorce 
continues to exist in Muslim countries up to now, it no longer guarantees the wife 
a divorce: the husband has the right to refuse a divorce even if the wife is prepared 
to forego her mahr. Only very limited circumstances (such as disappearance 

of a husband over four years, or extreme physical deformities leading to sexual 
impotence) entitle a wife to ask an Islamic judge for a divorce.

The truth is that a daughter’s inheritance is unequal, and usually half that of her 


brother or other relatives:

In the verse above, the females of the children inherits half of the males. 
Another thing is that Islam was not the first to give women right to own property. 


“Ancient Egypt, 3100 BCE and after: Women hold equal financial rights with 
men. As scholar Janet Johnson writes, “Egyptian women were able to acquire, 
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to own, and to dispose of property (both real and personal) in their own name. 
They could enter into contracts in their own name; they could initiate civil court 
cases and could, likewise, be sued; they could serve as witnesses in court cases; 
they could serve on juries; and they could witness legal documents.” Women 
don't always exercise these rights, Johnson says, because of social factors.” - the 
Guardian.

As it is already shown, women actually had these rights before Islam. According 
to the Islamic traditions, the wife of Muhammad, Khadijah was the richest of the 
Qureshi tribes. She married to times before Muhammad, and there she inherited 
everything after her husbands death.

Women cannot divorce easily as men 

“Divorce is twice. Then, either keep [her] in an acceptable manner or release [her] 
with good treatment. And it is not lawful for you to take anything of what you 
have given them unless both fear that they will not be able to keep [within] the 
limits of Allah. But if you fear that they will not keep [within] the limits of Allah , 
then there is no blame upon either of them concerning that by which she ransoms 
herself. These are the limits of Allah , so do not transgress them. And whoever 
transgresses the limits of Allah — it is those who are the wrongdoers.’ - Quran 
PAI) 
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“The wife of Thabit bin Qais came to the Prophet () and said, “O Allah's 
Messenger (X)! I do not blame Thabit for defects in his character or his religion, 
but I, being a Muslim, dislike to behave in un-Islamic manner (if I remain with 
him).’ On that Allah’s Messenger (&) said (to her), “Will you give back the garden 
which your husband has given you (as Mahr)?” She said, “Yes.” Then the Prophet 
(X) said to Thabit, “O Thabit! Accept your garden, and divorce her once.” — Sahih 
al-Bukhari 5273 


“The Prophet (&) said: If any woman asks her husband for divorce without some 
strong reason, the odour of Paradise will be forbidden to her” - Sunan Abi Dawud 
2226 


Men can divorce women simply by saying that he wants to divorce her, but 
women have to ask the husband for permission, or by giving him a payment in 
return of the divorce, f the husband agrees to it. The other option is for the women 
asking the Muslim community to divorce her husband. 


Divorcing three times 

Accroding to the Quranic verse 2:229 above, it is only allowed to marry the same 
women twice. However, according to the hadiths below men can say "I divorce 
you three times" or repeat "I divorce you" three times, and they can never be 
married again. 


“Enlighten us with your information whether the three divorces (pronounced 
at one and the same time) were not treated as one during the lifetime of Allah's 
Messenger (X) and Abu Bakr. He said: It was in fact so, but when during the 
caliphate of “Umar (Allah be pleased with him) people began to pronounce 
divorce frequently, he allowed them to do so (to treat pronouncements of three 
divorces in a single breath as one). —- Sahih Muslim 1472c 


“Tf it is the first or second divorce, the Messenger of Allah would tell him to take 
her back and keep her until she has menstruated again and purified herself, then 
divorce her before having intercourse with her. But if it was three simultaneous 
divorces, then you have disobeyed Allah with regard to the way in which divorce 
should be conducted and your wife has become irrevocably divorced.” - Sunan 
an-Nasa’i 3557 (Sahih) 


Women receives less than men in inheritance 
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"Allah instructs you concerning your children: for the male, what is equal to the 
share of two females. But if there are [only] daughters, two or more, for them is 
two thirds of one’s estate. And if there is only one, for her is half. And for one’s 
parents, to each one of them is a sixth of his estate if he left children. But if he 
had no children and the parents [alone] inherit from him, then for his mother is 
one third. And if he had brothers [or sisters], for his mother is a sixth, after any 
bequest he [may have] made or debt. Your parents or your children — you know 
not which of them are nearest to you in benefit. [These shares are] an obligation 
[imposed] by Allah . Indeed, Allah is ever Knowing and Wise." - Quran 4:11 


"They request from you a [legal] ruling. Say, " Allah gives you a ruling concerning 
one having neither descendants nor ascendants [as heirs]." If a man dies, leaving 
no child but [only] a sister, she will have half of what he left. And he inherits from 
her if she [dies and] has no child. But if there are two sisters [or more], they will 
have two-thirds of what he left. If there are both brothers and sisters, the male 
will have the share of two females. Allah makes clear to you [His law], lest you go 
astray. And Allah is Knowing of all things." - Quran 4:176 


Female children inherits only half of males. 
In the verse above, the females of the children inherits half of the males. 


Daugthers inherit only half or two thirds 

However, if there are only female daugthers, they only inherit two-thirds for all of 
them, and the remaining goes to other family members. But if there is only one 
female daugther, she only gets half. However, if there is only one male son, then 
all money goes to him if he has no other relatives. 


Mothers inherit only one sixth or two thirds 

If the person who died have children, the parents of this person inherits one sixth 
each. However, if the person does not have any children, the mother gets only one 
one third and the father gets two third. 


Mothers inherit only one sixth 

If the person who died has siblings, then only one sixth goes to the mother, and 
the remaining fifth sixth goes to the father. The siblings do not get any of the 
inheritance. 


Female siblings gets half 
If a male dies childless and without parents and grandparents, and has a sister, she 
would get one half. However, if a female dies childess and has a brother, he would 
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get all of it. 


Female siblings gets two third 

If a male dies childless and without parents and grandparents, and has two or 
more sisters, they would get two thirds. However, if a male dies childless, and has 
brothers and sisters as siblings, the females will get only half. 


1,8 billion believers in Islam makes Islam the true and

Islam is spreading faster than any other religions 


One of the statements Muslims use is that Islam is spreading faster than any other 
religion. The reason is because the western world only makes 0-3 children and in 
the Muslim world it is about 2-10 children. Most people in Europe in the modern 
world gets married too late and have too few children, which an average of 1-2 in 
recent years. Furthermore it is also because in the modern world, you are free to 
convert away, which in the Islamic countries is not the case. 


There are multiple reasons why Islam is spreading faster than Christianity: One, 
Arabic is still spoken among Muslims, therefore they are easily more connected 
to the history of it. The other thing is everybody’s name is Muhammad, so this 
obviously reminds people of religion daily, while in Christianity almost nobody 
is named Jesus. The last thing is of course the greeting, Salam Alaikum, which 
reminds people of Allah basically every hour. The only thing that come from 
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Christians is “Hi”. These are the three reasons why Islam is spreading faster, except 
also for the birthrates and death penalty for apostasy. Imagine if we in the west 
spoke Aramaic and Latin, 15% would be named Jesus, and greeting each other in 
the name of the Lord? That sure as hell would remind us about Jesus in our daily 
life. 


So many western people are converting to Islam 


One of the claims apologists use is that many western people are converting to 
Islam. The truth is 0,3% (500,000 people) of the Muslim population growth in the 
period of 2010-2015 was be due to conversions, While 152,000,000 of the Muslim 
population growth was due natural increase (births minus deaths) - Pew Research 
Center. That means 99,7% of Islams growth is due to birth rates. These are the 
facts that apologists do not mention. 


What they don't mention is that there are a lot Middle-Easterns who are also 
going away from Islam. What they don’t mention is that there is death for apostasy 
in 12 of the some of the largest Muslim countries. In at least a further 7 countries, 
apostasy is punishable with a prison sentence. In other countries parents would 
kill you if you convert. In other countries there is a pressure from family from 
going away from Islam. In other countries there is a pressure from society. If Islam 
takes this away, the Muslim population and conversation would drop a lot. 


One of the main reasons many are converting to Islam is because religion is a 
digital detox. 


Islam is 1400 years old, it's so old it makes it true 


Many apologists claim that just because Islam is 1400 years old, it makes it true. 
This is literally a senseless point. Just because something is old, doesn’t make it 
true. So that means Hinduism is more true? 


Look how beautiful Islam has made UAE, Dubai, 
Saudi Arabia 
Apologists try to convince you to Islam by mentioning how beautiful Islam has 


made UAE, Dubai and Saudi Arabia. The truth is that Middle-East has almost no 
innovations, no great brains. The biggest export coming from there is basically oil, 
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which is the reason why the oil countries have good infrastructures some places. 
Imagine if they didn't had that. There is a reason why Saudi Arabia wanted to buy 
Tesla, because it’s not gonna take longer than 50 years before we end up in an era 
of electric cars. Watch how these oil countries declines from there. Freedom of 
speech and freedom of religion is vital to invented and discover. 


Only one person has written the Quran, and there 
were 40 authors who write the Bible 


People use the claim very often that the Quran was only written by one person 
and the Bible was written by 40 authors. The Quran was first written after 
Muhammad's life in 632-634 AD when Abu Bakr ordered it to be written, and 
then later 18-20 years after in 652 AD it was standardized into one Quran because 
there were many different versions of it. The earliest reference to how the Quran 
was written is from the 9th century in Sahih al-Bukhari. According to the Islamic 
traditions, which were all written after 700 AD, it wasn’t Muhammad who wrote 
anything, he had different scribes. 


"There was a Christian who embraced Islam and read Surat-al-Bagara and Al- 
‘Imran, and he used to write (the revelations) for the Prophet.” — Sahih al-Bukhari 
3617 


The problem is that the Quran is not much of a use without the Hadith. There are 
37 different primary hadiths for the Sunni (6 of them are canonical books), and 
there are 23 hadith from Shia. Many times many Muslims contradict themselves 
all the time when they say that the Quran is the final revelation, but then they 
focus most of their attention on Hadiths. Even Sharia Law has laws implemented 
from the hadith, like killing homosexuals which is not mentioned in Islam. So ask 
yourself for a moment, if only one person wrote the Quran (which there isn’t any 
evidence anyway), how come that the hadith written by so many people are part 
of the constitution? The problem with hadiths is some hadiths are reliable while 
others not — who decides which ones are and which one aren't? You really want 
that part as a constitution? One of the biggest problem in regard to the Quran, sira 
and especially hadiths is that people accept facts from heresay. At least in the Bible 
everything is in one book, and there are no “reliable/unreliable” questions there. 


The oldest complete bible is from 700 AD 
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Apologists use this to justify that just because the bible hasn't been preserved 
properly, this means that Islam is true. According to the investigation Al Mushaf 
Al Sharif, 6 of one of the oldest Qurans from the 7th and 8th century are not the 
same as the one today, and neither with each other. Muhammad died in 632 AD, 
and so far there are no known complete Qurans in 600s, 700s, 800s, 900s, but only 
the first complete Quran with all the 114 surah is the Ibn al-Bawwab Quran dated 
1000-1001 AD. This is 368 years after Muhammad supposedly died. 


People usually compare the Bible to the Quran, just to justify that there is a 
paranormal power that Islam must be true. Just because the Bible didn’t survive 
properly, doesn't mean that Islam is true. British Museum also has complete 
manuscripts (non-religious) from 400-500 AD, which obviously indicates that you 
do not need paranormal powers for having complete and clear preservation of 
books. 


There is also a difference between papyrus on which the Bible was written on and 
parchment/vellum, which is animal skin. Papyrus only last about 100 years and 
velum can last for thousands of years, which is the reason why some governments 
around the world still writes new laws on parchments. Furthermore a 1350 years 
old book is easier to preserve than a 2000 years old book. 


The important thing is that Christians do not make the claim that the Bible is the 
word of God, but the record of the word of God. They even admit they do not 
have it, and try to move on with their lives. Also unlike Jerusalem in the Bible in 0 
AD, Mecca in the Quran did not exist in the 7th century. 


Being referred as a logic person 


Many do this all the time. When you present a contradiction verse from the 
Quran, and they tell you “typical logic person” and comes up with an unreliable 
or reliable hadith that disproves the Quranic verse. 


So a logic person is: A person who only looks at the text from Allah, and not 
these human made hadith where some are reliable while others aren't. Logic is 
long-term, feelings are short term. This is why logic will always win. This is easily 
demonstrated in secular countries which in the long term has no wars, and in 
Islamic countries the who structure falls down.

There is absolutely no fear of being 
against child marriage, slavery, beheading, beating wife, an ideology against 
democracy, jihad, intolerance against non-believer, apostate murder, arranged 
marriage, inequality, animal cruelty, anti freedom of speech, anti freedom of 
expression and opinions, community divisions, anti-science (evolution) and more 
All these points are directly mentioned in the Quran and the Islamic traditions. 


It is unique to the Islamic. There is no such thing as Christianophobia, Hindu- 
phobic, sikh phobic, buddishto-phobic. 


Then there is also the term racism which is used against non-Muslims or critics 
of Islam. If you take an example with one-egged twin girls, born with same eyes, 
same hair color, same skin color, same height, same weight, same educational 
diploma, same amount of money in the bank, same social status — and the atheist 
twin hates the religion of the other twin practicing Islam — and she is a racist? 
Comeon.. Belief has nothing to do with racism, it’s just a new word people use 
these days to play the victim card, or to hide the true radical Islam.

The problem with this term is that it makes people think that Muslims and Islam 
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are the same thing. Indians and Pakistanis were once both mutual Hindus; same 
race, same color, same food, same art, same science, same religion - and now they 
are seen as racist towards Muslims. Another example is Arab Lebanese Christians 
who were persecuted only for their beliefs by Arab Muslims. There is a difference 
between not liking a religion and the followers of that particular religion. In this 
case, Muslims are human beings, and Islam is a set of ideas and beliefs. Not liking 
Islam does not mean not liking the followers of Islam. Therefore the religion 

can be criticized and Muslims shouldn't generally be criticized. Someone who 
criticized bad ideas is not phobic to the ideas, but rather has common sense to 
determine it is wrong. In this case the Muslims has already determined it to be 
true. Being intolerant over for intolerance has nothing to do with Islamophobic 
or bigotry. However, looking at the Quran, it actually refers people of different 
religious beliefs as creatures: 


"Indeed, they who disbelieved among the People of the Scripture and the 
polytheists will be in the fire of Hell, abiding eternally therein. Those are the worst 
of creatures." - Quran 


Bigotry means “a person who is intolerant towards those holding different 
opinions.” The problem with this term is that Muslims cannot use this word for 
Islam, because radical groups, Saudi Arabia and other conservative countries are 
not misinterpreting the Quran wrong. 


"The term islamophobic helps political islam to achieve their goals in the West 
by using the term and playing the victim. Once you critizse Islam, you will be 
called islamophobic, which makes you stop critizing it, because the word sounds 
offensive to you, like racism. It makes you immoral and criminal. This way 
political islam will have a clear road to go up the step ladder and achieve sharia 
law" - Quote 


If you want to silence your opponent, just call him Islamophobic, Christianphobic, 
Jewishopobic. And if you want to silence those you calls you that, just call them 
logicophobic. 


There are three phases of muslim immigration: 

Few in numbers - oppressed islam: play the victim, claim islamophobia, more 
tolerant of others 

Large minority - indignant islam: threatening, demand sharia law, intolerant of 
infidels 

Clear majority - dominant islam: Militant, strict sharia law, kill / subdue all 
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infidels 


For 1400 years this pattern hasn't changed. Moderates are irrelevant. Therefore 
those who favor the laws mentioned in this chapter and the next, which is the 
correct radical Islam, can be called Islamofascists when being called IslLamophobe. 
There are four types of Muslims: 


The extremist with knowledge 
They know about the radical Islam, know the laws fully - and they have fully 
accepted it. These are usually Islamic leaders and Imams. 


The extremist without knowledge 

This group usually manipulated by other people because they do not have a 
critical sense to understand how Islam is wrong, but would believe anything their 
Imams tells them. 


The moderate with knowledge 

This is usually the most dangerous one, since a moderate Muslim favors Sharia 
law. in secular countries An extremist performs their Islam duty outside the court 
with violence, while a moderate who follows Islam correctly performs their duty 
through the court, through a process. The outcome is the same. This is the reason 
why 10 Islamic countries still have death penalty for apostasy. 


The moderate without knowledge 

This group helps the three other groups and convinces Non-Muslims that Islam is 
peaceful by not even having read anything. This group believes that God is good, 
and he wants to be a good person in his life. He would be considered a hypocrite 
in an correct Islamic country or by extremists, and would be killed. 


"Whenever I tell you a narration from Allah's Messenger (XM), by Allah, I would 
rather fall down from the sky than ascribe a false statement to him, but if I tell you 
something between me and you (not a Hadith) then it was indeed a trick (i.e., I 
may say things just to cheat my enemy). No doubt I heard Allah's Apostle saying, 
"During the last days there will appear some young foolish people who will say the 
best words but their faith will not go beyond their throats (i.e. they will have no 
faith) and will go out from (leave) their religion as an arrow goes out of the game. 
So, where-ever you find them, kill them, for who-ever kills them shall have reward 
on the Day of Resurrection."" - Sahih al-Bukhari 6930 


The above hadith confirms the killing of hypocrites. 
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Being called a Murtad and a Kafir 


Murtad which means apostate, and kafir which means disbeliever, are 
dehumanizing words used by Muslims towards those who were once followers 
of Islam and non-Muslims. Murtads and kafirs who does curruption in the land, 
which means spoiling the Muslim society, thereby making them the ‘other’. This 
is the reason why non-Muslims are mostly not allowed to attend Muslim events 
in the West, or visit Mecca. This is also the reason why Muslims wants to built 
Mosques in the West, but gets offensive when the West wants to built churches 
in Mecca. Kafir is a derogatory term used by Muslim towards disbelievers, which 
means denier, and implies that non-Muslims are liars. 


"The chieftains of his people, who were disbelieving, said: Lo! we surely see thee in 
foolishness, and lo! we deem thee of the liars." - Quran 7:66 (Pickthall) 


And then they complain about bigotry and Islamophobia. 


Non-muslims are not allowed in Mecca 


O you who have believed, indeed the polytheists are unclean, so let them 

not approach al-Masjid al-Haram after this, their [final] year. And if you fear 
privation, Allah will enrich you from His bounty if He wills. Indeed, Allah is 
Knowing and Wise. Fight those who do not believe in Allah or in the Last Day 
and who do not consider unlawful what Allah and His Messenger have made 
unlawful and who do not adopt the religion of truth from those who were given 
the Scripture - [fight] until they give the jizyah willingly while they are humbled. - 
Quran 9:28-29 


Allah commands His believing servants, who are pure in religion and person, 
to expel the idolators who are filthy in the religious sense, from Al-Masjid Al- 
Haram. After the revelation of this Ayah, idolators were no longer allowed to go 
near the Masjid. - Ibn Kathir 9:28 


Non-muslims are not allowed to enter a mosque 


"The mosques of Allah are only to be maintained by those who believe in Allah 
and the Last Day and establish prayer and give zakah and do not fear except 
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Allah, for it is expected that those will be of the [rightly] guided." - Quran 9:18 


"Allah says that it is not fitting that those who associate others with Allah in 
worship should maintain the Masjids of Allah that were built in His Name alone 
without partners." - Tafsir Ibn Kathir 


"Only he shall attend God’s places of worship who believes in God and the Last 
Day, and observes prayer, and pays the alms, and fears none but God alone; it may 
be that those will be among the rightly guided." - Tafsir Al-Jalalayn 9:18 


"(He only shall tend Allah's sanctuaries) the Inviolable Place of Worship (who 
believeth in Allah and the Last Day) believes in resurrection after death (and 
observeth proper worship) fulfils the five daily prayers (and payeth the poor-due) 
which is obligated (and feareth) and worships (none save Allah. For such (only) is 
it possible that they can be of the rightly guided) by means of Allah's Religion and 
clear proof." - Tafsir Ibn Abbas 


According to the Quranic verse above and tafsirs, non-Muslims are not allowed 
to enter mosques. This is the reason why many western people are not allowed to 
attend events in an Islamic mosque, even though the mosque has been built in a 
western country. 


The Quran and Bible are fundamentally the same 


This can’t be further from the truth. In fact they are complete opposite in their 
fundamentals. This misconception probably arises because Islam says that Allah is 
the same as the Christian God as many prophets in the Quran are from the Bible 
and Torah. No matter what, anyone reading them both knows that they are not. 
This can easily be demonstrated with one of the most important commandments: 


"Jesus replied: "Love the Lord your God with all your heart and with all your soul 
and with all your mind." - Matthew 22:37 


"And the second is like it: Love your neighbor as yourself." - Matthew 22:39 


"But I tell you, love your enemies and pray for those who persecute you," - 
Matthew 5:44 


You cannot find this in the Quran. Neither can you find the 10 commandments in 
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the Quran except not to kill, but even that one has has many exceptions. The next 
example is the sword: 


"Then said Jesus unto him, Put up again thy sword into his place: for all they that 
take the sword shall perish with the sword." - Matthew 26:52 


Not only is the sword a symbol of Islam, it also glorifies it. Contrary to The People 
of the Book (Jews and Christians), where King David was disqualified by God 
because he was a man of the sword, as seen below: 


"And David said to Solomon, My son, as for me, it was in my mind to build an 
house unto the name of the LORD my God: But the word of the LORD came to 
me, saying, Thou hast shed blood abundantly, and hast made great wars: thou 
shalt not build an house unto my name, because thou hast shed much blood upon 
the earth in my sight. Behold, a son shall be born to thee, who shall be a man 

of rest; and I will give him rest from all his enemies round about: for his name 
shall be Solomon, and I will give peace and quietness unto Israel in his days. - 1 
Chronicles 22:7-9 


"Then King David rose to his feet and said, “Hear me, my brethren and my people: 
I had it in my heart to build a house of rest for the ark of the covenant of the Lord, 
and for the footstool of our God, and had made preparations to build it. But God 
said to me, “You shall not build a house for My name, because you have been a 
man of war and have shed blood." - 1 Chronicles 28:2-3 


Now comparing it to Islam: 


"Indeed, Allah has purchased from the believers their lives and their properties [in 
exchange] for that they will have Paradise. They fight in the cause of Allah, so they 
kill and are killed. [It is] a true promise [binding] upon Him in the Torah and the 
Gospel and the Qur'an. And who is truer to his covenant than Allah ? So rejoice 
in your transaction which you have contracted. And it is that which is the great 
attainment." - Quran 9:111 


"Fighting is prescribed for you, and ye dislike it. But it is possible that ye dislike 
a thing which is good for you, and that ye love a thing which is bad for you. But 
Allah knoweth, and ye know not." - Quran 2:216 


"Allah's Messenger (X) said, "Know that Paradise is under the shades of swords."" - 
Sahih al-Bukhari 2818 
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"The Prophet said, "A single endeavor (of fighting) in Allah's Cause in the 
forenoon or in the afternoon is better than the world and whatever is in it. 
Sahih al-Bukhari 4:52:50 


"Narrated Anas bin Malik: The Prophet said, "Nobody who dies and finds good 
from Allah (in the Hereafter) would wish to come back to this world even if he 
were given the whole world and whatever is in it, except the martyr who, on 
seeing the superiority of martyrdom, would like to come back to the world and 
get killed again (in Allah's Cause)."" - Sahih al-Bukhari 4:52:53 


"Narrated Al-Bara: A man whose face was covered with an iron mask (i.e. clad 

in armor) came to the Prophet and said, "O Allah's Apostle! Shall I fight or 
embrace Islam first? "The Prophet said, "Embrace Islam first and then fight." So he 
embraced Islam, and was martyred. Allah's Apostle said, A Little work, but a great 
reward. "(He did very little (after embracing Islam), but he will be rewarded in 
abundance)."" - Sahih al-Bukhari 4:52:53 

"“He who dies without having fought or having felt fighting (against the infidels) 
to be his duty will die guilty of a kind of hypocrisy." - Sunan Abi Dawud 2502, 
Book 15, Hadith 26 


"Whoever dies without having fought or thought of fighting, he dies on one of the 
branches of hypocrisy." - Sunan an-Nasa'i 3097 (Sahih) 


According to the Quran and hadiths below, Jihad is the most important: 


"Among the believers, those who stay at home without a good reason are not 
equal to those who strive for the cause of God in person or with their property. To 
those who strive for His cause in person or with their property, God has granted a 
higher rank than to those who stay at home. God has promised that everyone will 
receive his proper share of the reward but He will grant a much greater reward to 
those striving for His cause than to those who stay home (for no reason)." - Quran 
4:95 (Muhammad Sarwar) 


" The ones who have believed, emigrated and striven in the cause of Allah with 
their wealth and their lives are greater in rank in the sight of Allah. And it is those 


who are the attainers [of success]." - Quran 9:20 


"Say, [O MuXammad], "If your fathers, your sons, your brothers, your wives, your 
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relatives, wealth which you have obtained, commerce wherein you fear decline, 
and dwellings with which you are pleased are more beloved to you than Allah and 
His Messenger and jihad [i.e., striving] in His cause, then wait until Allah executes 
His command. And Allah does not guide the defiantly disobedient people." 
Quran 9:24 


"And fight in the cause of Allah and know that Allah is Hearing and Knowing." - 
Quran 2:244 


"(That she said), "O Allah's Messenger (KX)! We consider Jihad as the best deed. 
Should we not fight in Allah's Cause?" He said, "The best Jihad (for women) is 
Hajj-Mabrur (i.e. Hajj which is done according to the Prophet's tradition and is 
accepted by Allah)." - Sahih al-Bukhari 2784 


"A man came to Allah's Messenger (X) and said, "Instruct me as to such a deed as 
equals Jihad (in reward)." He replied, "I do not find such a deed." Then he added, 
"Can you, while the Muslim fighter is in the battle-field, enter your mosque to 
perform prayers without cease and fast and never break your fast?" The man said, 
"But who can do that?" Abu- Huraira added, "The Mujahid (i.e. Muslim fighter) 
is rewarded even for the footsteps of his horse while it wanders bout (for grazing) 
tied in a long rope."" - Sahih al-Bukhari 2785 


"It has been narrated on the authority of Abu Sa'id Khudri that the Messenger of 
Allah & said (to him): Abu Sa'id, whoever cheerfully accepts Allah as his Lord, 
Islam as his religion and Mubammad as his Apostle is necessarily entitled to enter 
Paradise. He (Abu Sa'id) wondered at it and said: Messenger of Allah, repeat it 
for me. He (the Messenger of Allah) did that and said: There is another act which 
elevates the position of a man in Paradise to a grade one hundred (higher), and 
the elevation between one grade and the other is equal to the height of the heaven 
from the earth. He (Abu Sa'id) said: What is that act? He replied: Jihad in the way 
of Allah! Jihad in the way of Allah!" - Sahih Muslim 20:4645 


"It has been narrated on the authority of Abu Huraira that the Messenger of Allah 
XM said: One who died but did not fight in the way of Allah nor did he express 

any desire (or determination) for Jihid died the death of a hypocrite. ‘Abdullah 

b. Mubarak said: We think the hadith pertained to the time of the Messenger of 
Allah &." - Sahih Muslim 20:4696 


"Abu Dharr reported: I said: Messenger of Allah, which of the deeds is the best? 
He (the Holy Prophet) replied: Belief in Allah and Jihad in His cause. I again 
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asked: Who is the slave whose emancipation is the best? He (the Holy Prophet) 
replied: One who is valuable for his master and whose price is high. I said: If 

I can't afford to do it? He (the Holy Prophet) replied: Help an artisan or make 
anything for the unskilled (labourer). I (Abu Dharr) said: Messenger of Allah, you 
see that I am helpless in doing some of these deeds. He (the Holy Prophet) replied: 
Desist from doing mischief to the people. That is the charity of your person on 
your behalf." - Sahih Muslim 1:149 


The Bibles God and the Qurans God are the same 
In Exodus 3:14-3:15 it says: 


14 God said to Moses, “I am who I am.[a] This is what you are to say to the 
Israelites: ‘I am has sent me to you.” 15 God also said to Moses, “Say to the 
Israelites, “The Lord,[b] the God of your fathers—the God of Abraham, the God of 


Isaac and the God of Jacob—has sent me to you’ 


“This is my name forever, 
the name you shall call me 
from generation to generation. 


In the original language God's name is Yahweh, and this shall be his name forever, 
which is not the same as Allah. There is however another major point, that is that 
much of Islam has been also borrowed from the pagan religion. For example, 
neither Judaism nor Christianity do not know anything about a Kaaba. 


Islam is an Abrahamic religion 


This is not true. One of the most obvious evidence that Islam is not an Abrahamic 
religion is that it has plagiarized from the Zoroastrian and pagan religion. 
Zoroaster (Zarathustra) lived sometime between 1500-1000 BC and was active 
somewhere in Central Asia. It is a dualistic religion, meaning it sees the conflict of 
good and evil, the good god Ahura Mazda and the evil god Angra Mainyu. It was 
an important religion during the Achaemenid Persian Empre (530-330 BC) and 
then it became the official religion of the Sassanid Persian Empire (224-651 AD). 


For example, Islam has copied the five prayers like the Zoroastrian religion, 
which has almost the exact same times and names of the prayers, together with its 
directional qibla. Furthermore the story of Muhammad’s journey is also copied. 
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None of them has anything to do with Judaism and Christianity. The Quran says 
it has sent 2 books before and now the third. Then how come the Zoroastrian 
religion is part of it? 


“And this [Qur'an] is a Book We have revealed [which is] blessed, so follow it and 
fear Allah that you may receive mercy. [We revealed it] lest you say, “The Scripture 
was only sent down to two groups before us, but we were of their study unaware,’ 
- Quran 6:155-156 


If the Jews and Christians had corrupted the scriptires, why do they never 
mention anything in regard to a Kaaba or a qibla? Christians don't know anything 
in regard to the Kaaba. 


All the previous prophets in history are in the Quran. 
No other books has that. 


This is one thing they use a lot. They will say “the Quran is the true one, because 
all the previous prophets are mentioned there”. Maybe it has to do with that 
Muhammad lived in 600 AD and all the other prophets has lived before that time 
and their existence were documented? Maybe because he just copied everything? 
If Islam existed before Jesus, and it would have mentioned that Jesus would be 
born, then people would accept it. But it didn't, it has just collected the names that 
has happened prior to Muhammad time. ‘This is the very fundamental theory of 
time. To bring it down to pieces: 


Prophet 1>Prophet 2>Prophet 3>Prophet 4>Prophet 5>Prophet 6>Prophet 
7>Muhammad 


Prophet 1 cannot write anything because no other prophets existed before him. 
And he can't write anything about 3,4,5,6,6,7 and Muhammad because he has 

no idea they are going to exist. Prophet 2 can write about prophet 1, but not the 
future prophets. Prophet 3 can write about prophet 1 and 2, and not the future 
prophets. Prophet 4 can write about 1, 2 and 3, but not future prophets. This goes 
on till prophet Muhammad, which basically just copies all the previous prophets, 
because they existed and were documented. No wonder they are all in the Quran! 
There is no miracle about it. It’s amazing that it has to be explained. 


The Golden Age of Science happened in 850-1258 AD. 
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Wrong. The Golden Age of Science is in 1500-2019, especially in 1600-2019. 

We are in the middle of the greatest golden age of science ever, 1000 times 

more advanced than the Islamic age, if not more. Almost everything, if not 

99,8% of all science today which scientist in chemistry, biology, biochemistry, 
molecular biology, biomedical, medicine, computer science, physics, construction 
engineering, robotic engineering, mechanical engineering, and many other 
engineering fields and science related — are using the knowledge that was 
discovered and invented after 15th century. Let that sink a little bit, 99,8% of what 
we know today in science has not been known before Leonardo Da Vinci. 


Up until 1600 scientists recited golden age, simply because they collected different 
knowledge from different civilizations into one single book, so it was easier to 
reference to one book rather than to different books from different civilizations. 
That is was the medieval Islam achieved, collecting the knowledge from different 
civilizations into single books. 


When you dont accept Islam, then you are either an 
atheist, Jew lover or Christian or against Islam 


This is a response you get when you are against all the Islamic laws and don’t want 
to accept their scientific miracles. 


Western laws are build from the Bible 


Depends which countries, but generally the answer is no. There are many laws 
which are not even mentioned in the Bible. Western countries have only taken the 
good parts out of the Bible and leaved out all the bad things behind. 


Islam means peace 


No, Islam means submission and obedience. Jihad is a part of Islam. According 

to Dr. Moorthy Muhtuswamy, 51% to 61% of the contents of the Quran speaks 
against the unbeliever or call for violent conquest. That is more than half the 
book, where the majority of the Quran is focused on the non-Muslim/outsider. 
Why does the Quran focus more on the outsider than the Muslim? Only a 
maximum of 2,6% of the Quran shows a goodwill towards humanity. Quran states 
273 times to kill. 164 times it states for control of the world, holy war and Jihad. 
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The development of science 
according to Islamic apologists 
versus reality. 


Pre Islamic: Egyptians, Greeks, Chinese, Indians,

Note that Islamic Islamic Golden Age span a 
period of 458 years - versus the Golden Age of the 
west and east which is a period of 419 years. 


From the book: Disproving Islam by Edgar Morina 
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109 times it states to behead non-Muslims. 


Sira, which is the biography of Muhammad contains of 75% of jihad against 
unbelievers. Any person with a good sense of moral would see a pattern here. 


‘The purpose of religion is to control yourself, not critizise others 
Dalai Lama 


The word Islam in Arabic is the noun of the verb aslam, which means to submit 
or resign. So Islam means "to submit the will to God". It is the word salaam that 
means peace, just like in hebrew the word shalom. In arabic the word salaam is 
a Ist form verb and the word Islam is a 4th form verb. This means that these two 
words cannot be merged together. 


Many like to take verses from the Quran which tells that Islam is compatible, and 
there is no compulsion in religion. They usually also use the verse: 


"There shall be no compulsion in [acceptance of] the religion." - Quran 2:256 
"For you is your religion, and for me is my religion." - Quran 109:6 


The problem with this verse is that it was one of the first verses that was revealed 
to Muhammad. And there is a rule that follows: If two verses are contradictory to 
one another, then choose the one that is revealed later which is called the law of 
abrogation. 


"We do not abrogate a verse or cause it to be forgotten except that We bring forth 
[one] better than it or similar to it. Do you not know that Allah is over all things 
competent?" - Quran 2:106 


The truth is that in the Quran the first revealed chapters is about peace, and 

the last revealed chapters is about war with Jews, Christians and infidels. All 
Muhammad did from 624 AD to 632 AD was making war in Medina and around 
the Hijaz, which is where Mecca, Medina and it's surrounding area are located. 
So any Muslims who presents peaceful verses, they were probably from the first 
chapters revealed and do not count. 


The law of abrogation is confirmed with the incident when Muhammad changed 
the Qibla in about 622-624 AD in the Quran 2:143-44 
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Sallam ibn Mishkam, a Jew who lived in Medina, asked Muhammad “How can we 
follow you when you have abandoned our qibla and you do not allege that Ezra is 
the son of God?”, in which Muhammad then announce the revelation: 


The Jews say, "Ezra is the son of Allah "; and the Christians say, "The Messiah is 
the son of Allah ." That is their statement from their mouths; they imitate the 
saying of those who disbelieved [before them]. May Allah destroy them; how are 
they deluded? - Quran 9:30 


This is the time when Muhammad confirmed that the God of the Christians, 
the Jews, and the Muslims, are not the same . Therefore all the previous peaceful 
revelations do not count anymore, according to the law of abrogation, and the 
fighting against the Jews, Christians and non-believers takes place. 


Examples 
They usually also use the verse below to justify the peacefulness of Islam which 
means defend yourself from attacks but do not go beyond a limit: 


"Fight in the way of Allah those who fight you but do not transgress. Indeed. 
Allah does not like transgressors." - Quran 2:190 


The problem with this one is that they are not including the next verses too: 


"Fight in the way of Allah those who fight you but do not transgress. Indeed. Allah 
does not like transgressors. And kill them wherever you overtake them and expel 
them from wherever they have expelled you, and fitnah is worse than killing. And 
do not fight them at al-Masjid al- Haram until they fight you there. But if they 
fight you, then kill them. Such is the recompense of the disbelievers. And if they 
cease, then indeed, Allah is Forgiving and Merciful. Fight them until there is no 
[more] fitnah and [until] worship is [acknowledged to be] for Allah . But if they 
cease, then there is to be no aggression except against the oppressors.". - Quran 
2190-191 


Suddenly the meaning changed. Fighting them until they have acknowledged 
Allah. 


They also use Quran 5:32: 


Because of that, We decreed upon the Children of Israel that whoever kills a 
soul unless for a soul or for corruption [done] in the land - it is as if he had slain 
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mankind entirely. And whoever saves one - it is as if he had saved mankind 
entirely. And our messengers had certainly come to them with clear proofs. Then 
indeed many of them, [even] after that, throughout the land, were transgressors. 
Quran 5:32 


The problem is that this verse was revealed to the Jews. However, the second 
problem is that it says "unless for a soul or for corruption [done] in the land". The 
word in Arabic for corruption or mischief is fasadin. Ibn Kathir, the most reliable 
tafsir, defines the word: 


"("Do not make mischief on earth"), that is disbelief and acts of disobedience." 
Abu Ja ‘far said that Ar-Rabi' bin Anas said that Abu Al-'Aliyah sad that Allah's 
statement, (And when it is said to them: "Do not make mischief on earth,") 
means, "Do not commit acts of disobedience on the earth, or commands that 
Allah be disobeyed, he has commited mischief on the earth. Peace on both the 
earth and in the heavens is ensured (and earned) through obedience (to Allah). 
Tafsir Ibn Kathir 2:11 


This is also confirmed in: 


"Because of that, which Cain did, We decreed for the Children of Israel that 
whoever slays a soul for other than a soul, slain, or for, other than, curruption, 
committed, in the land, in the way of unbelief, fornication or waylaying and the 
like, it shall be as if he had slain mankind altogether; and whoever saves the life of 
one, by refraining from slaying, it shall be as if he had saved the life of all mankind 
- Ibn ‘Abbas said [that the above is meant] in the sense of violating and protecting 
its [a soul's] sanctity [respectively]. Our messengers have already come to them, 
that is, to the Children of Israel, with clear proofs, miracles, but after that many of 
them still commit excesses in the land, overstepping the bounds through disbelief, 
killing and the like" - Tafsir Al-Jalalayin 5:32 


"(that if anyone killed a person not in retaliation of murder, or (and) to spread 
mischief in the land - it would be as if he killed all mankind, and if anyone saved 
a life, it would be as if he saved the life of all mankind.) The Ayah states, whoever 
kills a soul without justification -- such as in retaliation for murder or for causing 
mischief on earth -- will be as if he has killed all mankind, because there is no 
difference between one life and another." - Tafsir Ibn Kathir 5:32 


This means those who do not believe in Allah does curruption and mischief, and 
should therefore be killed. 
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"Taking the disbelievers as friends is one of the categories of mischief on the 
earth" - Tafsir Ibn Kathir 2:11 


Taking non-Muslims as friends is mischief, and they should also be killed. But 
again, the next verse tells the rest of the meaning: 


“Indeed, the penalty for those who wage war against Allah and His Messenger 
and strive upon earth [to cause] corruption is none but that they be killed or 
crucified or that their hands and feet be cut off from opposite sides or that they be 
exiled from the land. That is for them a disgrace in this world; and for them in the 
Hereafter is a great punishment” - Quran 5:33 


This means that leaving Islam, insulting Islam, inciting apostasy, homosexuality, 
adultery etc. Ibn Kathir confirmed this statement: 


“Wage war’ mentioned here means, oppose and contradict, and it includes 
disbelief, blocking roads and spreading fear in the fairways. — Ibn Kathir (1301- 
1373) 


So it is not permissible to kill anyone - unless the person kills another person, 
or does corruption and wages war against Allah and Muhammad. Corruption 
and waging war means not believing in Allah, not practicing Islam, taking non- 
Muslims as friends and others. 


According to the statistics from December 2015, approximate 2000 from Britain 
have joined ISIS, while on 450 had joined the UK army. Since 2006 Britain started 
a project to stop radicalization, 2000 muslims have been arrested from tipofts 
from the public. Only 230 of these radical muslims were arrested because of 
tipoffs from muslims. You would think that muslims were in the inner circle who 
could stop this radicalization better than non-muslims, so what does it tell us? If 
they really wanted to stop radicalization, they could have been responsible for at 
least 60% of the tipoffs, and yet they don't. The reason to this is because the place 
the muslims gets radicalized is exactly in the muslim community, so the people 
best situated to tipoff the police are the muslim themselves. In 2015 the muslim 
community has said that no mosques and no muslims should work for preventing 
radicalization. So how can you say that Islam is a religion of peace and radical 
islam are misinterpretation the Quran? 


Regarding the verse saying that there is no compulsion in religion, is that a 
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dhimmih and a jizya tax is mentioned in the Quran and further explained in the 
Islamic traditions, especially in the hadiths and tafsirs. How come that chapter 
two says that there is no compulsion in religion and yet a dhimmih and a jizya tax 
exist simultaneously? An Islamic preacher has answered this question: 


"Let there be no compulsion in the religion" is a verse whereby... It means that you 
cannot force a person to actually believe in Allah and his Messenger, but you can 
force the person to live by Shari'a. - Imam 


In chapter 1 it was revealed that Islam began in 685 AD, around 50 years after 
the conquest of Jerusalem. This is because the Arabs controlled much of the 
middle-east and North Africa with the sword, but they did not control the people 
religously. So in order to have them submit them to the Arabs, they created the 
religion, and this is the reason why Islam means submit. 


Radical means extremism 


Radical actually means “root”. Those who are radical Muslims go to the root of the 
Quran and Muhammad. 


Ibn Taymiyyah (1263-1328 AD) was the person who defined radicalism 700 years 
ago. He said that to be a good Muslim you must read the Quran. Since the Quran 
is very hard to understand by itself, he therefore also said to know how to live 

by the Quran, you must go by the model of the Quran, which means you must 

go to Muhammad. So read the book and follow the man. Martin Luther did the 
same thing with Christianity where he said read the book and follow Jesus. ‘This is 
called reformation, so people are asking when will Islam have their reformation? 
They had that for 700 years ago. 


Muhammad ibn Abd al-Wahhab (1703-1792 AD) and Shah Waliullah Dehlawi 
(1703-1762 AD) were the persons who studied the teachings of ibn Taymiyyah, 
and what did they created? Wahhabism which is an ultraconservative form of 
Islam, basically they want to world to live just like Muhammad did back in the 
days, like beheading non-believers. Saudi Arabia is running on wahhabism. It was 
al-Wahhab who charted with Muhammad bin Saud, and as the surname Saud 
suggest, is the reason why it is called Saudi Arabia. 


Muhammad Ilyas Kandhlawi (1885-1944) created the most largest radical 
group today based on the teachings of ibn Taymiyyah, called Tablighi Jamaat. 
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It is a group with 80 million members around the world in 120 countries and is 
responsible for many terror attacks in the world. 


Abul Ala Maududi (1903-1979) created the Jamaat-e-Islami group which is a 
radical group based on the teachings of ibn Taymiyyah. It is the fastest growing 
group in Pakistan today. This group became the taliban, moved to Afghanistan 
drove out the Russians and took over the government in the country. 


Hasan al-Banna (1906-1949) created the Muslim Brotherhood which is based on 
wahhabism, which in turn is based on the teachings of ibn Taymiyyah. 


Sayyid Qutb (1906-1966) had memorized the Quran by the age of 10 years old. 
He became the theologian for the Muslim brotherhood, and was due to this put 

to jail. From 1956-1966 in jail he wrote two books. What he did was taking the 
surahs from the Quran and applied it to the 20th century, and thus he is seen as 
the father of radical Islam. Ayman Zawahir (born 1951) was a student of Sayyid 
Qutb who became a member of Egyptians Islamic Jihab and later a mentor of 
Osama Bin Laden and a leading member of Al-Qeada. Bin Laden was responsible 
for the World Trade Center attack in 2001. Al-Qeada means “the base”, that means 
“the root” which is based on ibn Taymiyyah. 


Abu Bakr al-Baghdadi (1971-2019) created ISIS or as later called Islamic State. His 
teachings is based on ibn Taymiyyah. 


All this is traced back to radical Islam from ibn Taymiyyah 700 years ago, who 
said read the book and follow the man, because alone the book is not enough to 
understand Islam. Below is the prove for radicalism: 


"Indeed in the Messenger of Allah (Muhammad SAW) you have a good example 
to follow for him who hopes in (the Meeting with) Allah and the Last Day and 
remembers Allah much." - Quran 33:21 (Mohsin Khan) 


"You are the best nation produced [as an example] for mankind. You enjoin what 
is right and forbid what is wrong and believe in Allah . If only the People of the 
Scripture had believed, it would have been better for them. Among them are 
believers, but most of them are defiantly disobedient." - Quran 3:110 


"The Prophet was asked, "Who are the best people?" He replied: The people of my 
generation, and then those who will follow (come after) them, and then those who 
will come after the later; after that there will come some people whose witness will 
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precede their oaths and their oaths will go ahead of their witness." Ibrahim (a sub- 
narrator) said, "When we were young, our elder friends used to prohibit us from 
taking oaths by saying, 'I bear witness swearing by Allah, or by Allah's Covenant. 
- Sahih al-Bukhari 6470 (see also Sahih Muslim 6478) 


Combining it with the command from Allah gives radical Islam: 


"Fight those who do not believe in Allah or in the Last Day and who do not 
consider unlawful what Allah and His Messenger have made unlawful and who 
do not adopt the religion of truth from those who were given the Scripture - 
[fight] until they give the jizyah willingly while they are humbled." - Quran 9:29 


"I have been commanded to fight against people till they testify that there is no 
god but Allah, that Muhammad is the messenger of Allah, and they establish 
prayer, and pay Zakat and if they do it, their blood and property are guaranteed 
protection on my behalf except when justified by law, and their affairs rest with 
Allah." - Sahih Muslim 22 + Sahih Muslim 21 c + Sahih Muslim 21 b + Sahih 
Muslim 21 a 


"Our Prophet, the Messenger of our Lord, has ordered us to fight you till you 
worship Allah Alone or give Jizya (i.e. tribute); and our Prophet has informed us 
that our Lord says:-- "Whoever amongst us is killed (i.e. martyred), shall go to 
Paradise to lead such a luxurious life as he has never seen, and whoever amongst 
us remain alive, shall become your master." - Sahih al-Bukhari 3160 


Allah's Apostle & said, "I have been ordered to fight the people till they say: 'None 
has the right to be worshipped but Allah.’ And if they say so, pray like our prayers, 
face our Qibla and slaughter as we slaughter, then their blood and property will be 
sacred to us and we will not interfere with them except legally and their reckoning 
will be with Allah." Narrated Maimun ibn Siyah that he asked Anas bin Malik, "O 
Abu Hamza! What makes the life and property of a person sacred?" He replied, 
"Whoever says, ‘None has the right to be worshipped but Allah’, faces our Qibla 
during the prayers, prays like us and eats our slaughtered animal, then he is a 
Muslim, and has got the same rights and obligations as other Muslims have." 
Sahih al-Bukhari - 8:387 


"“Umar sent the Muslims to the great countries to fight the pagans. When Al- 
Hurmuzan embraced Islam, ‘Umar said to him. "I would like to consult you 
regarding these countries which I intend to invade." - Sahih al-Bukhari 3159 
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Regarding ummah, which is having the entire earth bow down to Islam: 


"It is He who has sent His Messenger with guidance and the religion of truth to 
manifest it over all religion, although they who associate others with Allah dislike 
it." - Quran 9:33 


Indeed Allah gathered up the earth for me so that I saw its eastern and western 
parts, and indeed the dominion of my Ummah will reach what was gathered up 
for me from it.” - Jami at-Tirmidhi 2176 (Sahih) 


This hadith above explicitly says that Muslims wants to rule the world with Sharia 
laws. 


"Syria will be conquered and some people will go out of Medina along with their 
families driving their camels. and Medina is better for them if they were to know 
it. Then Yemen will be conquered and some people will go out of Medina along 
with their families driving their camels, and Medina is better for them if they were 
to know it. Then Iraq will be conquered and some people will go out of it along 
with their families driving their camels, and Medina is better for them if they were 
to know it." - Sahih Muslim 1388 a 


Muhammad life to negotiate with non-Muslims was based on three levels: 


Pen (Mecca 610-622 AD) 
Scale, laws (Medina 622-624 AD) 
Sword (624-632 AD) 


If the pen doesn't work, use laws, and if laws doesn’t work use the sword. In todays 
world, it is already in the second stage, and some places in the third stage. In the 
western world in will be in the third stage in the next 50 years. All one must do 

is read the biography (sira) of Muhammad , and one will understand how violent 
Muhammad was, because most of his biographies is about jihad, compared to the 
Quran and hadiths. In the maghazi documents which is the oldest biographies 
from Muhammad, it is written that between 624-632 AD Muhammad went to 29 
battle campaigns and planned another 39 on top of that. The Jews lived in Medina 
and Muhammad had nothing to do in Medina cause he was from Mecca. He had 
no reason to be in Medina because it wasn't even his city, and yet he slaughtered 
the Jews because his peace agreement wasn't accepted. In the battle against the last

Pew Research 
According to a survey in 2013 by Pew Research, only 57% of Muslims worldwide 
disproves of Al-Qeada, and only 51% disprove of the Taliban. 


Wenzel Strategies 
According to a survey in 2012 by Wenzel Strategies, 32% of Muslims in America 
believe that Sharia should be the supreme law of the land. 


Preachers 

When westernes listens to Islamic preachers in which they regard their statements 
as hate preaching, the problem is problem is that people are focusing on the 
wrong people. The preachers only preach, the audience agree, which is the reason 
why 660 million out of 1,7 billion favor stoning for adultery. Down here is an 
extract from an event where a preacher asks the audience whether they do agree 
or not 


I will ask you. Everyone in the room. How many of you are normal Muslims? You 
are not "extremists". You are not "radical". Just normal Sunni Muslims. Please raise 
your hands. 

*everyone raises their hands* 

Everybody. Masha’allah. Subhan‘allah. Take down your hands again. 

How many of you agree that men and women should sit seperate? Please raise 
your hands. 

*everyone raises hand* 

Everyone agrees. Everyone agrees. Brothers and sisters. It is not just these radical 
sheikhs then. Allahu Akbar. 

Next question. How many of you agree that the punishments described in the 
Qur'an and the Sunnah, whether it is death, whether it is stoning for adultery, 
whatever it is. If it is from Allah and his messenger, that is the best punishment 
ever possible for human kind and that is what we should apply in the world. Who 
agrees with that? 

*everyone raises their hand” 

Allahu Akbar. Are you all radical extremists? 
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The excuse is simply this: 

"Ever heard of peer pressure? Look for example at the first row on how they look 
at each other to see if the other raises their hand. See a lot of young people in 
there (even children) in the room. Remember peer pressure." 


But this can also be applied in a larger scale, in an Islamic country. Ever heard 
of peer pressure from your neighbor? From your teachers? Form your local 
authorities? This is exactly what is happening in the vast majority of Islamic 
countries. They simply admit with that statement that in Islam peer pressure 
happens. 


Another excuse they say: 

"The speaker first began with 2 normal questions, where the answer would be 
under any circumstances yes and then the final question. Most people tend to 
answer yes, this is also a trick used in the world of sales" - Anonymous 


Explain to me how someone can trick you to agree with beheading and murders, 
unless you actually do? ‘There is a big difference between agreeing to buy 
something and agreeing to behead someone, wouldn't you agree? - Anonymous 


Jihad is the most important in Islam 


"Among the believers, those who stay at home without a good reason are not 
equal to those who strive for the cause of God in person or with their property. To 
those who strive for His cause in person or with their property, God has granted a 
higher rank than to those who stay at home. God has promised that everyone will 
receive his proper share of the reward but He will grant a much greater reward to 
those striving for His cause than to those who stay home (for no reason).” - Quran 
4:95 (Muhammad Sarwar) 


" The ones who have believed, emigrated and striven in the cause of Allah with 
their wealth and their lives are greater in rank in the sight of Allah. And it is those 
who are the attainers [of success]." - Quran 9:20 

"Say, [O MuXammad], "If your fathers, your sons, your brothers, your wives, your 
relatives, wealth which you have obtained, commerce wherein you fear decline, 
and dwellings with which you are pleased are more beloved to you than Allah and 
His Messenger and jihad [i.e., striving] in His cause, then wait until Allah executes 
His command. And Allah does not guide the defiantly disobedient people." - 
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Quran 9:24 


"And fight in the cause of Allah and know that Allah is Hearing and Knowing." - 
Quran 2:244 


"(That she said), "O Allah's Messenger (KX)! We consider Jihad as the best deed. 
Should we not fight in Allah's Cause?" He said, "The best Jihad (for women) is 
Hajj-Mabrur (i.e. Hajj which is done according to the Prophet's tradition and is 
accepted by Allah)." - Sahih al-Bukhari 2784 


"A man came to Allah's Messenger (X) and said, "Instruct me as to such a deed as 
equals Jihad (in reward)." He replied, "I do not find such a deed." Then he added, 
"Can you, while the Muslim fighter is in the battle-field, enter your mosque to 
perform prayers without cease and fast and never break your fast?" The man said, 
"But who can do that?" Abu- Huraira added, "The Mujahid (i.e. Muslim fighter) 
is rewarded even for the footsteps of his horse while it wanders bout (for grazing) 
tied in a long rope."" - Sahih al-Bukhari 2785 


"It has been narrated on the authority of Abu Sa'id Khudri that the Messenger of 
Allah & said (to him): Abu Sa'id, whoever cheerfully accepts Allah as his Lord, 
Islam as his religion and Mubammad as his Apostle is necessarily entitled to enter 
Paradise. He (Abu Sa'id) wondered at it and said: Messenger of Allah, repeat it 

for me. He (the Messenger of Allah) did that and said: There is another act which 
elevates the position of a man in Paradise to a grade one hundred (higher), and 
the elevation between one grade and the other is equal to the height of the heaven 
from the earth. He (Abu Sa'id) said: What is that act? He replied: Jihad in the way 
of Allah! Jihad in the way of Allah!" - Sahih Muslim 20:4645 


"It has been narrated on the authority of Abu Huraira that the Messenger of Allah 
XM said: One who died but did not fight in the way of Allah nor did he express 

any desire (or determination) for Jihid died the death of a hypocrite. ‘Abdullah 

b. Mubarak said: We think the hadith pertained to the time of the Messenger of 
Allah &." - Sahih Muslim 20:4696 


"Abu Dharr reported: I said: Messenger of Allah, which of the deeds is the best? 
He (the Holy Prophet) replied: Belief in Allah and Jihad in His cause. I again 
asked: Who is the slave whose emancipation is the best? He (the Holy Prophet) 
replied: One who is valuable for his master and whose price is high. I said: If 

I can't afford to do it? He (the Holy Prophet) replied: Help an artisan or make 
anything for the unskilled (labourer). I (Abu Dharr) said: Messenger of Allah, you 
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see that I am helpless in doing some of these deeds. He (the Holy Prophet) replied: 
Desist from doing mischief to the people. That is the charity of your person on 
your behalf." - Sahih Muslim 1:149 


Muslims are happy of WTC attack 


It is true that many Muslims are happy of the attack on World Trade Center. 
The date September 11th, which happened in 2001, was chosen by Osama Bin 
Laden because it was the day on September 11th 1683, the Turks, also called 
The Ottomon Caliphate, were stopped at the gates of Vienna with the help of 
Jan Sobieski III. 138.000 Muslims surrounded the city in Austria against 10.000 
defenders, and if he didn’t help the helpless Austrian ruler Leopold I, the entire 
Europe and America would had been Muslims now.

If one looks at the Pew Research report about Islam, 15% of all Muslims in the 
world says that suicide in defense of Islam is justified which is 258 million out of 
1,7 billion Muslims in 2013. That is almost as big as the United States. However, 
527 million Muslims said that that sharia law must also apply to non-Muslims. 


Interestingly, if a western people noticed, that there are no major Muslim 
organizations in the world who opposes Jihad violence. The deradicalization in 
the west always needs to be performed by the western countries, never by the 
Muslim community themselves. 


The real Quranic verses that commands to kill non- 
believers in general 
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Apologists claim that those verses in the Quran which says "kill the disbelievers", 
"kill the polytheists", "kill the Jews" and "kill the Christians" are verses that are 
meant only during the lifetime of Muhammad, and that the radical attacks 
happening around the world, especially in the middle-east is a misinterpretation 
of the Quran and Islam. They either don't know or they are lying. Below are the 
real verses which explains that it is a matter of religion, and the meaning is until 
judgement day. 


Fight those who do not believe in Allah or in the Last Day 
Regarding the Quranic verses, you have to combine those with other Quranic 
verses, hadiths and tafsirs. This include the Jizyia and dhimmih verses: 


Fight those who do not believe in Allah or in the Last Day and who do not 
consider unlawful what Allah and His Messenger have made unlawful and who 
do not adopt the religion of truth from those who were given the Scripture - 
[fight] until they give the jizyah willingly while they are humbled. - Quran 9:29 


Explanation: Notice above that it says "or in the Last Day", which is a general 
statement until the end of times. Here Ibn Kathir confirms it: 


Allah commanded His Messenger to fight the People of the Scriptures, Jews and 
Christians, on the ninth year of Hijrah, and he prepared his army to fight the 
Romans and called the people to Jihad announcing his intent and destination. - 
Ibn Kathir on 9:29 


Explanation: There are no historical records which points that the Romans 
wanted to make the first attack on Muslims. The "or in the Last Day" is not really 
explained in the tafsir, but it is a clear statement alone in the Quran. 


"those who disbelieved" 

"[Remember] when your Lord inspired to the angels, "I am with you, so 
strengthen those who have believed. I will cast terror into the hearts of those 
who disbelieved, so strike [them] upon the necks and strike from them every 
fingertip." - Quran 8:12 


Explanation: Notice that the Quranic verse above says "those who disbelieved" 
and not "the disbelievers". 


"wage war against Allah and his Messenger" 
"Indeed, the penalty for those who wage war against Allah and His Messenger and 
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strive upon earth [to cause] corruption is none but that they be killed or crucified 
or that their hands and feet be cut off from opposite sides or that they be exiled 
from the land. ‘That is for them a disgrace in this world; and for them in the 
Hereafter is a great punishment” - Quran 5:33 


Explanation: Now this is one of the most important Quranic verses, which is 
hidden very deeply. Here it is important to understand what the term "wage war 
against Allah" means. Below is the tafsir explaining it: 


“Wage war mentioned here means, oppose and contradict, and it includes 
disbelief, blocking roads and spreading fear in the fairways. — Ibn Kathir (1301- 
1373) 


The Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: "It is not permissible to shed the blood of a 
Muslim except in three cases: An adulterer who had been married, who should 
be stoned to death; a man who killed another man intentionally, who should 

be killed; and a man who left Islam and waged war against Allah, the Might and 
Sublime, and His Messenger, who should be killed, or crucified, or banished from 
the land." - Sunan an-Nasa'i 4048 (Sahih) 


Explanation: The term "waging war against Allah" is very clear in the hadith, 
which gives the example of a man who left Islam and thereby waging war against 
Allah. You cannot misinterpret it otherwise, because obviously you cannot wage 
war on Allah physically, can you? This is why understanding the "wage war" term 
is important because in Quran 5:33, because it says "those who wage war against 
Allah must be killed or crucified or their hands and their feet be cut off on the 
opposite sides, or be exiled from the land. That is their disgrace in this world, 
and a great torment is theirs in the Hereafter." Notice, the Quran 5:33 above 

says "That is for them a disgrace in this world; and for them in the Hereafter is 

a great punishment". The killing is in this world by humans, and then there is a 
punishment in the afterlife by Allah. 


Can it only mean apostasy? This would contradict "or in the last day" and "those 
who disbelieved" 


On Earth in general 

"And when the sacred months have passed, then kill the polytheists wherever you 
find them and capture them and besiege them and sit in wait for them at every 
place of ambush. But if they should repent, establish prayer, and give zakah, let 
them [go] on their way. Indeed, Allah is Forgiving and Merciful." - Quran 9:5 
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Explanation: In the verse above, it is unclear if it refers to polytheists during 
Muhammad or in general. The mother of all tafsirs, Ibn Kathir says: 


"(then fight the Mushrikin wherever you find them), means, on the earth in 
general, except for the Sacred Area, for Allah said" - Ibn Kathir on Quran 9:5 


Allah encourages to fight those who say "Jesus is the son of God" 

The Jews say, "Ezra is the son of Allah "; and the Christians say, "The Messiah is 
the son of Allah ." That is their statement from their mouths; they imitate the 
saying of those who disbelieved [before them]. May Allah destroy them; how are 
they deluded? - Quran 9:30 


It is very unclear what this verse really means. The mother of all tafsirs (Ibn 
Kathir) is specific on this one: 


"Allah the Exalted encourages the believers to fight the polytheists, disbelieving 
Jews and Christians, who uttered this terrible statement and utter lies against 
Allah, the Exalted. As for the Jews, they claimed that ‘Uzayr was the son of God, 
Allah is free of what they attribute to Him" - Ibn Kathir on 9:30 


Explanation: Allah encourages Muslims to fight those who say "Jesus is the son of 
God", a very general statement to kill Christianity. 


Sahih al-Bukhari and Sahih Muslim 

The last hour would not come unless the Muslims will fight against the Jews and 
the Muslims would kill them until the Jews would hide themselves behind a stone 
or a tree and a stone or a tree would say: Muslim, or the servant of Allah, there is 
a Jew behind me; come and kill him; but the tree Gharqad would not say, for it is 
the tree of the Jews. - Sahih Muslim 41:6985 


Explanation: Apologists try to come with excuses that it is not the Jews themselves 
but that they will be possessed, and that it doesn't only refer to Jews. A question 

to the reader of this post: If you knew that in any given time shaytan would posses 
the Jews, would you live peaceful with them till that last hour? Of course not! You 

will take precautions, and make sure you will be safe before that happens. 


"Fight against people till they testify that there is no god but Allah, Allah's 
Messenger (X) said: "I have been ordered (by Allah) to fight against the people 
until they testify that none has the right to be worshipped but Allah and that 
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Muhammad is Allah's Messenger (XM), and offer the prayers perfectly and give the 
obligatory charity, so if they perform that, then they save their lives and property 
from me except for Islamic laws and then their reckoning (accounts) will be done 
by Allah." - Sahih Muslim 1:36 + Sahih al-Bukhari 2:8 


The hadith below confirms that even the hypocrites must be killed in the last day. 


"Whenever I tell you a narration from Allah's Messenger (X), by Allah, I would 
rather fall down from the sky than ascribe a false statement to him, but if I tell you 
something between me and you (not a Hadith) then it was indeed a trick (i.e., I 
may say things just to cheat my enemy). No doubt I heard Allah's Apostle saying, 
"During the last days there will appear some young foolish people who will say the 
best words but their faith will not go beyond their throats (i.e. they will have no 
faith) and will go out from (leave) their religion as an arrow goes out of the game. 
So, where-ever you find them, kill them, for who-ever kills them shall have reward 
on the Day of Resurrection." - Sahih al-Bukhari 6930 


Conclusion 

There is absolutely no doubt that all those are general statements and not just "the 
disbelievers/Jews/Christians/polytheists" during Muhammads life. Radical Islam 
is not misinterpreting the Quran. 


Beings a Quranist is better 


Being a Quranist means that those people who do it, do not follow the 
biographies, the hadiths and tafsirs. However, it is actually worse. The Quran 

is timeless, and only the Islamic traditions written 100-400 years after when 
Muhammad supposedly died gives the different verses a story and a time. The 
Quran almost always says general statements like "The Jews says" or "Kill the 
unbelievers" without regard to population and time, instead of writing "Some of 
the Jews says" or "Kill the unbelievers who are attacking you for defense" 


Criticising Muhammad 


Asma Bint Marwan was a woman who criticized Islam. When Muhammad heard 
her critics, he asked 


"Who will rid me of Marwan’s daughter?”. Umayr b. ‘Adiy al-Khatmi heard him 
and he went to her house and killed her. He then went back and Muhammad said 
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You have helped God and His apostle, O ‘Umayr!”. 


The motivation behind the Charlie Hebdo killing in France was motivated by the 
verse: 


"Indeed, those who abuse Allah and His Messenger - Allah has cursed them in 
this world and the Hereafter and prepared for them a humiliating punishment." - 
Quran 33:57 


However, the verse below specifically commands Muslims to kill those who 
criticize Allah (which means Islam) and Muhammad, and then Allah will give 
them a punishment after death: 


"Indeed, the penalty for those who wage war against Allah and His Messenger and 
strive upon earth [to cause] corruption is none but that they be killed or crucified 
or that their hands and feet be cut off from opposite sides or that they be exiled 
from the land. That is for them a disgrace in this world; and for them in the 
Hereafter is a great punishment" - Quran 5:33 


"Accursed wherever they are found, [being] seized and massacred completely." - 
Quran 33:61 


Radical Islam are not misinterpreting this verse. A wise man once said 


To find out what is destroying your society,

A blind man had a slave-mother who used to abuse the Prophet (X) and disparage 
him. He forbade her but she did not stop. He rebuked her but she did not give up 
her habit. One night she began to slander the Prophet (XM) and abuse him. So he 
took a dagger, placed it on her belly, pressed it, and killed her. A child who came 
between her legs was smeared with the blood that was there. When the morning 
came, the Prophet (X) was informed about it. He assembled the people and said: I 
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adjure by Allah the man who has done this action and I adjure him by my right to 
him that he should stand up. Jumping over the necks of the people and trembling 
the man stood up. He sat before the Prophet (XM) and said: Messenger of Allah! I 
am her master; she used to abuse you and disparage you. I forbade her, but she did 
not stop, and I rebuked her, but she did not abandon her habit. I have two sons 
like pearls from her, and she was my companion. Last night she began to abuse 
and disparage you. So I took a dagger, put it on her belly and pressed it till I killed 
her. Thereupon the Prophet (&) said: Oh be witness, no retaliation is payable for 
her blood. - Sunan Abi Dawud 4361 


There was a blind man during the time of the Messenger of Allah [SAW] who had 
an Umm Walad by whom he had two sons. She used to slander and defame the 
Messenger of Allah [SAW] a great deal, and he would rebuke her, but she would 
not pay heed, and he would forbid her to do that, but she ignored him. (The blind 
man said) One night I mentioned the Prophet [SAW], and she slandered him. 

I could not bear it so I went and got a dagger which I thrust into her stomach 

and leaned upon it, and killed her. In the morning she was found slain. Mention 
of that was made to the Prophet [SAW] and he gathered the people and said: "I 
adjure by Allah; a man over whom I have the right, that he should obey me, and 
he did what he did, to stand up." The blind man started to tremble and said: "O 
Messenger of Allah [SAW], I am the one who killed her. She was my Umm Walad 
and she was kind and gentle toward me, and I have two sons like pearls from her, 
but she used to slander and defame you a great deal. I forbade her, but she did 
not stop, and I rebuked her, but she did not pay heed. Finally, I mentioned your 
name and she slandered you, so I went and got a dagger which I thrust into her 
stomach, and leaned on it until I killed her. The Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: 
"I bear witness that her blood is permissible." - Sunan an-Nasa'i 4070 (Sahih) (see 
also Sunan Abi Dawud 4361) 


Who will kill Ka'b b. Ashraf? He has maligned Allah, the Exalted, and His 
Messenger. Muhammad b. Maslama said: Messenger of Allah, do you wish that 
I should kill him? He said: Yes. He said: Permit me to talk (to him in the way I 
deem fit). He said: Talk (as you like). So, Muhammad b. Maslama came to Ka'b 
and talked to him, referred to the old friendship between them and said: This 
man (i. e. the Holy Prophet) has made up his mind to collect charity (from us) 
and this has put us to a great hardship. When be heard this, Ka'b said: By God, 
you will be put to more trouble by him. Muhammad b. Maslama said: No doubt, 
now we have become his followers and we do not like to forsake him until we 
see what turn his affairs will take. I want that you should give me a loan. He said: 
What will you mortgage? He said: What do you want? He said: Pledge me your 
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women. He said: You are the most handsome of the Arabs; should we pledge our 
women to you? He said: Pledge me your children. He said: The son of one of us 
may abuse us saying that he was pledged for two wasqs of dates, but we can pledge 
you (cur) weapons. He said: All right. Then Muhammad b. Maslama promised 
that he would come to him with Harith, Abu 'Abs b. Jabr and Abbad b. Bishr. So 
they came and called upon him at night. He came down to them. Sufyan says 

that all the narrators except ‘Amr have stated that his wife said: I hear a voice 
which sounds like the voice of murder. He said: It is only Muhammad b. Maslama 
and his foster-brother, Abu Na’'ila. When a gentleman is called at night even it 

to be pierced with a spear, he should respond to the call. Muhammad said to his 
companions: As he comes down, I will extend my hands towards his head and 
when I hold him fast, you should do your job. So when he came down and he 

was holding his cloak under his arm, they said to him: We sense from you a very 
fine smell. He said: Yes, I have with me a mistress who is the most scented of the 
women of Arabia. He said: Allow me to smell (the scent on your head). He said: 
Yes, you may smell. So he caught it and smelt. Then he said: Allow me to do so 
(once again). He then held his head fast and said to his companions: Do your job. 
And they killed him. - Sahih Muslim 1801 


Allah's Messenger (&) sent some men from the Ansar to ((kill) Abu Rafi’, the Jew, 
and appointed ‘Abdullah bin Atik as their leader. Abu Rafi’ used to hurt Allah's 
Messenger (X) and help his enemies against him. He lived in his castle in the land 
of Hijaz. When those men approached (the castle) after the sun had set and the 
people had brought back their livestock to their homes. ‘Abdullah (bin Atik) said 
to his companions, "Sit down at your places. I am going, and I will try to play a 
trick on the gate-keeper so that I may enter (the castle)." So ‘Abdullah proceeded 
towards the castle, and when he approached the gate, he covered himself with 
his clothes, pretending to answer the call of nature. The people had gone in, and 
the gate-keeper (considered ‘Abdullah as one of the castle's servants) addressing 
him saying, "O Allah's Servant! Enter if you wish, for I want to close the gate." 
‘Abdullah added in his story, "So I went in (the castle) and hid myself. When the 
people got inside, the gate-keeper closed the gate and hung the keys on a fixed 
wooden peg. I got up and took the keys and opened the gate. Some people were 
staying late at night with Abu Rafi* for a pleasant night chat in a room of his. 
When his companions of nightly entertainment went away, I ascended to him, 
and whenever I opened a door, I closed it from inside. I said to myself, ‘Should 
these people discover my presence, they will not be able to catch me till I have 
killed him.’ So I reached him and found him sleeping in a dark house amidst 

his family, I could not recognize his location in the house. So I shouted, 'O Abu 
Rafi!’ Abu Rafi* said, 'Who is it?’ I proceeded towards the source of the voice and 
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hit him with the sword, and because of my perplexity, I could not kill him. He 
cried loudly, and I came out of the house and waited for a while, and then went 
to him again and said, 'What is this voice, O Abu Rafi'?’ He said, 'Woe to your 
mother! A man in my house has hit me with a sword! I again hit him severely 
but I did not kill him. Then I drove the point of the sword into his belly (and 
pressed it through) till it touched his back, and I realized that I have killed him. I 
then opened the doors one by one till I reached the staircase, and thinking that I 
had reached the ground, I stepped out and fell down and got my leg broken in a 
moonlit night. I tied my leg with a turban and proceeded on till I sat at the gate, 
and said, 'I will not go out tonight till I know that I have killed him.’ So, when 
(early in the morning) the cock crowed, the announcer of the casualty stood 

on the wall saying, 'I announce the death of Abu Rafi’, the merchant of Hijaz. 
Thereupon I went to my companions and said, ‘Let us save ourselves, for Allah 
has killed Abu Rafi‘,’ So I (along with my companions proceeded and) went to 
the Prophet (X) and described the whole story to him. "He said, ‘Stretch out your 
(broken) leg. I stretched it out and he rubbed it and it became All right as if I had 
never had any ailment whatsoever." - Sahih al-Bukhari 4039 


Wenzel Strategies 

According to a 2012 survery by Wenzel Strategies, 58% of Muslim-Americans 
said criticism of Islam or Muhammad is not protected free speech under the First 
Amendment. 45% wants mockers of Islam face criminal charges. 12% said that 
blaspheming Islam should be punished by death. 


Insulting other than Allah, Islam and Muhammad is permissible: 

"And do not insult those they invoke other than Allah, lest they insult Allah in 
enmity without knowledge. Thus We have made pleasing to every community 
their deeds. Then to their Lord is their return, and He will inform them about 

what they used to do." - Quran 6:108 


"Muslims used to insult the idols of the disbelievers and the disbelievers would 
retaliate by insulting Allah wrongfully without knowledge." - Tafsir Ibn Kathir 
6:108 


Muslims are not permitted to insult those who critisize other religions except 
Islam. 


A Muslim cannot get punished for killing a non- 
Muslim 
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"Tasked ‘Ali "Do you have anything Divine literature besides what is in the 
Qur'an?" Or, as Uyaina once said, "Apart from what the people have?" * Ali said, 
"By Him Who made the grain split (germinate) and created the soul, we have 
nothing except what is in the Qur'an and the ability (gift) of understanding Allah's 
Book which He may endow a man, with and what is written in this sheet of 
paper." I asked, "What is on this paper?" He replied, "The legal regulations of Diya 
(Blood-money) and the (ransom for) releasing of the captives, and the judgment 
that no Muslim should be killed in Qisas (equality in punishment) for killing a 
Kafir (disbeliever)." - Sahih al-Bukhari 6915 

"“A Muslim should not be killed in retaliation for the murder of a disbeliever?”" 
Sunan Ibn Majah 21:2659 (Sahih) 


""A believer should not be killed in retaliation for the murder of a disbeliever, and 


a person who has a treaty should not be killed during the time of the treaty. 
Sunan Ibn Majah 21:2660 (Sahih) 


This is often seen when a person who critizies Muhammad gets killed in an 
Islamic country, they are usually not persecuted, but praised by the country. 


Narrated ‘Abdullah: Allah's Apostle said, "Abusing a Muslim is Fusug (i.e., an evil- 
doing), and killing him is Kufr (disbelief)." - Sahih al-Bukhari 6044 


The Prophet, said, "Abusing a Muslim is Fusug (evil doing) and killing him is Kufr 
(disbelief). - Sahih al-Bukhari 7076 


The Prophet (&) said, "Abusing a Muslim is Fusuq (an evil doing) and killing him 
is Kufr (disbelief)." - Sahih al-Bukhari 48 


In the hadith above, it is clearly stated that it only applies to Muslims. 


Muhammad was a clean person 


I heard Sulaiman bin Yasar talking about the clothes soiled with semen. He said 
that * Aisha had said, "I used to wash it off the clothes of Allah's Messenger (X) and 
he would go for the prayers while water spots were still visible on them. - : Sahih 
al-Bukhari 231 
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I heard Sulaiman bin Yasar talking about the clothes soiled with semen. He said 
that ‘Aisha had said, "I used to wash it off the clothes of Allah's Apostle and he 
would go for the prayers while water spots were still visible on them. - Sahih al- 
Bukhari, Vol. 1, Book of Ablutions (Wudu), Hadith 232 


I used to wash the semen off the clothes of the Prophet (X) and even then I used to 
notice one or more spots on them. - : Sahih al-Bukhari 232 


I used to wash the traces of Janaba (semen) from the clothes of the Prophet (&) 
and he used to go for prayers while traces of water were still on it (water spots 
were still visible). - : Sahih al-Bukhari 229 


It was narrated that Aishah said concerning semen: " I used to scratch it from the 
garment of the Messenger of Allah" - Sahih Muslim 669 


It was narrated that Aishah said: "I often scraped it (semen) from the garment of 
the Messenger of Allah with my hand"- Sunan Abu Dawud 537 


Narrated Sulaiman bin Yasar: I asked Aishah about the clothes soiled with semen. 
She replied, "I used to wash it off the clothes of Allah's Messenger and he would 
go for the Salat (prayer) while water spots were still visible - Sahih al-Bukhari 230 


Many people don't know it but he was not that clean. 


The Quran does not use adult language 


It is often believed that the Quran is free of adult words, however this is not the 
case. The reason for this is because the translators have corrupted the translations. 


"And [mention] the one who guarded her chastity, so We blew into her [garment] 
through Our angel [Gabriel], and We made her and her son a sign for the worlds." 
- Quran 21:91 


"And [the example of] Mary, the daughter of ‘Imran, who guarded her chastity, so 
We blew into [her garment] through Our angel, and she believed in the words of 
her Lord and His scriptures and was of the devoutly obedient." - Quran 66:12 


In most, if not all, translations the word chastity is used. However, in Arabic the 
correct word used in the verses is farjaha, which means her vagina. So the correct 
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translations would be: 


"And [mention] the one who guarded her vagina, so We blew into her [garment] 
through Our angel [Gabriel], and We made her and her son a sign for the worlds. 
- Quran 21:91 


"And [the example of] Mary, the daughter of ‘Imran, who guarded her vagina, so 
We blew into [her garment] through Our angel, and she believed in the words of 
her Lord and His scriptures and was of the devoutly obedient." - Quran 66:12 


Furthermore the Quran writes that disbelievers are losers. 


"Those to whom We have given the Book recite it with its true recital. They [are 
the ones who] believe in it. And whoever disbelieves in it - it is they who are the 
losers." - Quran 2:121 


"To Him belong the keys of the heavens and the earth. And they who disbelieve in 
the verses of Allah - it is those who are the losers." - Quran 39:63 


"To Him belong the keys of the heavens and the earth. And they who disbelieve in 
the verses of Allah - it is those who are the losers." - Quran 39:63 


"[This is] so that Allah may distinguish the wicked from the good and place the 
wicked some of them upon others and heap them all together and put them into 
Hell. It is those who are the losers." - Quran 8:37

Whomever 
Allah wills - He leaves astray; and whomever He wills - He puts him on a straight 
path."

Multiculturalism is the true way for a peaceful world 


Islams goal is not to live side by side, but really change everything to Sharia Law 
and make the Quran the constitution. 


"And judge, [O Muhammad], between them by what Allah has revealed and do 
not follow their inclinations and beware of them, lest they tempt you away from 
some of what Allah has revealed to you. And if they turn away - then know that 
Allah only intends to afflict them with some of their [own] sins. And indeed, 
many among the people are defiantly disobedient." - 5:49 


"And never will the Jews or the Christians approve of you until you follow their 
religion. Say, "Indeed, the guidance of Allah is the [only] guidance." If you were 
to follow their desires after what has come to you of knowledge, you would have 
against Allah no protector or helper." - Quran 2:120 


"They wish you would disbelieve as they disbelieved so you would be alike. So do 
not take from among them allies until they emigrate for the cause of Allah.

“The ‘Prophet & said, “It is obligatory for one to listen to and obey (the ruler’s 
orders) unless these orders involve one disobedience (to Allah), but if an act of 
disobedience (to Allah) is imposed, he should not listen to or obey it?” - Sahih al- 
Bukhari 4:203 


William Ewart Gladstone (1809-1898) was Prime Minister of Great Britain in 
1868-74, 1880-85, 1886 and 1892-94. He called the Qur’an an “accursed book” 
and held it up during a session of Parliament, declaring: 


“So long as there is this book there will be no peace in the world” - William 
Eward Gladstone 


"We don't talk bad about Jesus, why are you talking 
bad about Muhammad?" 


Many apologists state that they do not talk bad about Jesus, so Christians should 
not attack Muhammad. It’s actually much more simple than people might think. 
Because he is mentioned in the Quran. Because he is a prophet in the Quran, 
and Islam stole him from the Bible? This is the reason why Muslims do not talk 
bad about Jesus, because he is in their own book a part of it. It is very certain that 
any prophet who is mentioned in the Bible, but was not copied by the Quran, the 
Muslims would mock them. 


We don't attack Christianity for the crusades 


One of the claims is that western people attack Islam for Jihad and terrorism, but 
they don't attack their own religion, Christianity, for the crusades in the 11-16th 
century. The reason is because if a Christian murders non-Christians, they are 
disobeying Jesus and Christianity, but if a Muslim murders unbelievers, they are 
actually obeying Muhammad. 


"Fight against those who do not believe in Allah or in the Last Day and who do 
not consider unlawful what Allah and His Messenger have made unlawful and 
who do not adopt the religion of truth [i.e., IsLam] from those who were given the 
Scripture - [fight] until they give the jizyah1 willingly while they are humbled." -

Quran 9:29 


"And when the inviolable months have passed, then kill the polytheists wherever 
you find them and capture them and besiege them and sit in wait for them at 
every place of ambush. But if they should repent, establish prayer, and give zakah, 
let them [go] on their way. Indeed, Allah is Forgiving and Merciful." - Quran 9:5 


"And fight against them until there is no fitnah and [until] the religion [ie., 
worship], all of it, is for Allah.2 And if they cease - then indeed, Allah is Seeing of 
what they do." - Quran 8:39 


Jihad is part of Islam, however, the crusades are not part of Christianity. 
Furthermore it was actually the Muslims themselves that caused the crusades, 
which were in response to Islamic attacks and assaults on Europe. For hundreds of 
years the Muslims attacked and destroyed Europe, before Europe had enough of 
the Jihad and terrorism and responded with attacks. 


According to the three-volume Encyclopedia of Wars by Charles Phillips and 
Alan Axelrod, there have been 1763 wars throughout history until 2003, whereby 
only 123 have been classifed to involve a religous cause. Out of the 123 wars, 66 of 
them were waged in the name of Islam, which means that for all the wars which 
were waged in the name of all religions, Islam accounts for more than half. 


Western people are arrogant 


This actually is the truth what Muslims believe about the western people that 
non-Muslims are arrogant. This is also one of the reasons they keep distance 
from them. The Quran itself teaches to put a God and prophets above other 
people, and the Quran itself teaches that a woman is half worth of man, that is 
arrogance in itself. The Quran itself teaches you that you own a woman and you 
are above them. The Quran itself allows slaves and put Muslim slave owners above 
them. It is a book full of arrogance while defending its own action by talking 
bad about other people, groups and religions. It does it so much that it infects 
the followers subconsciously, and they do the same thing. Many always try to 
show off themselves to others how well they are following Islam, by comparing 
their imams. If you ask them “which religion is the best” they'll say “Islam”, so by 
definition Muslims are above other religious groups. A dhimmah (non-Muslim 
who pays tax to Muslim) is also a miserable, disgraceful and humiliated person 
who is below a Muslim, according to the Quran and tafisir Ibn Kathir. Muslims 
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always feel Superior over those who drink alcohol and looks down at them. So 
yes, the Quran itself is in its fundamentals an arrogance. 


Muslims also claim “The Quran is the best Book and is superior to other books”. 
Neither Christianity nor Judaism puts their book over others. 


Islam is arrogance 

Dhimmih, women is worth half, a man is above a woman, Muslims are worth 
more than non-Muslims, killings dogs, Allah is superior than all other things. 

It is not permissible to greet non-Muslims first unless they do it first. The Muslim 
is higher in status before Allah, so he should wait. 


Muslims brag about their skills in Iskam and how well they can perform as a 
Muslim, but when non-Muslims brag about their skills in for example sport, 
painting, languages or anything else, then it is arrogance. Non-Muslims Bragg 
about their skills, and so do Muslims with Islam. In the Quranic verse below and 
hadith it is explained not to show off: 


"O you who have believed, do not invalidate your charities with reminders [of it] 
or injury as does one who spends his wealth [only] to be seen by the people and 
does not believe in Allah and the Last Day. His example is like that of a [large] 
smooth stone upon which is dust and is hit by a downpour that leaves it bare. 
They are unable [to keep] anything of what they have earned. And Allah does not 
guide the disbelieving people. And the example of those who spend their wealth 
seeking means to the approval of Allah and assuring [reward for] themselves is 
like a garden on high ground which is hit by a downpour - so it yields its fruits in 
double. And [even] if it is not hit by a downpour, then a drizzle [is sufficient]. And 
Allah, of what you do, is Seeing." - Quran 2:264-265 


"The Prophet (X) said, "He who lets the people hear of his good deeds 
intentionally, to win their praise, Allah will let the people know his real intention 
(on the Day of Resurrection), and he who does good things in public to show 
off and win the praise of the people, Allah will disclose his real intention (and 
humiliate him)." - Sahih al-Bukhari 6499 


However, in Islam, showing off your skills as a Muslim is part of it. So showing 
of skills in Islam is accepted, but if you show off skills in sport, language, science, 
painting and others, then it is arrogance. Furthermore, they are worthless if they 
are not meant for Allah: 
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"And whoever denies the faith - his work has become worthless, and he, in the 
Hereafter, will be among the losers." - Quran 5:5 


"That is because they disliked what Allah revealed, so He rendered worthless their 
deeds." - Quran 47:9 


"And it was already revealed to you and to those before you that if you should 
associate [anything] with Allah, your work would surely become worthless, and 
you would surely be among the losers."" - Quran 39:65 


The verses above says that whatever you do in life for humanity, is worthless 
without Islam. The hadith below says that not praying is worse than stealing. 


The Prophet (&) said, Gabriel came to me and gave me the glad tidings that 
anyone who died without worshipping anything besides Allah, would enter 
Paradise. I asked (Gabriel), ‘Even if he committed theft, and even if he committed 
illegal sexual intercourse?’ He said, '(Yes), even if he committed theft, and even if 
he Committed illegal sexual intercourse." - Sahih al-Bukhari 9:93:579 


Islam always has that attitude that your are not worth anything. 


"O Prophet, urge the believers to battle. If there are among you twenty [who 
are] steadfast, they will overcome two hundred. And if there are among you one 
hundred [who are] steadfast, they will overcome a thousand of those who have 
disbelieved because they are a people who do not understand." - Quran 8:65 


"Now, Allah has lightened [the hardship] for you, and He knows that among 

you is weakness. So if there are from you one hundred [who are] steadfast, they 
will overcome two hundred. And if there are among you a thousand, they will 
overcome two thousand by permission of Allah . And Allah is with the steadfast." 
- Quran 8:66 


"Indeed, the worst of living creatures in the sight of Allah are those who have 
disbelieved, and they will not [ever] believe -" - Quran 8:55 


So do not weaken and call for peace while you are superior; and Allah is with you 
and will never deprive you of [the reward of] your deeds. - Quran 47:35 


"Indeed, they who disbelieved among the People of the Scripture and the 
polytheists will be in the fire of Hell, abiding eternally therein. Those are the worst 
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of creatures." - Quran 98:6 


"Those to whom We have given the Book recite it with its true recital. They [are 
the ones who] believe in it. And whoever disbelieves in it - it is they who are the 
losers." - Quran 2:121 


"To Him belong the keys of the heavens and the earth. And they who disbelieve in 
the verses of Allah - it is those who are the losers." - Quran 39:63 


"And whoever denies the faith - his work has become worthless, and he, in the 
Hereafter, will be among the losers." - Quran 5:5 


"The chieftains of his people, who were disbelieving, said: Lo! we surely see thee in 
foolishness, and lo! we deem thee of the liars."

Then there is Ibn Kathir: 


“(and feel themselves subdued.), disgraced, humiliated and belittled. Therefore, 
Muslims are not allowed to honor the people of Dhimmah or elevate them above 
Muslims, for they are miserable, disgraced and humiliated. Muslim recorded 
from Abu Hurayrah that the Prophet said, Do not initiate the Salam to the Jews 
and Christians, and if you meet any of them in a road, force them to its narrowest 
alley).” - Ibn Kathir 9:29 


Arabs are supirior above non-Arabs 
The Arabs claim that they are the descendant of Ismai'il, and according to the 
following hadiths, they are the chosen people: 


"Indeed Allah has chosen Isma’il from the children of Ibrahim, and He chose 
Banu Kinanah from the children of Isma'il, and He chose the Quraish from Banu

From the sira of Al-Tabari: 
"Praise belongs to Godwho created heaven and earth and carried out His 
commandtherein, and His knowledge encompasses His Throne.Nothingexists but 
by His bounty.By His power He made us kings andchose the best of His creation 
as a prophet who is the noblest inlineage,the most truthful in speech, and the 
best in noble de-scent.He sent down to him His book and entrusted him with 
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Hiscreatures.He was the chosen one of God from the worlds. Thenhe summoned 
people to faith,and the Emigrants from his peopleand his kinsfolk believed 

in the Messenger of God. They are themost noble people in lineage,the most 
prominent,and the best indeeds.."

Passing the grave of a non-Muslim 

“A Bedouin came to the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allaah be upon him) and 
said, ‘My father used to uphold the ties of kinship, and so on and so forth - where 
is he now?’ He said, ‘In Hell’? The Bedouin got upset and said, ‘O Messenger of 
Allaah, where is your father?’ He said, “Whenever you pass by the grave of a kaafir, 
give him the tidings of Hell’ The Bedouin later became a Muslim, and he said, 
“The Messenger of Allaah (peace and blessings of Allaah be upon him) gave me 

a difficult commission. Whenever I pass by the grave of a kaafir, I give him the 
tidings of Hell”” - Al-Tabarani, Al-Mujam, Al-Kabir 326 (Sahih). See also Al- 
Haythami (1/117-118) 


The Arabic word used for "give him the tidings" is bushraa, which in general 
terms means to preach or deliver news. It is used in the context of delivering good 
news, but in this example it is bad news, which means that the Muslim is happy to 
deliver the bad news over the grave of the non-Muslim. 


“Allah says” 


The correct term is “The Quran says Allah says”. Difference. 


Those who reject Islam or leave Islam are called 
“ignorant” 


This is a statement I hear a lot about from them. The problem is that 90% of all 
them one have come across with who says that, are ignorant themselves. They 
have no proper knowledge of the world how it operates. Whether we are talking 
about infrastructure, buildings, roads, tunnels, bridges. Whether we are talking 
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about the chemical, biochemical, biological, pharmaceutical and medical world. 
Whether we are talking about the physical world in physics, like astronomy, 
nuclear, electromagnetism or engineering in programming, robotic engineering 
or rocket science. Whether we are talking about professional sport in any Olympic 
discipline, or media science in photography, film making or music theory. And 
one of the most important is how the laws govern our modern world and how 
democracy really works. They are indoctrinated in so an early age, that they think 
that Islam is the way to understand the rest - which is completely nonsense. 
Obviously from an outsiders experience most Muslims actually are worse in those 
disciplines by following Islam. They are ignorant because they don’t understand 
everything what is mentioned above. The usual phrase you get “he does not know 
Islam at all”. The problem is they those who says that knows nothing about the 
world. Technically they are the more ignorant people. People have seen these 
“scientific miracles’, they are not special, not scientific and has been known to 
man before Islam anyway. Going back and fourth with verses just wastes your 

life. It’s funny how they try to convert you, and if you convert “mashallah” But if 
you reject and criticize it, they'll say “he doesn’t even know Arabic”. What, so if he 
accepts Islam, he knows Arabic? Pathetic. 


Apologists often use the word ignorant, and for some people it might feel like a 
personal attack. The word ignorant actually has roots in the Quran and Islamic 
traditions. 


"Nay, but their hearts are in ignorance of this (Qur'an), and they have other works, 
besides, which they" - Quran 23:63 


"When those who disbelieved had put into their hearts chauvinism - the 
chauvinism of the time of ignorance. But Allah sent down His tranquillity upon 
His Messenger and upon the believers and imposed upon them the word of 
righteousness, and they were more deserving of it and worthy of it. And ever is 
Allah, of all things, Knowing." - Quran 48:26 


"And even if We had sent down to them the angels [with the message] and the 
dead spoke to them [of it] and We gathered together every [created] thing in front 
of them, they would not believe unless Allah should will. But most of them, [of 
that], are ignorant." - Quran 6:111 


"During the pre-Islamic period of ignorance I saw a she-monkey surrounded by 
a number of monkeys. They were all stoning it, because it had committed illegal 
sexual intercourse. I too, stoned it along with them." - Sahih al-Bukhari 3849 
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The Muslims did not free slaves as Sa'iba, but the People of the Pre-lslamic Period 
of Ignorance used to do so. - : Sahih al-Bukhari 6753 


"Allah's Messenger (X) said to me, "Were your people not close to the Pre-Islamic 
period of ignorance, I would have demolished the Ka*ba and would have rebuilt 
it on its original foundations laid by Abraham (for Quraish had curtailed its 
building), and I would have built a back door (too)." - Sahih al-Bukhari 1585 


"Hakim bin Hizam said, "O Allah's Messenger (X)! I used to do good deeds in the 
Pre-Islamic period of Ignorance.." - : Sahih al-Bukhari 2220 


"Umar said "O Allah's Messenger (&)! I vowed to perform I tikaf for one night 
in Al-Masjid-al-Haram, during the Pre-Islamic Period of ignorance (before 


embracing Islam)." - Sahih al-Bukhari 6697 


Muslims are being attacked in the West, we are the 
victims 


Many people try to play the victim card in the west, that they are being attacked in 
the west. Let’s put some statistics on the table here:

Islam is being attacked in the media only because Islam is attacking democracy, 
freedom of speech, freedom of though and liberty. 


Furthermore the most persecuted religious groups happens in Islamic countries, 
where Muslims are attacking non-Muslims in mostly Africa and Middle-East. 
Muslims in the West always protest against the West and its democracy. Can 
Christians in Islamic countries do the same? The answer is no. The difference 

is that the West is defending it’s values with democracy, and Middle-East is 
defending it’s religion with violence, executions and prison. 


Quran says do not talk with non-Muslims 


"O you who have believed, do not take the Jews and the Christians as allies. 
They are [in fact] allies of one another. And whoever is an ally to them among 
you - then indeed, he is [one] of them. Indeed, Allah guides not the wrongdoing 
people." - Quran 5:51 


"O you who have believed, do not take your fathers or your brothers as allies if 
they have preferred disbelief over belief. And whoever does so among you - then 
it is those who are the wrongdoers." - Quran 9:23 


"Let not believers take disbelievers as allies rather than believers. And whoever 
[of you] does that has nothing with Allah, except when taking precaution against 
them in prudence. And Allah warns you of Himself, and to Allah is the [final] 
destination." - Quran 3:28 


"They wish you would disbelieve as they disbelieved so you would be alike. So do 
not take from among them allies until they emigrate for the cause of Allah. But if 
they turn away, then seize them and kill them wherever you find them and take 
not from among them any ally or helper." - Quran 4:89 


This is true. Everything in the Quran is supposed to be timeless unless stated 
otherwise. There are no statements for "otherwise" for this verse, so this is a 
commandment for all time. Take a note that the Quran refers the Jews and 
Christians as the People of the Book, as one entity against Islam. 
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"Taking the disbelievers as friends is one of the categories of mischief on the 
earth" - Tafsir Ibn Kathir 2:11 


Ibn Kathir, the most reliable tafsir says that taking non-Muslims as friends is 
mischief. 


"Do not accompany except a believer, and do not serve your food except to one 
with Taqwa." - Jami* at-Tirmidhi 2395 (Sahih) 


A person without Taqwa means it is a person who does not have awareness of 
believing in the Islamic God, and fearing him. This means that a Muslim is not 
allowed to accompany or serve his food to a non-Muslim. 


Islam does not allow child marriage 


"Divorced women remain in waiting for three periods, and it is not lawful for 
them to conceal what Allah has created in their wombs if they believe in Allah 
and the Last Day. And their husbands have more right to take them back in this 
[period] if they want reconciliation. And due to the wives is similar to what is 
expected of them, according to what is reasonable. But the men have a degree over 
them [in responsibility and authority]. And Allah is Exalted in Might and Wise." - 
Quran 2:228 


"And those who no longer expect menstruation among your women - if you 
doubt, then their period is three months, and [also for] those who have not 
menstruated. And for those who are pregnant, their term is until they give birth. 
And whoever fears Allah - He will make for him of his matter ease." - Quran 65:4 


The Quran says "and [also for] those who have not menstruated" for divorced 
womens, which means that it is allowed to marry females who have not yet 
menstruated. The tafsirs confirms, including Ibn Kathir, the most reliable tafsir: 


"Her ‘Iddah is three months instead of the three monthly cycles for those who 
menstruate, which is based upon the Ayah in (Surat) Al-Baqarah. see 2:228 The 
same for the young, who have not reached the years of menstruation." - Tafsir Ibn 
Kathir 65:4 


"those who do not have menstruation because they are too young?" - Tafsir Ibn 
Abbas 65:4 
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"And [also for] those who have not yet menstruated, because of their young age, 
their period shall [also] be three months" - Tafsir Al-Jalalayn 65:4 


Some people claim that the word nisa does not refer to girls who have not gone 
into purberty but adult females. This is however not true, the word refers to 
orphan girls in the Quranic verse below: 


"And they request from you, [O Muhammad], a [legal] ruling concerning women. 
Say, " Allah gives you a ruling about them and [about] what has been recited 

to you in the Book concerning the orphan girls to whom you do not give what 

is decreed for them - and [yet] you desire to marry them - and concerning the 
oppressed among children and that you maintain for orphans [their rights] in 
justice." And whatever you do of good - indeed, Allah is ever Knowing of it." - 
Quran 4:127 


Aisha was not child when she married and had sex 
with Muhammad rather 14, 16, or even 18 years old. 


In recent years many have begun saying that Aisha was not a child when she 
married and had sex with Muhammad. This is however a deception and the term 
taqiyya is probably being used here. Sahih Bukhari, the most reliable hadith says: 


“Narrated * Aisha: that the Prophet (swf) married her when she was six years old 
and he consummated his marriage when she was nine years old, and then she 
remained with him for nine years (i.e., till his death).” - Sahih Bukhari Volume 7, 
Book 62, Hadith 64 


“The Prophet (swf) wrote the (marriage contract) with ‘Aisha while she was six 
years old and consummated his marriage with her while she was nine years old 
and she remained with him for nine years (i.e. till his death).’ - Sahih al-Bukhari 
5158 


“Aisha (Allah be pleased with her) reported that Allah’s Apostle married her 
when she was seven years old, and he was taken to his house as a bride when she 
was nine, and her dolls were with her; and when he (the Holy Prophet) died she 
was eighteen years old.” —- Sahih Muslim 3481 


Narrated 'A'isha : 'A'isha (Allah be pleased with her) reported that Allah's Apostle 
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(X) married her when she was six years old, and he (the Holy Prophet) took her 
to his house when she was nine, and when he (the Holy Prophet) died she was 
eighteen years old" - Sahih Muslim 3482 


"The Messenger of Allah (X) married me when I was seven years old. The narrator 
Sulaiman said: or Six years. He had intercourse with me when I was nine years 
old." - Sunan Abi Dawud 2121 


"So Allah's Messenger (&) called for Barira and said, "O Barira! Did you ever see 
anything which might have aroused your suspicion? (as regards Aisha). Barira 
said, "By Allah Who has sent you with the truth, I have never seen anything 
regarding Aisha which I would blame her for except that she is a girl of immature 
age" - Sahih al-Bukhari 4750 


There is really no more debate about this. 


Other people state that this was normal at a time when life expectancy was low. 
This is however not the case because in old indigenous religions, men married in 
their middle twenties, and women married between 12 and 15 years of age, which 
corresponds with puberty. Furthermore as the religion of Christianity expanded 
throughout the regions, men began to marry in a decreasing age, and women 
increasingly later than 12-15 years old. 


Corruption of one hadith 

"The Messenger of Allah (X) married me when I was seven or six. When we came 
to Medina, some women came. according to Bishr's version: Umm Ruman came 
to me when I was swinging. They took me, made me prepared and decorated me. 
I was then brought to the Messenger of Allah (&), and he took up cohabitation 
with me when I was nine. She halted me at the door, and I burst into laughter. 
Abu Dawud said: That is to say: I menstruated, and I was brought in a house, 

and there were some women of the Ansari in it. They said: With good luck and 
blessing. The tradition of one of them has been included in the other." - Sunan Abi 
Dawud 4933 (Sahih) 


The translation of the hadith above has been corrupted, as the word in Arabic 
means she breathed and not she menstruated. 


Muhammad encouraged to lie to non-muslims 
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"it is not lawful to lie except in three cases: Something the man tells his wife 
to please her, to lie during war, and to lie in order to bring peace between the 
people." - Jami* at-Tirmidhi 1939 (Sahih) 


"He replied that he had given him an undertaking and and he did not know 
whether he could fulfil it. The apostle said, ‘All that is incumbent upon you is that 
you should try.’ He said, 'O apostle of God, we shall have to tell lies.' He answered, 
‘Say what you like, for you are free in the matter." - Ibn Ishaq, page 367 


Allah encourages to lie to non-muslims 


This is one of the most important points in modern politics. According to the 
Quranic verses below, Allah does not approve apostasy which means going away 
from Islam, except if you have to pretend: 


"Whoever disbelieves in Allah after his belief... except for one who is forced [to 
renounce his religion] while his heart is secure in faith. But those who [willingly] 
open their breasts to disbelief, upon them is wrath from Allah, and for them is a 
great punishment;" - Quran 16:106 


"Let not believers take disbelievers as allies rather than believers. And whoever 
[of you] does that has nothing with Allah, except when taking precaution against 
them in prudence. And Allah warns you of Himself, and to Allah is the [final] 
destination." - Quran 3:28 


Explanation: The above verses explains not to take unbelievers as friends unless 
it is to guard themselves against them by pretending to be the non-muslims good 
friend. This is called tagiyya. The only question remains, was this verse only 
intended to be during the lifetime of Muhammad? The answer is no. The most 
reliable tafsir, Ibn Kathir writes: 


Allah prohibited His believing servants from becoming supporters of the 
disbelievers, or to take them as comrades with whom they develop friendships, 
rather than the believers. Allah warned against such behavior when He said, (And 
whoever does that, will never be helped by Allah in any way) meaning, whoever 
commits this act that Allah has prohibited, then Allah will discard him. - Ibn 
Kathir on 3:28 


And continous: 
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"(unless you indeed fear a danger from them) meaning, except those believers 
who in some areas or times fear for their safety from the disbelievers. In this case, 
such believers are allowed to show friendship to the disbelievers outwardly, but 
never inwardly. For instance, Al-Bukhari recorded that Abu Ad-Darda’' said, "We 
smile in the face of some people although our hearts curse them." Al-Bukhari said 
that Al-Hasan said, "The Tuqyah is allowed until the Day of Resurrection." - Ibn 
Kathir on 3:28 


Ibn Kathir, the most reliable tafsir, states that you must not take unbelievers as 
friends until judgement day or end of time. This is a direct confirmation from 
the Quran itself and the most reliable tafsir. This is however only half the truth, 
the dangerous part follows right after by asking the question why it would matter 
for muslims in the modern world to use tagiyya? Simply because the Quran 
commands to fight the until judgement day: 


"Fight those who do not believe in Allah or in the Last Day and who do not 
consider unlawful what Allah and His Messenger have made unlawful and who 
do not adopt the religion of truth from those who were given the Scripture - 
[fight] until they give the jizyah willingly while they are humbled. - Quran 9:29 


Explanation: Notice that the Quranic verse above states to fight those who do not 
believe in Allah or in the Last Day. The dangerous part comes when it gets applied 
into the 21th century where they must fight or expel non-muslims, destroy 
churches, implement shariah law (middle-east in the 21th century), and if they 
are in danger, for example being the minority in the west, then they are allowed 
to pretend that radical Islam is misinterpretating Islam until they become the 
majority and are no longer in danger. The second part is directly stated by Ibn 
Kathir where he writes (unless you indeed fear a danger from them) meaning, 
except those believers who in some areas or times fear for their safety from the 
disbelievers. 


Both fighting those who do not believe in Allah or in the Last Day by the Quran 
and the Tuqyah is allowed until the Day of Resurrection' by Ibn Kathir (the most 
reliable tafsir) is meant to be for all ages of time, even in the 21th century. The 
Westerns would of course not agree with this statement, simply because there 

is no sign of war in the West. In fact they were even the ones themselves who 
welcomed muslims into their country, so the muslims have no reason to be in 
danger. Exactly. They have been commanded to fight until the end of times, and 
if they did as a minority (of those who wants shariah law), they would risk their 
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lives in doing so. 


You have not read Muhammad: life, have you? If you had read Muhammads life, 
you will see he was not a man of peace once he moved to Medina from 624 and 
on. Now he moved to Medina in 622. Up until 622 he was a man of peace, because 
he was a minority. And if you are a minority, you better be a person of peace. And 
I would suggest that muslims in this country are a people of peace, yes they are. 
Because they are a minority here, and as a minority they have to live by our laws 
and our rules and our jurisdictions. And we demand that they are peaceful, they 
cannot do any other" - Jay Smith 


Taqiyya used in modern times 

Many people claim that taqiyya is permitted if the Muslim fears for his safety, and 
therefore it is not relevant in todays world. This is however not true. According to 
world statistics, the countries with most wars are generally Islamic countries, and 
the solution for a conversative Muslim who favors shariah law, is to flee to secular 
countries, which often happens to be a Christian country. In order for a foreigner 
to get citizinship, one must demonstrate an attachment to the principles and 
ideals of the constitution for that country. If the person refuses to do so, he risks 
being sent back to the Islamic country where another war might happen, thus 
risking and fearing for their safety. The solution is simply lying to get citizinship, 
and once the goal has been archieved, voting for shariah law becomes a tool. 
Another verse for lying in general is: 


"And it has already come down to you in the Book that when you hear the verses 
of Allah [recited], they are denied [by them] and ridiculed; so do not sit with 
them until they enter into another conversation. Indeed, you would then be like 
them. Indeed Allah will gather the hypocrites and disbelievers in Hell all together" 
- 4:140 


The verse above states that if people present the radical laws to a western person, 
and he knows that the person will criticises, deny or redicule the radical laws, he 
should not speak about it until they enter another conversation. In another words, 
hiding the radical laws until they become a majority. 


Muhammad gave gifts in order for people to convert 
to Islam 


This is actually a deception made by apologists, trying to convert you by giving 
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you gifts or anything related. 


"Zakah expenditures are only for the poor and for the needy and for those 
employed to collect [zakah] and for bringing hearts together [for Islam] and for 
freeing captives [or slaves] and for those in debt and for the cause of Allah and for 
the [stranded] traveler - an obligation [imposed] by Allah . And Allah is Knowing 
and Wise." - Quran 9:60 


"Ibn Shihab reported that Allah's Messenger (X) went on the expedition of 
Victory, i. e. the Victory of Mecca, and then he went out along with the Muslims 
and they fought at Hunain, and Allah granted victory to his religion and to 

the Muslims, and Allah's Messenger (&) gave one hundred camels to Safwan 

b. Umayya. He again gave him one hundred camels, and then again gave him 
one hundred camels. Sa'id b. Musayyib said that Safwan told him: (By Allah) 
Allah's Messenger () gave me what he gave me (and my state of mind at that 
time was) that he was the most detested person amongst people in my eyes. But 
he continued giving to me until now he is the dearest of people to me. - Sahih 
Muslim 2:144:6022 


"So the Quraish and the Ansar became angry and said, "He (i.e. the Prophet, ) 
gives the chief of Najd and does not give us." The Prophet (&) said, "I give them) 
so as to attract their hearts (to Islam)." - Sahih al-Bukhari 3344 


“Take comfort in the fact that when an atheist is kind to you, it’s not because 
they're trying to get into Heaven” 
- Anonymous 


This is a good quote, but in the case with Islam it is actually more like a political 
agenda by dragging one into a belief and radical Islam, and not just only going 
into heaven. 


The Quran is absolute and Science is not 


People who says this have no idea what real science is. There are probably around 
1000 different engineering, technology and science courses in total in Universities 
which make up the whole science. There are of course more different ones, but 
these 1000 courses fills up the overall syllabus for everything. The 40 different 
engineering degrees puts science into practice, which means it proves it works. 
The medical world does the same with the biochemical science. 
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Since many like to use the word “absolute’, then prove it? One of the oldest 
Qurans known today are from the 8th century (topkapi, sammarqand, mail, 
housini, petropolitanus, sana'a). As explained in chapter 1, none of these Qurans 
are original, none of these quran are the same as the Qurans today, all these 
qurans have mistakes in grammar and language, and some of the have missed 
words, missed pages and so on. So where is the absolute in that? 


Of all the 4200 religions, I was born as a muslim 


Many apologists say that of all the 4200 religions, they were born as a Muslims. 
Let's do the math. Christians comprises 31% of the worlds population, that means 
you have a chance of about 1/3 of being born as a Christian. Muslims comprises 
24% of worlds population, and therefore you have a chance of 1/4 of getting born 
as a Muslim. By saying that there is a 1/4200 chance of being born as a Muslim is 
just untrue. 


Allah says "Whoever hurts a non-muslim I shall be 
adversay to him, on the day of resurrection" 


You will not find this verse in the Quran, because it’s not true. But also they were 
copied and modified by hadith. 


“Whoever hurts a dhimmi, I am his adversary, and I shall be an adversary to him 
on the day of judgement” - Al-Khatib 


“Whoever kills a mu‘ahid will not smell the fragrance of Paradise, although 
its fragrance may be detected from a distance of forty years.” Narrated by al- 
Bukhaari, 2995 


A muaahid or dhimmih is a non-Muslim living under Muslim rule. 
"The Prophet (X) said, "Whoever killed a person having a treaty with the Muslims, 
shall not smell the smell of Paradise though its smell is perceived from a distance 


of forty years."" - Sahih al-Bukhari 3166 


“Whoever kills a man from among Ahl Adh-Dhimmah.[2] he will not smell 
the fragrance of Paradise, and its fragrance may be detected from a distance of 
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seventy years.” - Sunan an-Nasaii 4749 


It’s not about free non-muslims, it is about dhimmis who live in Islamic areas 
and has agreed to pay a tax to the community for not being killed, while still 
practicing Christianity or Judaism. In the Sahih hadith it says: 


“When Allah’s Messenger had conquered Khaibar, he wanted to expel the Jews 
from it as its land became the property of Allah, His Apostle, and the Muslims. 
Allah’s Messenger intended to expel the Jews but they requested him to let them 
stay there on the condition that they would do the labor and get half of the fruits. 
Allah’s Messenger told them, “We will let you stay on thus condition, as long as 
we wish.” So, they (i.e. Jews) kept on living there until ‘Umar forced them to go 
towards Taima’ and Ariha” - Sahih al-Bukhari 2338 


The Quran confirms the jizyah. Muhammad gav non-muslims 3 options: Convert 
to Islam, Pay the jizyah tax, or die. This is from Quran 9:29: 


“Fight those who do not believe in Allah or in the Last Day and who do not 
consider unlawful what Allah and His Messenger have made unlawful and who 
do not adopt the religion of truth from those who were given the Scripture - 
[fight] until they give the jizyah willingly while they are humbled” - 9:29 


This hadtih below says dhimmis are where you get the money to feed your family: 


“We said to ‘Umar bin Al-Khattab, Jo Chief of the believers! Advise us.” He said, 
“I advise you to fulfill Allah’s Convention (made with the Dhimmis) as it is the 
convention of your Prophet and the source of the livelihood of your dependents 
(i.e. the taxes from the Dhimmis.)“ - Sahih al-Bukhari 3162 


“(and feel themselves subdued.), disgraced, humiliated and belittled. Therefore, 
Muslims are not allowed to honor the people of Dhimmah or elevate them above 
Muslims, for they are miserable, disgraced and humiliated. Muslim recorded 
from Abu Hurayrah that the Prophet said, Do not initiate the Salam to the Jews 
and Christians, and if you meet any of them in a road, force them to its narrowest 
alley).” - Ibn Kathir 


So long story short, if a non-muslim does the labor, pays the tax, get half the 
fruits, then it is forbidden to kill that dhimmi. A dhimmah is also a miserable, 
disgraceful and humiliated person who is below a muslim. The jizyah tax was: 
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20% for a poor family 
40% for a medium income family 
80% for a rich family 


All while muslims only had to pay the zakat which was 2,5%. No wonder people 
converted to Islam. The Sahih Muslim confirms the three stages or options: 


"Fight in the name of Allah and in the way of Allah. Fight against those who 
disbelieve in Allah. Make a holy war, do not embezzle the spoils; do not break 
your pledge; and do not mutilate (the dead) bodies; do not kill the children. When 
you meet your enemies who are polytheists, invite them to three courses of action. 
If they respond to any one of these, you also accept it and withhold yourself from 
doing them any harm. Invite them to (accept) Islam; if they respond to you, accept 
it from them and desist from fighting against them. Then invite them to migrate 
from their lands to the land of the Muhajireen and inform them that, if they do so, 
they shall have all the privileges and obligations of the Muhajireen. If they refuse 
to migrate, tell them that they will have the status of Bedouin Muslims and will 

be subjected to the Commands of Allah like other Muslims, but they will not get 
any share from the spoils of war or Fai’ except when they actually fight with the 
Muslims (against the disbelievers). If they refuse to accept Islam, demand from 
them the Jizya. If they agree to pay, accept it from them and hold off your hands. 
If they refuse to pay the tax, seek Allah's help and fight them. When you lay siege 
to a fort and the besieged appeal to you for protection in the name of Allah and 
His Prophet, do not accord to them the guarantee of Allah and His Prophet, but 
accord to them your own guarantee and the guarantee of your companions for it 
is a lesser sin that the security given by you or your companions be disregarded 
than that the security granted in the name of Allah and His Prophet be violated. 
When you besiege a fort and the besieged want you to let them out in accordance 
with Allah's Command, do not let them come out in accordance with His 
Command, but do so at your (own) command, for you do not know whether 

or not you will be able to carry out Allah's behest with regard to them." - Sahih 
Muslim Book 19, Hadith 4294 


The hadith below further confirms the jizya: 


"When we reached the land of the enemy, the representative of Khosrau came out 
with forty-thousand warriors, and an interpreter got up saying, "Let one of you 
talk to me!" Al-Mughira replied, "Ask whatever you wish." The other asked, "Who 
are you?” Al-Mughira replied, "We are some people from the Arabs; 

we led a hard, miserable, disastrous life: we used to suck the hides and the date 
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stones from hunger; 

we used to wear clothes made up of fur of camels and hair of goats, and to 
worship trees and stones. While we were in this state, the Lord of the Heavens and 
the Earths, Elevated is His Remembrance and Majestic is His Highness, sent to us 
from among ourselves a Prophet whose father and mother are known to us. Our 
Prophet, the Messenger of our Lord, has ordered us to fight you till you worship 
Allah Alone or give Jizya (i.e. tribute)," - Sahih al-Bukhari 3159 


Khalid ibn al-Walid (592-642 AD) wrote a letter to the Persian monarch Emperor 
Yazdegerd III before invading it, saying: 


Submit to Islam and be safe. Or agree to the payment of the Jizya (tax), and you and 
your people will be under our protection, else you will have only yourself to blame 
for the consequences, for I bring the men who desire death as ardently as you desire 
life. 

- Khalid ibn al-Walid (592-642 AD) 


Also when people mentions protection tax, against who? The term protection tax 
is a meningsless term, because the tax is payed to those who wants to harm them. 
They were rather under subjugation. It is basically give me money or I'll kill you, 
which is the sequence of how a mob operates. 


You need to know Arabic to understand the Quran 
The last card claim is “it only works in Arabic’. So there are two options: 


e You accept the book without investigating it and every apologists are happy 
how you accomplished it without even knowing a single word of Arabic 

e Or you need the next 15 years to learn classical Arabic, then read the Quran 
and hadiths and then you can question it. 


They also claim that the Quran is wonderfully written. Romeo and Juliet is also 
wonderfully written, what does it have to do with the word of God? 

Everyone who has studied law will agree that the Quran is the most disoriented 
book that exists. It has no structure. Even Islamic scholars agree with that. 


“The Koran claims for itself that it is ‘mubeen; or ‘clear’, but if you look at it, 
you will notice that every fifth sentence or so simply doesn’t make sense. Many 
Muslims—and Orientalists—will tell you otherwise, of course, but the fact is that 
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a fifth of the Koranic text is just incomprehensible. This is what has caused the 
traditional anxiety regarding translation. If the Koran is not comprehensible—if 
it can't even be understood in Arabic—then it’s not translatable. People fear that. 
And since the Koran claims repeatedly to be clear but obviously is not—as even 
speakers of Arabic will tell you—there is a contradiction.” - Classical Arabic 
scholar Gerd Puin 


“The Quran contains sentences which are incomplete and not fully intelligible 
without the aid of commentaries; foreign words, unfamiliar Arabic words, and 
words used other than the normal meaning; adjectives and verbs infected without 
observance of the concord of gender and number; illogical and ungrammatically 
applied pronouns which sometimes have no referent; and predicates which in 
rhymed passages are often remote from subjects.” - Iranian Shiite scholar Ali 
Dashti 


Remember that the Quran itself says that it is easy to understand the Quran, and 
yet most muslims refer you to scholars, classical scholars, hadiths and tafsirs. 


"Alif, Lam, Ra. [This is] a Book whose verses are perfected and then presented in 
detail from [one who is] Wise and Acquainted." - Quran 11:1 


"[Say], "Then is it other than Allah I should seek as judge while it is He who 

has revealed to you the Book explained in detail?" And those to whom We 
[previously] gave the Scripture know that it is sent down from your Lord in truth, 
so never be among the doubters." - Quran 6:114 


"And [mention] the Day when We will resurrect among every nation a witness 
over them from themselves. And We will bring you, [O Muhammad], as a witness 
over your nation. And We have sent down to you the Book as clarification for all 
things and as guidance and mercy and good tidings for the Muslims." - Quran

"A Book whose verses have been detailed, an Arabic Qur'an for a people who 
know," - Quran 41:3 


If it is written in great detail, then a is it that a book that 's so clear, basic, 
fundamental and explained in detail needs a dedicated scholar to interpret it?

Interestingly enough, apologists always criticizes Judaism and Christianity, but 
when it comes to Islam, non-Muslims need to know Arabic.

If a verse was translated correctly, people tend to say that the verse was being 
misinterpretation. However, the important thing is that they do not have any 
explanation as to what the correct interpretation is. Another thing people tend to 
say is that a verse was taken out of context, with no explanation as to the correct 
context is. People often say things are out of context without knowing the exact 
context. Ironically, many things are taken out of context to in order to show the 
peace of Islam. 


As it was mentioned in chapter two, there are many non-Arabic words in the 
Quran, according to the book Al Muhadhdhab by Al-Suyuti (1445-1505 AD) there 
are 275 non-Arabic words in almost 15 different languages.

In the times of Medieval Islam, many claim that they brought prosperity and 
progress wherever they conquered. But looking today muslims are the exact 
opposite, wherever they conquer, they bring that place back to stone age, unless 
they have oil of course. The Islamic Golden Age was mostly copy and modify, that 
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is why their intellect doesn't really matter anymore, because they don't have that 
monopoly anymore as before, cause now the whole world can access everythimg. 
There are 1,8 billion muslims in the world, how many got a Nobel Prize?

Muslim are 24% of the worlds population and Jews are only 0,2% of the worlds 
population. In the last 600-700 years Muslims have almost not gotten anything 
to the table, only a minor percentage of the total science, engineering and 
technology - and Nobel Peace Prize for that matter. 


They just keep talking about Golden Age, just move on accept that the majority 
of it was just copy and modify. Just also in mind that Islam was the reponsible 
factor that conquered lands and stole their knowledge, but normal people in the 
Islamic commnuty, independent of religion modified the science and inventions. 
The science and inventions were not because of Islam, but despite Islam. ‘This is 
demonstrated easily. The Indians in 500 BC invented chess, but in the Medieval 
Islam it was further improve. And yet chess is not allowed according to Sahih 
Muslim: 


“Buraida reported on the authority of his father that Allah’s Apostle said: He who 
played Nardashir (a game similar to backgammon) is like one who dyed his hand 
with the flesh and blood of swine.” - Sahih Muslim, 2260 


If alcohol was prohibited in the Quran and Hadith, then what the hell was it doing 
Jabir ibn Hayyan’ lab? He knew (everybody knew) that the strong ingredient in 
wine does somehow evaporate from the wine, leaving the wine without its strong 
taste. Obviously, somebody made the wine and drank it. It must have been this 
way he had the idea to catch the evaporating alcohol. 


O you who have believed, indeed, intoxicants, gambling, [sacrificing on] stone 
alters [to other than Allah ], and divining arrows are but defilement from the 
work of Satan, so avoid it that you may be successful. - Quran 5:90

near the side of a mountain and in the evening their shepherd will come to them 
with their sheep and ask them for something, but they will say to him, ‘Return to 
us tomorrow: Allah will destroy them during the night and will let the mountain 
fall on them, and He will transform the rest of them into monkeys and pigs and 
they will remain so till the Day of Resurrection.” - Bukhari, Volume 7, Book 69, 
Number 494v 


So they invented stuff without thinking about religion too much. Also think about 
it, if Bagdadh was the center of knowledge, why were there scientists living in 
Spain? 


Islam has ruled the world before 


No it hasn't. It never ruled America, it never ruled the pacific, it never ruled Asia, 
it never ruled Australia, it never ruled mid Africa, it never ruled southern Africa, 
and it certainly never ruled Europe (except Spain and the Balkans). 


“You dont know anything about Islamic inventions" 


Science has no religion, the west doens't say “Christian inventions” anyway, and 
there are probably 1000 times more inventions and discoveries from Christians 
than from Muslims if one compares the whole list. When a chinese man invents 
something in China, and an American can produce the same invention in USA, 
it just shows that gender, sex, color, nationality, religion, age doesn't determine 
the ability to invent or discover anything. There are certain things which will be 
invented or discovered, regardless what where you come from. This is science. 
Science is universal, they just need to be discovered. Art in the other hand is 
determined by an individual and culture. 


Teaching children Islam before they get adults 


"The Messenger of Allah (X) said: Command your children to pray when they 
become seven years old, and beat them for it (prayer) when they become ten years 
old; and arrange their beds (to sleep) separately." - Sunan Abi Dawud 495 (Hasan 
Sahih) 
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Some people say: We must teach children about Islam until they are old enough to 
understand the world. Until they get to that age, it is the parents responsibility to 
teach how to be a muslim. 


It is called indoctrination. You are really just taken advantage of the children 
where they are the most powerless members of the society, and have nothing to 
defend themselves but to believe everything they hear from their most trusted 
and closest people they have ever known; their parents. It’s been found out that a 
child’s deepest root in personality and perception is programmed from the age of 
0 till 7. Everything that happens after are mostly modifications. 


Another thing is that critical thinking is vital to learning new skills, and 
indoctrinating children at a young age will damage it. Islam does not encourage 
critical thinking, because it helps planting the seed of doubt. It can especially be 
dangerous from a young age.

Muhammad Abul Huda al-Yaqoubi today is as white and orange man, that you 
would think he is an Irish or an Englishman, when in fact he is a descendant 
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from the prophet Muhammad himself. Of course it depends which ancestors he 
had after Muhammad that made him a ginger. Muhammad Ali was also deceived 
because Muhammad actually owned a black slave: 


Allah’s Messenger was on a journey and he had a black slave called Anjasha, 
and he was driving the camels (very fast, and there were women riding on those 
camels). Allah’s Messenger said, “Waihaka (May Allah be merciful to you), O 
Anjasha! Drive slowly (the camels) with the glass vessels (women)!” - Sahih al- 
Bukhari 6161 


The hadith below says that an Arab slave has a value of two black slaves: 


“A slave came and gave his pledge to the Messenger of Allah to emigrate, and the 
Prophet did not realize that he was a slave. Then his master came looking for him. 
The Prophet said; ‘Sell him to me’ So he bought him for two black slaves, then he 
did not accept until he had asked; ‘Is he a slave?” - Sunan an-Nasaii, 4621(Sahih) 


The black man is Allah’s most hateful creation: 


"The most hateful among the creation of Allah is one black man among them 
(Khawarij) " - Sahih Muslim 1066 g 


If only he knew that before he changed his name.

Believing in Allah makes you a moral person 


There has been conducted psychological experiments with children. The children 
were left in a room empty to wait while hidden cameras were recording. They 
were told not to do anything stupid, and yet they did. In the second part of the 
experiments, now the children were told there is an invisible man watching you 
from a chair, and the result showed that the children behaved in a more moral 
and responsible way, and didn't do anything they had been prohibited in doing. 
The lesson of this experiment is very simple, it doesn’t matter who you believe in, 
as long as you believe someone is watching you and the likelihood that you will 
behave in a more moral way is greater.

‘Abdu'r-Rahman said, "Ibn 'Umar passed by a Christian who greeted him and Ibn 
‘Umar returned the greeting He was told that the man was a Christian. When he 
learned that, he went back to him and said, 'Give me back my greeting." - Al- 
Adab Al-Mufrad 1115 


Do not greet the Jews and the Christians before they greet you and when you 
meet any one of them on the roads force him to go to the narrowest part of it. - 
Sahih Muslim 2167 a 


"I am riding to the Jews tomorrow. Do not initiate the greeting with them, and if 
they greet you, then say: Wa ‘alaikum (and also upon you)". - Sunan Ibn Majah 
3699 


There is also this:

Al-salaam ‘ala man attaba’a al-huda 


This is translated to "Greetings are upon those who follow the truth" or "Peace be 
upon who follow the righteous path". Which means when muslims greet a non- 
muslim with this, it basically means that the greeting is not meant to you, if you 
are a non-muslim. 


Most muslims live in North Africa and Middle East 


It is often believed that most Muslims live in North Africa and Middle-East. This 
is incorrect. Out of 1,8 billion Muslims in the world, more than 1 billion Muslims 
live in Asia. The four largest Muslim countries are: 


e Indonesia (Asia): 229 million Muslims 

e Pakistan (Asia): 200 million Muslims 

e India (Asia): 195 million Muslims 

e Bangladesh (Asia): 153 million Muslims 
e (total: 777 million Muslims) 
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Only 15% of 1.800.000.000 Muslims understand Arabic while the rest, 85% don't, 
mainly because most of them live in Asia. 


The first arabic book is the Quran 


Caliph Umar (the Caliph after Abu Bakr when he died in 634 AD). His most 
dastardly deed was the destruction of the great library in Alexandria. His order to 
Amir Amron ibn al-Ass (rightly named) is preserved as follows: 


"As for the books you mentioned here is my reply. If their content is in accordance 
with the book of Allah, we may do without them, for in that case the book 

of Allah more than sufficies. If on the other hand, they contain matter not in 
accordance with the book of Allah, there can be no need to preserve them. 
Proceed then and destroy them." - Chronicum Syriacum by Bar Hebraeus 


The books from Alexandria were burned. Moslems destroyed the library of 
Alexandria in Egypt in 642 AD, The Christian crusades in the 11th and 12th 
century were held and the exclamation of the state Israel in Palestine in 1948 AD. 


"The 700,000 scrolls, some of them works a thousand or more years old, many on 
Mathematics, science and philosophy were destroyed. Ibn al-Kifti wrote that, "it 
took 6 months to burn all that mass of material." 


Tarikh al-Hukama (1903) by Ibn al-Qifti, says, that the books were used to warm 
the public baths. They say it took 6 months to burn all the books. What does it 
have to do with the Quran? Because he might also have ordered to burn arabic 
books that was against the Quran, or of no worth. This burning of books of 
Alexandria did not start in Egypt, but 4 years earliere in Persia. When the arabs 
conquered Persia, they burned the libaries down. The only book that managned 
to survive during from the beginning of Islam was the Quran. Remember that 

in chapter one, it was revealed that Uthman made a new Quran and ordered the 
previous to be burned. 


Qutubuddin Aibak 

India lost millions of books on Mathematics, Astronomy, Philosophy and other 
Sciences of the Vedic and Buddhist periods. 

in the year 1196 A.D. the eunuch Qutubuddin Aibak destroyed the famous 
Sanskrit college of Vishaldev in the capital of Gujrat 
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Muhammad encouraged his followers to suck on each 
other's fingers 


The Prophet (&) said, 'When you eat, do not wipe your hands till you have licked 
it, or had it licked by somebody else." - Sahih al-Bukhari 5456 


Ibn 'Abbas reported Allaah's Messenger (sallAllaahu alayhi wa sallam.) as saying: 
When any one of you eats food he should not wipe his hand until he has licked it 
himself or has given it to someone else to lick. - Sahih Muslim 5037 


Ibn 'Abbas reported Allaah's Messenger (sallAllaahu alayhi wa sallam) as saying: 
When any one of you eats food he should not wipe his hand until he has licked it 
or got it licked by (someone else). - Sahih Muslim 5038 


Ibn 'Abbas reported Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him.) as saying: When 
any one of you eats food he should not wipe his hand until he has licked it himself 
or has given it to someone else to lick. - Sahih Muslim 5294 


Jabir reported that Allah's Messenger commanded the licking of fingers and the 
dish, saying: You do not know in what portion the blessing lies. - Sahih Muslim 
5300 


Muslims don't like when the Quran is burned 


“Uthman then ordered Zaid bin Thabit, ‘Abdullah bin AzZubair, Said bin Al-As 
and ‘AbdurRahman bin Harith bin Hisham to rewrite the manuscripts in perfect 
copies. ‘Uthman said to the three Quraishi men, “In case you disagree with Zaid 
bin Thabit on any point in the Qur'an, then write it in the dialect of Quraish, the 
Quran was revealed in their tongue.” They did so, and when they had written 
many copies, “‘Uthman returned the original manuscripts to Hafsa. “‘Uthman sent 
to every Muslim province one copy of what they had copied, and ordered that 
all the other Quranic materials, whether written in fragmentary manuscripts or 
whole copies, be burnt” Sahih al-Bukhari, Hadith 51 


As it is known in Islam, it is strictly forbidden to burn the Quran. The question is 
why do Muslims get upset when people burn the Quran today, when in 652 AD, 
according to the Islamic traditions, their own Caliph Uthman burned themselves 
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the original ones, and even changed it? 


Birds do not fly over the Kaaba 


Many claim that birds do not fly over the Kaaba. Indeed they do, there are even 
photographs of birds pooping on the top of the Kaaba. 


Mecca and Medina are holy cities 


"There are angels guarding the entrances (or roads) of Madinah, neither plague 
nor Dajjal will be able to enter it." - Sahih al-Bukhari 3:30:104 


Mecca is however also seen as a holy city. A plague in Mecca killed 75% of all 

the pilgrims in 1831. In 1837, another plague hit the city, which paused the Hajj 
until 1840. In 1846, cholera hit the city and killed 15000 people. In 1858, another 
pandemic with cholera hit the city. Another pandemic hit Medina in 1898-1899. 


As it is easily demonstrated, Mecca and Medina are not well projected against 
pandemics and plagues. 


Islam cares about animals 


Many people claim that the Quran teaches you to love animals and care for them. 
This is not the case, at least not according different hadiths, including the most 
reliable one: Sahih Bukhari. 


Killing Crows, Kites, Mice, Scorpions and Dogs 

"Narrated Hafsa: Allah's Apostle said, "It is not sinful (of a Muhrim) to kill five 
kinds of animals, namely: the crow, the kite, the mouse, the scorpion and the 
rabid dog." - Sahih Bukhari 3:29:54. See also 3:29:55, 4:54:531, 4:54:532, 7:2718 
and Sahih Muslim 7:2818, 7:2819, 7:2724, 7:2725, 7:2726, 7:2727 and Al-Muwatta 
20:39; 20:90, 20:91, 20:92: 


Killing dogs 

"Abdullah (b. Umar) (Allah be pleased with them) reported: Allah's Messenger 
(may peace be upon him) ordered the killing of dogs and we would send (men) in 
Medina and its corners and we did not spare any dog that we did not kill, so much 
so that we killed the dog that accompanied the wet she-camel belonging to the 
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people of the desert." - Sahih Muslim 10:3811, 24:5248, 16:2840, 16:2839, 10:3811, 
37:128, 39:210, 22:56, 22:57, 22:59, 22:60, Jami‘ at-Tirmidhi 1486, 1488, Sunan

"The unbeliever who prohibits the slaughtering of an animal [for no reason but] 
to achieve the interest of the animal is incorrect because in so doing he gives 
preference to a lower, khasis, animal over a higher, nafis, animal." - “Izz ad-Din b. 
‘Abd as-Salam, Qawa id al-Ahkam fi Masalih al-Anam (Damascus: Dar al-Tabba,

In addition it doesn't change the animal cruelty that is happening when they want 
to eat halal meat, chopping off half their throat and let the blood flow out while 
they are still alive. If one knows neurobiology, it doesn't take long to realize that 
that the animals have exactly the same brain areas as humans, like the frontal lope, 
motor cortex, somatosensory cortex parietal lobe, occipital lobe and more. In fact 
it has been known for a long time that their brain areas gets activated the same 

as humans. If a human feels sad, certain areas are activated in the brain; the same 
areas as in animals. It is important to understand that regardless how many verses 
religous folsk comes with, halal slaughtering is animal cruelty which is actually

The first word in the Quran is "Read" 


This is wrong. The first sentence in the Quran is "In the name of God", and 
therefore the first word is "In". It is according to the Islamic traditions written 
in the 9th and 10th century which states that the first word revealed was "Iqra", 
which means pronounce or read. However, going after the Islamic traditions 
again, let us see what one of Muhammads last words were: 


"Allah's Messenger (swf) said, "I have been sent with the shortest expressions 
bearing the widest meanings, and I have been made victorious with terror (cast 
in the hearts of the enemy), and while I was sleeping, the keys of the treasures of 
the world were brought to me and put in my hand." Abu Huraira added: Allah's 
Messenger (swf) has left the world and now you, people, are bringing out those 
treasures (i.e. the Prophet did not benefit by them)." - Sahih al-Bukhari 2977 


The part which says "I have been made victorious with terror". 
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The true origin of veiling 


The wife of Muhammad then was outside for defecating and was found by Umar 
who said " I have recognized you oh sauda". The wife went to Muhammad and 
told him in which the revelation of veiling came into existence. 

"Aisha reported that the wives of Allah's Messenger used to go out in the cover 

of night when they went to open fields (in the outskirts of Medina) for easing 
themselves. 'Umar b Khattab used to say: Allah's Messenger, ask your ladies to 
observe veil, but Allah's Messenger did not do that. So there went out Sauda, 
daughter of Zarn'a, the wife of Allah's Messenger, during one of the nights when 

it was dark. She was a tall statured lady. 'Umar called her saying: Sauda, we 
recognise you. (He did this with the hope that the verses pertaining to veil would 
be revealed.) 'A'isha said: Allah, the Exalted and Glorious, then revealed the verses 
pertaining to veil." - Sahih Muslim 5:5397 + 31:5903. See also Sahih Bukhari 
1:4:148 + 8:74:257 + 6:60:10 + 6:60:313 


Hijab was not enough for Umar, because one could see the figure of women who 
were fat, so according to the following hadith burka was introduced. 


" Sauda (the wife of the Prophet) went out to answer the call of nature after it 

was made obligatory (for all the Muslims ladies) to observe the veil. She was a fat 
huge lady, and everybody who knew her before could recognize her. So 'Umar 

bin Al-Khattab saw her and said, "O Sauda! By Allah, you cannot hide yourself 
from us, so think of a way by which you should not be recognized on going out. 
Sauda returned while Allah's Apostle was in my house taking his supper and a 
bone covered with meat was in his hand. She entered and said, "O Allah's Apostle! 
I went out to answer the call of nature and 'Umar said to me so-and-so." Then 
Allah inspired him (the Prophet) and when the state of inspiration was over and 
the bone was still in his hand as he had not put in down, he said (to Sauda), "You 
(women) have been allowed to go out for your needs."" - Sahih Bukhari 6:60:318 + 
Sahih Muslim 26:5395 


The reason why the veiling of women came to is because of Umar, and not 
because of Muhammad. 


The origin of slaves in America 


This is not something many people know but Europeans bought their slaves from

"You will fight the Arabian Peninsula and victory will be granted by Allah. Then 
you will fight the Romans and victory will be granted (by Allah). Then you will 
fight Dajjal and victory will be granted (by Allah)." Jabir said: "Dajjal will not 
appear until you have fought the Romans." - Sunan Ibn Majah 4091 (Sahih) 


In regard to fighting the Romans, it besically means the entire Europe and 
America in todays world. 


Furthermore the evidence supports the other direction, in which the next page 
illustrates it. Japan for example composes mostly of atheist, and they do not 
believe in judgement day, hell, heaven or 72 virgnings, and yet they have no 
corruption, no bribery, no illiterates, no sectarianism and no wars.

"The Prophet (X) said, "You will definitely see your Lord with your own eyes.""

The Quran states that those who deny the verses by Allah are hypocrites. 


"And it has already come down to you in the Book that when you hear the verses 
of Allah [recited], they are denied [by them] and ridiculed; so do not sit with 
them until they enter into another conversation. Indeed, you would then be like 
them. Indeed Allah will gather the hypocrites and disbelievers in Hell all together 
- 4:140 


Ibn Taymiaah writes: 


"Whoever claims that Allah cannot be seen (by eye sight) in the herafter, is a kafir 
and has rejected the Quran and replied Allah (sw). He must be made to repent. 
Otherwise he should be killed" - Majmoo' al-Fataawa, volume 6, page 500 by 
Shaykh al-Islaam ibn Taymiyah 


Shias do not believe Allah can be seen in the hereafter, and therefore according to 
Sunni Islam, which is 85% of the world Muslim population, Shias must be killed, 
who are only 15% of the Muslim population. It is important to note that whether 
the Quran really means that Allah can be seen in the afterlife or not, it doesn't 
matter, since Sunni and Shia Muslims believe in the opposite, so at least one of 
them are incorrect. There are four possibilities: 


¢ Sunni Muslims believe that Allah can be seen in the hereafter, and they are 
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correct 
e Sunni Muslims believe that Allah can be seen in the hereafter, and they are 


incorrect 

e Shia Muslims believe that Allah cannot be seen in the hereafter, and they are 
correct 

e Shia Muslims believe that Allah cannot be seen in the hereafter, and they are 
incorrect 


In all cases, Sunni Muslims and Shia Muslims believe in the opposite, this is 
irregardless whether the interpretation of the Quranic verse is the correct one 

or not for each other. One of the groups is at least incorrect and is denying the 
Quranic verse. For Sunni Muslims however, even if Sahih al-Bukhari and Ibn 
Kathir are wrong, and that the Quran says Allah cannot be seen in the after-life, it 
doesn't change the conclusion that their own Islamic traditions says that he can be 
seen. 


Islam creates fear 


It is obvious that islam's purpose is to fear Allah and many aspects of the religion. 
Fear is one of the most powerful emotions and shuts down the ability to think 
rationally and causes cognitive dissonance. This is why fear based messages have 
been used by the inventors of religions to control, manipulate and subjugate other 
humans for thousands of years.

Another thing about Islam is that it is not allowed to shake hands with females 
nor touch them. This happens often on work or other places were collagues whom 
they work with female muslims, are not allowed to touch a female or shake hands 
with her: 


The Prophet (&) used to take the Pledge of allegiance from the women by words 
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only after reciting this Holy Verse:--(60.12) "..that they will not associate anything 
in worship with Allah." (60.12) And the hand of Allah's Messenger (&) did not 
touch any woman's hand except the hand of that woman his right hand possessed. 
(i.e. his captives or his lady slaves). - Sahih al-Bukhari 7214 


This means that there is always a constant fear of not getting too close to a female, 
or touch them. It creates a separation and has an impact on oneself in the long 
term to connect with other people. Islamic countries are built around fear, shame 
and guilt, which is a result of Islam itself. Islam does not teach to be human nor 
does it teach integrity, and this is the reason why follower of Islam develops a 
habit to hide their humanity, and this is also the reason why it is more prevalent in 
democratic countries to make the world a better place. Furthermore, you cannot 
invent or discover new things with fear in the scientific community. 


Making mistakes in learning 


In life it is important to be allowed to make mistakes. Somehow Islam creates a 
mentality that people expect you to know Islam, and follows it. The "it is okay to 
make mistakes" behavior is destroyed by Islam, because they already demand you 
can Islam, so it infects in other skills.

is why the first verse in the Bible "In the beginning" is important. Let's take the 
Pythagoras theorem as an example: Everyone can start learning using the formula, 
but to really understand it, one must go back and question how it was discovered. 
Why is it so important in Islam? Because nobody questions the origin of Islam, 
and here in this book it was finally revealed that no mosque's pointed towards 
Petra until around 730, the 6 oldest Qurans are different from the one today

5 copies which were never seen, reliable/unreliable hadiths, Islamic Golden

question like “how can you not believe in God” and shift the focus to it has to be 
only Allah. Like they just want you to convert specifically Islam, no matter what.

Then people might as well believe in Krishna? Many people believe in God, 
just not the Islamic one. Below is a list of 8 philosophical questions people can’t 
answer you.

e Can God create a rock heavy enough that he can't lift? 

e What would God do to a child who passes away right after birth? 

e Would you be happy in heaven if someone you knew were in hell?

Listening to Quranic recitation 


Many Muslims often many make videos on the street for social experiment to 
test Caucasians by making them listening to Quran recitations. The result is 
straightforward, resulting in a calm voice. What other people should do is test 
occasions with Quranic verses like 2:190-191, 4:34, 8:12 and many other violent 
verses. 


Female with burka teaching in school 


Often people would say that there is no difference and nothing wrong with a 
women teaching children in school who has covered her hair and mouth. The 
problem is that it is very important, for example in grammar, to see the teachers 
lips how they move in order for a person to learn the lip movement to pronounce 
a word. 


Hijab is a choice 
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"Tell the believing woman to cast down their eyes, guard their chastity, and not 
to show off their beauty except what is permitted by the law. Let them cover their 
breasts with their veils. They must not show off their beauty to anyone other 
than their husbands, father, father-in-laws, sons, step-sons, brothers, sons of 
brothers and sisters, women of their kind, their slaves, immature male servants, 
or immature boys. They must not stamp their feet to show off their hidden 
ornaments. All of you believers, turn to God in repentance so that perhaps you 
will have everlasting happiness." - Quran 24:31 (Muhammad Sarwar) 


"O Prophet, tell your wives and your daughters and the women of the believers to 
bring down over themselves [part] of their outer garments. That is more suitable 
that they will be known and not be abused. And ever is Allah Forgiving and 
Merciful" - Quran 33:59 


"And abide in your houses and do not display yourselves as [was] the display of 
the former times of ignorance. And establish prayer and give zakah and obey 
Allah and His Messenger. Allah intends only to remove from you the impurity [of 
sin], O people of the [Prophet's] household, and to purify you with [extensive] 
purification." - Quran 33:33 


In the second verse, it doesnt explicitly say that it is the womans fault, but implies 
it. To this four points can be drawn: 


e It is a womans fault she get raped, if she is not covered 

e So she has to cover herself to not get raped 

e Ifshe does not cover and she get raped, she will lose the case in Islamic laws 
¢ So not getting covered is a physical punishment in a form of rape 


People will say that this verse is only meant for Muhammads wives, but this is not 
true. According to the most reliable hadith, Sahih al-Bukhari: 


"Umar said, "I agreed with Allah in three things," or said, "My Lord agreed with 
me in three things. I said, 'O Allah's Apostle! Would that you took the station 

of Abraham as a place of prayer.’ I also said, 'O Allah's Apostle! Good and bad 
persons visit you! Would that you ordered the Mothers of the believers to cover 
themselves with veils.’ So the Divine Verses of Al-Hijab (i.e. veiling of the women) 
were revealed. I came to know that the Prophet had blamed some of his wives so 

I entered upon them and said, "You should either stop (troubling the Prophet ) or 
else Allah will give His Apostle better wives than you.' When I came to one of his 
wives, she said to me, 'O 'Umar! Does Allah's Apostle haven't what he could advise 
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his wives with, that you try to advise them?’ " Thereupon Allah revealed:-- "It may 
be, if he divorced you (all) his Lord will give him instead of you, wives better than 
you Muslims (who submit to Allah).." (66.5)" - Sahih Bukhari 6:60:10 


"Narrated Umar: I said, "O Allah's Apostle! Good and bad persons enter upon 
you, so I suggest that you order the mothers of the Believers (i.e. your wives) to 
observe veils." Then Allah revealed the Verses of Al-Hijab." - Sahih al-Bukhari 
6:60:313 


The hadiths above explicity says mothers of the believers. 


I love how Muslim women say they wear their coverings by choice. The problem is 
when they decide not to wear it 
- Anonymous 


It is worth noting that the Quranic verse above says that they must cover 
themselves so they do not get confused with a slave, therefore it is necessary for 
women to cover them so they do not get confused as being slaves. If a man has sex 
with a female without hijab and without consent, then she is considered according 
to Islamic law a female slave, in which there is no punishment for the man, except 
property damage. 


People also claim that it is because of women going to heaven. When one goes 
through the Quran from cover to cover, they'll find out that there is nothing about 
women going to heaven, as if they do not exist. The Quran contains 114 chapters, 
and only one chapter is named after a women, and that is Mary. In fact she is the 
only woman named in the Quran! Muslim females often make the ironical remark 
that if they kill all men, they do not need to wear hijabs. This may seem as a joke, 
but in reality is a confession that hijabs actually bothers them. Countries under 
Sharia law have one of the lowest rape rates in the world. The reason why the 

sex crime rates are low is simply because they go unreported, because of fear of 
imprisonment, physical punishments or death. 


Arranged marriage is allowed 
The chapter heading in Sahih Muslim (chapter 10) says: 


Chapter 10: It is permissible for the father to give the hand of his daughter in 
marriage even when she is not fully grown up. - Sahih Muslim 8:3309 + 8:3311 
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Chapter heading for chapter 39: 


(39) CHAPTER. Giving one's young children in marriage (is permissible). 


Women cannot go out alone 


"O wives of the Prophet, you are not like anyone among women. If you fear 

Allah , then do not be soft in speech [to men], lest he in whose heart is disease 
should covet, but speak with appropriate speech. And abide in your houses and 
do not display yourselves as [was] the display of the former times of ignorance. 
And establish prayer and give zakah and obey Allah and His Messenger. Allah 
intends only to remove from you the impurity [of sin], O people of the [Prophet's] 
household, and to purify you with [extensive] purification." - Quran 33:33 


"These are the good manners which Allah enjoined upon the wives of the Prophet 
so that they would be an example for the women of the Ummah to follow. - Ibn 
Kathir 33:32 


"(And stay in your houses,) means, stay in your houses and do not come out 
except for a purpose. One of the purposes mentioned in Shari‘ ah is prayer in the 
Masjid, so long as the conditions are fulfilled" - Ibn Kathir 33:33 


According to the Quranic verse above, women should not come out except for a 
purpose and not display themselves. 


"The Prophet X said, "It is not permissible for a woman who believes in Allah and 
the Last Day to travel for one day and night except with a Mahram."" - Sahih al- 
Bukhari 2:20:194 


"It is not lawful for a Muslim woman to travel a night's journey except when there 
is a Mahram with her." - Sahih Muslim 1339a 


According to the most reliable hadiths, it is not permissible for women to go out 
alone except for a Mahram, which is the male family member for more than 24 
hours. A Mahram can even be the son for the mother. Another Sahih al-Bukhari 
hadith mentions three days: 


"The Prophet (X) said, "A woman should not travel for more than three days 
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except with a Dhi-Mahram."" - Sahih al-Bukhari 1087 


Muslim men have the choice if it should be 24 hours or 3 days, as they are both 
Sahih hadiths, but it doesn't change they can chose the lowest number as a choice. 
Another hadith mentions a young, newly wedded man who returns one day 
carrying his weapons: 


"The man carried the weapons and then came back and found his wife standing 
between the two doors. He bent towards her smitten by jealousy and made a dash 
towards her with a spear in order to stab her. She said: Keep your spear away and 
enter the house until you see that which has made me come out. He entered and 
found a big snake coiled on the bedding." - Sahih Muslim 2236 a 


He finds his wife standing outside the door without his permission. Rather the 
man greeting his wife, he suspected her of unfaithfulness, and wanted to kill her, 
just for standing, but the wife told him to put his spear away and then being told 
that there is a snake inside the house. 


"Sa'd bin Ubada said, "If I found a man with my wife, I would kill him with the 
sharp side of my sword." When the Prophet heard that he said, "Do you wonder 
at Sa'd's sense of ghira (self-respect)? Verily, I have more sense of ghira than Sa’‘d, 
and Allah has more sense of ghira than I."" - Sahih Al-Bukhari 8:82:829 


According to the hadith above, Muhammad did not object to his companian 
wanting to kill a man if he saw him with his wife. 


Musical instruments is forbidden in Islam 


"And of the people is he who buys the amusement of speech to mislead [others] 
from the way of Allah without knowledge and who takes it in ridicule. Those will 
have a humiliating punishment." - Quran 31:6 


"He connect that with mention of the doomed, those who turn away from the 
Qur'an and do not benefit from hearing the Words of Allah. Instead, they turn 
to listening to flutes and singing accompanied by musical instruments. As Ibn 
Mas‘ ud commented about the Ayah; And of mankind is he who purchases Lahu 
Al-Hadith to mislead (men) from the path of Allah, he said, "This -- by Allah -- 
refers to singing."" - Tafsir Ibn Kathir for 31:6 
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"(And of mankind) the reference here is to al-Nadr Ibn al-Harith (is he who 
payeth for mere pastime of discourse) discourse of falsehood, books on legends, 
on the sun, the stars, mathematics and singing; it is also said this means: 
associating partners with Allah, (that he may mislead) by means of it (from 
Allah's way) from Allah's religion and obedience (without knowledge) or proof, 
(and maketh it the butt of mockery. For such there is a shameful doom) for these, 
there is a severe chastisement." - Tafsir Ibn Abbas for 31:6 


In the Quranic verse above it is stated that it is not allowed to sing or listen to 
music that brings a person away from Allah. 


According to the Quran and hadiths, it is not allowed to play music. 


“Narrated Abu ‘Amir or Abu Malik Al-Ash/ri: that he heard the Prophet saying, 
“From among my followers there will be some people who will consider illegal 
sexual intercourse, the wearing of silk, the drinking of alcoholic drinks and the 
use of musical instruments, as lawful. And there will be some people who will stay 
near the side of a mountain and in the evening their shepherd will come to them 
with their sheep and ask them for something, but they will say to him, ‘Return to 
us tomorrow: Allah will destroy them during the night and will let the mountain 
fall on them, and He will transform the rest of them into monkeys and pigs and 
they will remain so till the Day of Resurrection.” - Sahih al-Bukhari 7:69:494v 


There are however other hadiths that allows music, which contradicts the Quran 
and the hadith above. 


Wearing yellow and orange is forbidden in Islam 
‘Abdullah b. ‘Amr b. al-As reported: Allah's Messenger % saw me wearing two 
clothes dyed in saffron. whereupon he said: These are the clothes (usually worn 
by) the non-believers, so do not wear them. - Sahih Muslim 5:5173 + 5:5174 + 
Sol oO ly, 


The yellow and orange colors are forbidden in Islam to wear, and is the reason 
why Muslims Islamic countries are not seen wearing it. 


Hair extension is forbidden in Islam 


The Messenger of Allah (X) cursed the woman who adds some false hair and the 
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woman who asks for it, the woman who tattoos and the woman who asks for it. - 
Sunan Abi Dawud 4168 - Book 35, Hadith 10 (Sahih) 


Sa‘id bin Al-Musaiyab narrated that Mu'awiya came to Medina for the last time 
and delivered a sermon. He took out a tuft of hair and said, "I thought that none 
used to do this (use false hair) except Jews. The Prophet (X) labelled such practice, 
(the use of false hair), as cheating." - Sahih al-Bukhari 72:821 


"A woman came to ‘Abdullah bin Mas'ud and said: "I am a woman with little hair, 
is it alright for me to add extensions to my hair?" He said: "No." She said: "Is it 
something that you heard from the Messenger of Allah [SAW] or that you find in 
the Book of Allah?" He said: "No, rather I heard it from the Messenger of Allah 
[SAW] and I find it in the Book of Allah." And he quoted the Hadith." - Sunan 
an-Nasa'i 5098 


The three hadiths clearly says that hair extension is forbidden. 


Tattoos are forbidden for women 
According to the hadith below, it is not allowed for women to have tattoos. 


"Abdullah used to say: ‘May Allah curse the women who have tattoos done and 
Al-Mutanammisat, and have the women who have their teeth separated. Should I 
not curse those whom the Messenger of Allah [SAW] cursed?" - Sunan an-Nasa'i 
5255 (Sahih) 


The Messenger of Allah (X) cursed the woman who adds some false hair and the 
woman who asks for it, the woman who tattoos and the woman who asks for it. - 
Sunan Abi Dawud 4168 - Book 35, Hadith 10 (Sahih) 


The origin of the beard 


"Ibn Umar said, The Prophet & said, 'Do the opposite of what the pagans do. 
Keep the beards and cut the moustaches short.’ Whenever Ibn 'Umar performed 
the Hajj or 'Umra, he used to hold his beard with his hand and cut whatever 
moustaches. Ibn Umar used to cut his moustache so short that the whiteness of 
his skin (above the upper lip) was visible, and he used to cut (the hair) between 
his moustaches and his beard." - Sahih al-Bukhari 7:82:780 
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"Ibn Umar said: The Apostle of Allah X said: Trim closely the moustache, and let 
the beard grow." - Sahih Muslim 2:498 


"Ibn Umar said: The Apostle of Allah X ordered us to trim the moustache closely 
and spare the beard." - Sahih Muslim 2:499 


"Ibn Umar said: The Messenger of Allah (may peace be opon him) said: Act 
against the polytheists, trim closely the moustache and grow beard." - Sahih 
Muslim 2:500 


"Abu Huraira reported: The Messenger of Allah said: Trim closely the moustache, 
and grow beard, and thus act against the fire-worshippers." - Sahih Muslim 2:501 
"A'isha reported: The Messenger of Allah (may peace be npon him) said: Ten are 
the acts according to fitra: clipping the moustache, letting the beard grow, using 
the tooth-stick, snuffing water in the nose, cutting the nails, washing the finger 
joints, plucking the hair under the armpits, shaving the pubes and cleaning one's 
private parts with water. The narrator said: I have forgotten the tenth, but it may 
have been rinsing the mouth." - Sahih Muslim 2:502 


Muslims must trim the mustache and keep the beard and in order to be opposite 
of the pagans. 


Muhammads rise to power in 23 years is a miracle 


Many people try to justify that Islam is the true religion because Muhammad 
conquered two cities, according to the Islamic traditions, Mecca and Medina in 23 
years. Alexander the Great (356-323 BC) conquered Egypt, Persia and all the way 
to India in 13 years. Genghis Khan (1162-1227 AD) conquered half of Euroasia in 
21 years. 


Raping is allowed in Islam 


"Men are in charge of women by [right of] what Allah has given one over the 
other and what they spend [for maintenance] from their wealth. So righteous 
women are devoutly obedient, guarding in [the husband's] absence what Allah 
would have them guard. But those [wives] from whom you fear arrogance - [first] 
advise them; [then if they persist], forsake them in bed; and [finally], strike them. 
But if they obey you [once more], seek no means against them. Indeed, Allah is 
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ever Exalted and Grand". - Quran 4:34 


"(beat them) means, if advice and ignoring her in the bed do not produce the 
desired results, you are allowed to discipline the wife, without severe beating. 
Muslim recorded that Jabir said that during the Farewell Hajj, the Prophet said;" - 
Tafsir Ibn Kathir 4:34 


Ibn Kathir, which is the most reliable tafsir, confirms the beating for above. 


[We said], "And take in your hand a bunch [of grass] and strike with it and do not 
break your oath." Indeed, We found him patient, an excellent servant. Indeed, he 
was one repeatedly turning back [to Allah ]. - Quran 38:44 


Ibn Kathir, Al-Jalalayn and other commentaries for Quran 38:44 above confirms 
that it is talking about the wife. 


(And take in your hand a bundle of thin grass and strike therewith (your wife), 
and break not your oath.) - Tafsir Ibn Kathir 38:44 


Do not beat Allah's handmaidens, but when Umar came to the Messenger of 
Allah (&) and said: Women have become emboldened towards their husbands, he 
(the Prophet) gave permission to beat them. Then many women came round the 
family of the Messenger of Allah (X) complaining against their husbands. So the 
Messenger of Allah (X) said: Many women have gone round Muhammad's family 
complaining against their husbands. They are not the best among you. - Sunan 
Abi Dawud 2146 


Narrated Umar ibn al-Khattab: The Prophet (peace be upon him) said: A man will 
not be asked as to why he beat his wife. - Sunan Abu Dawood, 11:2142 


"Do not beat Allah's handmaidens, but when Umar came to the Messenger of 
Allah (&) and said: Women have become emboldened towards their husbands, he 
(the Prophet) gave permission to beat them. Then many women came round the 
family of the Messenger of Allah (X) complaining against their husbands. So the 
Messenger of Allah (X) said: Many women have gone round Muhammad's family 
complaining against their husbands. They are not the best among you." - Sunan 
Abu Dawood, 11:2141 


Mu'awiyah asked: Messenger of Allah, what is the right of the wife of one of 
us over him? He replied: That you should give her food when you eat, clothe 
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her when you clothe yourself, do not strike her on the face, do not revile her or 
separate yourself from her except in the house. Abu Dawud said: The meaning of 
"do not revile her" is, as you say: "May Allah revile you". - Sunan Abi Dawud 2142 


"Do not beat Allah's handmaidens, but when Umar came to the Messenger of 
Allah (&) and said: Women have become emboldened towards their husbands, he 
(the Prophet) gave permission to beat them. Then many women came round the 
family of the Messenger of Allah (X) complaining against their husbands. So the 
Messenger of Allah (X) said: Many women have gone round Muhammad's family 
complaining against their husbands. They are not the best among you." 12:2146 


"The Prophet said: 'Do not beat the female slaves of Allah.’ Then 'Umar came 

to the Prophet and said: 'O Messenger of Allah, the woman have become bold 
towards their husbands? So order the beatin g of them,’ and they were beaten. 
Then many women went around to the family of Muhammad,. The next day he 
said: 'Last night seventy women came to the family of Muhammad, each woman 
complaining about her husband. You will not find that those are the best of you." 
- Sunan Ibn Majah 1985 


A husband can rape her wife if she does not agree to have sex by beating her. 
Raping slaves is allowed, even thought the slave has converted to Islam. Also 
strangely enough, hijab does protect from rape, but only from Muslim men in 
Islamic countries. 


Americanization is the same as Islamization 


Many apologists claim that since Americanization happens, there is nothing 
wrong with Islamization, in which according to them is the same thing. They are 
absolutely is not. First of all isLamization is a belief with radical laws, which for 
most people is obvious is not the true religion. 


Those who think that Americanization is wrong have forgotten where the 
Americans come from: Europe. So basically Americanization is Europization. 
They have the same mentality as Europeans. Furthermore many inventions and 
discoveries comes from America, so it is obvious that Americanization is a big 
influence in Europe and to the whole world, contra to Middle-East where almost 
nothing is invented or discovered there, or achieved. 


Remember also that all Islamic nations were forced to become Muslim, compared

Radical Islam destroying ancient archaeological

Islamic, but this is not the case. 


"It is He who has sent His Messenger with guidance and the religion of truth to 
manifest it over all religion, although they who associate others with Allah dislike 
it.” -Quran 9:33 


"And We had certainly given Abraham his sound judgement before, and We were 
of him well-Knowing. When he said to his father and his people, "What are these 
statues to which you are devoted?" They said, "We found our fathers worshippers 
of them." He said, "You were certainly, you and your fathers, in manifest error." 
They said, "Have you come to us with truth, or are you of those who jest?" He 
said, "[No], rather, your Lord is the Lord of the heavens and the earth who created 
them, and I, to that, am of those who testify. And [I swear] by Allah, I will surely 
plan against your idols after you have turned and gone away." So he made them 
into fragments, except a large one among them, that they might return to it [and 
question]." - Quran 21:51-58 


"The Prophet (X) entered Mecca and (at that time) there were three hundred-and- 
sixty idols around the Ka‘ba. He started stabbing the idols with a stick he had 

in his hand and reciting: "Truth (Islam) has come and Falsehood (disbelief) has 
vanished." - Sahih al-Bukhari 2478 


"Allah's Apostle said: "I have been ordered (by Allah) to fight against the people 
until they testify that none has the right to be worshipped but Allah and that 
Muhammad is Allah's Apostle, and offer the prayers perfectly and give the 
obligatory charity, so if they perform a that, then they save their lives an property 
from me except for Islamic laws and then their reckoning (accounts) will be done 
by Allah." - Sahih al-Bukhari 1:2:24 


"I have been commanded to fight against people till they testify that there is no 
god but Allah, that Muhammad is the messenger of Allah, and they establish 
prayer, and pay Zakat and if they do it, their blood and property are guaranteed 
protection on my behalf except when justified by law, and their affairs rest with 
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Allah" - Sahih Muslim 22 


In 2017, the Islamic State destroyed temples dedicated to the pagan gods Baal 
Shamin and Bel, simply according to the hadiths above. 


Monasticm is forbidden in Islam: 

"Then We sent following their footsteps Our messengers and followed [them] with 
Jesus, the son of Mary, and gave him the Gospel. And We placed in the hearts of 
those who followed him compassion and mercy and monasticism, which they 
innovated; We did not prescribe it for them except [that they did so] seeking the 
approval of Allah . But they did not observe it with due observance. So We gave 
the ones who believed among them their reward, but many of them are defiantly 
disobedient." - Quran 57:27 


Monasticism, which the Quran specifically says "which they innovated" is 
forbidden in Islam. 


The bell is forbidden in Islam 
"Abu Hurairah reported the Apostle of Allaah(X) as saying “The bell is a wooden 
wind musical instrument of Satan?" - Sunan Abi Dawud 2556 (Sahih) 


"The bell is the musical instrument of the Satan." - Sahih Muslim 2114 


The bell is one of Christianities most important instrument, which is the reason 
radical Islam destroys churches. 


The cross is forbidden in Islam 

" They have taken as lords beside Allah their rabbis and their monks and the 
Messiah son of Mary, when they were bidden to worship only One Allah. There 
is no Allah save Him. Be He Glorified from all that they ascribe as partner (unto 
Him)!" - Quran 9:31 


"The Messenger of Allah (X) never left in his house anything containing the figure 
of a cross without destroying it." - Sunan Abi Dawud 4151 (Sahih) 


This is the reason why the cross built on churches gets destroyed. 
The oldest monuments and inscriptions around the world 


When people say that the oldest surviving monuments or inscriptions in a city is 
the Islamic ones, then this is probably because the Muslims themselves destroyed 
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them. Saying the oldest archaeological evidence in a city is Islamic is like saying 
the oldest continually running university is Al-Qarawiyyin University, because 
the Muslims themselves destroyed at least 5 universities around 1000 AD which 
could had been them. It is well documented that Muslims throughout history 
and but also today destroy evidence and monuments which belonged to other 
civilizations. 


Throwing stones in Mecca 

One of the duties in the Islamic Hajj, which is performed once a year where 
Muslims go to Mecca, is throwing stones at pillars, which is a ritual performed 
to throw stones at the devil. The pillars were in 2004 replaced with walls. This 
is psychologically not good, as the destroying gets embedded in children, and 
therefore radical Muslims loves destroying non-Islamic artefacts. 


The hadith for building mosques 

"I heard ‘Uthman bin *Affan saying, when people argued too much about his 
intention to reconstruct the mosque of Allah's Messenger (X), "You have talked 
too much. I heard the Prophet (X) saying, Whoever built a mosque, (Bukair 
thought that ‘Asim, another sub-narrator, added, "Intending Allah's Pleasure"), 
Allah would build for him a similar place in Paradise.’ "" - Sahih al-Bukhari 450 
"Uthman b. 'Affan listened to the opinion of the people (which was not 
favourable) when he rebuilt the mosque of the Messenger of Allah (%). Thereupon 
he said: You have not been fair to me for I have heard from the Messenger of 
Allah (&) saying: He who built a mosque for Allah, the Exalted, Allah would build 
for him a house in Paradise. Bukair said: I think he (the Holy Prophet) said: While 
he seeks the pleasure of Allah (by building the mosque). And in the narration 

of Ibn 'Isa (the words are):" (a house) like that (mosque) in Paradise."" - Sahih 
Muslim 533 


Everything that is non-Islamic must be destroyed, while building mosques for 
Islam is allowed. 


Homosexuality in Islam 


There will circulate among them [servant] boys [especially] for them, as if they 
were pearls well-protected. - Quran 52:34 


There will circulate among them young boys made eternal. When you see them, 
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you would think them [as beautiful as] scattered pearls. - Quran 76:19 


"Indeed in Paradise there is a market in which there is no buying nor selling- 
except for images of men and women. So whenever a man desires an image, he 
enters it." - : Vol. 4, Book 12, Hadith 2550 


It is related that Abu Hurayra said, "I never sae al-Hasan without my eyes 
overflowing with tears. That is because the Prophet, may Allah bless him and 
grant him peace, went out one day and I found him in the mosque. He took my 
hand and I went along with him. He did not speak to me until we reached the 
market of Banu Qaynuqa’. He walked around it and looked. Then he left and I left 
with him until we reached the mosque. He sat down and wrapped himself in his 
garment. Then he said, "Where is the little one? Call the little one to me.’ Hasan 
came running and jumped into his lap. Then he put his hand in his beard. Then 
the Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, opened his mouth and put 
his tongue in his mouth. Then he said, O Allah, I love him, so love him and the 
one who loves him!" - Al-Adab al-mufrad 48:1183 


Islam can be reformed 


That is pretty much impossible. 62% of the entire Qurans is against the jews, 
christians and non-believers. Furthermore the problem is that the Quran is the 
word of God, so every verse is to be taken litterally, whereas the Bible was written 
by eyewitnesses or people who knew the eyewitnesses. You cannot reform Islam. 


"But no, by your Lord, they can have no Faith, until they make you (O 
Muhammad SAW) judge in all disputes between them, and find in themselves 
no resistance against your decisions, and accept (them) with full submission." - 
Quran 4:65 


"That is because they disliked what Allah revealed, so He rendered worthless their 
deeds.” - Quran 47:9 


"And whoever does not judge by what Allah has revealed - then it is those who are 
the wrongdoers." - Quran 5:45 (see also Quran 5:44) 


You worship not besides Him except [mere] names you have named them, you 
and your fathers, for which Allah has sent down no authority. Legislation is not 
but for Allah . He has commanded that you worship not except Him. That is the 
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correct religion, but most of the people do not know. - Quran 12:40 


"Say, "Indeed, I am on clear evidence from my Lord, and you have denied it. I 
do not have that for which you are impatient. The decision is only for Allah . He 
relates the truth, and He is the best of deciders." - Quran 6:57 


It is not permissible for anything to leave out or dislike what Allah has revealed. 
The below hadith and tafsirs confirms it: 


"Aaishah that the Prophet (Sallallahu Alaihi wasallam) said: The likeness of 
the one who reads Quraan and memorizes it is that he is with the righteous 
honourable scribes. The likeness of the one who reads it and tries hard to 
memorize it even though it is difficult for him, he will have (at least) a double 
reward. "- Sahih al-Bukhaari 4937 


“Anyone who knows the Quran by heart and follows the lawful and the prohibited 
according to it, he will be sent to Heaven by Allah” - Al Thirmidhi 


“Whoever reads the Quran and learns and acts according to it, will he adorned 
on the Day of Judgment with a crown of Light whose gleam is like that of the 
sun, and his parents will he dressed in two garments that the world can never 

he equal to. Thereupon, they will question, “For what reason are we dressed in 
these garments?’ It will be said, “This is by virtue of your son who memorized the 
Quran.” - Al-Hakim 

"Abdullah (b. Mas'ud) reported that he (said to his companions to conceal their 
copies of the Qur'an) and further said: He who conceals anything he shall have 
to bring that which he had concealed on the Day of judgment, and then said: 
After whose mode of recitation you command me to recite? I in fact recited 
before Allah's Messenger X more than seventy chapters of the Qur'an and the 
Companions of Allah's Messenger XM know it that I have better understanding of 
the Book of Allah (than they do), and if I were to know that someone had better 
understanding than I, I would have gone to him." - Sahih Muslim, 6:6022 


“(these fixed shares) are ordained by Allaah. And Allaah is Ever All Knower, All 
Wise” - Quran 4:11 


In the next verse and the corresponding hadiths, it is stated that one should not 
follow other laws as constitution other than the Quran, this includes democracy: 
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"So judge between them by that which Allah hath revealed, and follow not their 
desires, but beware of them lest they seduce thee from some part of that which 
Allah hath revealed unto thee. And if they turn away, then know that Allah's Will 
is to smite them for some sin of theirs. Lo! many of mankind are evil-livers." - 
Quran 5:49 


"The Prophet said, "A Muslim has to listen to and obey (the order of his ruler) 
whether he likes it or not, as long as his orders involve not one in disobedience (to 
Allah), but if an act of disobedience (to Allah) is imposed one should not listen to 
it or obey it." - Sahih al-Bukhari 9:89:258 


"The ‘Prophet & said, "It is obligatory for one to listen to and obey (the ruler's 
orders) unless these orders involve one disobedience (to Allah), but if an act of 
disobedience (to Allah) is imposed, he should not listen to or obey it." - Sahih al- 
Bukhari 4:203 


In the next hadiths, it is stated that Islam started as something strange, and it will 
return to being strange: 


"Islam initiated as something strange, and it would revert to its (old position) of 
being strange. so good tidings for the stranger." - Sahih Muslim 145 


Islam encourages you to think 


"And it has already come down to you in the Book that when you hear the verses 
of Allah [recited], they are denied [by them] and ridiculed; so do not sit with 
them until they enter into another conversation. Indeed, you would then be like 
them. Indeed Allah will gather the hypocrites and disbelievers in Hell all together 
- Quran 4:140 


The Quranic verse above says not to discuss with non-Muslims about Islam 
whether or true Islam is correct, in which the verse specifically says that a believer 
will be like a non-believer if he does so. Not talking about whether Islam is true 
does not encourages people to think critically. 


Also the Quranic verse 47:9 tells to accept the revelations of Allah regardless what. 


"That is because they disliked what Allah revealed, so He rendered worthless their 
deeds." - Quran 47:9

Considering of signs in the Quran 


Part of the Quran is to keep repeating statements insisting that you are a witness 
to something you did not see, or is obvious to see. Examples are: 


"Have you not seen that Allah created the heavens and the earth in truth?" - 
Quran 14:19 


"Have those who disbelieved not considered that the heavens and the earth were 
a joined entity, and We separated them and made from water every living thing? 
Then will they not believe?" - Quran 21:30 


“He has created the heavens without any pillars that you can see” - Quran 31:10 


"Have you not considered, [O Muhammad], how your Lord dealt with the 
companions of the elephant?" - Quran 105:1 


"Do they not then consider the Quran carefully? Had it been from other than 
Allah, they would surely have found therein much contradictions" - Quran 4:82 


“Do they not see the birds suspended in mid-air up in the sky? Nothing holds 
them there except Allah - Quran 16:79 


"Do they not see the birds above them with wings outspread and [sometimes] 
folded in? None holds them [aloft] except the Most Merciful. Indeed He is, of all 
things, Seeing." - Quran 67:19 


"Ye have not, beside Him, a protecting friend or mediator. Will ye not then 
remember?" - Quran 32:4 


"Had he not been a sperm from semen emitted?" - Quran 75:37 
Muhammad was first persecuted and then he 
defended himself with violence 


"And do not insult those they invoke other than Allah, lest they insult Allah in 
enmity without knowledge. Thus We have made pleasing to every community

their deeds. Then to their Lord is their return, and He will inform them about 
what they used to do." - Quran 6:108 


"Muslims used to insult the idols of the disbelievers and the disbelievers would 
retaliate by insulting Allah wrongfully without knowledge." - Tafsir Ibn Kathir 
6:108 


That was because he openly abused and mocked the native Gods and threatened 
the way of life of the Meccans. This was first. Persecution came later. 

"O Abu Talib, your nephew has cursed our gods, insulted our religion, mocked 
our way of life 1 and accused our forefathers of error; either you must stop him or 
you must let us get at him, for you yourself are in the same position as we are in 
opposition to him and we will rid you of him." - Ibn Ishaq, page 119 


According to Ibn Sad, the opposition in Mecca started when Muhammad 
delivered verses that "spoke shamefully of the idols they (the Meccans) worshiped 
other than Himself (God) and mentioned the perdition of their fathers who died 
in disbelief." - Francis Edwards Peters, Muhammad and the Origins of Islam, 
SUNY Press, p.169 


Islam accepts disowning their own family for Islam 


"O you who have believed, do not take your fathers or your brothers as allies if 
they have preferred disbelief over belief. And whoever does so among you - then 
it is those who are the wrongdoers." - Quran 9:23 


"The Prophet (X) said, "None of you will have faith till he wishes for his (Muslim) 
brother what he likes for himself." - Sahih al-Bukhari 13 


"Narrated Abu Huraira: Allah's Apostle said, By Him in Whose Hands my life is, 
none of you will have faith till he loves me more than his father and his children." 


- Sahih al-Bukhari 14 


The Prophet (&) said "None of you will have faith till he loves me more than his 
father, his children and all mankind." - Sahih al-Bukhari 15 


Now combine this with: 
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Ali burnt some people and this news reached Ibn ‘ Abbas, who said, "Had I been 
in his place I would not have burnt them, as the Prophet (&) said, ‘Don't punish 
(anybody) with Allah's Punishment.’ No doubt, I would have killed them, for 

the Prophet (X) said, 'If somebody (a Muslim) discards his religion, kill him.'"" - 
Sahih al-Bukhari 3017 


And you have the reference why muslim parents kill their children for leaving 
Islam. The next type of disowning is killing their daughters for fornication, which 
is when an unmarried person engages in sexual intercourse. 


" And do not approach unlawful sexual intercourse. Indeed, it is ever an 
immorality and is evil as a way." - Quran 17:32 


"The [unmarried] woman or [unmarried] man found guilty of sexual intercourse - 
lash each one of them with a hundred lashes, and do not be taken by pity for them 
in the religion of Allah, if you should believe in Allah and the Last Day. And let a 
group of the believers witness their punishment." - Quran 24:2 


“The child is for the bed, and for the fornicator is the stone.” - Jami’ at-Tirmidhi 
INS 


The next type is adultery, when a married person, often a woman, who had sex 
with someon who is not their wife or husband: 


" And do not approach unlawful sexual intercourse. Indeed, it is ever an 
immorality and is evil as a way." - Quran 17:32 


"The [unmarried] woman or [unmarried] man found guilty of sexual intercourse - 
lash each one of them with a hundred lashes, and do not be taken by pity for them 
in the religion of Allah, if you should believe in Allah and the Last Day. And let a 
group of the believers witness their punishment." - Quran 24:2 


"Verily Allah sent Muhammad (&) with the truth, and he revealed the Book to 
him. Among what was revealed to him was the Ayah of stoning. So the Messenger 
of Allah (X) stoned, and we stoned after him. I fear that time will pass over the 
people such that someone will say 'We do not see stoning in the Book of Allah.’ 
They will be misguided by leaving an obligation which Allah revealed. Indeed 
stoning is the retribution for the adulterer if he was married and the evidence has 
been established, or due to pregnancy, or confession." - Jami* at-Tirmidhi 1432 
(Sahih) 
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"Allah's Messenger (X) as saying: Receive (teaching) from me, receive (teaching) 
from me. Allah has ordained a way for those (women). When an unmarried male 
commits adultery with an unmarried female (they should receive) one hundred 
lashes and banishment for one year. And in case of married male committing 
adultery with a married female, they shall receive one hundred lashes and be 
stoned to death." - Sahih Muslim 1690 a 


Death penalty for homosexuality 


"And the two who commit it among you, dishonor them both. But if they repent 
and correct themselves, leave them alone. Indeed, Allah is ever Accepting of 
repentance and Merciful." - Quran 4:16 


There are disagreements whether this verse refers to homosexual acts or 
heterosexual acts. However the condeming of homosexuality are in other verses: 


"And [We had sent] Lot when he said to his people, "Do you commit such 
immorality as no one has preceded you with from among the worlds? Indeed, 
you approach men with desire, instead of women. Rather, you are a transgressing 
people." - Quran 7:80-81 


Then the punishment follows immediatly after: 


But the answer of his people was only that they said, "Evict them from your city! 
Indeed, they are men who keep themselves pure." So We saved him and his family, 
except for his wife; she was of those who remained [with the evildoers]. And We 
rained upon them a rain [of stones]. Then see how was the end of the criminals. - 
Quran 7:82-84 


The hadith is very clear about luts: 


"The Prophet (X) said: If you find anyone doing as Lot's people did, kill the one 
who does it, and the one to whom it is done." - Sunan Abi Dawud 4462 (Sahih + 
Hasan) 


"It was narrated from Abu Hurairah that the Prophet (X) said concerning those 
who do the action of the people of Lut: “Stone the upper and the lower, stone 
them both?" - Sunan Ibn Majah 3:20:2562 (Hasan) 
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WG 


Whoever you find doing the action of the people of Lut, kill the one who does it, 
and the one to whom it is done?" - Sunan Ibn Majah 3:20:2561 (Hasan) 


"That the Messenger of Allah (X) said: "Whomever you find doing the actions of 
the people of Lut then kill the one doing it, and the one it is done to."" - Jami’ at- 
Tirmidhi 1456 (Hasan) 


British Muslims regarding homosexuality 
Accordin to a survey in 2016 by ICM Research, 52% of the British Muslims wants 
homosexuality to be illegal. 


Apostasy is punishable by death 


"Whoever disbelieves in Allah after his belief... except for one who is forced [to 
renounce his religion] while his heart is secure in faith. But those who [willingly] 
open their breasts to disbelief, upon them is wrath from Allah, and for them is a 
great punishment;" - Quran 16:106 


"Let not believers take disbelievers as allies rather than believers. And whoever 
[of you] does that has nothing with Allah, except when taking precaution against 
them in prudence. And Allah warns you of Himself, and to Allah is the [final] 
destination." - Quran 3:28 


Explanation: Explanation: You are only allowed to leave Islam, if you have to 
pretend. 


"So they set out, until when they met a boy, al-Khidh r killed him. [Moses] said, 
"Have you killed a pure soul for other than [having killed] a soul? You have 
certainly done a deplorable thing." - Quran 18:74 


Explanation: Al-Kidhr killed a boy 

"And as for the boy, his parents were believers, and we feared that he would 
overburden them by transgression and disbelief. So we intended that their Lord 
should substitute for them one better than him in purity and nearer to mercy." - 


Quran 18:80-81 


Explanation: This is because the boy apostatized. Below are all Sahih hadiths 
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which confirms apostasy. 
"Ali burnt some people and this news reached Ibn * Abbas, who said, "Had I been 
in his place I would not have burnt them, as the Prophet (&) said, ‘Don't punish 
(anybody) with Allah's Punishment.’ No doubt, I would have killed them, for 

the Prophet (X) said, 'If somebody (a Muslim) discards his religion, kill him.'"" - 
Sahih al-Bukhari 3017 


"Some Zanadiga (atheists) were brought to ‘Ali and he burnt them. The news 
of this event, reached Ibn ‘Abbas who said, "If I had been in his place, I would 
not have burnt them, as Allah's Messenger (X) forbade it, saying, Do not punish 
anybody with Allah's punishment (fire).' I would have killed them according to 
the statement of Allah's Messenger (X), ‘Whoever changed his Islamic religion, 
then kill him."- Sahih al-Bukhari 6922 


"Allah's Messenger (X) said, "The blood of a Muslim who confesses that none has 
the right to be worshipped but Allah and that I am His Apostle, cannot be shed 
except in three cases: In Qisas for murder, a married person who commits illegal 
sexual intercourse and the one who reverts from Islam (apostate) and leaves the 
Muslims."" - Sahih al-Bukhari 6878 


‘Uthman said: "I heard the Messenger of Allah [SAW] say: ‘It is not permissible to 
shed the blood of a Muslim except in three cases: A man who commits adultery 
after having married; or one who kills intentionally, in which case he deserves 
retaliation; or one who apostatizes after having become Muslim, in which case he 
deserves to be killed." - Sunan an-Nasa'i 4057 (Sahih) 


"I heard the Messenger of Allah [SAW] say: ‘It is not permissible to shed the blood 
of a Muslim except in three cases: A man who commits adultery after having 
married; or one who kills another person, who is to be killed; or who reverts to 
Kufr after having accepted Islam, who is to be killed." - Sunan an-Nasa'i 4058 
(Sahih) 


"The Messenger of Allah (X) said: 'Whoever changes his religion, kill him." - 
Sunan an-Nasa’'i 4059 (Sahih) 


"Some people apostatized after accepting Islam, and 'Ali burned them with fire. 
Ibn ‘Abbas said: 'If it had been me, I would not have burned them; the Messenger 
of Allah [SAW] said: 'No one should be punished with the punishment of Allah.' 
If it had been me, I would have killed them; the Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: 
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‘Whoever changes his religion, kill him." - Sunan an-Nasa'i 4060 (Sahih) 


"The Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: 'Whoever changes his religion, kill him." - 
Sunan an-Nasa'i 4061 (Sahih) 


"The Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: 'Whoever changes his religion, kill him." - 
Sunan an-Nasa'i 4062 (Sahih) 


"The Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: 'Whoever changes his religion, kill him." - 
Sunan an-Nasa'i 4063 (Sahih) 


Ibn 'Abbas said: "The Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: "Whoever changes his 
religion, kill him.” - Sunan an-Nasa’i 4064 (Sahih) 


‘Ali came to some people of Az-Zutt, who worshipped idols, and burned them. 
Ibn 'Abbas said: "But the Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: "Whoever changes his 
religion, kill him.” - Sunan an-Nasa'i 4065 (Sahih) 


‘Ali burned some people who retreated from Islam. When Ibn ‘Abbas was 
informed of it, he said: If it had been I, I would not have burned them, for the 
Messenger of Allah (&) said: Do not inflict Allah’s punishment on anyone, but 
would have had killed them on account of the statement of the Messenger of 
Allah (&). The Apostle said: Kill those who change their religion. When ‘Ali was 
informed about it he said: How truly Ibn ‘Abbas said! - Sunan Abi Dawud 4351 
(Sahih) 


"The blood of a Muslim man who testifies that there is no god but Allah and 
that Iam the Messenger of Allah should not be lawfully shed but only for one of 
three reasons: married fornicator, soul for soul, and one who deserts his religion 
separating himself from the community." - Sunan Abi Dawud 4352 (Sahih) 


The Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: "It is not permissible to shed the blood of a 
Muslim except in three cases: An adulterer who had been married, who should 
be stoned to death; a man who killed another man intentionally, who should be 
killed; and a man who left Islam and waged war against Allah, the Might and 
Sublime, and His Messenger, who should be killed, or crucified, or banished from 
the land." - Sunan an-Nasa'i 4048 (Sahih) 


Explanation: The term "waging war against Allah" means not believing in Islam. 
This is important because in Quran 5:33, it says those who wage war against Allah 
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must be killed or crucified or their hands and their feet be cut off on the opposite 
sides, or be exiled from the land. That is their disgrace in this world, and a great 
torment is theirs in the Hereafter. 


That ‘Ali burnt some people who apostasized from Islam. This news reached 

Ibn ‘Abbas, so he said: "If it were me I would have killed them according to the 
statement of Messenger of Allah (W). The Messenger of Allah (X) said: "Whoever 
changes his religion then kill him.’ And I would not have burned them because 
the Messenger of Allah (&) said: 'Do not punish with the punishment of Allah.' So 
this reached ‘Ali, and he said: "Ibn ‘Abbas has told the truth." - Jami* at-Tirmidhi 
1458 (Sahih) 


“Whoever changes his religion, execute him” - Sunan Ibn Majah (Sahih) 


Yahya related to me from Malik from Zayd ibn Aslam that the Messenger of 
Allah, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said, "If someone changes his 
deen - strike his neck!" 

The meaning of the statement of the Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant 

him peace, in our opinion and Allah knows best, is that "if someone changes his 
deen, strike his neck!" refers to those who leave Islam for other than it - like the 
heretics and their like, about whom it is known. They are killed without being 
called to tawba because their tawba is not recognised. They were hiding their 
kufr and publishing their Islam, so I do not think that one calls such people to 
tawba, and one does not accept their word. As for the one who goes out of Islam 
to something else and divulges it, one calls him to tawba. If he does not turn in 
tawba, he is killed. If there are people in that situation, I think that one should call 
them to Islam and call them to tawba. If they turn in tawba, that is accepted from 
them. If they do not turn in tawba, they are killed. That does not refer as we see it, 
and Allah knows best, to those who come out of Judaism to Christianity or from 
Christianity to Judaism, nor to someone who changes his deen from the various 
forms of deen except for Islam. Whoever comes out of Islam to other than it and 
divulges that, that is the one who is referred to, and Allah knows best! - Muwatta 
Malik (Sahih) 


"The reason he (Muhammad) ordered him to be killed was that he had been a 
Muslim and used to write down revelation ; then he apostatized and returned to 
Quraysh" - Ibn Ishaq, page 550 (see also page 551) 


All four schools of Islam, which are the Hanafi, Maliki, Shafi'i and Hanbali, 
accepts killing for apostasy. 
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Apostatizing two times 

"Indeed, those who have believed then disbelieved, then believed, then 
disbelieved, and then increased in disbelief - never will Allah forgive them, nor 
will He guide them to a way." - Quran 4:137 


This means going from being a Muslim to non-Muslim, then reverting back, 
and then apostasizing again away, he can never be a Muslim again. Therefore the 
following universal verse applies: 


"[Remember] when your Lord inspired to the angels, "I am with you, so 
strengthen those who have believed. I will cast terror into the hearts of those 
who disbelieved, so strike [them] upon the necks and strike from them every 
fingertip."" - Quran 8:12 


It says “those who disbelieved" and not "the disbelievers" when people try to excuse 
it during the times of Muhammad. 


Death penalty for drinking alcohol 


The Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: "If he becomes drunk, whip him; then if he 
becomes drunk, whip him; then if he becomes drunk, whip him." Then he said 
concerning the fourth time, "Strike his neck (i.e., kill him)." - Sunan an-Nasa'i 
5662 (Sahih) 


"The Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: 'Whoever drinks Khamr (intoxicating 
beverage), whip him; then if he drinks (again), whip him; then if he drinks 
(again), whip him; then if he drinks (again), kill him." - Sunan an-Nasa'i 5661 
(Sahih) 


Above is the Sahih hadith that whipping is the punishment for drinking alcohol 
the first three times, and the fourth time it is death penalty. 


Not praying is worse than stealing 


"This day [all] good foods have been made lawful, and the food of those who were 
given the Scripture is lawful for you and your food is lawful for them. And [lawful 
in marriage are] chaste women from among the believers and chaste women 

from among those who were given the Scripture before you, when you have given

them their due compensation, desiring chastity, not unlawful sexual intercourse 
or taking [secret] lovers. And whoever denies the faith - his work has become 
worthless, and he, in the Hereafter, will be among the losers." - Quran 5:5 


"And it was already revealed to you and to those before you that if you should 
associate [anything] with Allah, your work would surely become worthless, and 
you would surely be among the losers."" - Quran 39:65 


The verses above says that whatever you do in life for humanity, is wothless 
without Islam. The hadith below says that not praying is worse than stealing. 


The Prophet (&) said, Gabriel came to me and gave me the glad tidings that 
anyone who died without worshipping anything besides Allah, would enter 
Paradise. I asked (Gabriel), ‘Even if he committed theft, and even if he committed 
illegal sexual intercourse?’ He said, '(Yes), even if he committed theft, and even if 
he Committed illegal sexual intercourse." - Sahih al-Bukhari 9:93:579 


Muhammad beheaded 800-900 males who 
surrendered and took the female slaves 


Many believe that Muhammad was very peaceful, but he was responsible for the 
beheadings of 800-900 jewish men from the Banu Qurayza tribe 


"Then they surrendered, and the apostle confined them in Medina in the quarter 
of d. al-Harith, a woman of B. al-Najjar. Then the apostle went out to the market 
of Medina (which is still its market today) and dug trenches in it. Then he sent 
for them and struck off their heads in those trenches as they were brought out 

to him in batches. Among them was the enemy of Allah Huyayy b. Akhtab and 
Ka‘b b. Asad their chief. There were 600 or 700 in all, though some put the figure 
as high as 800 or 900. As they were being taken out in batches to the apostle they 
asked Ka‘b what he thought would be done with them. He replied, "Will you 
never understand? Don't you see that the summoner never stops and those who 
are taken away do not return? By Allah it is death!" This went on until the apostle 
made an end of them. Huyayy was brought out wearing a flowered robe in which 
he had made holes about the size of the finger-tips in every part so that it should 
not be taken from him as spoil, with his hands bound to his neck by a rope. When 
he saw the apostle he said, "By God, I do not blame myself for opposing you, but 
he who forsakes God will be forsaken." Then he went to the men and said, "God's 
command is right. A book and a decree, and massacre have been written against

the Sons of Israel." Then he sat down and his head was struck off." - Ibn Ishaq 


And He brought down those who supported them among the People of the 
Scripture from their fortresses and cast terror into their hearts [so that] a party 
you killed, and you took captive a party. - Quran 33:26 


Indeed, the worst of living creatures in the sight of Allah are those who have 
disbelieved, and they will not [ever] believe - The ones with whom you made a 
treaty but then they break their pledge every time, and they do not fear Allah . So 
if you, [O Muhammad], gain dominance over them in war, disperse by [means of] 
them those behind them that perhaps they will be reminded. If you [have reason 
to] fear from a people betrayal, throw [their treaty] back to them, [putting you] on 
equal terms. Indeed, Allah does not like traitors. - Quran 8:55-58 


Muhammad killed children 


Messenger of Allah, we kill the children of the polytheists during the night raids. 
He said: They are from them. - Sahih Muslim 1745 b 


Muhammad killed people for committing adultery 
and fornication 


"Those who commit unlawful sexual intercourse of your women - bring against 
them four [witnesses] from among you. And if they testify, confine the guilty 
women to houses until death takes them or Allah ordains for them [another] 
way." - Quran 4:15 


This is an abrogated verse for adultery, according to tafsir Ibn Kathir: 

"The Adulteress is Confined in her House; A Command Later Abrogated. At the 
begining of Islam, the ruling was that if a woman commits adultery as stipulated 
by sufficient proof, she was confined to her home, without leave, until she died. 
Allah said, - Tafsir Ibn Kathir for 4:15 


And continues... 


"Ibn * Abbas said, "The early ruling was confinement, until Allah sent down Surat 
An-Nur (chapter 24) which abrogated that ruling with the ruling of flogging (for 
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fornication) or stoning to death (for adultery)." - Tafsir Ibn Kathir 4:15 


Ibn Kathir mentions Ibn Abbas, which is stated below: 

"(As for those of your women) your free, married women (who are guilty of 
lewdness) i.e. of fornication, (call to witness) that they were caught red-handed in 
the act (four of you against them) four of your free men. (And if they testify) to 
the Truth of the allegation (then confine them to the houses) keep them in prison 
(until death take them) until they die in prison (or (until) Allah appoint for them 
a way) out by means of stoning. Imprisoning a free, married woman who commits 
fornication until she dies in prison was later abrogated by stoning." Tafsir Ibn 
Abbas for 4:15 


"As for those of your women who commit lewdness, adultery, call four, Muslim 
men, of you to witness against them; and if they witness, against them such 
[lewdness], then detain them in their houses, and prevent them from mixing with 
people, until, the angels of, death take them or, until, God appoints for them a 
way, out of it. This was stipulated for them at the very beginning of Islam, but then 
a way out was appointed for them through [the stipulation] that the virgin should 
receive a hundred lashes and be banished for a year, and the married woman be 
stoned. The prescribed punishment was explained thus in the hadith, ‘Come listen 
to me! Come listen to me! God has now made a way out for them, as reported by 
Muslim." - Tafsir Al-Jalalayn for 4:15 


Ibn Abbas and Al-Jalalayn confirms that it was abrogated by stoning. However, as 
stated above by Ibn Kathir, this verse was abrogated to chapter 24 for flogging for 
fornication, and from the hadiths as stoning for adultery. 


"The [unmarried] woman or [unmarried] man found guilty of sexual intercourse - 
lash each one of them with a hundred lashes, and do not be taken by pity for them 
in the religion of Allah, if you should believe in Allah and the Last Day. And let a 
group of the believers witness their punishment." - Quran 24:2 


Explanation: The Quran itself changes it from confining to her home, to 100 
lashes - and according to the hadiths and tafsirs, which were written 200-400 
years after, it was changed to stoning. Below are the hadiths. 


Narrated ‘Abdullah bin 'Umar : The Jew brought to the Prophet a man and 

a woman from amongst them who have committed (adultery) illegal sexual 
intercourse. He ordered both of them to be stoned (to death), near the place of 
offering the funeral prayers beside the mosque." - Sahih Bukhari 2:23:413 
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"Allah sent Muhammad (saw) with the Truth and revealed the Holy Book to 

him, and among what Allah revealed, was the Verse of the Rajam (the stoning of 
married persons, male and female, who commit adultery) and we did recite this 
verse and understood and memorized it. Allah's Apostle (saw) did carry out the 
punishment of stoning and so did we after him. I am afraid that after a long time 
has passed, somebody will say, "By Allah, we do not find the verse of the Rajam in 
Allah's Book", and thus they will go astray by leaving an obligation which Allah 
has revealed." - Sahih al-Bukhari, Vol.8, p.539 


The Jews brought to the Prophet a man and a woman from among them who 
had committed illegal sexual intercourse. The Prophet said to them, "How do 
you usually punish the one amongst you who has committed illegal sexual 
intercourse?" They replied, "We blacken their faces with coal and beat them," He 
said, "Don't you find the order of Ar-Rajm (i.e. stoning to death) in the Torah?" 
They replied, "We do not find anything in it." ‘Abdullah bin Salam (after hearing 
this conversation) said to them. "You have told a lie! Bring here the Torah and 
recite it if you are truthful." (So the Jews brought the Torah). And the religious 
teacher who was teaching it to them, put his hand over the Verse of Ar-Rajm 
and started reading what was written above and below the place hidden with his 
hand, but he did not read the Verse of Ar-Rajm. ‘Abdullah bin Salam removed 
his (i.e. the teacher's) hand from the Verse of Ar-Rajm and said, "What is this?" 
So when the Jews saw that Verse, they said, "This is the Verse of Ar-Rajm." So the 
Prophet ordered the two adulterers to be stoned to death, and they were stoned 
to death near the place where biers used to be placed near the Mosque. I saw 
her companion (i.e. the adulterer) bowing over her so as to protect her from the 
stones. - Sahih Bukhari Volume 6, Book 60, Number 79: 


‘Abdullah b. Buraida reported on the authority of his father that Ma'iz b. Malik 
al-Aslami came to Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) and said: Allah's 
Messenger, I have wronged myself; I have committed adultery and I earnestly 
desire that you should purify me. He turned him away. On the following day, he 
(Ma’'iz) again came to him and said: Allah's Messenger, I have committed adultery. 
Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) turned him away for the second 
time, and sent him to his people saying: Do you know if there is anything wrong 
with his mind. They denied of any such thing in him and said: We do not know 
him but as a wise good man among us, so far as we can judge. He (Ma'iz) came 
for the third time, and he (the Holy Prophet) sent him as he had done before. He 
asked about him and they informed him that there was nothing wrong with him 
or with his mind. When it was the fourth time, a ditch was dug for him and he 
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(the Holy Prophet) pronounced judg- ment about him and he wis stoned. He (the 
narrator) said: There came to him (the Holy Prophet) a woman from Ghamid 
and said: Allah's Messenger, I have committed adultery, so purify me. He (the 
Holy Prophet) turned her away. On the following day she said: Allah's Messenger, 
Why do you turn me away? Perhaps, you turn me away as you turned away Ma'iz. 
By Allah, I have become pregnant. He said: Well, if you insist upon it, then go 
away until you give birth to (the child). When she was delivered she came with 
the child (wrapped) in a rag and said: Here is the child whom I have given birth 
to. He said: Go away and suckle him until you wean him. When she had weaned 
him, she came to him (the Holy Prophet) with the child who was holding a piece 
of bread in his hand. She said: Allah's Apostle, here is he as I have weaned him 
and he eats food. He (the Holy Prophet) entrusted the child to one of the Muslims 
and then pronounced punishment. And she was put in a ditch up to her chest 
and he commanded people and they stoned her. Khalid b Walid came forward 
with a stone which he flung at her head and there spurted blood on the face of 
Khalid and so he abused her. Allah's Apostle (may peace be upon him) heard his 
(Khalid's) curse that he had huried upon her. Thereupon he (the Holy Prophet) 
said: Khalid, be gentle. By Him in Whose Hand is my life, she has made such a 
repentance that even if a wrongful tax-collector were to repent, he would have 
been forgiven. Then giving command regarding her, he prayed over her and she 
was buried. - Sahih Muslim Book 017, Number 4206 


"There came to him (the Holy Prophet) a woman from Ghamid and said: Allah's 
Messenger, I have committed adultery, so purify me. He (the Holy Prophet) 
turned her away. On the following day she said: Allah's Messenger, Why do you 
turn me away? Perhaps, you turn me away as you turned away Ma’iz. By Allah, 

I have become pregnant. He said: Well, if you insist upon it, then go away until 
you give birth to (the child). When she was delivered she came with the child 
(wrapped) in a rag and said: Here is the child whom I have given birth to. He 
said: Go away and suckle him until you wean him. When she had weaned him, 
she came to him (the Holy Prophet) with the child who was holding a piece of 
bread in his hand.

A woman belonging to the tribe of Juhaynah (according to the version of Aban) 
came to the Prophet (X) and said that she had committed fornication and that she 
was pregnant. The Messenger of Allah (X) called her guardian. 

Then the Messenger of Allah (X) said to him: Be good to her, and when she bears 
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a child, bring her (to me). When she gave birth to the child, he brought her (to 
him). The Prophet (KX) gave orders regarding her, and her clothes were tied to her. 
He then commanded regarding her and she was stoned to death. He commanded 
the people (to pray) and they prayed over her. 

Thereupon Umar said: Are you praying over her, Messenger of Allah, when she 
has committed fornication? 

He said: By Him in Whose hand my soul is, she has repented to such an extent 
that if it were divided among the seventy people of Medina, it would have been 
enough for them all. And what do you find better than the fact that she gave her 
life. 

Aban did not say in his version: Then her clothes were tied to her. - Sunan Abi 
Dawud 4440 


A woman of Ghamid came to the Prophet (&) and said: I have committed 
fornication. He said: Go back. She returned, and on the next day she came to him 
again, and said: Perhaps you want to send me back as you did to Ma’iz b. Malik. 

I swear by Allah, I am pregnant. He said to her: Go back. She then returned and 
came to him the next day. He said to her: Go back until you give birth to a child. 
She then returned. When she gave birth to a child, she brought the child to him, 
and said: Here it is! I have given birth to it. He said: Go back, and suckle him until 
you wean him. When she had weaned him, she brought him (the boy) to him with 
something in his hand which he was eating. The boy was then given to a certain 
man of the Muslims and he (the Prophet) commanded regarding her. So a pit was 
dug for her, and he gave orders about her and she was stoned to death. Khalid was 
one of those who were throwing stones at her. He threw a stone at her. When a 
drop blood fell on his cheeks, he abused her. The Prophet (X) said to him: Gently, 
Khalid. By Him in whose hand my soul is, she has reported to such an extent that 
if one who wrongfully takes extra tax were to repent to a like extent, he would 

be forgiven. Then giving command regarding her, prayed over her and she was 
buried. - Sunan Abi Dawud 4442 


Two men brought a dispute before the Messenger of Allah (X). One of them said: 
Pronounce judgement between us in accordance with Allah’s Book, Messenger 

of Allah! The other who had more understanding said: Yes, Messenger of Allah! 
Pronounce judgement between us in accordance with Allah’s Book, and allow 

me to speak. He (the Prophet) said: Speak, He then said: My son who was a hired 
servant with this(man) committed fornication with his wife, and when I was told 
that my son must be stoned to death, I ransomed him with a hundred sheep and a 
slave girl of mine; but when I asked the learned, they told me that my son should 
receive a hundred lashes and be banished for a year, and that stoning to death 
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applied only to man’s wife. The apostle of Allah (&) replied: By him in whose hand 
my soul is, I shall certainly pronounce judgment between you in accordance with 
Allah’s Book. Your sheep and your slave girl must be returned to you, and your 
son shall receive a hundred lashes and be banished for a year. And he commanded 
Unias al-Aslami go to that man’s wife, and if she confessed, he should stone her to 
death. She confessed and he stoned her. - Sunan Abi Dawud 4445 


The people passed by the Messenger of Allah (%) with a Jew who was blackened 
with charcoal and who was being flogged. 

He called them and said: Is this the prescribed punishment for a fornicator? 

They said: Yes. He then called on a learned man among them and asked him: I 
adjure you by Allah Who revealed the Torah to Moses, do you find this prescribed 
punishment for a fornicator in your divine Book? 

He said: By Allah, no. If you had not adjured me about this, I should not have 
informed you. We find stoning to be prescribed punishment for a fornicator in 
our Divine Book. But it (fornication) became frequent in our people of rank; so 
when we seized a person of rank, we left him alone, and when we seized a weak 
person, we inflicted the prescribed punishment on him. So we said: Come, let us 
agree on something which may be enforced equally on people of higher and lower 
rank. So we agreed to blacken the face of a criminal with charcoal, and flog him, 
and we abandoned stoning. 

The Messenger of Allah (X) then said: O Allah, I am the first to give life to Thy 
command which they have killed. So he commanded regarding him (the Jew) and 
he was stoned to death. 

Allah Most High then sent down: "O Apostle, let not those who race one another 
into unbelief, make thee grieve..." up to "They say: If you are given this, take it, but 
if not, bewarel...." up to "And if any do fail to judge by (the light of) what Allah 
hath revealed, they are (no better than) unbelievers," about Jews, up to "And if 
any do fail to judge by (the right of) what Allah hath revealed, they are no better 
than) wrong-doers" about Jews: and revealed the verses up to "And if any do fail 
to judge by (the light of) what Allah hath revealed, they are (no better than) those 
who rebel." About this he said: This whole verse was revealed about the infidels. - : 
Sunan Abi Dawud 4448 


The Jews brought a man and a woman of them who had committed fornication. 
He said: Bring me two learned men or yours. So they brought the two sons of 
Suriya. He adjured them and said: How do you think about the matter if these 
two persons bear witness to the effect that they have seen his sexual organ in 
her female organ (penetrated) like a collyrium stick when enclosed in its case, 
they will be stoned to death. He asked: What is there which prevents you from 
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stoning them: They replied : Our rule has gone, so we disapproved of killing. The 
Messenger of Allah (X) then called four witnesses. They brought four witnesses. 
Who testified that they had seen his sexual organ (penetrated) in her female organ 
like a collyrium stick when enclosed in its case. The Prophet (X) then gave orders 
for stoning them. - : Sunan Abi Dawud 4452 


The Prophet (X) had a man and a woman of the Jews who had committed 
fornication stoned to death. - Sunan Abi Dawud 4455 


"During the pre-Islamic period of ignorance I saw a she-monkey surrounded by 
a number of monkeys. They were all stoning it, because it had committed illegal 
sexual intercourse. I too, stoned it along with them." - Sahih al-Bukhari 3849 


"a woman came to the Prophet (X) and confessed to committing fornication. He 
issued orders, and her garments were tightened around her (so that her private 
parts would not become uncovered) then he stoned her, then he offered the 
funeral prayer for her." - Sunan Ibn Majah 3:20:2555 (Sahih) 


"The Prophet (X) stoned two Jews, and I was among those who stoned them. I saw 
(the man) trying to shield (the woman) from the stones." - Sunan Ibn Majah 2556

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Chapter 8: Islam against The 
Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights 


Introduction 


In this chapter, we will explain why Islam is against the fundamental laws of our 
modern world. The Universal Declaration of Human Rights is the westerns holy 
book and constitution. The declaration consist of 30 articles and was created by 
the UN General Assembly and accepted by most countries to be universal laws for 
every human individuals to have, regardless geography, race, ethnicity, nationality, 
color, sex, age - in any given time. Even thousands of years from now these 
fundamental laws will not be broken, because they are universal and “absolute”. 
Islam is against around 15 articles of these 30 articles. In fact the muslim member 
states of Organisation of Islamic Cooperation created their own declaration in 
1990, called The Cairo Declaration, because Islam does not agree with it.

"Though the Universal Declaration of Human Rights came into existence in 1948, 
the Quran which marvelously justifies this Declaration was revealed a long 1400 
years back!" - Anonymous 


The country where Mecca and Medina are located, namely Saudi Arabia, has 
still not recognized these laws because they directly have stated that it is against 
Islamic laws, so this statement above is as false as it can be. Down you'll find 
out why it’s the case. If the West studied law and realized how many thousands 
of rights they have, and how well these rights are connected to each other, they 
would never have allowed Islam in their country. 


Article 1 


All human beings are born free and equal in dignity and rights. They are endowed 
with reason and conscience and should act towards one another in a spirit of 
brotherhood. 





Quran 
Quran (4:11) - “The male shall have the equal of the portion of two females” 
Explanation: In inheritance, women receives only half. 


Quran (4:176) — If there are both brothers and sisters, the male will have the share 
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of two females. 
Explanation: Again not equal in inheritance. 


Quran (2:282) - “And call to witness, from among your men, two witnesses. And 
if two men be not found then a man and two women”. 


Explanation: In a court testimony, womens testimony is half the men, even 
though there has been studies that show women lie less than men. 


Quran (2:228) - “and the men are a degree above them [women]* 

Quran (5:6) — “And if ye are unclean, purify yourselves. And if ye are sick or on 
a journey, or one of you cometh from the closet, or ye have had contact with 
women, and ye find not water, then go to clean, high ground and rub your faces 
and your hands with some of it”. 


Explanation: Women are dirty. 


Quran (2:223) - “Your wives are as a tilth unto you; so approach your tilth when 
or how ye will...” 


Explanation: Basically men own women. 
Quran (4:3) - “Marry women of your choice, Two or three or four”. 
Men can marry up to four wifes, while women only one man. 


Quran (4:24) - “Also (forbidden are) women already married, except those 
(captives and slaves) whom your right hands possess”. 


Explanation: Permitting to take women as sex slaves 


33:59 — O Prophet, tell your wives and your daughters and the women of the 
believers to bring down over themselves [part] of their outer garments. That 
is more suitable that they will be known and not be abused. And ever is Allah 
Forgiving and Merciful. 


Explanation: Women have to wear hijab due to sexual reasons, while in the 
opposite situation men don't. 
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Quran 8:65 —- One Muslim is more powerful than 10 non-Muslims - If there be 
of you twenty steadfast they shall overcome two hundred, and if there be of you a 
hundred (steadfast) they shall overcome a thousand of those who disbelieve 


Quran 8:66 —- One Muslim can overcome two non-Muslims - So if there be of you 
a steadfast hundred they shall overcome two hundred, and if there be of you a 
thousand (steadfast) they shall overcome two thousand by permission of Allah. 


Quran 2:221 - Do not marry unbelieving women (idolaters), until they believe: A 
slave woman who believes is better than an unbelieving woman, even though she 
allures you. 


Quran 98:6 — Indeed, they who disbelieved among the People of the Scripture and 
the polytheists will be in the fire of Hell, abiding eternally therein. Those are the 
worst of creatures. 


Quran 2:29 - Fight those who believe not in God and in the Last Day, and who do 
not forbid what God and His Messenger have forbidden, and who follow not the 
Religion of Truth among those who were given the Book, till they pay the jizyah 
with a willing hand, being humbled. (tr. The Study Quran) 


Quran 9:29 — Fight those of the People of the Book who do not [truly] believe 
in God and the Last Day, who do not forbid what God and His Messenger have 
forbidden, who do not behave according to the rule of justice, until they pay the 
tax and submit to it. (tr. Abdel-Haleem) 


Quran 4:34 - Men are in charge of women by [right of] what Allah has given 

one over the other and what they spend [for maintenance] from their wealth. So 
righteous women are devoutly obedient, guarding in [the husband’s] absence what 
Allah would have them guard. But those [wives] from whom you fear arrogance - 
[first] advise them; [then if they persist], forsake them in bed; and [finally], strike 
them. But if they obey you [once more], seek no means against them. Indeed, 
Allah is ever Exalted and Grand. 


Hadith and sira 
Sahih Bukhari (6:301) — “[Muhammad] said, ‘Is not the evidence of two women 


equal to the witness of one man?’ They replied in the affirmative. He said, “This is 
the deficiency in her intelligence” 
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Sahih Bukhari (6:301) — “[Muhammad said] ‘Isn't it true that a woman can neither 
pray nor fast during her menses?’ The women replied in the affirmative. He said,

“This is the deficiency in her religion: 


Sahih Bukhari (2:28) - The Prophet said: “I was shown the Hell-fire and that 

the majority of its dwellers were women who were ungrateful”. Sahih Bukhari 
(54:464) — The Prophet said, “I looked at Paradise and found poor people forming 
the majority of its inhabitants; and I looked at Hell and saw that the majority of 
its inhabitants were women.” This is important because the only mentioning of 
women paradise are the virgins who serve the sexual desires of men. 


Sahih Bukhari (62:81) - “The Prophet said: “The stipulations most entitled to 

be abided by are those with which you are given the right to enjoy the (women’s) 
private parts (ie. the stipulations of the marriage contract).”. This means that in a 
contract of a marriage, the most important thing is between her legs, and making 
children for the husband. That’s the value of the woman. 


Sahih Bukhari (62:58) — This is a long example, therefore read it by clicking on it. 
Long story short, Muhammad didn't like a women who offered him to marry her, 
so he donated her to his companion. Yes, Muhammad was the perfect example 
(sarcasm if people didn't get it). 


Sahih al-Bukhari 1:9:493 - The things which annual prayer were mentioned before 
me (and those were): a dog, a donkey and a woman. I said, "You have compared 
us (women) to donkeys and dogs. By Allah! I saw the Prophet praying while I 
used to lie in (my) bed between him and the Qibla. Whenever I was in need of 
something, I disliked to sit and trouble the Prophet. So, I would slip away by the 
side of his feet." 


Sahih al-Bukhari 1:9:486 - Do you make us (women) equal to dogs and donkeys? 
While I used to lie in my bed, the Prophet would come and pray facing the middle 
of the bed. I used to consider it not good to stand in front of him in his prayers. 
So I used to slip away slowly and quietly from the foot of the bed till I got out of 
my guilt. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 1:9:490 - The things which annul the prayers were mentioned 
before me. They said, "Prayer is annulled by a dog, a donkey and a woman (if 
they pass in front of the praying people)." I said, "You have made us (i.e. women) 
dogs. I saw the Prophet praying while I used to lie in my bed between him and the 
Qibla. Whenever I was in need of something, I would slip away. for I disliked to 
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face him." 


Sahih al-Bukhari 519 - It is not good that you people have made us (women) 
equal to dogs and donkeys. No doubt I saw Allah's Messenger (XM) praying while 
I used to lie between him and the Qibla and when he wanted to prostrate, he 
pushed my legs and I withdrew them. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 67:32 - Evil omen was mentioned before the Prophet: The 
Prophet (X) said, "If there is evil omen in anything, it is in the house, the woman 
and the horse." 


Sahih Muslim (4:1039) - “Aisha said [to Muhammad]: ‘You have made us equal to 
the dogs and the asses”. There is a reason why I made the text bold, because only 
an idiot can't see how disgusting this is. 


Sahih Muslim 4:1032 - Abu Dharr reported: The Messenger of ‘Allah & said: 
When any one of you stands for prayer and there is a thing before him equal to 
the back of the saddle that covers him and in case there is not before him (a thing) 
equal to the back of the saddle, his prayer would be cut off by (passing of an) ass, 
woman, and black Dog. I said: O Abu Dharr, what feature is there in a black dog 
which distinguish it from the red dog and the yellow dog? He said: O, son of my 
brother, I asked the Messenger of Allah & as you are asking me, and he said: The 
black dog is a devil. 


Sahih Muslim 4:1034 -Abu Huraira reported: The Messenger of Allah M said: A 
woman, an ass and a dog disrupt the prayer, but something like the back of a 
saddle guards against that. 


Sahih Muslim 4:1039 - Al-Aswad reported that 'A'isha said: You have made us 
equal to the dogs and the asses, whereas | lay on the bedstead and the Messenger 
of Allah X came there and stood in the middle of the bedstead and said prayer. I 
did not like to take off the quilt from me (in that state), so I moved away quietly 
from the front legs of the bedstead and thus came out of the quilt. 


Sahih Muslim 1403 a - The woman advances and retires in the shape of a devil, 
so when one of you sees a woman, he should come to his wife, for that will repel 
what he feels in his heart. 


Al-Tabari 9:1754 - “Treat women well, for they are [like] domestic animals with 
you and do not possess anything for themselves.” 





Explanation: Women are like domestic animals. 


Abu Dawud (2155) - “Amr bin Shw’aib on his father’s authority said that his 
grandfather reported the Prophet (may peace be upon him) as saying: If one of 
you marries a woman or buys a slave, he should say: ‘O Allah, I ask Thee for the 
good in her, and in the disposition Thou hast given her; I take refuge in Thee 
from the evil in her, and in the disposition Thou hast given her? When he buys a 
camel, he should take hold of the top of its hump and say the same kind of thing” 
Women are born evil and are compared to slaves and camels. 


Ishaq 734 - “As for Ali, he said, “Women are plentiful, and you can easily change 
one for another.“ Equality my ass. Ali was not Muhammad's son but was raised as 
one by him, and was also the 4th caliph. He said this in front of Muhammad, and 
he didn't protest. 


Ishaq 878 - “From the captives of Hunayn, Allah’s Messenger gave [his son-in- 
law] Ali a slave girl called Rayta and he gave [future Caliph] Uthman a slave girl 
called Zaynab and [future Caliph] Umar a girl to whom Umar gave to his son.” 
Through the list we have come from women less worth than men, and now they 
are slaves too. 


Ibn Ishaq 693 - “Then the apostle sent Sa-d b. Zayd al-Ansari, brother of Abdu- 
Ashal with some of the captive women of Banu Qurayza to Najd and he sold them 
for horses and weapons.” Trading captured women for horses and weapons. 


Tabari 8:117 - “Dihyah had asked the Messenger for Safiyah when the Prophet 
chose her for himself...the Apostle traded for Safiyah by giving Dihyah her two 
cousins. The women of Khaybar were distributed among the Muslims.” Captured 
farm wives which they distributed them among themselves. 


Al-Tirmidhi 3272 - “When Allah’s Messenger was asked which woman was best 
he replied, “The one who pleases (her husband) when he looks at her, obeys him 
when he gives a command, and does not go against his wishes regarding her 
person or property by doing anything of which he disapproves” (See also Abu 
Dawud 1664) 


Ishaq 969 — “Lay injunctions on women kindly, for they are prisoners with you 
having no control of their persons. Again women are seen as an entity who are 
less worth by saying they specifically as a gender can't control themselves. 
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Shaykh Ibn “Uthaymeen - Greeting a non-Muslim first is haraam and is not 
permitted, because the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allaah be upon him) 
said: “Do not initiate the greeting with the Jews and Christians, and if you meet 
them in the street push them towards the narrowest part of it” But if they greet 
us we have to respond to them, because of the general meaning of the verse in 
which Allaah says (interpretation of the meaning): “When you are greeted with a 
greeting, greet in return with what is better than it, or (at least) return it equally” 


Sahih Muslim 41:6985 — The last hour would not come unless the Muslims will 
fight against the Jews and the Muslims would kill them until the Jews would hide 
themselves behind a stone or a tree and a stone or a tree would say: Muslim, or 
the servant of Allah, there is a Jew behind me; come and kill him; but the tree 
Gharqad would not say, for it is the tree of the Jews. 


Sahih Bukhari 9:88:219 —- Narrated Abu Bakra: During the battle of Al-Jamal, 
Allah benefited me with a Word (I heard from the Prophet). When the Prophet 
heard the news that the people of the Persia had made the daughter of Khosrau 
their Queen (ruler), he said, “Never will succeed such a nation as makes a woman 
their ruler?” 


Sahih Muslim 2431 - There are many persons amongst men who are quite perfect 
but there are none perfect amongst women except Mary, daughter of ‘Imran, 
Asiya wife of Pharaoh, and the excellence of ‘Aisha as compared to women is that 
of Tharid over all other foods. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 5184 — Allah’s Messenger (swf) said, “The woman is like a rib; if 
you try to straighten her, she will break. So if you want to get benefit from her, do 
so while she still has some crookedness.” 


Sahih Muslim 1066 g - The most hateful among the creation of Allah is one black 
man among them (Khawarij). 


Al-Albaani: Hasan - “Order your children to perform prayer when they are seven 
years old and beat them (for neglecting it) when they are ten.” 


Tafsir Ibn Kathir- Therefore, Muslims are not allowed to honor the people of 
Dhimmah (non-muslim minorities) or elevate them above Muslims, for they are 
miserable, disgraced and humiliated.

Everyone is entitled to all the rights and freedoms set forth in this Declaration, 
without distinction of any kind, such as race, colour, sex, language, religion, 
political or other opinion, national or social origin, property, birth or other 
status. Furthermore, no distinction shall be made on the basis of the political, 
jurisdictional or international status of the country or territory to which a person 
belongs, whether it be independent, trust, non-self-governing or under any other 
limitation of sovereignty. 





Quran 

Quran 8:65 -— If there be of you twenty steadfast they shall overcome two hundred, 
and if there be of you a hundred (steadfast) they shall overcome a thousand of 
those who disbelieve 

Quran 8:66 — So if there be of you a steadfast hundred they shall overcome two 
hundred, and if there be of you a thousand (steadfast) they shall overcome two 
thousand by permission of Allah. - 


Quran 4:101 - The disbelievers are an open enemy to you. 


Quran 8:14 - For disbelievers is the torment of the Fire. 


Article 3 


Everyone has the right to life, liberty and security of person. 





Quran 


Quran 6:151 - "Say, "Come, I will recite what your Lord has prohibited to you. 

[He commands] that you not associate anything with Him, and to parents, good 
treatment, and do not kill your children out of poverty; We will provide for you 
and them. And do not approach immoralities - what is apparent of them and what 
is concealed. And do not kill the soul which Allah has forbidden [to be killed] 
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except by [legal] right. This has He instructed you that you may use reason. 


Article 4 


No one shall be held in slavery or servitude; slavery and the slave trade shall be 
prohibited in all their forms. 





Quran 


Quran (33:50) - “O Prophet, indeed We have made lawful to you your wives to 
whom you have given their due compensation and those (slaves) your right hand 
possesses from what Allah has returned to you” 


Quran (23:5-6) — “.who abstain from sex, except with those joined to them in the 
marriage bond, or (the captives) whom their right hands possess...” 


Quran (4:24) - “And all married women (are forbidden unto you) save those 
(captives) whom your right hands possess.” 


Quran (8:69) — “But (now) enjoy what ye took in war, lawful and good” 


Quran (24:32) - “And marry those among you who are single and those who are 
fit among your male slaves and your female slaves...” 


Quran (2:178) - “O ye who believe! Retaliation is prescribed for you in the matter 
of the murdered; the freeman for the freeman, and the slave for the slave, and the 
female for the female.” 


Quran (16:75) — “Allah sets forth the Parable (of two men: one) a slave under 
the dominion of another; He has no power of any sort; and (the other) a man on 
whom We have bestowed goodly favours from Ourselves, and he spends thereof 
(freely), privately and publicly: are the two equal? (By no means;) praise be to 
Allah? 


Quran 2:221 - Do not marry unbelieving women (idolaters), until they believe: A 
slave woman who believes is better than an unbelieving woman, even though she 


allures you. 


Quran 4:92 — “Never should a believer kill a believer, but if it so happens by 
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mistake, compensation is due. If one so kills a believer, it is ordained that he 
should free a believing slave, and pay compensation to the deceased’s family, 
unless they remit it freely....If he (the deceased) belonged to a people with whom 
you have treaty of mutual alliance, compensation should be paid to his family, 

and a believing slave be freed. For those who find this beyond their means, is 
prescribed a fast for two months running, by way of repentance to Allah, for Allah 
has all knowledge and all wisdom” 


Quran 70:27-30 - "And those who are fearful of the punishment of their Lord 

- Indeed, the punishment of their Lord is not that from which one is safe -And 
those who guard their private parts Except from their wives or those their right 
hands possess, for indeed, they are not to be blamed" 


Quran 33:59 - " O Prophet, tell your wives and your daughters and the women of 
the believers to bring down over themselves [part] of their outer garments. That 
is more suitable that they will be known and not be abused. And ever is Allah 
Forgiving and Merciful." 


Explanation: The above verse state that hijab is for making a difference between a 
free woman and a slave 


Hadith 


Sahih al-Bukhari (52:255) - The slave who accepts Islam and continues serving 
his Muslim master will receive a double reward in heaven. 


Sahih al-Bukhari (41.598) — Slaves are property. They cannot be freed if an owner 
has outstanding debt, but they can be used to pay off the debt. 


Sahih al-Bukhari (62:137) —- An account of women taken as slaves in battle by 
Muhammad’s men after their husbands and fathers were killed. The woman were 
raped with Muhammad’s approval. 


Sahih al-Bukhari (34:432) - Another account of females taken captive and raped 
with Muhammad's approval. In this case it is evident that the Muslims intend on 
selling the women after raping them because they are concerned about devaluing 
their price by impregnating them. Muhammad is asked about coitus interruptus. 


Sahih al-Bukhari (47.765) - A woman is rebuked by Muhammad for freeing a 
slave girl. The prophet tells her that she would have gotten a greater heavenly 
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reward by giving her to a relative (as a slave). 


Sahih al-Bukhari (34:351) - Muhammad sells a slave for money. He was thus a 
slave trader. 


Sahih al-Bukhari (72:734) - Some contemporary Muslims in the West (where 
slavery is believed to be a horrible crime) are reluctant to believe that Muhammad 
owned slaves. This is just one of many places in the Hadith where a reference is 
made to a human being owned by Muhammad. In this case, the slave is of African 
descent. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 5:59:512 - The Prophet offered the Fajr Prayer near Khaibar 
when it was still dark and then said, "Allahu-Akbar! Khaibar is destroyed, for 
whenever we approach a (hostile) nation (to fight), then evil will be the morning 
for those who have been warned." Then the inhabitants of Khaibar came out 
running on the roads. The Prophet had their warriors killed, their offspring and 
woman taken as captives. Safiya was amongst the captives, She first came in the 
share of Dahya Alkali but later on she belonged to the Prophet. The Prophet made 
her manumission as her 'Mahr'. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 5:59:513 - Anas bin Malik said, "The Prophet took Safiya as a 
captive. He manumitted her and married her." Thabit asked Anas, "What did he 
give her as Mahr (i.e. marriage gift)?" Anas replied. "Her Mahr was herself, for he 
manumitted her." 


Sahih Bukhari (64:253) - The Prophet stayed for three rights between Khaibar and 
Medina and was married to Safiya. I invited the Muslim to h s marriage banquet 
and there wa neither meat nor bread in that banquet but the Prophet ordered Bilal 
to spread the leather mats on which dates, dried yogurt and butter were put. The 
Muslims said amongst themselves, "Will she (ie. Safiya) be one of the mothers of 
the believers, (i.e. one of the wives of the Prophet) or just (a lady captive) of what 
his right-hand possesses" Some of them said, "If the Prophet makes her observe 
the veil, then she will be one of the mothers of the believers (i.e. one of the 
Prophet's wives), and if he does not make her observe the veil, then she will be his 
lady slave." So when he departed, he made a place for her behind him (on his and 
made her observe the veil. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 3010 - The Prophet (X) said, "Allah wonders at those people who 
will enter Paradise in chains." 
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Bukhari (47:743) - Muhammad’s own pulpit - from which he preached Islam — 
was built with slave labor on his command. 


Sahih Bukhari 5:59:369: Now we want you to lend us a camel load or two of food." 
(Some difference between narrators about a camel load or two.) Kab said, "Yes, (I 
will lend you), but you should mortgage something to me." Muhammad bin Mas- 
lama and his companion said, "What do you want?" Ka’b replied, "Mortgage your 
women to me." They said, "How can we mortgage our women to you and you are 
the most handsome of the 'Arabs?" Ka'b said, "Then mortgage your sons to me." 
They said, "How can we mortgage our sons to you? Later they would be abused by 
the people's saying that so-and-so has been mortgaged for a camel load of food. 


Sahih al-Bukhari (59:637) - “The Prophet sent Ali to Khalid to bring the Khumus 
(of the booty) and I hated Ali, and Ali had taken a bath (after a sexual act with a 
slave-girl from the Khumus). I said to Khalid, ‘Don't you see this (i.e. Ali)?? When 
we reached the Prophet I mentioned that to him. He said, ‘O Buraida! Do you 
hate Ali?’ I said, “Yes? He said, ‘Do you hate him, for he deserves more than that 
from the Khumlus.” Muhammad approved of his men having sex with slaves, as 
this episode involving his son-in-law, Ali, clearly proves. This hadith refutes the 
modern apologists who pretend that slaves were really “wives.” This is because 
Muhammad had forbidden Ali from marrying another woman as long as Fatima 
(his favorite daughter) was living. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 61:3446 - Allah's Apostle said, Ifa person teaches his slave girl 
good manners properly, educates her properly, and then manumits and marries 
her, he will get a double reward. And if a man believes in Jesus and then believes 
in me, he will get a double reward. And if slave fears his Lord (i.e. Allah) and 
obeys his masters, he too will get a double reward. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 5:58:182 - Abu Bakr had a slave who used to give him some of 
his earnings. Abu Bakr used to eat from it. One day he brought something and 
Abu Bakr ate from it. The slave said to him, "Do you know what this is?" Abu 
Bakr then enquired, "What is it?" The slave said, "Once, in the pre-Islamic period 
of ignorance I foretold somebody's future though I did not know this knowledge 
of foretelling but I, cheated him, and when he met me, he gave me something for 
that service, and that is what you have eaten from." Then Abu Bakr put his hand 
in his mouth and vomited whatever was present in his stomach. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 5:58:197 - I saw Allah's Apostle , and the only converts (to 
Islam) with him, were five slaves, two women and Abu Bakr. 





Sahih al-Bukhari 5:58:282 - That he was sold (as a slave) by one master to another 
for more than ten times (i.e between 13 and 19). 


Sahih al-Bukhari 5:58:262 - The first people who came to us (in Medina) were 
Mus’ab bin 'Umar and Ibn Um Maktum who were teaching Qur'an to the people. 
Then their came Bilal. Sad and 'Ammar bin Yasir. After that 'Umar bin Al- 
Khattab came along with twenty other companions of the Prophet. Later on the 
Prophet himself (to Medina) and I had never seen the people of Medina so joyful 
as they were on the arrival of Allah's Apostle, for even the slave girls were saying, 
"Allah's Apostle has arrived!" And before his arrival I had read the Sura starting 
with:-- "Glorify the Name of your Lord, the Most High" (87.1) together with 
other Suras of Al-Mufassal. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 2906, 2907 - Allah's Messenger (X) came to my house while two 
girls were singing beside me the songs of Bu'ath (a story about the war between 
the two tribes of the Ansar, i.e. Khazraj and Aus, before Islam.) The Prophet (&) 
reclined on the bed and turned his face to the other side. Abu Bakr came and 
scolded me and said protestingly, "Instrument of Satan in the presence of Allah's 
Messenger (X)?" Allah's Messenger (X) turned his face towards him and said, 
"Leave them." When Abu Bakr became inattentive, I waved the two girls to go 
away and they left. It was the day of ‘Id when negroes used to play with leather 
shields and spears. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 2543 - I have loved the people of the tribe of Bani Tamim ever 
since I heard, three things, Allah's Messenger (X) said about them. I heard him 
saying, These people (of the tribe of Bani Tamim) would stand firm against 
Ad-Dajjal." When the Sadaqat (gifts of charity) from that tribe came, Allah's 
Messenger (X) said, "These are the Sadaqat (i.e. charitable gifts) of our folk." 
‘Aisha had a slave-girl from that tribe, and the Prophet (X) said to ‘ Aisha, 
"Manumit her as she is a descendant of Ishmael (the Prophet). 


Sahih al-Bukhari 7142 - Allah's Messenger (&) said, "You should listen to and 
obey, your ruler even if he was an Ethiopian (black) slave whose head looks like a 
raisin." - 


Sahih al-Bukhari 6753 - "The Muslims did not free slaves as Sa'iba, but the People 
of the Pre-lslamic Period of Ignorance used to do so" 


Sahih al-Bukhari 2592 - "the freed slave of Ibn ‘Abbas, that Maimuna bint Al- 





Harith told him that she manumitted a slave-girl without taking the permission of 
the Prophet. On the day when it was her turn to be with the Prophet, she said, "Do 
you know, O Allah's Messenger (X), that I have manumitted my slave-girl?" He 
said, "Have you really?" She replied in the affirmative. He said, "You would have 
got more reward if you had given her (i.e. the slave-girl) to one of your maternal 
uncles." 


Explanation: Muhammad disproved of freeing a slave, but instead suggested 
gifting the slave 


Sahih al-Bukhari 4028 - "Bani An-Nadir and Bani Quraiza fought (against the 
Prophet (X) violating their peace treaty), so the Prophet exiled Bani An-Nadir and 
allowed Bani Quraiza to remain at their places (in Medina) taking nothing from 
them till they fought against the Prophet (X) again) . He then killed their men and 
distributed their women, children and property among the Muslims, but some 

of them came to the Prophet (X) and he granted them safety, and they embraced 
Islam. He exiled all the Jews from Medina. They were the Jews of Bani Qainuqa’, 
the tribe of ‘Abdullah bin Salam and the Jews of Bani Haritha and all the other 
Jews of Medina." - 


Sahih Muslim 1456 a - "And women already married, except those whom your 
right hands possess (iv. 24)" (i. e. they were lawful for them when their 'Idda 
period came to an end)." 


Sahih Muslim 4112 - A man freed six slaves on the event of his death, but 
Muhammad reversed the emancipation and kept four in slavery to himself. He 
cast lots to determine which two to free. 


Sahih al-Muslim 3901 - Muhammad trades away two black slaves for one Muslim 
slave. 


Sahih Muslim 4345 - Narration of a military raid against a hapless tribe trying 
to reach their water hole. During the slaughter, the women and children attempt 
to flee, but are cut off and captured by the Muslims. This story refutes any 
misconception that Muhammad's sex slaves were taken by their own volition. 


Sahih Muslim 1439 a - I have a slave-girl who is our servant and she carries water 
for us and I have intercourse with her, but I do not want her to conceive. He 

said: Practise ‘azl, if you so like, but what is decreed for her will come to her. The 
person stayed back (for some time) and then came and said: ‘The girl has become 
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pregnant, whereupon he said: I told you what was decreed for her would come to 
her. 


Abu Dawud 2150 - “The Apostle of Allah (may peace be upon him) sent a 
military expedition to Awtas on the occasion of the battle of Hunain. They met 
their enemy and fought with them. They defeated them and took them captives. 
Some of the Companions of the Apostle of Allah (may peace be upon him) were 
reluctant to have intercourse with the female captives in the presence of their 
husbands who were unbelievers. So Allah, the Exalted, sent down the Qur’anic 
verse: (Quran 4:24) ‘And all married women (are forbidden) unto you save those 
(captives) whom your right hands possess.” This is the background for verse 4:24 
of the Quran. Not only does Allah give permission for women to be captured and 
raped, but allows it to even be done in front of their husbands. (See also Muslim 
3432 & Ibn Kathir/Abdul Rahman Part 5 Page 14) 


Abu Dawud 1814 - “...[Abu Bakr] He then began to beat [his slave] him while the 
Apostle of Allah (pbuh) was smiling and saying: Look at this man who is in the 
sacred state (putting on ihram), what is he doing?” The future first caliph of Islam 
is beating his slave for losing a camel while Muhammad looks on in apparent 
amusement. 


Abu Dawud 38:4458 - Narrated Ali ibn AbuTalib: “A slave-girl belonging to the 
house of the Apostle of Allah (peace_be_upon_him) committed fornication. He 
(the Prophet) said: Rush up, Ali, and inflict the prescribed punishment on her. I 
then hurried up, and saw that blood was flowing from her, and did not stop. So 
I came to him and he said: Have you finished inflicting (punishment on her)? I 
said: I went to her while her blood was flowing. He said: Leave her alone till her 
bleeding stops; then inflict the prescribed punishment on her. And inflict the 
prescribed punishment on those whom your right hands possess (i.e. slaves)”. A 
slave girl is ordered by Muhammad to be beaten until she bleeds, and then beaten 
again after the bleeding stops. He indicates that this is prescribed treatment for 
slaves (“those whom your right hand possesses”). 


Sunan Abu Dawud 24:3950 - A man emancipated six slaves at the time of his 
death and he had no other property. The Prophet (may peace be upon him) was 
informed about it. He cast lots among them, emancipated two and retained four 
in slavery 


Sunan Abu Dawud 24:3955 - Amr ibn Abasah, said that Marrah ibn Ka’b said: I 
heard the Apostle of Allah (peace_be_upon_him) say: If anyone emancipates a 
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Muslim slave, that will be his ransom from Jahannam. 


Sunan Abu Dawud 24:3956 - The tradition mentioned above has also been 
transmitted by Mu'adh through a different chain of narrators. After mentioning 
the words "If any Muslim emancipates a Muslim slave and if a woman 
emancipates a Muslim woman, this version adds: "Ifa man emancipates two 
Muslim women, they will be his deliverance from Hell-fire; two bones of theirs 
will be emancipation for each of his bone." 


Sunan Abu Dawud 24:3957 - The Prophet (peace_be_upon_him) said: the 
similitude of a man who emancipates a slave at the time of his death is like that of 
a man who gives a present after satisfying his appetite. 


Sunan Abu Dawood 24:3944 - Jabir b. ‘Abd Allah said: A man declared that his 
slave would be free after his death, but he had no other property. So the Prophet 
(may peace be upon him) ordered (to sell him). He was then sold for seven 
hundred or nine hundred (dirhams). 


Sunan Abu Dawood 24:3946 - Jabir said: A man of the Ansar called Abu Madhkur 
declared that his slave called Ya'qub would be free after, his death, but he had no 
other property. So the Apostle of Allah (may peace be upon him) called him and 
said: Who will buy him? Nu'aim b. 'Abd Allah b. al-Nahham bought him for eight 
hundred dirhams. When he handed them over to him, he (the Prophet) said: If 
any of you is poor, he should begin from himself; if anything is left over, give it to 
your family; if anything is left over, give it to your relatives; if anyfhing is left over 
(when they have received something), then here and here. 


Sunan Abi Dawud 4106 - The Prophet (&) brought Fatimah a slave which he 
donated to her. Fatimah wore a garment which, when she covered her head, did 
not reach her feet, and when she covered her feet by it, that garment did not reach 
her head. When the Prophet (&) saw her struggle, he said: There is no harm to 
you: Here is only your father and slave. 


Sunan Ibn Majah 3:9:1918 - It was narrated from 'Abdullah bin ‘Amr: that the 
Prophet & said: “When anyone of you gets a new wife, a servant, or an animal, let 
him take hold of the forelock and say: Allahumma inni as‘ aluka min khayriha 
wa khayri ma jubilat ‘alaihi, wa 'audhu bika min sharriha wa sharri ma jubilat 
‘alaih (O Allah, I ask You for the goodness within her and the goodness that 

she is inclined towards, and I seek refuge with you from the evil to which she is 
inclined).'” 
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Sunan Ibn Majah 2272 - It was narrated from Anas that : the Prophet (X) bought 
Safiyyah for seven slaves. (Sahih) (One of the narrators) 'Abdur-Rahman said: 
From Dihyah Kalbi.' 


Sunan Ibn Majah 3:9:1851 (Sahih) - "I enjoin good treatment of women, for they 
are prisoners with you, and you have no right to treat them otherwise, unless they 
commit clear indecency. If they do that, then forsake them in their beds and hit 
them, but without causing injury or leaving a mark. If they obey you, then do not 
seek means of annoyance against them. You have rights over your women and 
your women have rights over you. Your rights over your women are that they are 
not to allow anyone whom you dislike to tread on your bedding (furniture), nor 
allow anyone whom you dislike to enter your houses. And their right over you are 
that you should treat them kindly with regard to their clothing and food.’ 


Sunan Ibn Majah 19:2517 (Sahih) - “We used to sell our slave women and the 
mothers of our children (Umahat Awaldina) when the Prophet (X) was still living 
among us, and we did not see anything wrong with that.” 


Sunan an-Nasa'i 4050 - "Ifa slave runs away, no Salah will be accepted from him, 
and if he dies he will die a disbeliever." A slave of Jarir's ran away, and he caught 
him and struck his neck (killing him). 


Sunan an-Nasa'i 4051 - "Ifa slave runs away to the land of Shirk, there is no 
protection (or immunity) for him." 


Sunan an-Nasa'i 4052 - "The Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: 'Ifa slave runs away 
to the land of Shirk, it becomes permissible to shed his blood." 


Sunan an-Nasa'i 4053 - The Prophet [SAW] said: "If a slave runs away to the land 
of Shirk, it becomes permissible to shed his blood." 


Sunan an-Nasa'i 3959 - It was narrated from Anas, that the Messenger of Allah 
had a female slave with whom he had intercourse, but 'Aishah and Hafsah would 
not leave him alone until he said that she was forbidden for him. Then Allah, the 
Mighty and Sublime, revealed: "O Prophet! Why do you forbid (for yourself) that 
which Allah has allowed to you.’ until the end of the Verse. 


Sunan an-Nasa'i 3333 - "Also (forbidden are) women already married, except 
those (slaves) whom your right hands possess," meaning, this is permissible for 
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you once they have completed their '‘Iddah." - 


Ibn Ishaq (734) — A slave girl is given a “violent beating” by Ali in the presence of 
Muhammad, who does nothing about it. 


Ibn Ishaq (693) - “Then the apostle sent Sa-d b. Zayd al-Ansari, brother of 
Abdu -Ashal with some of the captive women of Banu Qurayza to Najd and he 
sold them for horses and weapons.” Muhammad trades away women captured 
from the Banu Qurayza tribe to non-Muslim slave traders for property. (Their 
men had been executed after surrendering peacefully without a fight). 


Ibn Ishaq 243 - "The apostle said, 'Whoever wants to see Satan, let him take a 
look at Nabtal ibn al-Harith!' He was a sturdy black man with long flowing hair, 
inflamed eyes, and dark ruddy cheeks." 


Umdat al-Salik (Reliance of the Traveller) (09.13) — When a child or a woman 
is captured as a captive, they automatically become slaves, and the previous 
marriage of the captured woman cancels. 


Clerics 


"Slavery is a part of Islam, slavery is part of jihad, and jihad will remain as long 
there is Islam. Those who argue that slavery has been abolished are ignorant, not 
scholars. They are merely writers. Whoever says such things is an infidel." - 
Sheik Saleh Al-Fawzan, member of Senior Council of Clerics, Saudi Arabia's 
highest religios body 


Conclusion 


There is no doubt that both the Quran and Hadiths say that slavery is acceptable. 
Legal and literary documnts found shows that there was a difference between 
female slaves used for sexual plasure and female slaves used for domestic 
services. Female slave girls for sexual pleasure were also called "slaves for 
pleasure" or "slave-girls for sexual intercourse". 


Egypt abolished slavery in 1895, Morroco in 1922, Afghanistan in 1923, Iraq 

in 1924, Bahrain in 1937, Kuwait in 1949, Qatar in 1952, Saudi Arabia in 1962, 
North Yemen in 1962, South Yemen in 1967, Oman in 1970, and Mauritania in 
1981, which is less than 40 years ago. For comparison, Britain abolished slavery 
in 1833 and USA abolished it in 1865. Furthermore, most of the Islamic countries 
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above abolished it due to pressure from the west. When Islam gets the largest 
religion, slavery will again be imposed, because it is Islamic.

Article 5 


No one shall be subjected to torture or to cruel, inhuman or degrading treatment 
or punishment. 





Quran 


Quran (5:33) - “The punishment of those who wage war against Allah and His 
messenger and strive to make mischief in the land is only this, that they should be 
murdered or crucified or their hands and their feet should be cut off on opposite 
sides... 


Quran 5:38 - " [As for] the thief, the male and the female, amputate their hands 
in recompense for what they committed as a deterrent [punishment] from Allah . 
And Allah is Exalted in Might and Wise." 


Quran (8:12) - “Remember thy Lord inspired the angels (with the message): “I am 
with you: give firmness to the Believers: I will instill terror into the hearts of the 
Unbelievers: smite ye above their necks and smite all their fingertips off them” 


Quran (48:29) - “Muhammad is the messenger of Allah. And those with him are 
hard against the disbelievers and merciful among themselves” 


Quran (24:2) - “The [unmarried] woman or [unmarried] man found guilty of 
sexual intercourse - lash each one of them with a hundred lashes, and do not be 
taken by pity for them in the religion of Allah, if you should believe in Allah and 
the Last Day. And let a group of the believers witness their punishment." 


Quran 2:178 - You who believe, fair retribution is prescribed for you in cases 
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of murder: the free man for the free man, the slave for the slave, the female for 
the female. But if the culprit is pardoned by his aggrieved brother, this shall be 
adhered to fairly, and the culprit shall pay what is due in a good way. This is an 
alleviation from your Lord and an act of mercy. If anyone then exceeds these 
limits, grievous suffering awaits him. This is again about revenge, and not putting 
the accused in trial for murder. 


Quran 42:40 — Let harm be requited by an equal harm, though anyone who 
forgives and puts things right will have his reward from God Himself-—He does 
not like those who do wrong. 


Quran 5:45 - In the Torah We prescribed for them a life for a life, an eye for an 
eye, a nose for a nose, an ear for an ear, a tooth for a tooth, an equal wound for 

a wound: if anyone forgoes this out of charity, it will serve as atonement for his 
bad deeds. Those who do not judge according to what God has revealed are doing 
grave wrong. 


Quran 2:194 - A sacred month for a sacred month: violation of sanctity [calls 
for] fair retribution. So if anyone commits aggression against you, attack him as 
he attacked you, but be mindful of God, and know that He is with those who are 
mindful of Him. This doesn't sound like self-defense but revenge. 


Quran 24:4 — And those who accuse chaste women and do not bring four 
witnesses — flog them with eighty stripes and do not accept their witness 
thereafter. Indeed they themselves are impure. 


Torture in the next life: 


Quran (22:19-22) — “These twain (the believers and the disbelievers) are two 
opponents who contend concerning their Lord. But as for those who disbelieve, 
garments of fire will be cut out for them; boiling fluid will be poured down on 
their heads. Whereby that which is in their bellies, and their skins too, will be 
melted; And for them are hooked rods of iron. Whenever, in their anguish, they 
would go forth from thence they are driven back therein and (it is said unto 
them): Taste the doom of burning.” 


Quran 4:56 - Surely! Those who disbelieved in Our Ayat We shall burn them in 
Fire. As often as their skins are roasted through, We shall change them for other 
skins that they may taste the punishment. Truly, Allah is Ever Most Powerful, All- 
Wise. 
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Quran (9:73): “O Prophet! Strive against the disbelievers and the hypocrites! Be 
harsh with them.

Al-Bukhari and Muslim - ""Messenger of Allah (&) said, "The least tortured man 
on the Day of Resurrection is one underneath whose feet will be placed two 
live coal, and his brain will be boiling, and he would think that he is the most 


tortured, while he is the least tortured". 
Hadith 


Sahih Bukhari (52:261) — “[Muhammad] had their hands and feet cut off. Then 
he ordered for nails which were heated and passed over their eyes, and whey were 
left in the Harra (i.e. rocky land in Medina). They asked for water, and nobody 
provided them with water till they died.” 


Sahih Bukhari 4:234 — He then ordered to cut their hands and feet (and it was 
done), and their eyes were branded with heated pieces of iron, They were put in 
‘Al-Harra and when they asked for water, no water was given to them. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 6797 - The Prophet (X) cut off the hand of a thief for stealing a 
shield that was worth three Dirhams. 


Sahih Muslim (16:4131): “They were caught and brought to him (the Holy 
Prophet). He commanded about them, and (thus) hands and feet were cut off and 
their eyes were gouged and then they were thrown in the sun, until they died.”) 


Sahih Muslim (17:4196) — A married man confesses that he has adultery (four 
times, as required). Muhammad orders him planted in the ground and pelted 
with stones. According to the passage, the first several stones caused such pain 
that he tried to escape and was dragged back. 


Sahih Bukhari (11:626) - ‘Certainly I decided to order the Mu’adh-dhin (call- 

maker) to pronounce Iqama and order a man to lead the prayer and then take 

a fire flame to burn all those who had not left their houses so far for the prayer 
along with their houses-” 


Sahih al-Bukhari 4:100 - Anas said, "Some people of ‘Ukl or ‘Uraina tribe 
came to Medina and its climate did not suit them. So the Prophet (X) ordered 
them to go to the herd of (Milch) camels and to drink their milk and urine (as 
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a medicine). So they went as directed and after they became healthy, they killed 
the shepherd of the Prophet and drove away all the camels. The news reached the 
Prophet (&) early in the morning and he sent (men) in their pursuit and they were 
captured and brought at noon. He then ordered to cut their hands and feet (and 

it was done), and their eyes were branded with heated pieces of iron, They were 
put in 'Al-Harra' and when they asked for water, no water was given to them." 
Abu Qilaba said, "Those people committed theft and murder, became infidels after 
embracing Islam and fought against Allah and His Apostle ." 


Ibn Ishaq 436 - When Muhammad wished to attack the Meccan army at Badr, his 
men captured two slaves who were carrying water for the caravans and brought 
them into his presence. They were interrogated under torture as Muhammad 
stood praying: “...they brought them along and questioned them while the apostle 
was standing praying... The people were dismayed at their report...and so they 
beat them. When they were beaten soundly...” 


Ibn Ishaq 734 - When Muhammad's favorite wife Aisha was accused of adultery, 
he launched an investigation that included the brutal interrogation of a female 
slave: “So the apostle called Burayra to ask her, and Ali got up and gave her a 
violent beating, saying “Tell the Apostle the truth” 


Ibn Ishaq 764 —- When he [Muhammad] asked him about the rest he refused to 
produce it, so the apostle gave orders to al-Zubayr bin al-Awwam, “Torture him 
until you extract what he has.” So he kindled a fire with flint and steel on his chest 
until he was nearly dead. Then the apostle delivered him to Muhammad bin 
Maslama and he struck off his head.” 


Abu Dawud (494) - “The Prophet (peace be upon him) said: Command a boy to 
pray when he reaches the age of seven years. When he becomes ten years old, then 
beat him for prayer.” 


Abu Dawud (4477) - “A man who had drunk wine was brought (before him) 

and he ordered them (to beat him). So they beat him with what they had in their 
hands. Some struck him with whips, some with sticks and some with sandals. The 
Apostle of Allah (peace be upon him) threw some dust on his face.” 


Al-Albaani: Hasan - “Order your children to perform prayer when they are seven 
years old and beat them (for neglecting it) when they are ten.” 


Conclusion 
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The Quran and but even more hadith accepts torture and punishment.

There is a reason why I made the text bold, because only 
an idiot can't see how disgusting this is. 


Abu Dawud (2155) - “Amr bin Shw’aib on his father’s authority said that his 
grandfather reported the Prophet (may peace be upon him) as saying: If one of 
you marries a woman or buys a slave, he should say: ‘O Allah, I ask Thee for the 
good in her, and in the disposition Thou hast given her; I take refuge in Thee 
from the evil in her, and in the disposition Thou hast given her? When he buys a 
camel, he should take hold of the top of its hump and say the same kind of thing” 
Women are born evil and are compared to slaves and camels. 


Sahih Bukhari 9:88:219 - Narrated Abu Bakra: During the battle of Al-Jamal, 
Allah benefited me with a Word (I heard from the Prophet). When the Prophet 
heard the news that the people of the Persia had made the daughter of Khosrau 
their Queen (ruler), he said, “Never will succeed such a nation as makes a woman

The Quran and Hadith doesn’t mention anywhere about nationalism, it neither 
allows it nor prohibits it, although scholars interpreted it as is it prohibited since 
only worshiping Allah and not nationalism is allowed. Abolishing nationality isn’t 
necessary a bad thing, but prohibiting it because you are forced to believe in a 
religion is. 


Article 16: 


(1) Men and women of full age, without any limitation due to race, nationality or 
religion, have the right to marry and to found a family. They are entitled to equal 
rights as to marriage, during marriage and at its dissolution. 

(2) Marriage shall be entered into only with the free and full consent of the 
intending spouses.

Quran

This means 
minors, those who have not yet started to menstruate. 


Quran 4:4 - And if you fear that you will not deal justly with the orphan girls, 
then marry those that please you of [other] women, two or three or four. But if 
you fear that you will not be just, then [marry only] one or those your right hand 
possesses. That is more suitable that you may not incline [to injustice]. In the 
Quran men and women don’t have equal rights when it comes to marriage. For 
instance: polygamy. Men may marry up to four women, women can only marry 
one man. 


Quran 4:34 — Men are the maintainers of women for that Allah has preferred in 
bounty one of them over another, and for that they have spent of their wealth. 
Righteous women are obedient, guarding in secret that which Allah has guarded. 
Those from whom you fear rebelliousness, admonish them and desert them in 
the bed and beat them (without harshness). Then, if they obey you, do not look 
for any way against them. Allah is High, Great. This verse says that husbands may 
strike their disobedient wives... 


Quran 4:128 - And if a woman fears from her husband contempt or evasion, 
there is no sin upon them if they make terms of settlement between them - and 
settlement is best. And present in [human] souls is stinginess. But if you do good 
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and fear Allah — then indeed Allah is ever, with what you do, Acquainted. But 
wives have to contend with arbitration. 


Quran 2:226 — Those who intend to divorce their wives shall wait four months 
(cooling off); if they change their minds and reconcile, then God is Forgiver, 
Merciful. If they go through with the divorce, then God is Hearer, Knower. 


Quran 2:22 — Divorced women shall wait by themselves for three periods. It is 
unlawful for them, if they believe in Allah and the Last Day, to hide what He has 
created in their wombs, in which case their husbands would have a better right 

to restore them should they desire reconciliation. And for them similar to what is 
due from them with kindness. But men have a degree above them. Allah is Mighty 
and Wise. 


Quran 2:228 — Divorced women remain in waiting for three periods, and it is not 
lawful for them to conceal what Allah has created in their wombs if they believe in 
Allah and the Last Day. And their husbands have more right to take them back in 
this [period] if they want reconciliation. And due to the wives is similar to what is 
expected of them, according to what is reasonable. But the men have a degree over 
them [in responsibility and authority]. And Allah is Exalted in Might and Wise. 


Quran 2:223 - Women are your planting place (for children); come then to your 
planting place as you please and forward (good deeds) for your souls, and fear 
Allah. And know that you shall meet Him. Give glad tidings to the believers. 


Quran 2:230 — If he divorces her (for the third time), she shall not be lawful to 
him after that until she has wed (not for the purpose of remarrying her former 
husband) another spouse and then if he divorces her it shall be no offense for 
either of them to return to each other, if they think that they can keep within the 
Bounds of Allah. Those are the Bounds of Allah. He makes them plain to people 
who know. 


Quran 4:24 — And (forbidden to you) are married women, except those whom 
your righthand owns. Such Allah has written for you. Lawful to you beyond all 
that, is that you can seek using your wealth in marriage and not fornication. So 
whatever you have enjoyed from them give them their obligated wage. And there 
is no fault in you in what ever you mutually agree after the obligation. Allah is the 
Knower, the Wise. 


Maududi, vol. 1, p. 319 (in 1979) about 4:24 —- And forbidden to you are wedded 
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wives of other people except those who have fallen in your hands [as prisoners of 
war| 


Quran 4:3 — If you fear that you cannot act justly towards the orphans, then marry 
such women as seem good to you; two, three, four of them. But if you fear that 
you cannot do justice, then one only, or, those you possess. It is likelier then that 
you will not be partial. 


Quran 4:129 - You will not be able to be just between your women, even though 
you are eager. Do not be altogether partial so that you leave her as if she were 
suspended. If you reform and are cautious, Allah is the Forgiver, the Merciful. 


Quran 4:11 - Allah instructs you concerning your children: for the male, what is 
equal to the share of two females. But if there are [only] daughters, two or more, 
for them is two thirds of one’s estate. And if there is only one, for her is half. And 
for one’s parents, to each one of them is a sixth of his estate if he left children. 
But if he had no children and the parents [alone] inherit from him, then for his 
mother is one third. And if he had brothers [or sisters], for his mother is a sixth, 
after any bequest he [may have] made or debt. Your parents or your children - 
you know not which of them are nearest to you in benefit. [These shares are] an 
obligation [imposed] by Allah . Indeed, Allah is ever Knowing and Wise.

Sahih Muslim 8:3363 — Jabir (Allah be pleased with him) declared that the Jews 
used to say: When a man has intercourse with his wife through the vagina but 
being on her back. the child will have squint, so the verse came down: (Quran 
2:223) ” Your wives are your tilth; go then unto your tilth as you may desire” 


Sahih Bukhari 7:62:125 — Narrated ‘Abdullah bin Abbas: The Prophet then said, 
“I saw Paradise (or Paradise was shown to me), and I stretched my hand to pluck 
a bunch (of grapes), and had I plucked it, you would have eaten of it as long as 
this world exists. Then I saw the (Hell) Fire, and I have never before, seen such 

a horrible sight as that, and I saw that the majority of its dwellers were women.” 
The people asked, “O Allah’s Apostle! What is the reason for that?” He replied, 
“Because of their ungratefulness.” It was said. “Do they disbelieve in Allah (are 
they ungrateful to Allah)?” He replied, “They are not thankful to their husbands 
and are ungrateful for the favors done to them. Even if you do good to one of 
them all your life, when she seems some harshness from you, she will say, “I have

never seen any good from you. 
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Sahih Bukhari 7:72:715 — Narrated ‘Ikrima: Rifa’a divorced his wife whereupon 
‘AbdurRahman bin Az-Zubair Al-Qurazi married her. ‘Aisha said that the lady 
(came), wearing a green veil (and complained to her (Aisha) of her husband and 
showed her a green spot on her skin caused by beating). It was the habit of ladies 
to support each other, so when Allah’s Apostle came, ‘Aisha said, “I have not seen 
any woman suffering as much as the believing women. Look! Her skin is greener 
than her clothes!” 


Tafseer al-Sa‘di, p. 870 - The Prophet (blessings and peace of Allah be upon him) 
married ‘Aaishah (may Allah be pleased with her) when she was six years old and 
the marriage was consummated when she was nine years old. Narrated by al- 
Bukhaari (4840) and Muslim (1422). 


Muhammad has said - “Virgin girls are like fruits on trees. If not plucked in time, 
the sun will rot them and the wind will disperse them. When girls reach maturity 
and their sexual instincts arise, like that of women, their only remedy is marriage. 
If they aren't married, they are prone to moral corruption. It is because they are 
human beings and human beings are prone to making mistakes.” 


Narrated by Bukhari, 4840; Muslim, 1422 — It was narrated from Aisha (ra) that 
the Prophet (pbuh) married her when she was six years old, and consummated 
the marriage with her when she was nine, and she stayed with him for nine years.

Tabari 9:1754 — “Treat women well, for they are [like] domestic animals with you 
and do not possess anything for themselves.”. Yeah, like domestic animals. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 5193 - The Prophet (swf) said, “If a man Invites his wife to sleep 
with him and she refuses to come to him, then the angels send their curses on her 
till morning” 


Sahih al-Bukhari 6946 — I asked the Prophet, “O Allah’s Messenger (swf)! Should 
the women be asked for their consent to their marriage?” He said, “Yes.” I said, 
“A virgin, if asked, feels shy and keeps quiet.” He said, “Her silence means her 
consent.” 


Sahih Muslim 1439 a - I have a slave-girl who is our servant and she carries water 
for us and I have intercourse with her, but I do not want her to conceive. He 
said: Practise ‘azl, if you so like, but what is decreed for her will come to her. The 
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person stayed back (for some time) and then came and said: The girl has become 
pregnant, whereupon he said: I told you what was decreed for her would come to 
her. 


"the wife of the Prophet) We set out with Allah's Messenger (&) on one of his 
journeys till we reached Al- Baida' or Dhatul-Jaish, a necklace of mine was 
broken (and lost). Allah's Messenger (X) stayed there to search for it, and so did 
the people along with him. There was no water at that place, so the people went 
to Abu- Bakr As-Siddiq and said, "Don't you see what * Aisha has done? She has 
made Allah's Apostle and the people stay where there is no water and they have 
no water with them." Abu Bakr came while Allah's Messenger (X) was sleeping 
with his head on my thigh, He said, to me: "You have detained Allah's Messenger 
(X) and the people where there is no water and they have no water with them. 

So he admonished me and said what Allah wished him to say and hit me on my 
flank with his hand. Nothing prevented me from moving (because of pain) but 
the position of Allah's Messenger (X) on my thigh. Allah's Messenger (X) got up 
when dawn broke and there was no water. So Allah revealed the Divine Verses 
of Tayammum. So they all performed Tayammum. Usaid bin Hudair said, "O 
the family of Abu Bakr! This is not the first blessing of yours." Then the camel on 
which I was riding was caused to move from its place and the necklace was found 
beneath it." - Sahih al-Bukhari 334

"(beat them) means, if advice and ignoring her in the bed do not produce the 
desired results, you are allowed to discipline the wife, without severe beating. 
Muslim recorded that Jabir said that during the Farewell Hajj, the Prophet said;" - 
Tafsir Ibn Kathir 4:34

Maududi, vol. 5, p. 620, note 13 - Therefore, making mention of the waiting— 
period for girls who have not yet menstruated, clearly proves that it is not only 
permissible to give away the girl at this age but it is permissible for the husband to 
consummate marriage with her. Now, obviously no Muslim has the right to forbid 
a thing which the Qur’an has held as permissible. 


“Ibn Qudaamah said in al-Sharh al-Kabeer, 7/386 — With regard to females, the 
father may give his minor, virgin daughter who has not yet reached the age of 
nine in marriage, and there is no difference of opinion concerning that, if he 





gives her in marriage to someone who is compatible. Ibn al-Mundhir said: All of 
those scholars from whom we acquired knowledge unanimously agreed that it is 

permissible for a father to give his minor daughter in marriage if he arranges her 

to someone who is compatible, and it is permissible for him to do that even if she 
is reluctant. 


Ahkaam al-Qur’aan by al-Jassaas, 2/342 - The father should not give a minor 
daughter in marriage except in a case where he thinks it is in her best interests. 


[Tafseer al-Tabari, 14/142 ] - “The same applies to the ‘idaah for girls who do 
not menstruate because they are too young, if their husbands divorce them after 
consummating the marriage with them” 


Al-Istidhkaar, 16/49-50, Ibn ‘Abd al-Barr said: “The scholars are unanimously 
agreed that a father may marry off his young daughter without consulting her. The 
Messenger of Allaah married ‘Aaishah bint Abi Bakr when she was young, six or 
seven years old, when her father married her to him” 


Al-Nawawi said: “It should be noted that al-Shaafa’i and his companions said: It is 
preferable for fathers and grandfathers not to marry off a virgin until she reaches 
the age of puberty and they ask her permission, lest she end up in a marriage that 
she dislikes. What they said does not go against the hadeeth of Aisha, because 
what they meant is that they should not marry her off before she reaches puberty 
if there is no obvious interest to be served that they fear will be missed out on if 
they delay it, as in the hadeeth of Aisha. In that case it is preferable to go ahead 
with the marriage because the father is enjoined to take care of his child’s interests 
and not to let a good opportunity slip away”. [Sharh Muslim, 9/206]. 


Ibn al-Mundhir - All of those scholars from whom we acquired knowledge 
unanimously agreed that it is permissible for a father to give his minor daughter 
in marriage if he arranges her to someone who is compatible, and it is permissible 
for him to do that even if she is reluctant. 


Sunan Abi Dawud 4354 - I went to the Prophet (X) while two men who were Ash’ 
arls were with me. One of them was on my right and the other on my left side. 
Bothe of them asked him for employment. The prophet (X) was silent. He asked : 
What do you say Abu Musa, or ‘Abd Allah b. Qais (Abu Musa’s name)? I replied: 
By him who has sent you with truth, they did not inform me of what they had in 
their hearts, and I did not know that they would ask for an employment. He said 

: [have the scene before my eyes that he had his toothstick below his lip which 





receded. He (the prophet) said: We will never or will not put in charge of our work 
anyone who asks for it. But go, ye, Abu Musa, or ‘Abd Allah b. Qais. He then sent 
him as a Governor of the Yemen, After him he sent Muadh b. Jabal. When Muadh 
came to him, he said: come down , and he put a cushion for him. He saw that a 
man was chained with him. He asked : What is this? He replied: He was a Jew and 
he accepted Islam. He then converted to his religion, an evil religion. He said: I 
will not sit until he is killed according to the decision of Allah and his Apostle 

(Xl). He said: Yes, be seated. He said: I will not sit until he is killed according to 

the decision of Allah and his Apostle (peace be upon him). He said it three times. 
He then commanded for it and he was killed. Both of them then discussed the 
question of prayer and vigilance at night. One of them, probably Muadh, said : So 
far as I am concerned, I sleep and I keep vigilance: I keep vigilance and I sleep: I 
hope for the same reward for my sleep as for my vigilance. 


Conclusion 


It is permissible for male guardians (or father) to marry off their daughters before 
they even each the age of puberty (which means around 6-9 years old). It is 
permissible for men to marry multiple women, but women can also marry one 
man. A Muslim man cannot marry a non-Muslim woman (Jews or Christians), 

it is better to marry a non-muslim slave. The silence of a woman is her consent to 
marry her. A woman can‘ refuse to have sex with her husband. A woman cannot 
divorce a husband unless the consent of the husband. A married woman is like 
domestic animals. A divorced woman cannot marry again until three months 
after, while a man can. Slave-women can be used as sex-slaves. In marriage, 
almost nothing is about eqaulity. In a divorce, women doesn't get as much as men. 
The Quran, Hadiths and even the scholars agree that equality before, during and 
after marriage is not the same for men and women. 


Article 17 


(1) Everyone has the right to own property alone as well as in association with 
others. 
(2) No one shall be arbitrarily deprived of his property. 





Hadith 


While we were in the mosque, Allah's Messenger came out to us and said, “Let us 
proceed to the Jews.” So we went along with him till we reached Bait-al-Midras 
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(a place where the Torah used to be recited and all the Jews of the town used 

to gather). The Prophet stood up and addressed them, “O Assembly of Jews! 
Embrace Islam and you will be safe!” The Jews replied, “O Aba-l-Qasim! You 

have conveyed Allah’s message to us.” The Prophet said, “That is what I want 
(from you).” He repeated his first statement for the second time, and they said, 
“You have conveyed Allah's message, O Aba-l- Qasim.’ Then he said it for the 
third time and added, “You should Know that the earth belongs to Allah and His 
Apostle, and I want to exile you fro,,, this land, so whoever among you owns some 
property, can sell it, otherwise you should know that the Earth belongs to Allah 
and His Apostle.” - Sahih al-Bukhari 6944 


While we were in the Mosque, the Prophet came out and said, “Let us go to 

the Jews” We went out till we reached Bait-ul-Midras. He said to them, “If you 
embrace Islam, you will be safe. You should know that the earth belongs to Allah 
and His Apostle, and I want to expel you from this land. So, if anyone amongst 
you owns some property, he is permitted to sell it, otherwise you should know 
that the Earth belongs to Allah and His Apostle. - Sahih al-Bukhari, 3167 


“A Muslim does not inherit from a kaafir and a kaafir does not inherit from a 
Muslim?” - Sahih al-Bukhaari 6383 + and Sahih Muslim 1614 


Conclusion 

Quran does not talk much about property, but the hadith says that their land 
belongs to Allah and muslims, and therefore Muhammad said that Jews and 
Christians can be taken their property and be exiled. 


Article 18 


Everyone has the right to freedom of thought, conscience and religion; this right 
includes freedom to change his religion or belief, and freedom, either alone or in 
community with others and in public or private, to manifest his religion or belief 
in teaching, practice, worship and observance. 





Quran 


Quran 9:29 - Fight those who do not believe in Allah or in the Last Day and who 
do not consider unlawful what Allah and His Messenger have made unlawful and 
who do not adopt the religion of truth from those who were given the Scripture - 





[fight] until they give the jizyah willingly while they are humbled. 


Explanation: his is one of the most important Quranic verses. The verse says those 
who do not believe in Allah, and therefore the verse is not only meant during the 
lifetime of Muhammad. 


Quran 9:29 (Muhammad Sarwar) - Fight those of the People of the Book who do 
not [truly] believe in God and the Last Day, who do not forbid what God and His 
Messenger have forbidden, who do not behave according to the rule of justice, 
until they pay the tax and submit to it. (tr. Abdel-Haleem) 


Explanation: Fight those of the People of the Book, which means the Jews and 
Christians, who do not believe in Allah, the Last Day, and do not follow the laws 
of the Quran. This is important because this is a universal statement, and not a 
statement that only implies at the time of Muhammad. 


Quran 8:60 - And prepare against them whatever you are able of power and of 
steeds of war by which you may terrify the enemy of Allah and your enemy and 
others besides them whom you do not know [but] whom Allah knows. And 
whatever you spend in the cause of Allah will be fully repaid to you, and you will 
not be wronged. 


Explanation: The enemy of Allah are those who do not believe in Allah 


Quran 4:56 - Indeed, those who disbelieve in Our verses - We will drive them into 
a Fire. Every time their skins are roasted through We will replace them with other 
skins so they may taste the punishment. Indeed, Allah is ever Exalted in Might 
and Wise. 


Explanation: Allah will punish those who do not believe in the Quranic verses 


Quran 2:217 - They ask you about the sacred month - about fighting therein. Say, 
“Fighting therein is great [sin], but averting [people] from the way of Allah and 
disbelief in Him and [preventing access to] al-Masjid al-Haram and the expulsion 
of its people therefrom are greater [evil] in the sight of Allah . And fitnah is 
greater than killing. 


Quran 5:17: In blasphemy indeed are those that say that Allah is Christ the son 
of Mary. Say: “Who then hath the least power against Allah, if His will were to 
destroy Christ the son of Mary, his mother, and all every - one that is on the 
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earth? For to Allah belongeth the dominion of the heavens and the earth, and 
all that is between. He createth what He pleaseth. For Allah hath power over all 
things. 


Explanation: Many always try to justify that these verses are only meant during 
Muhammad's lifetime, but saying “Allah is Christ the son of Mary” and being 
infidel/blasphemious to say Christ is the son of God, has nothing to do with only 
in 600 AD, but is a generel statement that applies in all eternity. 


Quran 5:73 - They do blaspheme who say: Allah is one of three in a Trinity: 
for there is no god except One Allah. If they desist not from their word (of 
blasphemy), verily a grievous penalty will befall the blasphemers among them. 


The Quranic verse above (5:73) is probably one of the most important. Saying 
that Allah is one of them in the Trinity (God, Jesus, and the Holy Spirit) is 
not something people can use to defend that it only applied to the time of 
Muhammad but it applies in all eternity. 


Quran 4:101 - When you are on a journey, it is no sin to shorten your prayers if 
you are afraid of the mischief of the unbelievers. The unbelievers have always been 
your sworn enemies 


Explanation: The Quranic verse above (4:101) specifically states that unbelievers 
have always been the muslims sworn enemies. 


Quran 66:9 - O Prophet, strive against the disbelievers and the hypocrites and 
be harsh upon them. And their refuge is Hell, and wretched is the destination. - 
Quran 


Quran 9:73 - O Prophet, fight against the disbelievers and the hypocrites and be 
harsh upon them. And their refuge is Hell, and wretched is the destination. 


Explanation: Reading the verses above (66:9 and 9:73) says that the hypocrites, 
who claim they are muslims, but are not following Allah and Muhammad 
truthworthy, should be killed. They basically had nothing to do with the Jews 
and Christians who were persecuting muslims. Below is a confirmation for a 
hypocrite. 


Quran 4:65 - But no, by your Lord, they will not [truly] believe until they make 
you, [O Muhammad], judge concerning that over which they dispute among 
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themselves and then find within themselves no discomfort from what you have 
judged and submit in [full, willing] submission. 


Quran 8:12 - [Remember] when your Lord inspired to the angels, "I am with you, 
so strengthen those who have believed. I will cast terror into the hearts of those 
who disbelieved, so strike [them] upon the necks and strike from them every 
fingertip." 


Explanation: This is the verse radical groups use. Many people defend this verse 
by saying that the verse is only meant for the time when Muhammad lived, but 
it specifically says "those who disbelieved", and that the muslims must strike upon 
their necks and fingertips. 


Quran 5:33 - “Indeed, the penalty for those who wage war against Allah and His 
Messenger and strive upon earth [to cause] corruption is none but that they be 
killed or crucified or that their hands and feet be cut off from opposite sides or 
that they be exiled from the land. That is for them a disgrace in this world; and for 
them in the Hereafter is a great punishment” 


This includes corruption for opposing Islam. This means that leaving Islam, 
insulting Islam, inciting apostasy, homosexuality, adultery etc. Ibn Kathir wrote 
about Quran 5:33: 


“Wage war mentioned here means, oppose and contradict, and it includes 
disbelief, blocking roads and spreading fear in the fairways. —- Ibn Kathir (1301- 
1373) 


Explanation: If you don't accept Islam, you are waging war against Allah, which is 
called disbelief. 


Quran 8:38 - "Say to those who have disbelieved, if they cease (from disbelief) 
their past will be forgiven. But if they return (thereto), then the examples of those 
(punished) before them have already preceded (as a warning)." 


Quran 8:39 - "And fight them until there is no fitnah and [until] the religion, all of 
it, is for Allah. And if they cease - then indeed, Allah is Seeing of what they do." 


Explanation: Some translations interpret fitnah as persecution, but there is no 
historical contexts to support this. The part which says religion, all of it, is for Allah 
confirms the definition of fitnah. The second previous Quranic verse above (8:38), 
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confirms that it is talking about disbelief and not persecution. 


"And when the sacred months have passed, then kill the polytheists wherever you 
find them and capture them and besiege them and sit in wait for them at every 
place of ambush. But if they should repent, establish prayer, and give zakah, let 
them [go] on their way. Indeed, Allah is Forgiving and Merciful." - Quran 9:5 


The mother of all tafsirs, ibn Kathir, gives an explanation of the Quranic 9:5 
above: 


"(then fight the Mushrikin wherever you find them), means, on the earth in 
general, except for the Sacred Area, for Allah said" - Ibn Kathir on Quran 9:5 


Explanation: It clearly says means, on the earth in general, which indicates that this 
sura is not specifically relevant to the life of Muhammad, but a declaration for all 
time. 


"The Jews say, “Ezra [Uzair] is the son of Allah “; and the Christians say, “The 
Messiah is the son of Allah .” That is their statement from their mouths; they 

imitate the saying of those who disbelieved [before them]. May Allah destroy 
them; how are they deluded?" - Quran 9:30 


"Allah the Exalted encourages the believers to fight the polytheists, disbelieving 
Jews and Christians, who uttered this terrible statement and utter lies against 
Allah, the Exalted. As for the Jews, they claimed that ‘Uzayr was the son of God, 
Allah is free of what they attribute to Him" - Ibn Kathir Quran 9:30 


Explanation: Ibn Kathir, the mother of all tafsirs, writes that surah 9:30 above, 
Allah encourges Muslims to fight Jews and Christians who says that Ezra or Jesus 
is the son of Allah. 


Quran 9:31 - They have taken their scholars and monks as lords besides Allah , 
and [also] the Messiah, the son of Mary. And they were not commanded except to 
worship one God; there is no deity except Him. Exalted is He above whatever they 
associate with Him. 


Hadith 


When Muhammad died, and Abu Bakr overtook, some arabs reverted to disbelief 
and refused to pay the zakat tax, as written in Sahih al-Bukhari: 
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Sahih al-Bukhari 7284, 7285 - When Allah's Messenger (X) died and Abu Bakr 
was elected as a Caliph after him, some of the Arabs reverted to disbelief, ‘Umar 
said to Abu Bakr, "How dare you fight the people while Allah's Messenger (&) 
said, I have been ordered to fight the people till they say 'None has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah’ And whoever says: None has the right to be worshipped 
but Allah.’ waves his wealth and his life from me unless he deserves a legal 
punishment lusty, and his account will be with Allah! Abu Bakr said, "By Allah, 

I will fight him who discriminates between Zakat and prayers, for Zakat is the 
Compulsory right to be taken from the wealth By Allah, if they refuse to give me 
even a tying rope which they use to give to Allah's Messenger (X), I would fight 
them for withholding it." ‘Umar said, 'By Allah, It was nothing, except I saw that 
Allah had opened the chest of Abu Bakr to the fight, and I came to know for 
certain that was the truth." 


Explanation: The arabs who reverted to disbelief and didn't wanna pay the zakat 
tax, so Abu Bakr wanted to fight them. The true muslims in the world are the 
one's who follow wahabism, according to Sahih Muslim 6470 and 4478 below. 


Sahih Muslim 6470 - Abdullah reported: It was asked from Allah's Apostle who 
amongst the people were the best. He said: (People) of my generation, then those 
next to them, then those next to them, then there would come a people whose 
evidence would precede their oath and their oath would precede their evidence. 
Ibrahim said: They forbade us to make vows and bear witness when we were too 
young. 


Sahih Muslim 6478 - A'isha reported that a person asked Allah's Apostle as to 
who amongst the people were the best. He said: Of the generation to which I 
belong, then of the second generation (generation adjacent to my generation), 
then of the third generation (generation adjacent to the second generation). 


Explanation: Wahabism are those who follow excact the same lifestyle as 
Muhammad did. Therefore Saudi Arabia does not interpret the Quran wrong 
according to the hadiths above, and neither does any radical groups in the world 
by fighting against non-muslims. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 6922 - Some Zanadiqa (atheists) were brought to ‘Ali and he 
burnt them. The news of this event, reached Ibn ‘Abbas who said, "If I had been 
in his place, I would not have burnt them, as Allah's Messenger forbade it, saying, 
‘Do not punish anybody with Allah's punishment (fire).' I would have killed them 
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according to the statement of Allah's Messenger, "Whoever changed his Islamic 
religion, then kill him." 


Sahih al-Bukhari 3017 - ‘Ali burnt some people and this news reached Ibn 
‘Abbas, who said, "Had I been in his place I would not have burnt them, as the 
Prophet said, ‘Don't punish (anybody) with Allah's Punishment.’ No doubt, I 
would have killed them, for the Prophet said, 'If somebody (a Muslim) discards 
his religion, kill him.’ " 


Sahih al-Bukhari 7157 - A man embraced Islam and then reverted back to 
Judaism. Mu ‘adh bin Jabal came and saw the man with Abu Musa. Mu‘adh 
asked, "What is wrong with this (man)?" Abu Musa replied, "He embraced Islam 
and then reverted back to Judaism." Mu‘ adh said, "I will not sit down unless you 
kill him (as it is) the verdict of Allah and His Apostle. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 6878 - Allah's Messenger said, "The blood of a Muslim who 
confesses that none has the right to be worshipped but Allah and that I am His 
Apostle, cannot be shed except in three cases: In Qisas for murder, a married 
person who commits illegal sexual intercourse and the one who reverts from 
Islam (apostate) and leaves the Muslims." 


Sahih al-Bukhari 8:393 - Allah's Apostle & said, "I have been ordered to fight 

the people till they say: ‘None has the right to be worshipped but Allah.’ And if 
they say so, pray like our prayers, face our Qibla and slaughter as we slaughter, 
then their blood and property will be sacred to us and we will not interfere with 
them except legally and their reckoning will be with Allah." Narrated Maimun 
ibn Siyah that he asked Anas bin Malik, "O Abu Hamza! What makes the life and 
property of a person sacred?" He replied, "Whoever says, ‘None has the right to 
be worshipped but Allah’, faces our Qibla during the prayers, prays like us and 
eats our slaughtered animal, then he is a Muslim, and has got the same rights and 
obligations as other Muslims have." 


Sahih al-Bukhari 2926 - Allah’s Apostle said, “The Hour will not be established 
until you fight with the Jews, and the stone behind which a Jew will be hiding will 
say. “O Muslim! There is a Jew hiding behind me, so kill him?” 


Sahih al-Bukhari 6930 - Whenever I tell you a narration from Allah's Messenger 
(X), by Allah, I would rather fall down from the sky than ascribe a false statement 
to him, but if1 tell you something between me and you (not a Hadith) then it was 
indeed a trick (i-e., I may say things just to cheat my enemy). No doubt I heard 
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Allah's Apostle saying, "During the last days there will appear some young foolish 
people who will say the best words but their faith will not go beyond their throats 
(i.e. they will have no faith) and will go out from (leave) their religion as an arrow 
goes out of the game. So, where-ever you find them, kill them, for who-ever kills 
them shall have reward on the Day of Resurrection." 


Sahih Muslim, 2922 - Abu Huraira reported Allah’s Messenger as saying: The 

last hour would not come unless the Muslims will fight against the Jews and the 
Muslims would kill them until the Jews would hide themselves behind a stone or a 
tree and a stone or a tree would say: Muslim, or the servant of Allah, there is a Jew 
behind me; come and kill him; 


Sahih Muslim 2767 a - When it will be the Day of Resurrection Allah would 
deliver to every Muslim a Jew or a Christian and say: That is your rescue from 
Hell-Fire. 


Explanation: On the day of Resurrection, Christians and Jews will be brought to 
muslims. The Muslim is supposed to murder the Christian/Jew in order to get to 
heaven. 


Sahih Muslim 21 a - [have been commanded to fight against people so long as 
they do not declare that there is no god but Allah, and he who professed it was 
guaranteed the protection of his property and life on my behalf except for the 
right affairs rest with Allah. 


Sahih Muslim 22 - I have been commanded to fight against people till they testify 
that there is no god but Allah 


Explanation: The hadith above clearly states that the problem was not the non- 
muslims who fought against Muhammad, but it was a matter of religion. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 25: Allah's Messenger said: "I have been ordered (by Allah) to 
fight against the people until they testify that none has the right to be worshipped 
but Allah and that Muhammad is Allah's Messenger, and offer the prayers 
perfectly and give the obligatory charity, so if they perform that, then they save 
their lives and property from me except for Islamic laws and then their reckoning 
(accounts) will be done by Allah." 


Sunan an-Nasa'i 3973 - "When the Messenger of Allah [SAW] died, and Abu Bakr 
(became Khalifah) after him, and the ‘Arabs reverted to Kufr, ‘Umar said: 'O Abu 





Bakr, how can you fight the people when the Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: 

I have been commanded to fight the people until they say La ilaha illallah, and 
whoever says La ilaha illallah, his wealth and his life are safe from me, except for 
a right that is due, and his reckoning will be with Allah, the Mighty and Sublime?’ 
Abu Bakr said: 'I will fight whoever separates Salah and Zakah, for Zakah is the 
compulsory right to be taken from wealth. By Allah, if they withhold from me a 
young goat that they used to give to the Messenger of Allah [SAW], I will fight 
them for withholding it.' 'Umar said: 'By Allah, as soon as I saw that Allah has 
expanded the chest of Abu Bakr to fighting, I knew that it was the truth." 


Sunan an-Nasa'i 3975 - "So Abu Bakr decided to fight them, then 'Umar said: 'O 
Abu Bakr, how can you fight the people when the Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: 
"I have been commanded to fight the people until they say La ilaha illallah, and if 
they say it, their blood and their wealth will be safe from me except for a right that 
is due.?’ Abu Bakr said: 'I will fight whoever separates prayer and Zakah. By Allah, 
if they withhold from me a young goat that they used to give to the Messenger of 
Allah [SAW], I will fight them for withholding it.’ 'Umar said: 'By Allah, as soon 
as I realized that Allah has expanded the chest of Abu Bakr to fight them, I knew 
that it was the truth.” 


Ibn Majah 1:1:71 - It was narrated that Abu Hurairah said: The Messenger of 
Allah (&) said: 'I have been commanded to fight the people until they testify to La 
ilaha ill-allah (none has the right to be worshipped but Allah) and that I am the 
Messenger of Allah, and establish regular prayers and pay Zakat.' 


"The Prophet said, "No prayer is harder for the hypocrites than the Fajr and the 
‘Isha’ prayers and if they knew the reward for these prayers at their respective 
times, they would certainly present themselves (in the mosques) even if they had 
to c awl." The Prophet added, "Certainly I decided to order the Mu'adh-dhin (call- 
maker) to pronounce Iqama and order a man to lead the prayer and then take 

a fire flame to burn all those who had not left their houses so far for the prayer 
along with their houses." - Sahih al-Bukhari 1:11:626 


Explanation: Muhammad ordered to burn the houses of those who missed the 
prayer be burned down with people being burned alive. 


Al-Albaani: Hasan - Order your children to perform prayer when they are seven 
years old and beat them (for neglecting it) when they are ten. 


Sunan Abi Dawud 495 (Hasan Sahih) - The Messenger of Allah (X) said: 





Command your children to pray when they become seven years old, and beat 
them for it (prayer) when they become ten years old; and arrange their beds (to 
sleep) separately. 


Explanation: Beating children is a direct proof that Islam is not a choice 


Sahih al-Bukhari 5952 - "I never used to leave in the Prophet (saw) house 
anything carrying images or crosses but he obliterated it." 


Sahih al-Bukhari 6:60:80 - The Verse:--"You (true Muslims) are the best of peoples 
ever raised up for mankind." means, the best of peoples for the people, as you 
bring them with chains on their necks till they embrace Islam. 


Sahih al-Bukhari 19:32 - "You are the best of peoples ever raised up for (the 
benefit of) mankind..." (3:110): The best for mankind are those who bring them 
with chains round their necks till they embrace Islam (and thereby save them 
from the eternal punishment in the Hell-fire, and make them enter Jannah in the 
Hereafter)." 


Explanation: Those who do not embrace Islam can be held as slaves with chains 
around their necks. 


Sunan an-Nasa'i 4048 - The Messenger of Allah [SAW] said: "It is not permissible 
to shed the blood of a Muslim except in three cases: An adulterer who had 

been married, who should be stoned to death; a man who killed another man 
intentionally, who should be killed; and a man who left Islam and waged war 
against Allah, the Might and Sublime, and His Messenger, who should be killed, 
or crucified, or banished from the land." 


Explanation: Those who leave Islam is waging or fighting Allah, which means that 
they must be killed. 


Sunan Abi Dawud 4151 - "The Messenger of Allah (saw) never left in his house 
anything containing the figure of a cross without destroying it." 


Explanation: Christianity is not allowed in Islam. 
Sahih Muslim 652 - "I intend that I should command a person to lead people in 


prayer, and then burn those persons who absent themselves from Jumu'a prayer in 
their houses." 
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Explanation: Anyone missing the fridays prayer must be burned. 
Tafsir 


Ibn Kathir about Quran 9:29 - "And this noble verse was first revealed ordering 
war on People of the Book. After the pagans were subdued and people started 
flocking to Allah's faith, and Arabia was rectified, Allah and His prophet ordered 
that war be waged on the People of the Book: the Jews and the Christians, and 
that was in year 9, and so Allah's messenger prepared to fight the Byzantines." 


What is interesting about this tafsir above is that the Byzantines never attacked 

or opressed Muhammad. Muhammad was preparing to wage war against 

the Byzantines because they were among the People of the Book (Jews and 
Christians), making the first attack and not defending. Remember that Ibn Kathir 
is the most reliable tafsir. Muslims however claim that the Byzantines started 
mobilizing against them, but there are no evidence in any Byzantine records to 
prove this claim.

Introduction 


In this article we will provide you with a list of what happens if the West or just 
generally democratic countries becomes Islamic. 


Losing democracy 


In the previous chapters about the laws and myths about Islam, it is clear that you 
probably would have gotten a sense of what it means implementing the Quran, 
hadiths, sira and tafsirs as a constitution into the western world. In the west, most 
children in their teenage years, and even adults, do not usually know this, but 
everything what we have gotten now, the achievements, culture, peace, law and 
order, individualism, innovation, is due to democracy and freedom of speech, 
freedom of though and freedom of expression.

All laws must be 
following in accordance to the Quran and Hadith, which is basically most of 
our freedom. In this case, there isn’t much of a democracy left. As noted earlier, 
the Quran is not objective, it always tries to justify things by talking bad about 
the people, groups or religions. This is the reason why there is no wonder a 
constitution like that brings problems. 


Freedom of speech will be suppressed 


This has been explained before in the other articles. Freedom of speech is actually 
much more important than you think. Democracy cannot exists without freedom 
of speech, and a peaceful and harmonic society cannot exist. 


Today 9 of 10 of the worst countries persecuting Christians and Jews are Islamic 
countries: Afghanistan, Somalia, Saudi Arabia, Pakistan, Yemen, Iraq, Syria, 
Maldives, Iran and North Korea. 
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Freedom of religion won't be a choice any longer 


By reading the radical Islam laws, you probably have become familiar now that 
religion is not a choice. Converting to Islam is easy, but converting away is pretty 
hard, and according to the Quran and Islamic traditions, those who leave Islam 
faces death penalty. Furthermore the Quran commands to kill non-believers who 
do not convert to Islam or pay the jizya tax. 


Arranged marriage will be allowed 


Arranged marriage is actually a part of Islam, and not a part of culture as people 
claim in order for them to hide this truth. It is specifically the hadiths that allows 
arranged marriage, and the Quran together with the hadiths allows marrying with 
an orphan girl. 


Death penalty will be allowed 


This is obvious and you can read this numerous times in the Quran, the hadiths 
and in the tafsirs. There is death penalty if you leave Islam, there is death penatly 
for adultery, there is death penalty for criticizing Muhammad and the Quran, and 
there is death penalty if you are a non-believer and do not wanna convert to Islam 
or pay jizya tax. 


Shia-Muslims vs. sunny-Muslims civil wars will occur 


The conflict between the sunni and shia is probably the longest civil war ever 
recorded. 1400 years of war with each other and still no peace. They will just bring 
the war to the western world which has already have begun in Germany, which 
you can in the newspaper. 


Kurds vs turks civil wars will occur 


The conflict between the kurds and turks is just one continuous fight. As more 
people comes to the west from these areas, the problem is just coming to the west. 
There are many areas in Europe where civil wars between them has occoured. 
Although it has nothing to do with Islam. 
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Honor killings will be more frequently 


Honor killings is allowed in Islam, for leaving Islam, which is called apostasy, 
for Zina (adultery and fornication) which is an Islamic legal term referring to 
unlawful sexual intercourse, and for homosexuality. 


Movies, TV, or any other media will no longer be 
allowed to show women in bikini 


It is stated in the Quran and hadiths that women must be veiled and wear hijab or 
burka, and should therefore be obvious that it will be prohibited. Imagine all these 
posters at a bus station with happy women showing off their bikinis, or any other 
stores where they sell clothes will be prohibited. 


LGBT-community will be persecuted 


Homosexuality is punished by death according to hadiths. Any LGBT groups or 
communities will be prohibited. 


Mosques would be build everywhere 


There are many Islamic countries, including Saudi Arabia, Qatar and Turkey, 
whose purpose is to spread radical Islam by building mosques in democratic 
countries. They are not going to stop because they want to dominate Islam with 
the world. 


Churches will be demolished 


With the rises of mosques, there will be a war against churches. It is also been said 
by Muslim Clerics that they want to change the name of the danish parliament 
Christiansborg to Muslimborg. The problem is that the parliament was named 
after one of the greatest kings of Denmark, Christian the 4th, but apparently 

they take it as an attack. Hundreds of churches in the UK has been changes to 
mosques, and many churches in many Islamic countries have been demolished 
throughout history and are still today. 


Corruption will be much more frequently 
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The least corrupt countries in the world are those who are the most democratic, 
and the most corrupt countries are these who are Islamic, with some exceptions. 
This is no interpretations, it’s a fact. When it comes to Islam, it doesn't matter 
what people say, it doesn't change the conclusion that when countries become 
Islamic, they become the least peaceful countries, least progressive etc. 


Extremism will occur even more 


As it has been presented, almost all verses are not misinterpreted by extremists. 
Commanding to kill non-believers, apostasy punishment, stoning for adultery, 
death penalty for drinking alcohol, marrying a child, arranged marriage, having 
slaves, Jihad is the most important, veiling, death penatly for homosexuality, 
killing those for criticizing Muhammad, invading non-Islamic countries and 
subjugate them under sharia, prohibiting non-Muslims to enter mosques, and 
many others is part of Islam. 


The problem is that the population rate of extremism increases as the population 
of moderate Muslims increases - there is nothing you can do about it, except 
moderate Muslims trying to insist that they are wrong at a press conference. 

You will be as much of a target as non-believers since Islam orderes to fight the 
hypocrites. 


One can ask an Islamic apologists: If 1 out of 500 is an extremist, how many 
extremists are there in 3.000.000 refugees? Not to mention that there are at least 
30% who wants Sharia law in the west, if not up to 80%. 


Women will be seen as inferior to men 


This should be obvious after reading the previous sections and article 1 and 16 in 
Islam against Universal Declaration of Human Rights. It clearly states that women 
are half that of men, men own them, they get less in inheritance, they don't have 
equal rights for divorce, they are like domestic animals, marrying a minor is 
allowed, arranged marriage is allowed and more. 


Beating wife will occur much more frequently 


It clearly says in the Quran that beating your wife is permissible. 
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Beating children will occur even more 


It is permissible in Islamic laws. The hadith mentioned in article 7 shows that 
beating children for neglecting prayer is allowed down to they are 10 years old. 


Community divisions will occur and create an us vs. 
them mentality 


This is already happening and it is only the beginning. Islam is just not compatible 
with democracy freedom and the western values. They have no intentions to 
assimilate. They are going to build states within states. 


No-Go zones will increase 


The No-Go zones will be so big, that they will merge with their neighboring No- 
Go zones and even get bigger till it is big enough to create a mini state. 


Local Sharia Laws will increase 


Just look at UK, Sweden, Australia and Germany. It’s an amazement that the 
politicians can't see where the community is headed towards. 


They begin to tell you don't speak with western people 


This is already happening. In fact in a danish broadcast a Muslim school had 

been exposed for saying “keep away from the danish” to its Islamic students. By 
mentioning the Muslim instructor again, when I said that I didn't like the way 
Islam is, he told me “it is clear when you speak too much with the danish”. Yes, an 
instructor told me that, all while teaching danish students with a facade, all while 
getting everything he needs in the most peaceful, most happy, least corrupt, best 
welfare country in the world. Denmark and the danish people give you everything 
you need, and this is what you get. No wonder there are no assimilations and 
community divisions. 
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Criticism of Islam will be strictly prohibited, but 
criticism of other religions would be allowed 


Well, this speaks for itself. Not being able to criticize religion is a breach in 
freedom of speech, freedom of expression and opinions - and therefore the very 
fundamental of democracy. 


The problem being a muslim is everything that is being religously is also being 
taken as a personal assault. This infect it to personal areas, if one corrects a person 
regarding daily stuff, they will take that too personally because they are used to 
take everything personally regarding religion. It's a subconscious thing that infect 
other areas of life, that being corrected is an assault in itself. 


Women would gradually be forced to wear hijabs 


It really has happened everywhere where Islam beforehand wasn't the primary 
religion in a country but became later. Like Afghanistan, Lebanon and Pakistan. 


Alcohol will gradually be prohibited 


It really speaks for itself, there are even Sharia Police in UK, Sweden, Germany 
who patrols the night and forbids Muslims to drink in bars when they see them. 
This is literally against the law. 


Your valentine day would be prohibited 


This is something not a lot of people knows. Everything that has to do with 
dating, relationship and so on would be first gradually be seen as taboo, by 
looking down at you. Holding hands in public and kissing will be banned in 
public schools and later everywhere. 


Secret relationships will only cause big problems 


You cannot longer have a free relationship in public, and while you are on a 
date, people will just observe you, criticize you and spread rumors constantly 
by making small problems into big ones. This is a fundamental freedom, small 
actions between couples, that somehow becomes problems where you can get 
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physically punished. Small rumours like these will make other rumours bigger, 
which in turns create other problems. Imagine a problem that wasn’t even there 
in the first place become this problematic every single day of your life. Yeah right, 
“Islam tells people how mind their own business”. 


Bacon will be prohibited 

It starts with respect, then it becomes a law. Respecting Muslims in school by not 
cooking anything with bacon is just the beginning. Respecting it this way actually 
creates the effect of banning it, first in the classes where there are only Muslims, 


and later on the whole school. And later on everywhere, like workplace or public 
events. 


Pranks will be prohibited 


Yes even pranks, tricks and mischief will be prohibited. 


Helloween will be prohibited 


Holloween is associated with Gods and Deities other than Allah, so this will also 
be banned. Therefore customs will also be banned. 


Celebration days will be prohibited 


Any celebration of specific days other than for Allah will be prohibited, like 
Mothers Day and Fathers Day. 


Casinos and playing lotto will be prohibited 


It is prohibited to play these games in Islam. 


Swimming pools will be divided into girls and boys 


This has already begun in Scandinavia without the authority even considering 
banning it. Some other places it has become a law to participate, and if they dont, 
the parents will get a fine. It’s nothing new, and it has just started. 
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Classrooms will be divided into girls and boys 


In the west where there are Islamic schools, especially in UK, classrooms are 
divided by gender. If Islam gets too much power, this will happen to the public 
schools. 


Mosques are already divided 


In a mosque the boys are on one side, while the girls are on the other with a 
curtain in the middle making sure nobody can see each other. In fact, the males 
goes inside the Mosque through the main door while the females goes inside the 
back door. All this is happening while they try to avoid eye contact with each 
other. The presenter, if not always a male, only looks at the boys. If the presenter 
has a question from the girls, he asks without looking. This is happening now, 
and this is what the perfect society is. Dividing everything according to gender is 
Islamic. 


School and religion will be one entity 


It’s been confirmed in the already Islamic countries, and the newly established 
Islamic schools in the west, especially in UK, that teaching children knowledge, 
and teaching them how to be a muslim is one entity. 


Open science as we know will be suppressed 


This is the case with everything that is against the Quran, for example evolution. 
As you have read in previous chapters about evolution, it is not just about “we 
look like apes, therefore we come from apes”. There is also the depth of the buried 
bones, uranium-lead dating, DNA and proteins from the species, and also DNA 
analyzes from humans all over the world today that proves evolution. Imagine 

all these facts won't be important any longer, and it would just be mentioned and 
laughed at. Unfortunately they have no idea how science is connected. 


Jews especially will be persecuted 


I mean, aren't they already? In the Sahih hadith (one of the most authentic 
collections of the Sunnah of the Prophet) it specifically says “The last hour would 
not come unless the Muslims will fight against the Jews and the Muslims would 
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kill them until the Jews would hide themselves behind a stone or a tree and a 
stone or a tree would say: Muslim, or the servant of Allah, there is a Jew behind 
me; come and kill him; but the tree Gharqad would not say, for it is the tree of the 


Jews. “. “Sahih literally means “authentic/valid”! 


Basically judgement day is not happening until they are dead. This has nothing 
to do with interpreting it as “this verse only speaks about the time of when 
Muhammad lived”. This is a universal hate against the Jews. 


Adultery which is not even punishable in the West, 
will become punishable

The United Nations Human Rights OHCHR's Convention on the Prevention and 
Punishment of the Crime of Genocide article II says: 


Article II 


In the present Convention, genocide means any of the following acts committed 
with intent to destroy, in whole or in part, a national, ethnical, racial or religious 
group, as such: 


(a) Killing members of the group; 

(b) Causing serious bodily or mental harm to members of the group; 

(c) Deliberately inflicting on the group conditions of life calculated to bring 
about its physical destruction in whole or in part; 

(d) Imposing measures intended to prevent births within the group; 

(e) Forcibly transferring children of the group to another group. 


The article II-c is the important one, changing the conditions in a group is 
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actually genocide. 
The quran below prohibits to live among non-muslims: 


Indeed, those whom the angels take [in death] while wronging themselves - [the 
angels] will say, "In what [condition] were you?" They will say, "We were oppressed 
in the land." The angels will say, "Was not the earth of Allah spacious [enough] 

for you to emigrate therein?" For those, their refuge is Hell - and evil it is as a 
destination. Except for the oppressed among men, women and children who 
cannot devise a plan nor are they directed to a way - Quran 4:97-98 


But spreading islam to their countries is allowed or the purpose for da'wah. 


European Court of Human Rights on Sharia law 


The annual report from 2003 by European Court of Human Rights states the 
following in regards to the laws of Islam: 


"Noting that the Welfare Party had pledged to set up a regime based on 
sharia law, the Court found that sharia was incompatible with the fundamental 
principles of democracy as set forth in the Convention. It considered that “sharia, 
which faithfully reflects the dogmas and divine rules laid down by religion, is 
stable and invariable. Principles such as pluralism in the political sphere or the 
constant evolution of public freedoms have no place in it” According to 

the Court, it was difficult to declare one’s respect for democracy and human 22 
rights while at the same time supporting a regime based on sharia, which clearly 
diverged from Convention values, particularly with regard to its criminal 
law and criminal procedure, its rules on the legal status of women and the way 
it intervened in all spheres of private and public life in accordance with religious 
precepts." - Annual Report 2003 of the European Court of Human Rights, 
Council of Europe 


The Muslim Brotherhood plan for North America 


The Holy Land Foundation, which was the largest Islamic charity in USA, was 
charged with laundering money in what became the largest trial in the history 
of the United States. During the raids by the FBI of a Virginia home in 2004 in 
regard to the investigation, a memo by the Muslim Brotherhood was discovered, 
titled “Explanatory Memorandum on the General Strategic Goal for the Group in 
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North America’, written in 1991. In one excerpt of the meme it says: 


4- Understanding the role of the Muslim Brother in North America 

The process of settlement is a "Civilization-Jihadist Process" with all the word 
means. The Ikhwanmust understand that their work in America is a kind of grand 
Jihadin eliminating and destroying the Western civilization from within and 
"sabotaging" its miserable house by their hands and the hands of the believers so 
that it is eliminated and God's religion is made victorious over all other religions. 
Without this level of understanding, we are not up to this challenge and have not 
prepared ourselves for Jihad yet. It is a Muslim's destiny to perform Jihad and 
work wherever he is and wherever he lands until the final hour comes, and there 
is no escape from that destiny except for those who chose to slack. But, would the 
slackers and Mujahedeen be equal. 


In short, playing the victim card, the minority card, and when becoming a 
majority, change the secular laws into Islamic laws. 


The account of Brigitte Gabriel 


Below is an account by Brigitte Gabriel who, as a Christian Lebanese, lived in 
Lebanan when it began being turned into an Islamic state. The full transcript has 
not been included due to it being too graphic. 


"I was introduced to radical Islam when I was 10 years old when the Muslims 
blew up my home as they shouted Allahu Akbar, bringing me down and burying 
me under the rubble wounded. My only crime was that I was a Christian living in 
a Christian town. 


I learned that at the age of 10 years old the meaning of the word infidel. I had a 
crash course in survival, not in Girl Scouts, but in a bomb shelter where I lived for 
seven years of my life, without electricity, with no water and very little food. To get 
some food I would crawl out under the bombs and the snipers bullets to gather 
grass to eat, and we would crawl to a nearby spring to get some water. 


At the age of 13 I dressed in my burial clothes, getting ready to go to bed at night, 
waiting to be slaughtered at the hands of the Muslims, and by the age of 20 I had 


buried most of my friends who were killed by Muslims. 


And we were not Americans living in New York, and we were not British citizens 
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living in London; we were Arab Christians living in Lebanon. 


I come from Lebanon. Many people do not realize that Lebanon used to be the 
only majority Christian country in the Middle East. We were open-minded, we 
were fair, we were tolerant, we had open border policy, we welcomed everyone 
into our country because we wanted to share with them the westernization which 
we had created in the heart of the Arabic world in the Middle East. Because of the 
majority Christian presence in Lebanon, we were good in commerce, we focused 
on building the country. In a very short period of time Lebanon became Paris of 
the Middle East and the banking capital of the Middle East. 


But sadly because of our open border policy and our open-mindedness and 
intolerance and fairness, we welcomed people who were not supposed to be in our 
country in the first place. 


Muslims used to send their children to study in our universities because we 

had built the best universities in the Middle East and the Arabic world. They 
graduated and they stayed and worked in our economy because we had built the 
best economy in the Arabic world even though we did not have any oil. But even 
though we had the problems with the Muslims especially as the population, the 
Islamic population grew because of the multiple birth rates and we the Christians 
started shrinking because we simply do not get married to multiple wives like 
they, do we don't have many children like they do. So over 20-30 years of this 
trend they became the majority and we became the minority. 


But we always had the problems maintained between the Christians who have 
become the minority and the Muslims who have become the majority and till 

the influx of the Palestinians out of Jordan which we as a civilized country, as 

an open-hearted country, took them in here, we took in a group of Palestinian 
terrorists. Yasser Arafat was kicked out of Jordan when he tried to overthrow King 
Hussein out of power, but because of the dictatorship of the King, King Hussein 
kicked them out and actually killed more Palestinians and black September than 
the State of Israel has killed in all its existence. We as a majority Christian country 
open-minded and fair and tolerant and multicultural, we were the only Arabic 
country that took a third wave of Palestinian refugees into the country. Once they 
came in, the majority of them were Muslims, they put their heads together with 
that with the Muslims in Lebanon and declared war on the Christians and that's 
when the Civil War began in 1975. 


I was 10 years old when the war started. Because of the presence of the 
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Palestinians and because of the open border, a lot of people, a lot 

of Muslims poured into from Arabic countries throughout the Middle East to 
help the Palestinians establish a presence in Lebanon. They wanted to use our 
open borders, our laws, our westernization, our fair and open mindedness against 
us, using our laws against us. 


People do not realize that Lebanon is a republic, very much like the United States 
of America, so our enemy was able, not only to infiltrate our country, but also use 
our existing laws to their benefit to establish their presence and twist the laws to 
their side. And we had many people in the country, including many Christians 
who actually marched with the Palestinians and the Islamists, asking for more 
Islamic representations on the government for them, thinking that they're taking 
on the cause of the underdog, however once the massacring began in 1975, 

once the Muslims became the majority and started taking over Christian cities 
and towns and killing them, that's when they would walk into the Christian 
homes. And some of those Christian leftist who basically demonstrated with the 
Islamist and said "what do you mean you're here to kill us and to slaughter us, 

we demonstrated with you, we pushed for your rights and the government, we 
pushed for you to take a part of whatever we had established". 


And the trends that we saw happening in Lebanon, once the Muslims and the 
Palestinians started massacring the Christians and they would welcome to 
Christian homes and even some of them leftist who demonstrated with the 
Islamists and fought for a new laws to be established in the country to protect 
the presence of the Palestinians who came to the country under refugee status, 
the Muslims would kill them and they would tell them "you were as infidels as 
any other infidel and either there's nothing but death". And those stories we 
heard from those who fled and came to our area which was the last Christian 
area left in southern Lebanon, and this was the price that we paid for our open- 
mindedness and our tolerance of those who came into our country, who had no 
intention of assimilating with us, who had no intention in becoming a part of the 
Lebanese society and advancing with our Western advancement in the Middle 
East, but wanted to come, and once they became the majority, wanted to impose 
their backwardness, their way of life, their way of being on us which brought our 
culture down. 


And today when you watch the news, you are no longer seeing Lebanon as Paris 
of the Middle East, you are seeing Lebanon as a terrorist infrastructure, a terrorist 
organization where Hizbollah, Iran, Syria and the axis of evil have taken control 
of the country and basically now becoming a hug bed of Islamic extremists, 
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spreading their extremism all throughout the world." - Brigitte Gabriel
